The  delegations  were  seated,  according  to  precedent,  by 
lot ;  Rev.  L.  Kuhlman,  D.D.,  with  the  Secretary,  drawing 
the  lots. 

The  Secretary  reported  that  he  had  the  regular  creden¬ 
tials  of  the  delegates  from  all  of  the  twenty-four  constitu¬ 
ent  Synods,  and  that  a  majority  of  the  delegates  were 
present  from  a  majority  of  the  Synods,  and  that  there  was, 
therefore,  a  constitutional  quorum.

Rev.  J.  Roy  Strock,  Commissioner  from  the  Guntur 
Synod,  in  India,  was  given  the  privilege  of  the  floor  in  all 
matters  pertaining  to  the  missions  in  India. 

Publicity. — Rev.  L.  W.  Siffert  was  appointed  a  reporter 
to  the  Lutheran  Church  Work  and  Observer. 
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Rev.  H.  R.  Gold,  the  Executive  Secretary  of  the  Lutheran 
General  Quadricentennial  Committee,  was  appointed  to  act 
for  that  committee. 

The  President  read  his  report.  It  was  voted  to  consider 
it  on  Friday  forenoon  after  the  consideration  of  Llome 
Missions  and  Church  Extension. 

The  election  of  officers  resulted  as  follows : 

President — Rev.  Prof.  V.  G.  L.  Tressler,  Ph.D.,  D.D. 

Secretary — Rev.  Prof.  Frank  P.  Manhart,  D.D. 

Treasurer — George  H.  Knollenberg. 

Tellers  for  the  election  of  the  President  were:  G.  P. 
Tustin,  B.  F.  Steiner,  Prof.  T.  B.  Birch,  Ph.D. 

Tellers  for  the  election  of  Secretary  were:  J.  F.  Roess- 
•ner,  Alex.  Diehl  and  H.  S.  Fleck. 

The  reading  of  the  rules  of  order  was  dispensed  with. 

The  Missionary  Society  and  the  Ladies’  Aid  of  the  Unity 
Church  invited  the  Synod  to  a  reception  to  be  held  directly 
after  the  pending  session.  The  invitation  was  accepted. 
(The  reception  was  held  and  enjoyed.) 

Rev.  A.  E.  Cooper,  chairman  of  the  Standing  Committee 
on  Minutes  of  the  District  Synods,  submitted  the  following 
report : 

Report  of  Committee  on  Minutes  of  District  Synods 

Your  committee  has  carefully  examined  all  the  minutes  of  the 
District  Synods,  and  in  each  we  find  records  of  marked  activity 
throughout  our  beloved  Zion,  and  of  general  loyalty  in  conformity 
to  the  actions  of  the  General  Synod. 

In  these  minutes  we  have  noted  with  pleasure  the  strong  dis¬ 
position  favorable  to  a  United  Lutheran  Church  in  America ;  of 
loyalty  on  the  part  of  Synods  and  pastors  toward  our  General 
Synod  Church  paper — Lutheran  Church  Work  and  Observer,  and 
of  extensive  plans  for  a  suitable  celebration  of  the  Quadricentennial 
of  the  Reformation  Festival. 

We  call  attention  to  the  following  actions  of  District  Synods,  to 
be  brought  to  the  attention  of  this  body: 

1.  In  the  minutes  of  the  Synod  of  Miami,  1916  Minutes,  page  48: 
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Resolved,  That  we  again  suggest  to  the  Executive  Committee, 
or  the  proper  officers  of  General  Synod,  in  the  interest  of  economy, 
and  for  the  convenience  of  the  representatives  of  the  General 
Boards,  that  they  arrange  a  tentative  schedule  of  the  meetings  of 
the  District  Synods,  and  submit  the  same  to  the  District  Synods  in 
1917  for  their  approval. 

We  recommend  that  this  be  done. 

2.  In  the  minutes  of  the  Pittsburgh  Synod,  1916: 

Resolved „  That  we  memorialize  the  General  Synod  to  appoint 
a  committee,  with  power  to  act,  for  the  purpose  of  standardizing 
the  church  records  of  the  General  Synod. 

We  recommend  reference  to  a  committee  of  five. 

3.  Synod  of  Nebraska,  1916,  pages  28-30.  We  made  the  following 
recommendations,  to  be  presented  to  the  General  Synod  at  its 
next  meeting: 

(a)  That  Benevolent  Boards  of  the  General  Synod  make  an 
itemized  budget  of  their  needs  for  the  coming  biennium,  and 
present  the  same  as  a  part  of  their  report  to  be  acted  upon  by 
the  General  Synod. 

( b )  That  these  budgets  be  published  in  the  Lutheran  Church 
Work  and  Observer  at  least  ten  days  prior  to  the  meeting  of  the 
General  Synod,  in  order  that  the  Church  may  know  the  needs  of 
the  work. 

(c)  That  these  budgets,  as  finally  adopted  by  the  General  Synod, 
be  given  over  to  an  Apportionment  Committee,  consisting  of  one 
delegate  from  each  Synod,  and  that  this  committee  apportion  these 
budgets  among  the  District  Synods  as  fairly  and  justly  as  possible, 

.taking  into  account  the  number  of  congregations,  the  total  com¬ 
municant  membership,  whether  many  of  the  churches  or  missions 
are  self-sustaining,  etc. 

(d)  That  the  number  of  Benevolent  Boards  of  the  General 
Synod  be  reduced  to  four:.  (1)  Home  Missions  and  Church  Exten¬ 
sion;  (2)  Education ;  (3)  Foreign  Missions;  (4)  Inner  Missions. 

That  “Home  Missions”  include  Synodical  Missions  as  well  as 
Plome  Missions  and  Church  Extension ;  that  “Education”  include 
all  educational  work  of  the  colleges,  seminaries  and  Ministerial 
Education ;  that  “Inner  Missions”  include  Pastors’  Fund,  Deaconess 
Work,  Homes  for  the  Aged,  and  Orphanages. 

( e )  That  these  Boards  furnish  the  necessary  offering  envelopes, 
facts  and  figures  about  the  work,  and  any  other  material,  to  aid 
the  pastors  and  congregational  officers  in  raising  the  apportioned 
amounts.  Or,  in  case  the  Boards  remain  as  they  are  at  present, 
each  one  comply  with  the  above  recommendations. 

(/)  That  the  Apportionment  Committee  of  each  District  Synod 
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take  the  amounts  of  the  budgets  as  apportioned  by  the  committee 
of  the  General  Synod  and  divide  the  same  among  the  congregations 
of  their  respective  Synods,  basing  the  amount  to  each  congregation 
or  pastorate,  not  on  the  communicant  membership  list,  as  at  present, 
but  taking  into  consideration  the  number  of  families,  the  confirmed 
(which  should  be  called  communicant)  membership,  the  amount 
paid  for  current  expenses,  whether  the  congregation  is  a  mission 
or  self-supporting,  whether  the  church  building  is  paid  for,  whether 
congregation  owns  a  parsonage,  etc. 

( g )  That  the  membership  columns  in  the  parochial  report  blanks 
for  “Communicant”  and  “Confirmed,”  be  changed  to  “Number  of 
Families”  and  “Communicant  Members”  respectively. 

( h )  That  the  Apportionment  Committee  of  the  District  Synods 
make  their  report  on  the  floor  of  Synod,  giving  the  budget  for 
each  congregation,  and  that  the  Synod  act  on  the  same. 

(i)  That  where  the  duplex  envelope  system  is  not  in  use,  or 
where  its  use  is  not  satisfactory,  four  or  more  offerings  be  received 
during  the  year,  or  one  for  each  Benevolent  Board. 

(/)  That  the  envelopes  provided  by  the  Boards  be  properly  dis¬ 
tributed  to  each  member  of  the  congregation  and  of  the  Sunday 
school,  admonishing  them  to  contribute  according  to  their  several 
abilities. 

( k )  That  each  Benevolent  Board  and  Publication  Board  have  a 
standing  reresentative  in  each  district  (similar  to  that  of  the  Boards 
of  Home  Missions  and  Church  Extension)  to  look  after  its  interests 
and  the  furtherance  of  its  work  in  his  territory. 

4.  Susquehanna  Synod,  1917:  (Minutes  not  off  the  press.) 

Resolved ,  That  our  delegates  to  the  General  Synod  be  instructed 
to  request  that  body  to  add  to  her  Sunday  School  Committee  a  repre¬ 
sentative  from  each  District  Synod. 

Your  committee  favor  the  honoring  of  this  request,  if  feasible. 

5.  Susquehanna  Synod,  1917:  (Minutes  not  yet  in  print.) 

Resolved,  That  the  General  Synod  be  requested  to  advise  Synods 
whose  licentiates  accept  work  in  another  Synod,  to  extend  the 
courtesy  to  such  Synods  to  ordain  such  licentiate. 

We  recommend  the  adoption  of  this  recommendation. 

6.  Rocky  Mountain  Synod,  1916  Minutes,  page  16.  At  their  session 
in  1915  the  Rocky  Mountain  Synod  decided  to  establish  a  Tubercular 
Sanatorium  at  Belen,  New  Mexico,  in  commemoration  of  the  twenty- 
fifth  anniversary  of  the  organization  of  Synod.  In  1916  (Minutes 
of  1916,  page  19)  they  adopted  a  plan  of  organization,  authorizing  a 
committee  to  appoint  a  Board  of  Trustees,  with  authority  to  in- 
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corporate,  secure  property,  and  to  permanently  establish  the  work. 
The  Synod  also  decided  to  contribute  $5000  within  the  next  five 
years  toward  the  establishing  of  the  institution. 

The  Board  thus  organized  has  accepted  a  donation  of  ten  acres 
of  ground  from  Mr.  John  Becker,  of  Belen,  and  plans  are  being 
prepared  for  the  first  permanent  building. 

In  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  Synod  the  Rocky  Mountain 
Synod  delegates  hereby  memorialize  the  General  Synod,  asking  that 
the  Belen  Sanatorium  be  endorsed,  and  commended  to  the  financial 
support  of  our  congregations  and  people,  and  that  such  further 
action  be  taken  in  furtherance  of  this  much-needed  work  of  mercy 
as  the  judgment  of  this  General  Synod  may  deem  proper. 

We  recommend  that  this  item  be  referred  to  a  special  committee.

EVENING  MEETING 


June  20,  1917. 

The  services  began  at  8.15.  They  were  conducted  by  the 
Secretary.  Rev.  L.  C.  Manges,  D.D.,  of  Harrisburg,  Pa., 
delivered  an  address  on  “The  Reformation  Chorus ” 

Mr.  C.  H.  Boyer,  of  Unity  Church,  speaking  on  behalf  of 
the  thirty  congregations  of  the  General  Synod  in  Chicago, 
and  Rev.  E.  F.  Krauss,  D.D.,  President  of  the  Chicago  Luth¬ 
eran  Theological  Seminary,  speaking  on  behalf  of  its  Luth- 
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erans  in  general  and  of  Chicago,  presented  greetings  and  ex¬ 
tended  a  welcome  to  the  General  Synod. 

The  President  of  the  General  Synod,  Rev.  Prof.  V.  G.  L. 
Tressler,  Pli.D.,  D.D.,  responded  to  these  addresses  and  pro¬ 
nounced  the  benediction. 

The  choir  of  Unity  Church,  under  the  leadership  of  Prof. 
C.  A.  King,  rendered  special  music. 


THIRD  SESSION 

Thursday,  June  21,  1917. 

Rev.  Luther  DeYoe,  D.D.,  of  Germantown,  Philadelphia, 
Pa.,  acting  as  chaplain,  held  a  service  from  9  to  9.30  a.m. 
His  special  subject  was  “Prayer.” 

The  President  called  the  Synod  to  order  at  9.30. 

Rev.  E.  C.  Harris  offered  prayer. 

The  Committee  on  Reference  and  Counsel  submitted  an 
order  for  the  morning  session.  It  was  adopted.  The  Presi¬ 
dent  announced  committees.  (See  List.) 

The  hours  of  the  business  sessions  were  fixed  as  follows: 
9  to  12  and  2  to  5. 

Rev.  J.  S.  Simon,  D.D.,  presented  the  report  of  the  Ex¬ 
ecutive  Committee,  as  follows : 

Report  of  the  Executive  Committee 

The  following  items  of  business  were  transacted  by  your  commit¬ 
tee  during  the  biennium : 

I.  THE  DATE  AND  PLACE  OF  THE  MEETING  OF  THE  GENERAL  SYNOD 

In  accordance  with  the  power  conferred  upon  the  committee  the 
date  of  the  opening  of  the  present  convention  was  fixed  for  June 
20,  1917.  As  there  seemed  to  be  some  doubt  at  one  time  whether 
a  Lutheran  church  of  adequate  size  might  be  available  in  Chicago, 
the  committee  was  prepared  to  make  arrangements  for  the  conven¬ 
tion  elsewhere.  Happily  the  new  Unity  Church  has  been  com¬ 
pleted  and  offers  ample  accommodations. 
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2.  APPOINTMENTS 

Mr.  A.  H.  Durboraw  was  appointed  a  member  of  the  Inner  Mis¬ 
sion  Board ;  Drs.  Bauslin,  Manhart  and  Singmaster  were  added 
to  the  representatives  to  the  Conference  on  Faith  and  Order;  Drs. 
E.  K.  Bell  and  J.  B.  Remensnyder  were  added  to  the  Quadricen- 
nial  Committee. 


3.  APPROPRIATIONS 

An  amount  not  exceeding  $500  was  appropriated  from  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Synod  Treasury  for  the  use  of  the  Inner  Mission  Board  during 
the  current  biennium. 

The  sum  of  $356  was  also  appropriated  for  the  use  of  the  Federal 
Council. 


4.  THE  APPORTIONMENT 

The  committee  recommends  the  following  apportionment :  Home 
Missions,  42  cents ;  Church  Extension,  26  cents ;  Foreign  Missions, 
32  cents;  Pastors’  Fund,  12  cents;  Board  of  Education,  22  cents; 
Deaconess  Board,  10  cents;  Home  for  the  Aged,  5  cents;  Tabitha 
Home,  5  cents;  General  Synod,  10  cents;  a  total  of  $1.64  per  member. 
The  above  amounts  are  the  same  as  those  of  two  years  ago,  with 
the  exception  that  three  cents  have  been  added  to  the  apportionment 
for  the  General  Synod ;  two  cents  each  have  been  added  to  Home  Mis¬ 
sions,  to  Board  of  Education  and  to  the  Pastors’  Fund.  The  addi¬ 
tion  to  the  Pastors’  Fund,  however,  was  made  on  condition  that 
until  further  action  by  the  General  Synod  the  royalties  from  hymn 
books,  etc.,  be  paid  into  the  treasury  of  the  General  Synod  itself, 
which  is  more  or  less  burdened  with  debt,  and  may  have  to  assume 
additional  obligations.  The  Pastors’  Fund  will  not  suffer  by  this 
arrangement  and  will  not  be  dependent  in  any  way  upon  a  very 
fluctuating  source  of  income. 

5.  THE  PURCHASE  OF  THE  LUTHERAN  OBSERVER 

The  Board  of  Publication,  for  reasons  satisfactory  to  itself,  hav¬ 
ing  declined  to  exercise  its  option  to  purchase  the  Lutheran  Observer, 
it  was  offered  for  sale  to  the  Church  Paper  Committee.  The  latter, 
however,  felt  that  it  was  not  empowered  by  the  General  Synod  to 
make  the  purchase,  at  the  same  time  the  consolidation  of  the 
Lutheran  Observer  and  Lutheran  Church  Work  had  been  practi¬ 
cally  approved  by  the  General  Synod.  In  this  emergency  the  Church 
Paper  Committee  appealed  to  the  Executive  Committee  for  its 
sanction  of  the  purchase  of  the  Lutheran  Observer.  The  Executive 
Committee,  believing  that  the  consolidaton  of  the  papers  was  highly 
desirable,  gave  the  Church  Paper  Committee  authority  to  purchase 
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the  Lutheran  Observer.  The  latter  committee  will  make  its  own 
report  to  this  body  concerning  the  entire  transaction. 

6.  THE  BROTHERHOOD  MASS  MEETING 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  Lutheran  Brotherhood  was  arranging 
for  a  mass  meeting  in  celebration  of  the  Quadricentennial  of  the 
Reformation,  on  the  evening  before  the  meeting  of  the  General 
Synod,  it  was  thought  unwise  to  attempt  a  similar  celebration  dur¬ 
ing  the  convention.  Instead  of  this,  your  committee  has  recom¬ 
mended  to  the  several  Boards  holding  anniversary  exercises  in  the 
evenings  that  they  request  their  speakers  to  relate  their  addresses 
to  some  phase  of  the  Reformation.  These  Boards  have  been  asked 
to  limit  their  respective  programs  to  not  over  an  hour  and  a  half. 

7.  THE  ORDER  FOR  THE  DAY. 

It  was  necessary  to  make  some  alteration  in  the  order  of  the 
presentation  of  business  as  will  appear  in  the  printed  program.  The 
dedication  of  the  beautiful  new  Unity  Church,  in  which  the  con¬ 
vention  will  be  held,  was  fixed  for  Sunday  morning,  the  fifth  day 
of  the  convention. 

8.  A  SCHEDULE  FOR  THE  MEETING  OF  DISTRICT  SYNODS 

The  Secretaries’  Conference  of  the  General  Synod,  held  at  York, 
Pa.,  believing  that  it  would  be  greatly  to  the  advantage  of  all  con¬ 
cerned  for  the  District  Synods  to  meet  in  a  certain  order  of  time, 
proposed  the  following  schedule,  which  your  committee  endorses 
for  recommendation  by  the  General  Synod  to  the  favorable  consid¬ 
eration  of  the  District  Synods. 

September  10  to  20 — California,  Rocky  Mountain,  German 
Nebraska. 

September  20  to  30 — Central  Illinois,  Southern  Illinois,  Wartburg. 

October  1  to  10 — Kansas,  Nebraska,  Iowa. 

October  10  to  20 — Northern  Illinois,  Northern  Indiana,  Olive 
Branch. 

October  20  to  30 — Wittenberg,  Miami,  East  Ohio. 

October  1  to  10 — Pittsburgh,  West  Virginia,  Allegheny. 

October  11  to  18 — Susquehanna,  Central  Pennsylvania,  West  Penn¬ 
sylvania. 

October  20  to  28 — Maryland,  East  Pennsylvania,  New  York.

The  reading  of  the  Treasurer’s  report  was  omitted  to 
afford  time  for  discussion. 

Missionaries  Albrecht  and  Thomas,  of  India,  and  Dr. 
Kuhlman,  the  Field  Secretary,  were  special  speakers. 

The  resolutions  were  adopted. 

The  report  was  adopted  as  a  whole.  Rev.  E.  K.  Bell, 
D.D.,  the  President  of  the  Board,  offered  prayer.  The 
Synod  also  united  in  the  use  of  the  Collect  for  Missions 
as  found  in  the  Hymnal. 

(See  proceedings  relating  to  Foreign  Missions.) 

The  President  appointed  the  following  committee  to  nomi¬ 
nate  a  Board  of  Foreign  Missions :  Rev.  A.  H.  Spangler, 
D.D.,  Rev.  A.  E.  Wagner,  D.D.,  Rev.  W.  F.  Rangeler,  D.D., 
Rev.  J.  M.  Rearick,  Rev.  G.  W.  Englar,  D.D.,  G.  P.  Sattler, 
M.D.,  Mr.  Dan  Smith,  Jr.,  Mr.  George  Rasmussen,  Mr. 
James  Popert. 

Mrs.  O.  D.  Baltzly,  Ph.D.,  the  former  President  and  the 
representative  of  the  Woman’s  Home  and  Foreign  Mission¬ 
ary  Society  of  the  General  Synod,  was  introduced  to  the 
General  Synod  and  presented  the  greetings  of  the  Society, 
and  a  report  of  its  activities.  The  President  of  the  General 
Synod  responded  to  this  address. 

The  report  of  Rev.  A.  H.  Smith,  D.D.,  the  official  visitor 
to  the  Woman’s  Home  and  Foreign  Missionary  Society, 
was  read  by  the  Secretary. 

Report  of  the  Fraternal  Delegate  to  the  Woman’s  Home  and 

Foreign  Missionary  Society 

Having  been  appointed  at  the  General  Synod,  in  convention  at 
Akron,  Ohio,  to  bear  the  fraternal  greetings  of  the  General  Synod 
to  the  Woman’s  Home  and  Foreign  Missionary  Society,  assembled 
in  biennial  convention  at  Wheeling,  W.  Va.,  I  am  pleased  to  report 
that  I  fulfilled  this  duty  to  the  best  of  my  ability.  The  woman’s 
convention  showed  every  courtesy  to  your  representative  and  gave 
him  the  opportunity  to  present  your  greetings  on  Monday  evening, 
May  14,  1917,  making  the  request  further  that  he  should  address  the

convention  on  the  subject  of  Home  Missions  in  addition  to  the 
greetings.  This  I  did. 

The  reports  at  the  woman’s  convention  showed  marked  progress 
for  the  biennium,  including  a  large  increase  in  membership  and  an 
increase  of  upwards  of  $25,000  in  receipts.  We  were  glad  to  con¬ 
gratulate  them  upon  their  achievements  and  the  splendid  interest 
shown  in  the  Lord’s  work  for  the  spread  of  the  gospel.  The  con¬ 
vention  promised  to  appoint  a  delegate  to  bear  their  greetings  to 
the  General  Synod  at  this  convention  in  Chicago.

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Common  Service  was 
presented  by  Rev.  J.  A.  Singmaster,  D.D.,  the  chairman. 
It  was  adopted  seriatim  and  as  a  whole. 

Report  of  the  Common  Service  Committee 

Your  Committee  on  Common  Service  begs  leave  to  report  that 
during  the  past  biennium  it  held  various  meetings  for  the  consider¬ 
ation  of  the  several  items  referred  to  it  by  the  General  Synod. 

I.  MEMORIALS 

(a)  A  memorial  from  the  East  Pennsylvania  Synod  desiring  that 
the  General  Synod  establish  a  uniform  rule  “for  the  guidance  of 
vacant  congregations  in  the  calling  of  a  pastor.”  (General  Synod 
Minutes,  1915,  page  148.) 

The  committee  thought  it  unwise  to  cumber  the  Formula  of 
Government  with  details  of  this  kind,  but  recommends  the  publi¬ 
cation  of  a  Manual  for  the  guidance  of  pastors  and  congregations 
in  which  would  be  included  this  and  similar  matters. 

(b)  A  memorial  from  the  Miami  Synod  praying  that  the  General 
Synod  make  a  certain  proposed  rule  for  transferring  members  gen¬ 
eral  throughout  the  Church.  (Minutes,  page  148.) 

The  committee  deems  it  inexpedient  and  impracticable  to  estab¬ 
lish  such  a  rule. 

(c)  A  resolution  offered  by  the  Rev.  C.  N.  Swihart  (Minutes, 
page  199)  similar  to  that  of  the  memorial  of  the  Miami  Synod. 

The  committee  took  the  same  action  as  in  the  latter  case. 

II.  THE  FORMULA  OF  CHURCH  GOVERNMENT 

The  General  Synod  in  1913  instructed  your  committee  to  prepare 
a  revision  of  the  Formula  of  Government  and  Discipline.  The  work 
was  done  in  due  time  and  submitted  to  the  General  Synod  in  1915 
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(Minutes,  page  163).  It  was  thought  best  that  the  Formula  be 
printed  in  the  Minutes  and  be  recommitted  to  your  committee,  to 
which  suggestions  might  be  communicated. 

The  committee  herewith  presents  a  new  revision,  which  has  also 
been  placed  in  the  hands  of  every  member  of  the  present  body.  It 
recommends  that  it  be  now  adopted,  and  that  it  take  the  place  of 
the  old  Formula  in  the  publications  of  the  General  Synod. 

III.  THE  CONSTITUTION  OF  THE  GENERAL  SYNOD 

Your  committee  was  also  instructed  to  prepare  and  submit  a  re¬ 
vision  of  the  Constitution  of  the  General  Synod. 

The  committee  gave  great  attention  to  the  revision  and  invited 
and  received  suggestions  from  various  individuals  and  societies. 

The  revised  Constitution  is  herewith  presented  and  has  been  placed 
in  the  hands  of  your  delegates. 

The  committee  recommends  that  the  Constitution  be  left  in  the 
hands  of  the  committee  and  that  further  action  thereon  be  post¬ 
poned  until  the  next  convention,  and  that  in  the  meantime  criticisms 
be  communicated  to  the  committee. 

IV.  THE  MINISTERIAL  ACTS 

The  committee  is  happy  to  report  that  the  Joint  Committee  on 
Common  Service  of  the  three  General  bodies  has  reached  unanim¬ 
ity  as  to  the  several  forms  of  Ministerial  Acts,  nearly  all  of  which 
have  been  revised,  and  which  will  be  published  in  due  time. 

V.  "the  COMMON  SERVICE  BOOK  OF  THE  LUTHERAN  CHURCH^ 

This  is  the  title  of  the  new  book  of  worship  for  which  the  Church 
has  waited  long,  and  upon  which  the  Joint  Committee  has  spent 
much  painstaking  labor,  and  which  it  believes  to  be  a  work  of  un¬ 
common  merit  in  content  and  form.  The  Service  Book  will  appear 
in  October,  and  will  consequently  be  a  fitting  memorial  of  the  quad- 
ricentennial  of  the  Reformation. 

The  Music  Edition  will  appear  first,  and  the  large  Word  Edition 
will  follow  at  once,  to  be  succeeded  by  other  editions. 

All  the  editions  will  contain  the  Services,  the  Psalter  and  the 
Hymnal,  with  578  hymns.  The  Music  Edition  will  contain  also  the 
Passion  History  and  the  Orders  for  Confession  and  Burial.  The 
Word  Edition  will  contain  these  and  also  the  other  Occasional  Ser¬ 
vices  (or  Ministerial  Acts)  and  the  Small  Catechism. 

On  account  of  the  war  urgent  demand  has  arisen  for  the  im¬ 
mediate  preparation  and  publication  of  an  Army  and  Navy  Edition 
of  the  Common  Service  Book,  to  contain  a  small  collection  of  parts 
of  the  service,  the  Psalms,  prayers  and  hymns,  with  such  additional 
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material  as  would  be  suitable.  The  Ministerium  of  Pennsylvania 
has  already  memorialized  the  Joint  Committee  to  issue  such  a  book. 
Your  committee  believes  that  it  would  be  very  desirable  to  do  so. 
It  recommends,  therefore,  that  the  General  Synod  approve  of  the 
proposed  Army  and  Navy  book. 

The  following  action  was  taken  by  the  Joint  Committee  for  the 
preservation  of  the  integrity  of  the  Common  Service  book: 

“Deeply  impressed  with  the  necessity  of  guarding  the  future  in¬ 
tegrity  of  the  Common  Service  Book  of  the  Lutheran  Church, 
about  to  be  published,  the  Joint  Common  Service  Committee  ear¬ 
nestly  recommends  to  each  of  the  three  General  Bodies  represented 
in  the  committee  the  adoption  of  the  following  or  its  equivalent: 

“Whereas,  It  is  most  important  that  the  three  General  Bodies 
which  have  co-operated  in  the  preparation  of  the  Common  Service 
Book  of  the  Lutheran  Church  should  also  unite  in  guarding  the 
integrity  of  the  book  in  all  future  editions,  in  order  to  carry  out 
the  purpose  to  secure  for  our  churches  a  true  Common  Service 
Book ;  therefore, 

“ Resolved ,  That  this  body  agrees  not  to  issue  or  authorize  the 
issue  of  any  edition  of  the  said  Common  Service  Book  which  shall 
depart  in  any  particular  from  the  original  first  edition  in  content, 
or  in  general  style  and  makeup,  without  the  consent  of  all  three 
of  the  co-operating  General  Bodies,  or  their  official  representatives.” 

Your  committee  recommends  the  adoption  of  this  resolution. 

The  Book  of  Worship  of  the  General  Synod,  which  will,  no  doubt, 
gradually,  and,  let  us  hope  very  soon,  be  superseded  by  the  new 
Common  Service  Book,  contains  some  material  which  will  not 
appear  in  the  latter  book,  either  for  lack  of  room  or  because  of 
incongruity,  e.g.,  the  Constitution  of  the  General  Synod,  the  For¬ 
mula  of  Government,  etc. 

Some  of  this  material  should  be  made  available  by  being  published 
in  an  inexpensive  form.  A  manual  has  already  been  mentioned.  A 
new  edition  of  the  book  of  Ministerial  Acts  will  have  to  be  pub¬ 
lished,  and  there  should  be  also  a  book  of  prayers  and  a  service  of 
Visitation  of  the  Sick. 

The  committee  is  not  prepared  at  this  time  to  make  specific 
recommendations  in  regard  to  these  several  publications,  because  the 
material  has  not  yet  been  put  into  proper  shape  and  also  because 
of  probably  much  closer  relations  in  the  near  future  with  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Bodies  with  which  we  are  now  affiliated.  Nevertheless,  it  be¬ 
lieves  that  it  should  be  authorized,  at  its  discretion,  to  secure  the 
publication  through  our  own  Publication  House  of  material  above 
mentioned.  The  committee,  therefore,  recommends  the  adoption  of 
the  following: 
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Resolved,  That  the  Common  Service  Committee  be  hereby  author¬ 
ized  to  compile  and  prepare  and  cause  to  be  published,  at  its  dis¬ 
cretion,  a  book  of  Ministerial  Acts,  a  manual  or  directory  for  guid¬ 
ance  in  ecclesiastical  matters,  a  Manual  of  Prayers,  etc.,  and  also 
that  the  committee  be  authorized  to  collaborate,  as  far  as  possible, 
with  the  Joint  Committee  in  such  publications.

FOURTH  SESSION 

Thursday,  June  21,  2  p.m. 

The  General  Synod  met  for  its  fourth  session,  President 
Tressler  in  the  chair.  Prayer  was  offered  by  Rev.  D.  M. 
Horner.  The  order  of  business  proposed  by  the  Committee 
on  Reference  and  Counsel  was  adopted.  Representatives 
of  the  United  Synod  and  of  the  General  Council  were  in¬ 
troduced  and  given  the  privileges  of  the  floor. 

The  President  appointed  the  following  Committee  on 
Mileage :  L.  R.  Alden,  Esq.,  Luther  Minter,  F.  W.  Albrecht. 

W.  C.  Stoever,  Litt.D.,  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  the 
Memorial  of  the  Maryland  Synod,  presented  its  report,  as 
follows : 

Report  of  Committee  on  Memorial  of  Maryland  Synod 

At  the  meeting  of  the  General  Synod  in  Atchison,  Kan,  in  1913 
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(see  Minutes,  page  87),  the  following  memorial  of  the  Maryland 
Synod  was  presented: 

" Resolved ,  That  this  Synod  overture  the  General  Synod  to  take 
steps  to  provide  a  graduated  annuity,  not  to  exceed  $300,  for  min¬ 
isters  who  have  been  incapacitated  for  ministerial  work  by  reason 
of  old  age  or  infirmity,  the  funds  to  be  provided  by  the  payment  of 
at  least  one  per  cent  of  the  salaries  of  all  beneficiaries,  by  the  regu¬ 
lar  apportionment,  by  any  surplus  that  may  ensue  from  Lutheran 
Church  Work,  from  endowment,  and,  if  satisfactory  arrangements 
may  be  made  with  The  Lutheran  Publication  Society,  the  surplus 
arising  from  the  business  of  the  house.” 

This  memorial  was  referred  to  the  undersigned  to  consider  it  in 
connection  with  the  Trustees  of  the  Pastors’  Fund,  and  to  report 
to  the  next  convention  of  the  General  Synod.  At  the  meeting  in 
Akron,  Ohio,  a  report  was  made  and  the  matter  was  referred  back 
to  the  same  committee. 

Your  committee  has  had  conferences  with  the  Trustees  of  the 
Pastors’  Fund  and  with  the  General  Secretary  of  that  fund,  and  we 
herewith  present  our  conclusions  and  recommendations. 

The  General  Secretary  had  investigated  the  annuity  plans  of  the 
several  denominations  which  are  now  in  existence,  namely,  Presby¬ 
terian,  Congregational,  Methodist,  Baptist  and  Episcopalian,  all  of 
which  have  raised,  and  are  raising,  an  Endowment  Fund,  varying 
from  $500,000  to  $10,000,000.  Some  of  these  are  providing  for  a 
contribution  by  the  minister  and  his  congregation  or  by  the  church 
in  addition  to  the  endowment.  Other  plans  propose  to  pay  the  an¬ 
nuity  out  of  the  income  realized  from  the  Endowment  Fund,  the 
working  of  this  being  based  upon  figures  and  opinions  received 
from  actuaries  of  different  life  insurance  companies.  After  full 
consideration  of  the  various  schemes  your  sub-committee  reached 
the  conclusion  that  the  time  is  not  ripe  for  the  recommendation  of 
an  annuity  plan  to  our  General  Synod,  for  the  following  reasons : 

There  are,  in  the  General  Synod,  about  1400  clergymen,  of  whom 
about  1050  have  pastorates.  If  these  are  to  be  pensioned  either  the 
full  amount  of  the  premium  on  each  risk  must  be  paid  by  the 
church  or  else  some  contributory  plan  adopted  which  shall  divide 
the  expense  of  the  premium  between  the  church  and  the  insured. 
A  straight  pension  system  means  either  a  permanent  endowment  of 
a  million  dollars  or  more,  or  a  permanent  increase  in  the  appor¬ 
tionment  in  an  amount  entirely  out  of  the  question.  The  matter  of 
raising  a  permanent  endowment  will  be  considered  in  the  next  para¬ 
graph.  If  a  contributory  plan  is  adopted  the  experience  derived 
from  the  working  of  existing  pension  schemes  shows  that  financial 
solvency  can  be  guaranteed  only  by  a  system  which  shall  keep  an

individual  account  with  each  beneficiary  and  purchase  for  him  an 
annuity  no  greater  than  can  be  bought  with  the  annual  premium 
paid  in  his  behalf  by  the  joint  contributions  of  himself  and  the 
church.  As  stated  above,  we  have  only  about  1050  clergymen  with 
pastorates  in  the  General  Synod,  we  have  no  means  of  compelling 
all  of  them  to  come  into  a  church  pension  scheme,  and  it  is  doubt¬ 
ful  whether  more  than  three  hundred,  at  the  greatest,  would  avail 
themselves  if  one  is  started.  Only  one-ninth  of  the  Presbyterian 
pastors  have  joined  their  scheme  during  the  five  years  of  its  oper¬ 
ation,  and  they  have  been,  with  few  exceptions,  the  older  men, 
financially  the  greatest  risks.  So  that  we  could  not  expect  a  large 
number  of  applicants  under  a  voluntary  contributory  scheme,  and 
the  premiums  which  the  salaries  of  our  pastors  would  permit  them 
to  pay,  even  when  doubled  by  the  church’s  contribution  thereto, 
would  purchase  annuities  so  small  as  to  be  of  almost  insignificant 
help  to  their  recipients  instead  of  actually  caring  for  them  after 
retirement.  From  the  practical  standpoint  far  more  can  be  done  to 
solve  the  problem  of  the  superannuated  pastor  if  the  movement  for 
larger  salaries  be  urged  vigorously.  Either  we  should  give  the 
pastor  more  salary  and  let  him  buy  his  own  insurance  from  a  regu¬ 
lar  company,  keeping  the  church  as  an  organization  out  of  the  insur¬ 
ance  business,  in  which  it  can  succeed  only  on  the  same  business 
principles  which  govern  successful  secular  companies,  or  we  should 
do  what  appears  impracticable  at  present — raise  an  endowment 
fund  of  over  a  million  dollars  and  adopt  a  straight  pension  plan. 
That  this  is  impracticable  at  present  will  readily  be  perceived  if  it 
is  remembered  that  the  church  is  about  to  attempt  the  raising  of  a 
million  dollars  for  educational  purposes  as  the  limit  of  what  may 
be  expected  from  the  capitalization  throughout  the  General  Synod 
of  the  enthusiasm  expected  to  be  aroused  by  the  1917  Luther  cele¬ 
bration,  thus  practically,  for  some  time,  barring  the  field  to  appeals 
for  other  objects.  And  this  perception  will  become  clearer  still  if 
the  present  struggle  of  the  Pastors’  Fund  Society  for  an  endowment 
is  taken  into  account. 

In  1907,  at  Sunbury,  Pa.,  it  was  resolved  that  the  Pastors’  Fund 
accumulate  a  sum  of  $250,000,  but  nothing  of  any  consequence  was 
done  toward  the  realization  of  this  amount  until  the  General  Secre¬ 
tary  was  elected,  and  he  in  the  time  of  his  service,  about  three 
years,  has  collected  $75,000,  showing  that  the  work  of  raising  the 
amount  named  is  slow,  and  it  does  not  seem  possible  to  provide  for 
payments  to  disabled  ministers  otherwise  than  now  followed  by  the 
Pastors’  Fund,  until,  at  least,  the  sum  of  $250,000  is  collected  and 
placed  upon  interest.  Your  sub-committee  feels  that  the  matter  sub¬ 
mitted  to  our  committee  should  be  postponed  until  the  Pastors’ 
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Fund  has  accomplished  the  duty  laid  upon  it  by  the  General  Synod 
at  Sunbury,  Pa.

The  report  was  adopted. 

The  report  of  the  delegates  to  Federal  Council  was  pre¬ 
sented  by  President  W.  A.  Granville,  Ph.D.,  LL.D.,  as  fol¬ 
lows  : 

Report  of  Delegates  to  the  Third  Quadrennial  Meeting  of  the 
Federal  Council  of  the  Churches  of  Christ  in  America 

Your  delegates  to  the  meeting  of  the  Federal  Council  would  make 
the  following  report  to  our  General  Synod : 

The  Third  Quadrennial  Meeting  of  the  Federal  Council  of  the 
Churches  of  Christ  in  America,  held  in  St.  Louis  December  6-n, 
1916,  was  called  by  some  of  those  who  attended  its  sessions  the 
greatest  gathering  to  date  of  the  Christian  forces  of  America.  This 
does  not  refer  to  the  number  in  attendance.  There  were  fewer  than 
five  hundred  delegates.  These  were  present  as  representatives  of 
thirty  Protestant  denominations,  with  an  aggregate  membership  of 
eighteen  million. 

It  was  a  great  assemblage  because  of  the  weight  and  seriousness 
of  the  subjects  presented  for  discussion.  It  was  momentous  because 
of  the  awful  world  conditions  which  occupied  much  of  its  attention 
and  its  prayers.  Perhaps  it  was  greatest  of  all  because  of  the  beau¬ 
tiful  spirit  of  courtesy  and  Christian  love  which  characterized  all  of 
its  discussions. 

Rev.  Frank  Mason  North,  one  of  the  secretaries  of  the  Foreign 
Mission  Board  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  was  elected 
President.  Rev.  Charles  S.  Macfarland,  Rev.  Rivington  D.  Lord 
and  Mr.  Alfred  R.  Kimball  were  re-elected  General  Secretary  and 
Corresponding  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  respectively. 

The  actual  business  of  the  meeting  was  concerned  chiefly  with  the 
reports  of  the  commissions  of  the  Federal  Council,  prepared  before¬ 
hand  with  great  care  and  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  delegates  in 
printed  form.  These  reports  comprised  earnest  and  most  thorough 
discussion  of  the  questions  appropriate  to  each  commission.  The 
commissions  are  really  the  heart  of  the  Federal  Council  organiza¬ 
tion.  They  are  as  follows,  given  in  the  order  in  which  their  reports 
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were  made :  The  Commission  on  Home  Missions,  on  State  and 
Local  Federations,  on  Inter-Church  Federations,  on  the  Church  and 
Country  Life,  on  Foreign  Missions,  on  International  Justice  and 
Goodwill,  on  Oriental  Relations,  on  Family  Life,  on  Sunday  Observ¬ 
ance,  on  Temperance,  on  Christian  Education,  on  Evangelism,  on 
the  Church  and  Social  Service. 

The  reports  have  been  brought  together  in  eight  published  vol¬ 
umes.  Space  will  permit  scarcely  more  than  a  brief  review  of  the 
reports  of  some  of  the  commissions. 

The  Commission  on  Evangelism  magnified  its  office  by  putting 
evangelism  in  the  fundamental  place  in  the  work  of  the  Church. 
Emphasis  was  placed  upon  the  value  of  pastoral  evangelism  and 
upon  simultaneous  evangelistic  campaigns  under  pastoral  direction. 
Such  an  evangelistic  campaign  without  the  aid  of  professional  evan¬ 
gelists  has  been  astonishingly  successful  during  the  past  four  years 
in  Indianapolis. 

The  Lutheran  emphasis  on  the  religious  education  and  spiritual 
nurture  of  children  was  sounded  by  one  of  your  representatives. 
The  report  of  the  Commission  on  the  Church  and  Social  Service, 
while  dealing  with  social  and  industrial  conditions,  was  concerned 
chiefly  with  social  and  industrial  relations.  It  took  its  stand  upon  a 
platform  of  industrial  democracy  as  the  only  platform  upon  which 
the  principle  of  Christianity  in  labor  and  industry  can  be  ade¬ 
quately  expressed.  It  strongly  asserted  that  an  industrial  feudalism 
cannot  exist  in  an  industrial  democracy.  The  development  of 
Christianity  in  church  and  state  requires  industrial  peace,  but  there 
can  be  no  peace  in  industry  unless  justice  is  realized  and  what  jus¬ 
tice  is  cannot  be  determined  by  a  small  minority  composed  of  those 
who  own  and  control  the  industries  of  the  country,  but  only  by  the 
common  consent  of  all  the  elements  concerned.  If  the  teachings  of 
Jesus  mean  political  democracy  they  must  mean  also  industrial  de¬ 
mocracy.  The  church  should  clearly  teach  the  principle  of  co-oper¬ 
ative  relations  in  industry  to  the  fullest  extent.  This  does  not  mean 
socialism,  but  it  does  mean  the  fullest  and  widest  possible  co-oper¬ 
ative  ownership  and  control  of  industry.  The  report  deals  with 
such  welfare  conditions  as  unemployment,  housing,  recreation,  com¬ 
mercialized  vice,  prison  reform,  the  status  of  women  in  industry, 
child  labor,  infant  mortality,  a  living  wage,  cost  of  living,  dangerous 
trades,  the  evil  results  of  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  liquor,  the 
unusual  and  unnecessary  strains  of  life  and  preventable  diseases. 
All  of  these  social  programs  are  discussed  from  a  deeply  religious 
and  spiritual  viewpoint.  The  Church  cannot  prosper  in  a  nation 
where  anti-social  conditions  persist.  A  nation  cannot  become  Chris- 
tion  in  which  two  per  cent  of  the  population  owns  60  per  cent  of  the 
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wealth.  The  supreme  social  function  of  the  Church  is  said  to  be 
to  educate  the  community  in  the  fundamentally  spiritual  realities 
which  underlie  these  movements  of  social  progress,  to  uphold  the 
ideals  by  which  they  are  conceived,  to  develop  the  atmosphere  in 
which  they  are  born,  the  individuals  who  will  carry  them  to  matur¬ 
ity,  and  the  spiritual  power  which  will  make  them  effective. 

The  report  of  the  Commission  on  Temperance  was  particularly 
interesting  and  timely,  because  it  was  read  in  St.  Louis  and  in  Mis¬ 
souri  four  weeks  after  St.  Louis  had  voted  wet  ten  to  one,  while  the 
rest  of  the  State  had  voted  dry,  including  Kansas  City,  Missouri’s 
other  large  city.  The  report  of  this  commission  was  uncompromising. 
The  Council  went  on  record  in  favor  of  national  prohibition.  But 
the  report  was  constructive.  It  pleaded  strongly  for  temperance  in¬ 
struction.  It  asked,  “Why  do  men  go  to  the  saloon?”  and  answered 
its  own  question  in  part.  It  advocated  saloon  substitutes,  admitting 
that  in  many  places  the  saloon  fills  a  social  need.  It  gave  the  lie  to 
the  claim  that  when  national  prohibition  comes  a  million  men  will 
be  thrown  out  of  employment.  It  told  how  organized  labor  is  grad¬ 
ually  coming  out  openly  against  the  liquor  power.  It  commended 
those  daily  newspapers  and  magazines  which  decline  to  carry  liquor 
advertising. 

Possibly  the  most  entirely  epoch-making  report  was  that  of  the 
Commission  on  Inter-Church  Federation,  formerly  called  the  Com¬ 
mission  on  Federated  Movements.  The  Chairman  of  this  commission 
is  Mr.  Fred  B.  Smith,  who  headed  the  “Men  and  Religion  Forward 
Movement”  of  five  years  ago.  The  Executive  Secretary  is  Rev. 
Roy  B.  Guild,  who  was  the  Executive  Secretary  of  that  movement. 
The  work  of  this  commission  and  of  its  federations  throughout  the 
country  is  a  continuation  of  the  work  of  that  great  campaign.  The 
movement  then  taught  the  principles  of  co-operation,  especially  of 
local  co-operation  in  all  forms  of  Christian  effort.  The  local  feder¬ 
ations  in  scores  of  cities  are  now  demonstrating  how  the  work  can 
be  done.  They  are  actually  doing  it.  Especially  is  this  true  in  fif¬ 
teen  of  the  larger  cities  which  employ  Executive  Secretaries.  These 
are  big  men  doing  a  big  work,  in  cities  like  New  York,  Buffalo, 
Cleveland,  Indianapolis,  Louisville  and  St.  Louis.  These  federations, 
under  the  leadership  of  their  secretaries,  are  carrying  on  evangel¬ 
istic  campaigns,  as  in  Indianapolis ;  leading  in  reforms  against 
commercialized  vice,  as  in  Louisville;  against  the  saloon,  as  in 
Duluth.  They  are  demanding  reform  in  city  governments,  are  aiding 
in  putting  city  charities  upon  an  efficient  and  Christian  basis,  are 
assisting  the  courts  in  handling  the  problems  of  youthful  deliquency. 
These  federations  are  adjusting  the  territory  between  churches  so 
that  new  churches  cannot  be  organized  in  a  section  of  the  city  where 
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other  churches  adequately  cover  the  field. 

The  splendid  reports  of  the  Commission  on  Peace  and  Arbitration, 
now  the  “Commission  on  International  Justice  and  Goodwill,”  and 
of  the  Commission  on  Relations  with  Japan,  now  changed  to  the 
“Commission  on  Oriental  Relations,”  will  be  published  in  three  vol¬ 
umes.  At  a  time  when  every  continent  is  directly  involved  in  war 
these  reports  were  of  absorbing  interest.  They  sounded  the  Chris¬ 
tian  note  from  first  to  last.  They  were  loyal  in  principle  to  the 
teachings  of  the  Prince  of  Peace.  They  did  not  take  a  position 
against  armed  preparedness,  but  did  put  chief  stress  upon  the  pre¬ 
paration  of  the  heart  of  Christian  people  in  all  lands.  They  favored 
the  organization  of  a  League  of  Nations  and  of  International  Courts 
of  Arbitration  and  of  Conciliation.  But  they  contended  that  all 
these  excellent  human  devices  will  go  for  naught  if  we  do  not  learn 
the  lessons  of  Christian  internationalism  and  of  justice  and  good¬ 
will.  The  resolutions  of  these  two  commissions  pleaded  for  gener¬ 
ous  war  relief  contributions  by  the  churches  of  America,  for  the 
adequate  protection  of  aliens,  for  the  establishment  of  a  commission 
by  the  Federal  Council  on  Relations  with  Mexico  and  Latin  America, 
for  a  Council  of  Neutral  Nations  to  be  convened  as  early  as  pos¬ 
sible,  whose  purpose  it  shall  be  to  ask  the  nations  at  war  upon  what 
basis  they  will  make  peace,  for  a  League  of  Nations  to  Declare  the 
Fundamental  Rights  and  Duties  of  Nations  to  devise  means  for 
maintaining  and  enforcing  peace,  for  an  International  Court  of  Arbi¬ 
tration  and  for  an  International  Board  of  Conciliation. 

Popular  meetings,  some  of  them  evangelistic  and  some  of  them 
in  the  interest  of  the  discussion  of  great  social  questions  from  the 
Christian  point  of  view,  were  held  daily  in  the  theatres  and  churches 
and  in  shops  and  factories.  Some  of  the  speakers  at  such  meetings 
were  William  Jennings  Bryan,  Rev.  William  E.  Biederwolf,  Rev. 
Charles  Stelzle,  Raymond  Robins,  Evangelist  “Bob”  Jones,  Profes¬ 
sor  Harry  F.  Ward,  Professor  Edward  A.  Steiner  and  Daniel  A. 
Poling. 

The  Federal  Council  is  mobilizing  the  forces  of  Protestantism 
against  any  and  every  foe  of  evangelical  principles  and  practices. 
A  committee  has  been  appointed  to  arrange  a  Pan-Protestant  Refor¬ 
mation  celebration  for  1917.  Dr.  George  U.  Wenner  and  President 
William  Granville  were  made  members  of  the  Executive  Committee. 
Rev.  Dr.  Victor  Tressler  was  elected  the  Lutheran  Vice-President. 
Rev.  Dr.  Edwin  Heyl  Delk  acted  upon  the  Business  Committee 
throughout  the  sessions  and  was  appointed  a  member  of  two  com¬ 
missions.  It  was  a  great  privilege  to  have  participated  in  this  his¬ 
toric  council.  As  the  federation  idea  originated  in  the  United  States 
in  the  mind  and  heart  of  a  learned  and  devout  Lutheran,  Dr.  Sam- 
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uel  S.  Schmucker,  it  was  a  great  joy  and  satisfaction  to  see  and 
participate  in  this  consummation  of  Dr.  Schmucker’s  hope  of  all 
Protestant  bodies  in  council  and  co-operation  in  the  one  common  task 
of  propagating  the  kingdom  of  God  in  society  and  throughout  the 
world. 

Your  delegates  were  called  to  a  special  meeting  of  the  Federal 
Council  convened  in  Washington,  D.  C.,  on  May  8,  to  consider  the 
relation  of  the  Church  to  the  world  war  and  the  Church’s  service 
in  such  a  national  crisis.  The  sessions  proved  to  be  of  grave  im¬ 
portance  in  defining  the  Church’s  position  in  this  war  and  the  na¬ 
tion’s  obligations  to  her  citizens  and  soldiers  in  this  momentous 
time.  The  deliverance  made  has  been  published  for  distribution, 
and  is  on  a  high  plane  of  Christian  vision  and  obligation.  Dr. 
Wenner  was  not  able  to  be  present.  President  Granville  and  Dr. 
Delk,  who  conducted  one  of  the  devotional  services,  were  present. 

We  request  that  $500  be  the  amount  recommended  to  the  Execu¬ 
tive  Committee  of  the  General  Synod  to  be  given  for  the  furtherance 
of  the  work  of  the  Federal  Council  of  the  Churches  of  Christ  in 
America  during  the  next  biennium.

Report  of  the  Hymn  Book  Publishing  Committee 

The  Hymn  Book  Publishing  Committee  reports  that  receipts  for 
royalties  for  the  year  ending  April  30,  1916,  were  $1665.22,  and  for 
the  year  ending  April  30,  1917,  were  $1508.72,  making  a  total  of 
$3I73-94»  which  has  been  paid  to  the  Pastors’  Fund  in  accordance 
with  the  action  of  the  General  Synod  in  1913,  and  receipts  have 
been  given  by  the  Treasurer  of  that  fund.

Your  committee  has  delegated 
to  The  Lutheran  Publication  Society  this  work  and  has  asked  it  to 
pay  the  costs  as  the  bills  are  presented.  The  copyright  is  to  be 
issued  in  the  names  of  the  three  bodies.  The  question  now  before 
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the  General  Synod  is  whether  the  royalties  thereon  are  to  be  col¬ 
lected  by  the  Hymn  Book  Publishing  Committee  as  heretofore  or 
if  the  union  of  the  bodies  takes  place,  what  will  become  of  the 
Hymn  Book  Publishing  Committee?

Your  committee  appointed  to  audit  the  books  and  accounts  of  the 
Treasurer  of  the  General  Synod  begs  to  inform  the  Synod  that  we 
have  performed  our  duty  in  this  matter  and  that  we  have  found 
everything  correct.  It  is  a  pleasure  to  audit  accounts  so  carefully 
and  neatly  kept  as  are  those  of  our  excellent  Treasurer. 

We  checked  up  every  item  of  receipts  and  disbursements  and 
found  receipt  stubs  and  vouchers  to  cover  them  all,  so  that  the  re¬ 
port  our  Treasurer  made  to  this  Synod  is  in  perfect  harmony 
with  his  books. 

The  receipts  of  the  closing  biennium,  including  the  balance  of 
$8992.87  carried  over  from  the  preceeding  biennium,  amount  to 
$38,941.04,  not  including  the  note  for  $424.08  which  has  been  given 
by  the  Treasurer  of  the  German  Nebraska  Synod  in  settlement  of 
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the  balance  due  on  the  apportionment  of  that  Synod.  The  total  dis¬ 
bursements  are  $22,088.75,  which  leave  a  balance  of  $16,428.21  in  the 
hands  of  our  Treasurer. 

This  balance  has  been  deposited  in  one  of  the  local  banks,  subject 
to  check  on  order  of  the  Synod.  When  the  aforesaid  note  of 
$424.08  shall  have  been  paid  the  balance  will  be  $16,852.29. 

Commending  our  faithful  Treasurer  to  the  implicit  confidence  of

The  report  of  the  Church  Paper  Committee  was  made  by 
Rev.  J.  A.  Singmaster,  D.D.,  its  chairman,  as  follows : 

Report  of  Church  Paper  Committee 

The  Church  Paper  Committee,  appointed  by  the  General  Synod 
at  Akron,  met  at  Harrisburg  June  14,  1915.  Dr.  Singmaster  was 
chosen  chairman  and  Dr.  Manhart  secretary.  The  latter  subse¬ 
quently  resigned  as  secretary  and  Dr.  Gotwald  was  appointed  to 
fill  the  place.  Dr.  F.  G.  Gotwald  was  elected  Editor  at  a  salary  of 
$2000  per  annum,  and  $600  was  voted  to  compensate  special  con¬ 
tributors. 

The  committee  adopted  the  following  general  rules  for  the  guid¬ 
ance  of  the  Editor: 

1.  It  is  expected  of  the  Editor  that  he  produce  the  best  possible 
religious  family  paper  for  Lutheran  homes. 

2.  That  he  be  entirely  in  accord  with  the  atttitude  and  deliver¬ 
ances  of  the  General  Synod. 

3.  That  he  exclude  all  vain  controversies,  all  unfriendly  criticism 
of  other  Lutheran  bodies,  and  all  offensive  personalities,  as  well  as 
all  advertisements  of  quack  medicines,  of  speculative  investments 
and  of  other  doubtful  matter. 

I.  PURCHASE  OF  "THE  LUTHERAN  OBSERVER” 

At  a  meeting  held  on  October  6,  1915,  in  Philadelphia,  the  chair¬ 
man  stated  that  he  had  been  officially  informed  that  the  negotiations 
for  the  purchase  of  The  Lutheran  Observer,  as  authorized  by  the 
General  Synod,  by  the  Board  of  Publication,  had  been  broken  off 
and  that  the  latter  had  ventured  to  suggest  that  The  Lutheran 
Observer  Association  might  open  negotiations  for  the  sale  of  The 
Observer  with  the  Church  Paper  Committee. 
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A  representative  of  The  Observer  appeared  before  the  committee 
and  offered  the  paper  for  sale,  submitting  a  statement  to  the  effect 
that  the  estimated  assets  amounted  to  $63,608  and  the  liabilities  to 
$39,282,  including  the  capital  stock  valued  at  $22,150.  After  pro¬ 
tracted  consideration  the  committee  offered  the  representative 
$22,150,  which  is  the  exact  sum  authorized  by  the  last  General 
Synod.  The  sale,  however,  was  made  subject  to  the  ratification  of 
the  Executive  Committee  of  the  General  Synod,  for  the  Church 
Paper  Committee  realized  that  it  had  not  been  empowered  to  make 
the  purchase.  The  Executive  Committee  authorized  the  purchase, 
and  the  committee  came  into  possession  of  The  Lutheran  Observer 
on  October  19.  The  first  issue  of  the  combined  papers  appeared  on 
October  28,  1915,  with  the  title  Lutheran  Church  Work  and  Ob¬ 
server. 

The  total  financial  return  from  the  collection  of  the  various 
Observer  accounts  amounted  to  $5753.89,  and  the  number  of  sub¬ 
scribers  about  7000. 

The  committee  confesses  that  it  was  disappointed  in  the  amount 
realized  from  the  given  assets.  Nevertheless,  it  believes  that  the 
peace  and  unity  of  the  Church  have  been  promoted  by  the  purchase. 

II.  RELATION  TO  THE  BOARD  OF  PUBLICATION 

The  General  Synod  at  Akron,  at  the  recommendation  of  the 
Church  Paper  Committee,  adopted  the  following  resolution  in 
reference  to  the  proposed  purchase  of  The  Lutheran  Observer  by 
the  Board  of  Publication: 

“ Resolved ,  That  when  the  purchase  of  The  Lutheran  Observer  by 
The  Lutheran  Publication  Society  is  consummated  the  Church 
Paper  Committee  be  authorized  to  transfer  Lutheran  Church  Work 
to  The  Lutheran  Publication  Society,  subject  to  certain  conditions.” 

This  action  was  not  mandatory,  and  in  the  failure  of  the  Publi¬ 
cation  Board  to  secure  The  Observer  the  action  was  nullified  in 
letter  if  not  in  spirit.  Nevertheless,  your  committee  was  anxious 
to  commit  the  publication  of  the  united  papers  to  the  Board  of 
Publication.  But  the  Board  and  the  committee,  we  are  sorry  to 
say,  could  not  arrive  at  an  amicable  understanding.  The  committee, 
therefore,  believing  that  the  interests  of  the  Church  could  be  best 
served  by  keeping  the  publication  of  the  paper  in  its  own  hands, 
retained  complete  control  of  its  publication  and  management.  Ac¬ 
cordingly  the  former  arrangements  with  the  Board  ceased  on  De¬ 
cember  1,  1915,  at  the  Board’s  request,  and  thereafter  the  entire 
business  of  the  paper  was  transacted  at  the  York  office. 
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III.  CIRCULATION 

When  The  Observer  was  taken  over,  October,  1915,  its  circulation 
was  approximately  7000,  and  that  of  Lutheran  Church  Work  about 
12,000.  After  deducting  duplications  and  cutting  off  delinquents 
there  was  a  net  list  of  about  16,000.  Since  that  time  the  list  has 
been  built  up  to  21,000,  with  no  names  on  the  list  more  than  two 
years  in  arrears.  At  times  during  the  past  year  the  list  has  ex¬ 
ceeded  21,000,  but  as  a  result  of  pushing  collections  since  January  1 
there  has  been  some  loss.  As  it  is  our  circulation  is  larger  than 
that  of  any  other  English  Lutheran  weekly.  All  the  beneficiaries 
of  the  Pastors’  Fund  receive  the  paper  without  cost,  and  bound 
volumes  of  it  are  donated  to  all  Lutheran  institutions  of  learning. 

IV.  SIZE  AND  PRICE 

By  action  of  the  committee,  in  view  of  the  greatly  increased  cost 
of  production,  the  size  of  the  paper  was  reduced  to  sixteen  pages 
September,  1916.  The  causes  for  this  reduction  were  fully  ex¬ 
plained  to  the  Church  and  a  remarkable  degree  of  sympathetic  sup¬ 
port  followed.  There  was  no  appreciable  loss  to  the  subscription 
list  on  account  of  the  reduction  in  size. 

The  cost  of  paper  had  been  three  and  three-quarters  cents  per 
pound,  whereas  now  it  is  nine  cents  per  pound,  an  advance  of  140 
per  cent,  so  that  the  paper  in  a  sixteen-page  issue  now  costs  more 
than  the  paper  in  a  twenty-four  page  issue  formerly  cost.  In  spite 
of  this  increase  in  cost  of  production  and  without  increasing  the 
one-dollar  rate,  we  have  been  able  to  close  the  biennium  practically 
square,  not  counting  the  loan  from  the  Board  of  Publication.

The  above  calculation  is  based  upon  existing  conditions,  such  as 
cost,  circulation  and  size.  Circumstances  may  arise  which  will 
greatly  modify  these  conditions,  favorably  or  unfavorably.  A  large 
increase  of  the  number  of  subscribers  would  be  a  decided  help,  and 
there  is  no  good  reason  why  the  circulation  should  not  be  greatly 
increased.  On  the  other  hand,  an  increase  in  the  number  of  pages 
and  the  probable  increase  in  cost  of  production,  especially  in  the 
paper  and  postage  items,  will  inevitably  add  to  the  cost  of  the  paper. 

It  must  be  evident  that  first  of  all  the  debt  of  $18,835.27  due  the 
Board  of  Publication  must  be  provided  for  at  this  convention.  The 
investment  of  this  amount  in  a  church  paper  with  21,000  subscribers 
is  a  very  reasonable  one  and  is  capable  of  yielding  the  richest  re¬ 
turn.  Moreover,  the  church  paper  should  not  be  regarded  primarily 
as  a  source  of  revenue,  but  as  a  medium  of  communication  and  as 
a  means  of  disseminating  the  gospel.  It  is  to  be  compared  with  the 
educational  and  missionary  agencies,  which  seem  so  costly,  but  pay 
so  well  that  no  church  can  afford  to  do  without  them.  A  church 
paper  is  as  worthy  of  endowment  as  a  college;  and  if  we  were  wise 
we  would  establish  a  fund  for  its  support.  In  the  meanwhile,  until 
war  ceases  and  subscriptions  pour  in  by  hundreds  and  thousands, 
the  General  Synod  should  make  ample  provision  for  its  support  and 
enlargement. 

Your  committee  recommends  the  following: 

Resolved ,  first,  That  the  General  Synod  hereby  requests  The 
Lutheran  Publication  Society  to  make  an  appropriation  of  $18,- 
835*27  to  Lutheran  Church  Work  and  Observer  to  cover  the  in¬ 
debtedness  of  the  same. 

Resolved,  second,  That  the  subscription  price  of  the  paper  be 
continued  at  $1  per  annum,  payable  in  advance. 

Resolved,  third,  That  the  size  of  the  paper  be  increased  from 
sixteen  to  twenty  pages  whenever  it  may  be  deemed  advisable  by 
the  Church  Paper  Committee. 

Resolved,  fourth ,  That  as  long  as  the  Church  Paper  Committee 
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shall  retain  complete  control  of  the  publishing  of  the  paper  it  be 
and  hereby  is  authorized  to  draw  on  the  Treasurer  of  the  General 
Synod  upon  order  of  its  President  and  Secretary,  a  sum  not  ex¬ 
ceeding  $5000  per  annum  in  order  to  meet  any  deficit  which  may 
occur.

Fathers  and  Brethren: 

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  National  Lutheran  Home  for  the 
Aged,  Washington,  D.  C.,  submits  to  you  the  following  report.  At 
its  regular  time  of  meeting,  after  the  appointment  of  the  Board 
two  years  ago  by  the  General  Synod,  while  in  session  at  Akron, 
Ohio,  it  was  organized  according  to  the  prescribed  law.  The  list 
of  officers  will  be  found  elsewhere  in  this  printed  report. 

During  the  biennium  death  has  depleted  our  number.  The  loss 
to  the  Board  has  been  especially  grievous.  The  first  to  answer  the 
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summons  was  Mr.  S.  L.  Hare,  of  Altoona,  Pa.  From  the  time  of 
his  appointment  to  the  Board  by  General  Synod  in  the  year  1909, 
to  the  time  of  his  death,  March  16,  1916,  he  was  generously  inter¬ 
ested  in  the  welfare  of  the  Home.  He  was  regular  in  attendance 
at  the  meetings,  was  always  ready  to  participate  in  the  discussions, 
and  eloquently  presented  its  claims  to  his  home  church  and  to  the 
Allegheny  Synod,  of  which  he  was  a  member. 

The  next  departure  was  that  of  Rev.  S.  W.  Owen,  D.D.,  LL.D., 
pastor  of  St.  John’s  Lutheran  Church  at  Hagerstown,  Md.  He 
died  on  April  16,  1916.  He  had  the  distinguished  honor  of  being 
President  of  General  Synod  during  the  biennium  1907-1909.  He 
became  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  in  the  year  1901,  and 
was  reappointed  every  year  thereafter.  Those  who  were  associated 
with  him  know  how  well  he  wrought.  His  counsel,  his  ardor,  his 
good  cheer  were  telling  forces. 

The  third  member  to  be  called  to  his  eternal  reward  during  this 
biennium  was  the  Vice-President  of  the  Board,  Rev.  George  W. 
Miller,  D.D.,  pastor  of  the  Second  Lutheran  Church,  Baltimore, 
Md.  His  membership  on  the  Board  began  in  the  year  1905,  and  was 
continued  uninterruptedly  until  the  day  of  his  death,  May  3,  1916. 
So  strong  was  his  love  for  this  special  work  that  for  a  number  of 
years  prior  to  his  death  he  attended  the  meetings  of  the  Board 
under  very  severe  bodily  affliction.  We  record  our  heartfelt 
appreciation  of  the  labors  of  these  noble  workmen  of  the  kingdom, 
and  lovingly  present  our  meed  of  praise  for  their  many  deeds  done 
on  behalf  of  the  Home  for  the  Aged. 

There  have  been  eight  deaths  in  the  membership  of  the  Home, 
namely:  Miss  Eliza  Paul,  September  6,  1915;  Mrs.  Margaret 
Macomb,  January  25,  1916;  Mr.  Levi  Fair,  May  17,  1916;  Miss 
Eliza  Freeman,  May  21,  1916;  Mrs.  Theresa  Scott,  August  21,  1916;

The  Home  family  is  now  composed  of  50  women  and  8  men ; 
total,  58.  There  are  a  number  of  applicants  on  the  waiting  list, 
and  several  applications  pending.  It  is  surprising  to  note  how 
rapidly  the  rooms  in  the  new  and  larger  building  have  been  de¬ 
manded.  Requests  are  coming  in  at  the  rate  of  one  a  week  for  in¬ 
formation  and  for  terms  of  admission. 

The  remarkable  change  that  has  taken  place  in  the  economic 
realm  in  recent  months  is  making  the  management  of  the  Home  a 
serious  problem.  The  price  of  every  needful  commodity  is  soaring 
so  high  as  to  make  it  more  and  more  difficult  for  us  to  reach  it. 
We  have  petitioned  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  General  Synod 
to  give  us  an  increase  in  the  apportionment.  It  will  be  necessary  to 
have  it.  If  it  is  not  granted  we  must  have  special  contributions 
from  some  source  if  the  aged  already  in  our  care,  and  those  who 
may  appeal  to  us  for  help,  are  to  be  provided  for.  After  all,  in  a 
membership  so  large  as  our  Church  records  the  percentage  demand¬ 
ing  aid  is  very  small.  There  are  two  duties  we  owe,  in  connection 
with  other  imperative  demands,  namely,  the  care  of  the  orphan  and 
the  aged. 

The  management  of  the  Home  is  being  conducted  as  economically 
as  possible.  There  are  two  deaconesses  in  charge.  Sister  Margaret 
Powers  has  the  general  supervision.  Sister  Dorothea  Hesse  is  the 
nurse  and  companion  of  the  aged.  They  have  four  aids — one  to  do 
the  cooking,  one  to  assist  in  the  dining-room,  one  to  do  the  wash¬ 
ing,  and  a  fireman.  A  farmer  has  charge  of  the  gardens.  During 
the  summer  months  he  has  a  helper.  By  means  of  the  pasturage 
and  the  garden,  milk  and  eggs  and  vegetables  in  abundance  are  fur¬ 
nished  for  the  table. 

A  neat  and  substantial  brick  dwelling,  consisting  of  six  rooms,

was  recently  erected  on  the  Home  grounds  at  a  cost  of  $3411.80. 
It  is  occupied  by  the  farmer. 

The  indebtedness  on  the  new  building  has  been  reduced  to  $14,000. 
There  is  no  special  agent  in  the  field  to  solicit  funds,  though  the 
cause  demands  and  merits  it.  We  ask  you  to  help  us  by  presenting 
our  claims  to  your  congregations,  not  only  to  meet  the  present  re¬ 
quirements,  but  to  urge  your  members  to  honor  the  Home  in  their 
wills  and  by  their  bequests.  We  will  gladly  send  representatives  to 
those  congregations  desiring  to  know  more  about  the  Home.  There 
have  been  few  bequests  in  recent  years.  For  as  many  as  have  been 
received  we  are  thankful.  The  Finance  Committee  has  erected  a 
beautiful  tablet  in  the  main  corridor  of  the  Home  with  the  names 
of  the  congregations  and  individuals  on  it  who  have  contributed 
$100  and  more.  There  are  now  twenty-eight  names.  There  is  room 
for  twenty-two  more.  Would  you  like  to  have  your  name  or  the 
name  of  your  congregation  there? 

We  desire  to  make  special  mention  of  the  kindness  of  Mrs.  M.  E. 
Norment,  daughter  of  Mrs.  Sarah  Utermehle,  the  generous  donor 
of  the  Home  grounds,  for  supplying  the  Thanksgiving  and  Christ¬ 
mas  dinners  for  the  aged,  and  for  liberal  contributions  at  the  an¬ 
nual  Founder’s  Day  celebrations. 

Mrs.  Joseph  Zimmerman  presented  a  beautiful  individual  com¬ 
munion  service. 

Mrs.  M.  G.  Dodson  presented  altar  vases. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Easby,  of  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.,  for  several  cash  con¬ 
tributions. 

Mrs.  John  F.  Stowell  presented  a  covering  for  the  communion 
table. 

The  Board  of  Lady  Managers  presented  a  reed  organ  for  the 
chapel. 

The  Lutheran  Publication  Society  presented  one  dozen  Lutheran 
Hymnals. 

Supplemental  to  this  report  will  be  printed  a  long  list  of  the 
names  of  donors  and  their  gifts.  They  are  gratefully  acknowledged. 
We  present  to  congregations  and  individuals  our  constant  need  of 
table  linen,  bed  linen,  towels,  canned  fruits,  dried  fruits,  apples, 
potatoes,  etc.  We  have  large  storage  rooms.  The  number  of 
donations  is  increasing  from  year  to  year,  and  we  are  sure  there 
would  be  many  more  if  the  need  of  them  and  the  blessing  accom¬ 
panying  them  were  more  generally  known. 

We  herewith  record  our  appreciation  of  the  fine  work  which  is 
being  done  on  behalf  of  the  Home  by  the  Board  of  Lady  Managers. 
Founder’s  Day  celebration  is  successfully  conducted  by  them  the 
third  Wednesday  in  May  of  each  year.  They  meet  regularly  the 
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second  Thursday  in  each  month  for  the  transaction  of  business. 
They  give  assistance  to  the  deaconesses,  visit  the  aged,  study  their 
conditions,  and  in  various  other  ways  give  their  energy  on  behalf 
of  this  blessed  work. 

Religious  services  are  held  every  Sunday.  Missionary  meetings, 
socials,  song  recitals,  entertainments,  lectures,  are  conducted  by  the 
churches  and  by  friends  during  week  days.  Thanksgiving,  Christ¬ 
mas,  New  Year  and  other  festive  days  are  thoroughly  enjoyed  and 
used  to  the  benefit  and  pleasure  of  the  members  of  the  Home.  It  is 
one  of  the  bright  and  cheery  places  in  our  great  Capital  City.

Report  of  the  Board  of  Lady  Managers 

We  respectfully  submit  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  National 
Lutheran  Home  for  the  Aged,  of  Washington,  D.  C.,  that  during 
the  two  years  that  have  intervened  since  presenting  our  last  report, 
we  have  endeavored  earnestly  to  attend  to  the  duties  which  have 
been  assigned  to  us  in  the  management  of  the  Home.  The  member¬ 
ship  of  the  Board,  and  the  roll  of  officers,  will  be  printed  elsewhere 
in  connection  with  your  report.  We  have  held  business  meetings 
regularly  the  second  Thursday  afternoon  in  each  month.  The  in¬ 
creasingly  large  number  of  aged  in  the  Home  has  added  to  our 
responsibility.  Committees  have  been  sent  regularly  to  visit  the 
Home,  and  to  assist  the  deaconesses  in  their  labors.  The  annual 
Founder's  Day  celebrations  have  been  successful.  The  proceeds  are 
used  in  paying  for  incidental  expenses  which  are  continually  de¬ 
manded.  There  are  now  fifty-eight  members  in  the  Home.  In¬ 
cluding  the  deaconesses  and  their  helpers  there  are  sixty-four  per¬ 
sons  to  be  provided  for.  Six  of  them  are  on  the  payroll.  A  family 
so  large  requires  constant  consideration.  In  addition  to  providing 
for  the  necessary  comforts,  we  do  the  best  we  can  to  add  to  the 
cheerfulness  and  contentment  of  the  aged.  At  no  time  has  interest 
been  lagging. 

We  heartily  commend  this,  one  of  the  worthy  and  gracious  works 
of  the  entire  Church,  and  request  of  the  congregations  and  in¬ 
dividual  members  a  large  share  of  their  contributions.

Rev.  V.  G.  A.  Tressler,  D.D.,  Ph.D.,  chairman  of  the 
General  Synod’s  Committee  on  the  Quadricentennial  of  the 
Reformation,  presented  its  report,  as  follows: 


Report  of  Committee  on  Quadricentennial 

Your  Committee  on  the  Quadricentennial  would  report  to  you 
that  this  has  been  a  year  of  exhilarating  activity  and  wonderful 
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awakening  in  the  matter  of  Reformation,  faith,  life  and  progress. 

The  forward  movement  of  a  great  historic  faith  is  upon  us.  The 
present  activities  of  the  quadricentennial  movement  are  patent  to 
us  all.  They  are  the  fine  result  of  much  prayer  and  effort  on  the 
part  of  members  of  the  General  Committee  of  the  various  Lutheran 
bodies  co-operating.  We  need  not,  and  shall  not,  rehearse  them 
here.  The  culmination  of  them  all,  the  real  achievement  of  the 
whole  celebration  is  the  idea  and  plan  of  Lutheran  unification  now 
to  be  presented  to  this  body,  and  which  had  its  birth  and  being  in 
your  committee  in  the  heart  of  one  of  your  own  splendid  laymen, 
Mr.  John  L.  Zimmerman,  who  at  a  recent  session  of  your  com¬ 
mittee  in  Philadelphia  initiated  this  project  of  beneficent  hope 
which  even  now  and  here  be  discussed,  and,  please  God,  adopted 
by  this  body. 

The  prayer  of  your  committee  is  that  God  may  this  day  heal  the 
wounds  in  His  body,  the  Church.

The  report  was  adopted. 

Rev.  H.  R.  Gold,  the  Executive  Secretary  of  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Quadricentennial  Committee,  was  introduced  and  ex¬ 
plained  the  work  and  purposes  of  the  committee. 

Rev.  D.  H.  Bauslin,  D.D.,  LL.D.,  chairman  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Co-operation  and  Fraternal  Relations  with  Other 
Lutheran  Bodies,  read  the  report  of  that  committee. 

The  report  was  received  and  consideration  deferred. 
Adopted  later,  as  follows  : 

Report  of  the  Committee  on  Fraternal  Relations  and  Practical 
Co-operation  with  Other  Lutheran  Bodies 

It  is  with  peculiar  satisfaction  that  your  Committee  on  Co-oper¬ 
ation  and  Fraternal  Relations  with  Other  Lutheran  Bodies  pre¬ 
sents  this  report.  Since  the  report  presented  at  Akron,  Ohio,  two 
years  ago  influences  and  movements  with  which  the  work  of  this 
committee  is  largely  identified  have  been  so  effective  and  so  far- 
reaching  in  their  importance  that  we  are  constrained  to  call  upon  all 
that  is  within  us  to  praise  the  name  of  the  Lord  for  His  wonder¬ 
ful  work  among  us,  and  to  magnify  the  Head  of  the  Church  that 
among  us  there  are  to-day  so  many  indications  not  only  of  co¬ 
operation  and  fraternal  relations  of  bodies  of  Lutherans  one  with 
another,  but  a  realization  of  that  unity  of  our  peoples  upon  the 
basis  of  a  sincere  acceptance  of  the  faith  once  for  all  delivered  unto 
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the  saints,  as  that  faith  has  been  apprehended  historically  by  the 
Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  throughout  all  lands.  The  real  pro¬ 
gress  of  the  spirit  of  unity  in  co-operation  among  peoples  of  the 
same  household  of  faith,  organized  into  different  bodies  cannot 
always  be  traced  from  year  to  year.  That  progress,  or  what  is 
fundamental  to  it,  is  done  in  secret.  Its  most  important  move¬ 
ments  are  within  the  hearts  of  men.  Its  most  active  and  effective 
agencies  are  sometimes  unseen  and  unnoticed. 

What  may  sometimes  seem  to  be  an  epoch-making  stage  of  ad¬ 
vancement  to  which  the  Church  has  attained  in  its  external  life  and 
organization  is  not  without  antecedents.  It  is  frequently  but  a 
symptom  or  exponent  of  a  deeply-rooted  and  widely-pervasive  in¬ 
fluence  which  has  been  graciously  at  work  under  the  direction  of 
the  Third  Person  of  the  adorable  Trinity  in  the  world  to  guide  and 
direct  the  Church  in  its  plans  and  undertakings. 

We  are  constrained  to  believe  that  the  stage  of  development  to 
which  we  have  come  in  the  life  and  organization  of  our  beloved 
Church  in  this  land  in  this  four  hundredth  anniversary  of  the 
Lutheran  Reformation  is  traceable  to  such  unseen  forces  and  in¬ 
fluences  as  are  not  of  man  but  of  God. 

Since  this  committee  was  called  into  existence  in  the  General 
Synod  years  ago  to  foster  a  better  understanding  and  spirit  of  co¬ 
operation  among  the  Lutheran  peoples  of  this  country,  great  pro¬ 
gress  has  been  made  in  the  cultivation  of  the  spirit  of  unity  among 
us,  until  to-day  we  are  confronted  with  the  gratifying  proposal  that 
at  least  those  of  the  General  Bodies  of  the  Church  shall  upon  some 
practical  basis  be  brought  together.  During  the  years  which  have 
ensued  since  this  committee  began  its  work  on  the  lines  of  duty 
assigned  to  it,  we  have  noted  certain  things  that  were  becoming  in¬ 
creasingly  manifest  in  the  life  of  our  Church.  First,  that  this 
Church  of  Luther  was  coming  more  and  more  to  a  consciousness 
of  the  fact  that  it  had  a  distinct  mission  of  extraordinary  import¬ 
ance  in  this  country  in  which  exist  so  many  tendencies  to  sectarian¬ 
ism  and  radicalism,  and  in  view  of  which  there  was  the  greatest 
need  for  the  cultivation  of  an  historical  feeling  under  the  restraint 
of  a  wholesome  conservation,  happy  in  her  liberty  of  adoption  in 
things  indifferent  while  she  is  firmly  anchored  in  the  great  doctrine 
of  justification  by  faith  and  the  doctrines  associated  with  it. 
Second,  We  have  noticed  during  this  period  also  less  of  ardor  in 
the  controversies  that  from  time  to  time  have  claimed  the  attention 
of  Lutherans  in  America.  Even  in  the  predestination  controversy 
about  everything  has  been  said  that  could  be  said,  and  if  some  theo¬ 
logical  warrior  feels  called  upon  to  enter  the  lists  on  this  subject 
belonging  to  the  deep  counsels  of  the  Almighty  after  the  style  of 
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the  older  days  of  that  profound  controversy,  he  soon  finds  himself 
confronted  with  an  ominous  disinclination  of  others  to  participate. 
We  have  also  noted  the  gratifying  growth  of  what  has  so  fre¬ 
quently  been  set  forth  as  “The  Lutheran  Consciousness.”  Greater 
emphasis  has  been  placed  upon  things  that  are  distinctively  Luth¬ 
eran  in  our  heritage  of  faith  and  practice,  and  less  upon  the  feat¬ 
ures  that  may  have  for  a  time,  been  regarded  as  the  particular  feat¬ 
ures  of  the  General  Bodies.  There  has  been  a  development  of 
Lutheran  consciousness  as  contrasted  with  a  growth  of  synodical 
consciousness.  This  good  feature  of  our  life  and  development  we 
are  certain  has  been  made  possible  in  the  growth  of  distinctively 
Lutheran  literature  published  in  the  English  language  written  from 
an  American  standpoint  and  expressive  of  a  Lutheranism  that  while 
historical  and  distinctive  is  dominated  by  the  American  spirit. 
We  are,  in  this  connection,  constrained  to  express  the  judgment  that 
it  has  lost  none  of  its  distinctive  features  or  its  force  by  the  adjust¬ 
ment  to  near  surroundings.  Fourth,  we  have  also  been  pleased  to 
note  in  connection  with  the  work  of  this  committee  the  growth 
of  the  desire  for  and  the  expression  of  a  real,  and,  as  we  fondly 
hope,  a  lasting  Lutheran\  unity  in  the  bodies  we  have  had  to  deal 
with.  That  fellowship  and  co-operation  and  united  effort  among 
people  especially  holding  to  the  same  apprehension  of  the  gospel 
condition  the  progress  of  Christ’s  work  in  this  world  has  been  made 
abundantly  plain  by  the  history  of  the  Christian  centuries.  In  the 
face  of  the  tremendous  tasks  assigned  to  us  as  a  people  confronted 
by  the  forces  of  evil,  which  are  not  only  tireless,  but  harmonious 
in  their  action,  anything  less  than  the  fullest  possible  accord  and 
unity  on  the  part  of  Lutheran  people  in  this  land,  is  not  only  harm¬ 
ful  and  conducive  to  inefficiency,  but,  what  is  more,  schismatic 
and  little  short  of  sin.  This  growing  spirit  of  unity  among  us, 
we  believe,  is  not  only  to  be  set  down  to  the  credit  of  Lutheran 
piety  and  common  sense,  but  to  our  gradual  emergence  from  all 
ambiguity  and  equivocation  in  our  confessional  attitude.  We  have 
not  grown  more  latitudinarian  as  have  some  with  the  passage  of  the 
years,  but  more  emphatic  and  precise  in  our  statement  of  Christian 
doctrine  and  clear  and  unfaltering  in  its  confession.  Fifth, 
in  all  these  features  of  the  life  and  development  of  the  Church, 
during  the  period  under  contemplation,  we  are  glad  to  express  the 
belief  that  this  General  Synod  has  not  been  a  negligible  factor  and 
rejoice  that  all  movements  in  behalf  of  the  unification  of  our 
Church  from  time  to  time  have  met  with  its  cordial  endorsement. 

In  the  biennium  closing  with  the  Akron  meeting  of  the  General 
Synod  there  had  been  several  protests  placed  before  your  commit¬ 
tee  about  the  planting  of  churches  in  as  many  places  that  were 
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alleged  to  be  in  contradiction  of  the  Spirit  of  the  Lutheran  co¬ 
operation  in  the  practical  work  of  the  Church  and  contrary  to  the 
spirit  of  Lutheran  comity  and  fair  dealing  one  with  another  in  the 
matter  of  the  church  erection.  During  the  last  two  years  the  com¬ 
mittee  has  had  nothing  of  this  order  to  engage  its  attention.  We 
are  constrained  to  believe  that  the  troubles  complained  of  in 
such  cases  have  largely  passed  away  or  corrected  themselves.  We 
believe  that  when  there  is  a  call  for  the  planting  of  a  Lutheran 
church  that  is  really  to  be  Lutheran  in  its  beliefs  and  practices  the 
good  sense  and  piety  of  our  people,  in  most  instances,  can  be  relied 
upon  to  avoid  unnecessary  and  wasteful  duplication  of  Lutheran 
effort  that  can  retard  Lutheran  influence  and  effectiveness.  The 
Saviour’s  prayer  for  the  oneness  of  His  people  is  finding  echo  in 
the  hearts  of  our  people  and  we  are  persuaded  that  this  more  than 
anything  else  will  preclude  very  largely  at  least  the  usual  multi¬ 
plication  of  churches  in  the  same  community,  a  spectacle  discred¬ 
itable  to  the  Church  and  a  wrong  to  Christianity  itself. 

We  are  glad  to  report  that  this  year,  1917,  which  celebrates  the 
inauguration  of  the  Lutheran  movement,  four  hundred  years  ago 
on  the  coming  October  31,  has  been  signalized  by  a  most  gratifying 
degree  of  co-opera;tion  in  the  publication  of  a  fine  volume  of  church 
literature  bearing  upon  the  Reformation,  and  other  suggested  sub¬ 
jects.  All  this  is  distinctively  constructive  and  has  served  to  show 
the  real  unity  in  the  faith  and  its  expression  now  existing  in  the 
Church  of  our  faith  in  this  land.  At  no  time  in  our  history  as  a 
people  have  so  many  of  our  churches  in  the  same  community,  and  in 
many  instances  representing  as  many  Synods,  been  brought  together 
in  union  meetings  as  during  this  current  year.  Both  the  publica¬ 
tions  and  the  meetings  are  serving  to  make  manifest,  as  never  be¬ 
fore,  not  only  the  possibility  of  Lutheran  fraternal  co-operation, 
but  what  is  even  more  important,  the  real  unity  in  the  one  faith, 
held  and  confessed.  The  history  of  the  Lutheran  communion  in 
this  country  for  the  past  twenty-five  years  has  certainly  brought  to 
the  surface  some  of  the  obstacles  that  yet  remain  in  the  way  of 
Lutheran  co-operation,  not  to  say  of  Lutheran  unity.  But  that 
period,  we  feel  warranted  in  saying,  has  witnessed  a  yet  more 
gratifying  adjustment  of  difficulties  and  the  realization  of  a  better 
understanding  to  the  extent  that  we  are  now  contemplating  not 
only  less  of  isolation  but  actual  and  real  unification. 

In  rendering  this  report  your  committee  would  call  attention  to 
the  gratifying  action  taken  by  the  United  Synod  of  the  South  at 
its  last  meeting.  That  body  decided  at  that  time  to  hold  a  special 
meeting  during  the  autumn  of  this  year,  1917,  for  the  purpose  of 
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suitably  celebrating  the  quadricentennial  of  the  Lutheran  Refor¬ 
mation.  The  place  for  the  said  meeting  was  named  as  St.  John’s 
Church,  Salisbury,  North  Carolina.  The  third  item  of  the  action 
of  the  United  Synod  is  as  follows : 

“That  the  General  Synod,  the  General  Council  and  other  bodies 
be  invited  through  and  at  the  discretion  of  the  Committee  on  Frater¬ 
nal  Co-operation  to  send  delegations  to  the  1917  convention  of  the 
United  Synod  for  the  discussion  of  and  action  on  common  interests 
on  the  basis  of  existing  inner  unity  with  a  view  to  closer  union  and 
co-operation.” 

The  fourth  item  is  as  follows : 

“That  a  delegation  of  seven,  of  which  the  regularly  elected  fra¬ 
ternal  delegate  or  alternate  shall  be  chairman,  and  a  similar  num¬ 
ber  of  alternates  be  appointed  to  represent  this  body  at  the  1917 
conventions  of  the  General  Synod,  the  General  Council  and  any 
other  bodies  that  may  desire  such  delegations.” 

We  desire  hereby  to  express  our  pleasure  at  this  action  expres¬ 
sive  of  the  attitude  of  the  United  Synod  regarding  the  importance 
and  significance  of  this  year  of  grace,  1917.  We  would  recommend 
the  following  action  by  this  body : 

Resolved,  That  this  body  does  hereby  accept  the  invitation  of  the 
United  Synod  to  send  a  delegation  to  the  special  meeting  to  be  held 
at  Salisbury  in  November,  1917,  for  the  purpose  indicated  in  the 
action  named  above. 

Resolved,  That  we  welcome  with  all  heartiness  and  fraternal 
appreciation  the  delegation  of  brethren  now  and  here  present  at 
the  meeting  of  the  General  Synod. 

In  view  of  the  recent  movement  looking  to  the  unification  of 
three  of  the  bodies  of  our  Church  in  this  country,  of  which  this 
body  is  one  of  the  constituent  parts,  we  take  pleasure  as  the  com¬ 
mittee  hitherto  entrusted  with  co-operation  in  the  practical  work 
of  the  Church,  with  the  General  Council  and  the  United  Synod  of 
the  South  in  presenting  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved,  That  this  General  Synod  does  hereby  express  its  pleas¬ 
ure  and  grateful  endorsement  of  what  has  been  done  by  the  com¬ 
mittee  appointed  by  the  Presidents  of  those  bodies  involved  in  the 
contemplated  union,  viz.,  the  General  Synod,  the  General  Council 
and  the  United  Synod  of  the  South  in  the  preparation  of  a  basis 
for  such  desirable  union  of  our  denominational  forces  in  this  coun¬ 
try,  and  that  we  hereby  express  the  hope  for  its  endorsement  by 
this  body  and  the  Synods  connected  with  it  in  the  unity  now  of  the 
same  faith  and  administration  of  the  practical  work  of  the  Church. 

Resolved,  That  we  do  hereby  express  our  devout  thanksgiving  to 
the  Head  of  the  Church  for  the  gracious  direction  given  to  this 
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committee  in  its  work  since  its  inauguration,  to  this  hour  in  which 
we  are  face  to  face  with  the  long-prayed-for  vision  of  the  unity  of  our 
beloved  Church  in  the  expression  of  one  common  faith  and  in  its 
practical  operations  for  the  extension  of  the  kingdom  of  our  Lord.

An  order  was  granted  for  the  payment  of  expenses  to 
this  meeting  of  Rev.  L.  H.  Larimer,  D.D.,  delegate  to  the 
last  convention  of  the  General  Council. 

Rev.  L.  H.  Larimer,  D.D.,  fraternal  delegate  to  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Council,  presented  his  report,  as  follows : 

Report  of  the  Fraternal  Delegate  to  the  General  Council 

As  fraternal  delegate  to  the  Thirty-fifth  Convention  of  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Council  held  in  Rock  Island,  Ill.,  September,  1915,  I  present 
the  report  that  I  was  present  at  the  convention — at  all  its  sessions, 
beginning  at  the  opening  service  of  confession  and  the  administra¬ 
tion  of  the  holy  communion,  and  was  in  attendance  at  all  the  busi¬ 
ness  sessions  from  the  first  rap  of  the  President’s  gavel  to  the 
doxology  at  the  close  of  the  last  session.  Your  delegate  took  the 
matter  seriously  of  being  an  official  visitor,  and  desired  to  learn  all 
that  he  could  about  that  great  body  of  our  fellow-Lutherans  in  the 
General  Council.  He  desired  not  only  to  observe  the  administra¬ 
tion  of  the  business  affairs  of  the  Church,  but  to  become  acquainted, 
as  far  as  possible,  with  the  personnel  of  the  convention,  and  to 
discern,  if  possible,  the  spirit  and  the  innerness  of  its  working. 

First  of  all,  grateful  appreciation  needs  to  be  expressed  of  the 
warm  and  cordial  reception  accorded  your  delegate.  This  cordiality 
was  manifested  by  different  groups  of  the  convention.  There  were 
the  older  men  of  the  convention,  some  of  whom  had  passed  through 
serious  and  perplexing  periods  of  our  history,  and  were  bearing,  no 
doubt,  in  their  hearts  the  marks  of  the  conflicts  through  which  they 
passed  in  the  days  of  their  young  manhood;  and  as  they  expressed 
themselves  in  private  conversation  on  the  growing  harmony  and 
unity  of  our  Church  it  was  especially  gratifying  to  one  who  was 
born,  or  who  at  least  had  come  to  his  maturity,  in  the  day  of  the 
Church’s  peace. 

The  younger  men  of  the  General  Council  do  not  fail  to  take  a 
General  Synod  brother  of  their  own  age  into  their  hearts,  and  love 
and  esteem  him  as  true  and  good  a  Lutheran  as  themselves.  A 
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visit  between  churches  must  be  just  as  real  as  a  visit  between 
homes,  and  if  cordiality  and  love  are  lacking  it  is  no  visit.  Your 
delegate  to  the  General  Council  feels  that  he  had  a  real  church 
visit  to  the  General  Council.  It  was  a  visit  of  love  and  admiration. 

We  believe  that  our  reference  to  this  is  not  mere  sentiment,  but 
at  a  time  such  as  this,  when  we  are  talking  and  planning  an  organ¬ 
ized  union  with  the  General  Council,  it  is  a  fundamental  matter  to 
ascertain  whether  our  leaders  and  peoples  of  the  two  bodies  will 
mix.  We  will  be  thrown  together  in  Synod  and  conference,  and 
pastors  and  congregations  will  have  to  fit  into  one  another,  regard¬ 
less  of  previous  synodical  affiliations.  I  am  not  so  much  interested 
in  the  confessional  agreements  of  the  two  bodies,  because  for  some 
years  that  has  gone  without  question,  but  I  am  supremely  interested 
in  the  matter  as  to  whether  our  people  of  the  General  Synod  and 
the  people  of  the  General  Council  will  actually  like  one  another. 

The  conviction  bore  heavily  upon  me  as  I  thought  of  our  Akron 
convention  in  May,  1915,  and  the  General  Council  convention  in 
September  of  the  same  year,  that  the  men  of  the  two  bodies  could 
walk  arm  in  arm,  and  talk  heart  to  heart  concerning  their  common 
faith  and  their  common  work  in  the  Church. 

An  impression  which  grew  deeper  and  deeper  as  the  days  of  the 
convention  passed  by  was  that  the  General  Council  was  singularly 
free  from  Church  politics.  On  the  way  from  the  convention  this 
impression  was  confirmed,  when  I  said  to  one  of  the  older  men, 
and  a  keen  observer,  “I  did  not  see  any  evidence  of  church  politics, 
or  of  clique  working  against  clique,”  and  this  man  said  to  me,  “We 
have  no  church  politics — no  cliques  or  factions  antagonizing  one 
another.” 

The  General  Council  has  great  and  perplexing  problems  and 
different  opinions  and  different  groups  may  be  observed,  but  in  the 
solution  of  those  problems  and  the  different  views  of  the  different 
groups,  everything  was  done  out  in  the  open,  and  every  group  was 
singularly  candid  in  the  statement  of  its  aim  and  methods.  This  is 
a  matter  of  untold  importance  to  the  Church’s  better  life.  If  there 
are  different  views,  or  different  groups  or  parties  in  a  Church 
organization,  and  one  or  all  work  under  cover,  the  spirit  of  truth 
will  be  blocked  and  every  settlement  of  questions  in  that  way  will  be 
only  a  fresh  wound  in  the  body  of  Christ.  Your  delegate  came 
away  from  the  General  Council  feeling  that  the  spirit  of  truth  and 
wisdom  had  the  right  of  way,  and  was  not  blocked  by  willful  or 
designing  politics. 

We  may  be  profoundly  thankful  in  the  Lutheran  Church  that  our 
organization  is  so  simple,  so  loose  we  may  almost  say,  that  we  suffer 
less  than  any  other  Church  from  the  willfulness  of  selfish  leaders 
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or  groups  of  men.  Selfish  politics  does  not  find  in  the  Lutheran 
Church  an  easy  or  safe  place  to  thrive.  We  may  be  at  disadvan¬ 
tages  with  other  Church  bodies,  because  of  the  simplicity  of  our 
organization,  but  we  have  this  advantage,  other  things  being  equal, 
that  the  spirit  of  wisdom  and  truth  can  work  less  entrammeled  in 
our  Church  communion,  because  of  the  emphasis  we  put  upon  the 
Church  as  an  organism  rather  than  on  the  Church  as  an  organi¬ 
zation. 

This  leads  me  to  note  that  my  visit  to  the  General  Council  in 
Rock  Island,  together  with  my  observation  of  the  General  Synod 
culture  and  tendencies,  has  made  clear  the  similarity  of  cultus 
in  the  teachings  and  habits  of  the  two  bodies.  In  the  planning  of 
work  in  the  General  Council  careful  attention  was  given  to  adhere 
strictly  to  the  Lutheran  conception  of  Church  work.  Home  and 
foreign  mission  work,  educational  enterprises,  Inner  Mission  ac¬ 
tivity,  evangelistic  endeavor,  all  were  made  to  conform  to  Lutheran 
ideals.  Every  proposed  endeavor  was  tested  by  those  ideals.  We 
believe  that  a  visit  of  General  Council  brethren  to  the  General 
Synod  would  bring  to  them  a  feeling  of  at-homeness  as  they  would 
listen  to  the  deliberations  of  either  our  Akron  or  Chicago  conven¬ 
tions,  and  we  had  to  feel  as  we  listened  to  the  addresses  in  the 
Brotherhood  convention  of  this  week  that  the  Lutheranism  of  those 
addresses  would  stand  the  test  of  any  Lutheran  body  in  this  coun¬ 
try.  The  General  Synod  and  the  General  Council  are  two  different 
organizations,  but  they  are  not  two  different  organisms. 

But  it  is  dangerous  for  an  organism  not  to  work  itself  out  into 
a  common  organization,  especially  when  there  is  an  inner  spirit 
calling  for  and  demanding  such  an  organization.  That  call  and 
demand  could  be  heard  loud  and  clear  at  Rock  Island  in  1915, 
voiced  not  only  by  younger  men,  but  by  the  older  men  of  that  body. 

That  call  at  Rock  Island  has  been  gathering  increasing  volume  in 
the  two  years  past,  in  the  General  Council  and  the  General  Synod 
alike,  and  we  must  give  heed  not  to  obstruct  its  demands  with  any¬ 
thing  little,  narrow,  or  individual,  lest  we  grieve  the  good  spirit 
that  has  developed  in  the  two  bodies  in  such  marked  degree  within 
the  last  decade  or  more.

Report  of  the  Fraternal  Delegate  to  the  United  Synod  in  the 

South 

Your  delegate  respectfully  reports  that  he  attended  the  last  con¬ 
vention  of  the  United  Synod  in  the  South,  held  at  Wilmington, 
N.  C.,  November  10-15,  IW. 

The  United  Synod  is  favorably  known  as  a  Lutheran  body  that 
sincerely  and  wisely  preserves  the  faith  of  the  fathers,  and,  with 
equal  fidelity  to  the  needs  of  the  present,  is  active  and  generous  in 
its  support  of  missions,  education  and  charities. 

Your  delegate’s  experiences  were  all  that  a  representative  of  our 
venerable  General  Synod  could  desire  in  the  way  of  privilege, 
courtesy  and  fraternity.  In  connection  with  the  Rev.  W.  M.  Horn, 
the  official  visitor  of  the  General  Council,  he  took  part  in  the  ser¬ 
vice  of  preparation  and  absolution  and  the  Lord’s  Supper,  was  in¬ 
troduced  to  the  United  Synod  and  given  the  privilege  of  speech  on 
all  questions.  He  was  very  respectfully  heard  in  a  formal  address 
at  the  stated  hour  in  their  order  of  business.  In  that  address  your 
delegate  assured  the  United  Synod  that  the  General  Synod  cher¬ 
ished  a  very  high  regard  for  them  as  Lutheran  brethren,  had  a  warm 
and  sympathetic  interest  in  their  various  activities  and  interests,  and 
devoutly  hoped  and  prayed  for  the  time  when  there  would  be  still 
more  of  mutual  interest  and  co-operation  in  the  work  providentially 
given  to  Lutherans  in  America. 

Without  being  directly  authorized  to  do  so,  he  ventured  to  say 
that  the  General  Synod  was  ready  for  more  co-operation  with  the 
United  Synod  in  the  great  general  activities  carried  on  at  home  and 
abroad  by  our  respective  bodies. 

In  view,  especially,  of  the  increasing  interest  in  the  question  of 
the  union  of  Lutheran  bodies  in  America,  your  delegate  referred 
to  it  and  asserted  his  belief  that  if  Luther  were  to  come  to  America 
during  the  quadricentennial  year  of  the  Reformation  and  see  the 
worse  than  Gordian  knot  of  our  many  and  varied  Lutheran  synod¬ 
ical  organizations,  he  would  soon  find  a  way  to  untangle  the  knot, 
or  with  one  swift  and  vigorous  stroke  he  would  cut  it.  The  senti¬ 
ment  expressed  seemed  to  be  warmly  reciprocated. 
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or  groups  of  men.  Selfish  politics  does  not  find  in  the  Lutheran 
Church  an  easy  or  safe  place  to  thrive.  We  may  be  at  disadvan¬ 
tages  with  other  Church  bodies,  because  of  the  simplicity  of  our 
organization,  but  we  have  this  advantage,  other  things  being  equal, 
that  the  spirit  of  wisdom  and  truth  can  work  less  entrammeled  in 
our  Church  communion,  because  of  the  emphasis  we  put  upon  the 
Church  as  an  organism  rather  than  on  the  Church  as  an  organi¬ 
zation. 

This  leads  me  to  note  that  my  visit  to  the  General  Council  in 
Rock  Island,  together  with  my  observation  of  the  General  Synod 
culture  and  tendencies,  has  made  clear  the  similarity  of  cultus 
in  the  teachings  and  habits  of  the  two  bodies.  In  the  planning  of 
work  in  the  General  Council  careful  attention  was  given  to  adhere 
strictly  to  the  Lutheran  conception  of  Church  work.  Home  and 
foreign  mission  work,  educational  enterprises,  Inner  Mission  ac¬ 
tivity,  evangelistic  endeavor,  all  were  made  to  conform  to  Lutheran 
ideals.  Every  proposed  endeavor  was  tested  by  those  ideals.  We 
believe  that  a  visit  of  General  Council  brethren  to  the  General 
Synod  would  bring  to  them  a  feeling  of  at-homeness  as  they  would 
listen  to  the  deliberations  of  either  our  Akron  or  Chicago  conven¬ 
tions,  and  we  had  to  feel  as  we  listened  to  the  addresses  in  the 
Brotherhood  convention  of  this  week  that  the  Lutheranism  of  those 
addresses  would  stand  the  test  of  any  Lutheran  body  in  this  coun¬ 
try.  The  General  Synod  and  the  General  Council  are  two  different 
organizations,  but  they  are  not  two  different  organisms. 

But  it  is  dangerous  for  an  organism  not  to  work  itself  out  into 
a  common  organization,  especially  when  there  is  an  inner  spirit 
calling  for  and  demanding  such  an  organization.  That  call  and 
demand  could  be  heard  loud  and  clear  at  Rock  Island  in  1915, 
voiced  not  only  by  younger  men,  but  by  the  older  men  of  that  body. 

That  call  at  Rock  Island  has  been  gathering  increasing  volume  in 
the  two  years  past,  in  the  General  Council  and  the  General  Synod 
alike,  and  we  must  give  heed  not  to  obstruct  its  demands  with  any¬ 
thing  little,  narrow,  or  individual,  lest  we  grieve  the  good  spirit 
that  has  developed  in  the  two  bodies  in  such  marked  degree  within 
the  last  decade  or  more. 

This  report  is  not  an  attempt  to  bring  to  you  statistics  concerning 
the  General  Council,  but  it  is  an  attempt  to  bring  to  you  something 
of  the  spirit  of  the  General  Council.

meeting  in  November,  1917. 

Events  looking  towards  the  union  of  the  United  Synod,  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Synod  and  the  General  Council  have  moved  forward  recently 
with  great  force  and  promise.  The  United  Synod  will  not  fail  to 
do  its  full  fraternal  duty  in  this  highly  important  matter,  even 
though  it  should  cost  it  no  little  of  what  has  hitherto  been  very 
precious  to  it.

As  introductory  to  the  following  proceedings,  and  as 
led  by  the  President,  all  united  in  the  46th  Psalm,  a  collect 
for  the  church,  and  the  Lord’s  Prayer. 

Rev.  A.  G.  Vogt,  D.D.,  LL.D.,  the  Fraternal  Delegate 
from  the  United  Synod  in  the  South,  presented  the  greet¬ 
ings  of  that  body. 

The  President  of  the  General  Synod  responded  to  this 
address. 

Rev.  H.  A.  Weller,  D.D.,  for  the  Commission  on  Unity 
of  the  General  Council  of  the  evangelical  Lutheran  Church 
in  North  America,  presented  the  greetings  of  the  General 
Council.  To  this  address  the  President  of  the  General 
Synod  responded. 

The  General  Synod  then  proceeded  to  consider  that  part 
of  the  report  of  the  President  dealing  with  the  proposed 
merger  of  the  General  Synod,  the  General  Council  and  the 
United  Synod  in  the  South. 

Pending  consideration  of  Sec.  1  of  the  above,  the  Synod 
adjourned.

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SIXTH  SESSION

Report  of  the  President 

Fathers  and  Brethren: 

With  extreme  reserve  have  my  illustrious  predecessors  in  the 
presidency  of  this  honorable  body  refrained  for  a  period  of  almost 
a  hundred  years  from  making  a  report  of  what  they  had  done  or 
observed  during  their  term  of  office.  In  violating  a  venerable  pre¬ 
cedent  by  offering  this  report  I  comfort  myself  with  the  hope  that 
the  innovation  will  meet  with  your  approval,  for  it  seems  apparent 
that  one  should  not  enjoy  the  confidence  of  his  brethren  and  have 
special  opportunity  of  closer  contact  with  the  general  workings  of 
the  Church  without  sharing  with  them  his  views  before  laying  down 
his  office. 

For  the  first  time  in  its  history  does  the  General  Synod  convene 
in  Chicago,  the  greatest  Lutheran  center  in  America,  and  the  most 
progressive  city  in  the  world.  We  are  glad  to  be  here,  and  have 
already  felt  the  cordiality  of  the  welcome  extended  by  the  pastors 
and  the  people  of  our  own  beloved  churches. 

We  meet  in  a  momentous  time.  The  glorious  history  of  our 
origin  as  the  first  Protestant  Church  is  vividly  recalled  by  the  four 
hundredth  anniversary  of  the  Reformation;  the  turmoil  of  a  world- 
war  is  forced  upon  our  attention  everywhere;  and  the  great  white 
harvest  field  is  appealing  for  our  help.  Difficult  problems  demand 
solution,  and  opposition  of  all  kinds  challenges  our  faith  and 
courage. 

The  General  Synod  as  it  approaches  its  centenary  is  also  ap¬ 
proaching  a  more  nearly  ideal  state.  We  should  not  boast  of  our 
attainments,  nor  on  the  other  hand  should  we  remain  silent  con¬ 
cerning  what  our  Church  has  done.  It  is  most  gratifying  to  re¬ 
member  that  the  General  Synod  throughout  its  history  has  made  so 
few  mistakes  and  that  it  has  been  so  conservative  and  yet  so  pro¬ 
gressive.  For  simple,  yet  thorough,  organization,  for  practical 
efficiency,  for  steady  and  healthy  growth,  for  peace  and  harmony, 
there  are  few  if  any  religious  bodies  in  the  land  that  surpass  the 
General  Synod. 

The  following  are  among  the  matters  which  the  Synod  will  need 
to  consider: 

I.  THE  WORLD  WAR 

It  becomes  us  as  loyal  citizens  of  the  United  States  to  put  our¬ 
selves  on  record  by  the  unequivocal  action  of  this  body  that  we  will 
do  all  in  our  power  to  sustain  the  government  in  its  effort  to  re- 
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store  and  to  maintain  international  law  and  order  and  to  promote 
lasting  peace  among  the  nations. 

It  is  recommended  that  the  President  appoint  a  committee  of  five 
to  formulate  such  action. 

II.  THE  QUADRICENTENNIAL  OF  THE  REFORMATION 

The  four  hundredth  anniversary  of  the  Reformation  has  already 
received  proper  attention  at  your  hands  for  its  commemoration. 
Your  several  committees  and  agencies  have  shown  commendable 
zeal  in  giving  wide  publicity  to  the  history,  the  doctrines  and  the 
blessings  of  the  Reformation  and  in  calling  for  more  thorough  con¬ 
secration  to  the  practical  tasks  which  it  imposes  upon  us. 

III.  APPOINTMENTS 

The  Executive  Committee,  of  which  the  President  is  Chairman, 
usually  makes  appointments  and  fills  vacancies.  Occasionally,  how¬ 
ever,  emergencies  seem  to  require  immediate  appointments.  I  have 
accordingly  designated  the  Rev.  Drs.  C.  F.  Steck  and  John  Weidley, 
of  Washington,  D.  C.,  as  the  Committee  on  Chaplains  for  the  United 
States  Army  and  Navy,  to  act  for  the  General  Synod  independently 
or  in  co-operation  with  other  agencies.  Several  of  our  clergy  have 
offered  their  services. 

The  appointment  of  a  Standing  Committee  on  Chaplains  is  recom¬ 
mended. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Luther  DeYoe,  of  Germantown,  Pa.,  has  been 
appointed  as  Chaplain  to  conduct  the  morning  devotional  services 
of  the  present  convention. 

IV.  SALE  OF  THE  CHURCH  AT  FARMERSVILLE,  OHIO 

In  June,  1915,  I  was  informed  by  the  Rev.  G.  B.  Schmitt,  Presi¬ 
dent  of  the  Miami  Synod,  that  the  Lutheran  congregation  at  Far- 
mersville,  Ohio,  had  become  extinct,  leaving  a  small  church  edifice 
and  lot,  for  which  the  local  Board  of  Public  Schools  had  offered 
$350,  which  was  considered  a  fair  price  for  the  property  by  com¬ 
parison  with  recent  sales  in  the  village.  He  also  stated  that  the 
General  Synod  was  the  reversionary  legatee  and  that  it  alone  could 
give  title  in  case  of  sale.  As  the  School  Board  was  anxious  to  get 
possession  of  the  property  at  once  in  order  to  make  repairs  and 
alterations,  Mr.  Schmitt  desired  that  a  tentative  sale  be  made,  sub¬ 
ject  to  the  ratification  of  the  General  Synod. 

After  diligent  inquiry,  and  obtaining  legal  counsel,  I  submitted 
the  matter  to  the  Executive  Committee,  which  approved  of  the 
tentative  sale.  The  following  resolutions  are  therefore  offered : 
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Resolved,  That  the  proper  officer  or  officers  of  the  General  Synod 
under  its  charter  be  and  are  hereby  authorized  to  sell  the  lot  and 
buildings  at  Farmersville,  Ohio,  lately  occupied  by  a  Lutheran  con¬ 
gregation,  for  the  consideration  of  the  sum  of  $350,  and  give  a 
deed  in  fee  simple  to  the  purchaser. 

Resolved,  That  the  proceeds  of  the  above  sale  be  paid  to  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Miami  Synod  to  be  applied  by  the  Synod  to  the 
work  of  home  missions  on  its  territory. 

The  latter  resolution  is  in  accordance  with  the  wishes  of  the 
Miami  Synod  and  in  harmony  with  the  evident  intention  of  the 
original  donor. 


V.  IN  REGARD  TO  BOARDS  AND  COMMITTEES 

Much  of  the  work  of  our  Church  is  necessarily  and  on  the  whole 
efficiently  carried  on  through  the  several  Boards  created  by  the 
General  Synod.  On  account  of  the  location  of  some  of  our  insti¬ 
tutions  in  close  proximity,  such  as  the  Deaconess  Motherhouse,  the 
Home  for  the  Aged  and  the  Publication  House,  their  respective 
Boards  must  be  drawn  from  the  vicinity  in  which  these  institutions 
are  located.  It  is  my  opinion,  therefore,  that  the  constituents  of 
these  Boards  should  be  limited  to  the  minimum  number  required  by 
their  charters,  otherwise  the  ministerial  members  will  have  to  serve 
on  several  Boards,  which  is  on  the  whole  not  desirable. 

Another  practical  question  seems  to  require  adjustment.  The 
salaries  of  the  Secretaries,  Managers,  Superintendents  and  agents 
vary  considerably  in  the  several  Boards,  in  some  cases  the  later 
secretaries  receiving  much  more  than  their  seniors  in  service.  I 
have  been  appealed  to  by  members  of  the  Boards  to  bring  this  mat¬ 
ter  to  the  attention  of  this  body.  It  is  quite  unlikely  that  any  of 
the  salaried  agents  of  our  Church  receive  more  than  they  deserve, 
while  on  the  other  hand  some,  no  doubt,  receive  too  little.  In  all 
events  the  principle  of  equity  should  be  maintained.  It  is  recom¬ 
mended,  therefore,  that  a  committee  of  five  be  appointed  to  con¬ 
sider  this  matter  and  to  present  a  plan  which  they  may  deem  feasible 
for  the  regulation  of  the  salaries  of  the  agents  of  the  Church. 

For  some  years  the  General  Synod  has  considered  the  feasibility 
of  converting  the  Publication  Society  into  a  Board  directly  elected, 
by  and  under  the  immediate  control  of  the  General  Synod.  Hitherto 
no  solution  of  the  question  has  been  proposed.  It  has  occurred  to 
me  that  a  very  simple  method  may  be  pursued.  If  the  General 
Synod  will  elect  a  Board  of  Publication  and  then  request  the  Publi¬ 
cation  Society  to  turn  over  to  it  all  its  rights  and  assets,  the  end 
in  view  will  be  attained.  Certain  legal  requirements  will  have  to  be 
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complied  with,  but  there  are  no  important  obstacles  in  the  way  of  a 
change. 

The  same  is  true  of  the  Pastors’  Fund  Society,  whose  interests, 
it  is  thought,  would  be  promoted  by  making  it  also  a  Board  of  the 
General  Synod. 

I  would,  however,  advise  that  no  action  looking  toward  a  change 
in  the  Publication  Society  or  the  Pastors’  Fund  Society  be  taken  at 
this  convention,  because  of  the  probable  consolidation  of  several 
general  bodies  within  the  near  future. 

In  reference  to  committees  and  delegations  to  other  bodies  my 
observation  is  that  the  members  thereof  have  been  faithful  to  their 
trust  and  careful  in  their  expenditures,  and  yet  it  appears  to  me 
that  often  committees  might  be  smaller  and  their  members  more 
contiguous  to  each  other,  thus  effecting  a  large  reduction  in  ex¬ 
penses. 

VI.  THE  PAN-LUTHERAN  MISSIONARY  SOCIETY  FOR  LATIN  AMERICA 

This  society  is  independent  of  synodical  control,  but  desires  that 
its  work  be  recognized  and  incorporated  in  the  regular  missionary 
operations  of  the  General  Synod,  the  General  Council  and  the 
United  Synod  in  the  South. 

I  would  advise  that  it  be  commended  to  the  Board  of  Home  Mis¬ 
sions  and  Church  Extension,  which  shall  have  power  to  act. 

VII.  THE  REQUEST  OF  THE  UNITED  SYNOD  IN  THE  SOUTH 

This  Synod  proposes  to  hold  a  special  Quadricentennial  Conven¬ 
tion  at  Salisbury,  N.  C.,  November  6,  1917,  and  desires  the  General 
Synod  to  appoint  a  special  delegation  to  the  convention.  A  dele¬ 
gation  of  seven  from  the  United  Synod  will  be  present  at  this  meet¬ 
ing  of  the  General  Synod  and  will  receive  your  cordial  welcome. 
I  recommend  that  the  request  be  granted  and  that  in  addition  to  the 
regular  fraternal  delegates  six  brethren  be  appointed. 

VIII.  THE  CENTENARY  OF  THE  GENERAL  SYNOD 

In  view  of  the  approach  of  the  one  hundredth  anniversary  of  the 
General  Synod  I  suggest  the  appointment  of  a  committee  of  five  to 
make  plans  for  its  worthy  celebration. 

IX.  THE  UNION  OF  GENERAL  LUTHERAN  BODIES 

The  most  significant  ecclesiastical  event  in  the  present  year  in 
the  history  of  the  Lutheran  Church  in  America  is  the  actual  union 
of  several  Norwegian  Synods  in  one  body  with  a  membership  of 
300,000  communicants.  It  is  the  privilege  of  the  General  Synod  in 
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the  present  convention  to  hasten  the  consummation  of  a  still  larger 
union  by  cordially  endorsing  a  projected  merger  of  the  General 
Synod,  the  General  Council  and  the  United  Synod  in  the  South  in 
one  great  body  with  a  membership  of  over  900,000. 

These  bodies  are  of  common  origin,  with  a  similar  development 
and  of  like  faith.  For  thirty  years  they  have  co-operated  with 
each  other  and  have  now  a  common  book  of  worship.  They  have 
exchanged  delegates  and  have  frequently  expressed  the  most  fra¬ 
ternal  sentiments.  The  walls  which  have  separated  us  for  the  past 
half  century  have  crumbled,  and  the  pastors  and  people  of  the  three 
bodies  are  on  terms  of  the  closest  friendship. 

It  is,  therefore,  not  surprising  that  in  this  four  hundredth  anni¬ 
versary  year  of  the  Reformation  there  should  have  arisen  a  strong, 
spontaneous  and  well-organized  movement  for  consolidation. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Joint  Quadricentennial  Committee,  held  in 
Philadelphia,  April  18,  1917,  the  sentiment  prevailed  that  the  noblest 
memorial  of  the  four  hundredth  anniversary  would  be  the  merging 
of  the  three  general  bodies  represented.  1  Accordingly,  the  Presi¬ 
dents  of  these  bodies,  who  were  present,  were  requested  to  form  a 
committee  at  once  for  the  purpose  of  formulating  a  constitution, 
with  an  adequate  doctrinal  basis,  and  present  the  same  to  their  re¬ 
spective  bodies  at  their  next  meetings. 

The  committee  of  the  General  Synod  is  composed  of  Drs.  Sing- 
master  and  Manhart,  the  President  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Synod,  together  with  Drs.  J.  A.  Clutz,  D.  H.  Bauslin,  E.  K. 
Bell,  J.  S.  Simon,  Rev.  S.  W.  Herman  and  the  Hon.  John  L.  Zim¬ 
merman. 

The  Joint  Committee  met  on  several  occasions  and  formulated  a 
constitution,  which  is  herewith  presented  and  of  which  a  copy  is  in 
the  hands  of  each  delegate. 

For  myself  and  the  entire  committee  I  disavow  any  intention  of 
forcing  this  constitution  on  the  Church.  Nor  do  we  claim  any  fur¬ 
ther  authority  for  what  has  been  done  than  obedience  to  our  own 
consciences  and  to  what  seems  to  be  the  demand  of  the  Church. 
The  constitution  is  submitted  to  the  sober  consideration  of  this 
body,  whose  responsibility  in  dealing  with  it  as  the  first  of  the  three 
bodies  is  peculiarly  important.  It  seems  to  me  that  your  attitude 
toward  it  will  decide  for  the  immediate  future  the  fate  of  the 
merger. 

The  proposed  union  is  in  entire  harmony  with  the  history,  genius 
and  avowed  design  of  the  General  Synod.  It  was  founded  for  the 
express  purpose  of  bringing  together  the  Lutheran  Synods  in  this 
country ;  and  though  it  has  only  measurably  succeeded  in  doing  this, 
it  has  never  lost  sight  of  the  desired  end.  Its  constitution  declares 
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that  “it  shall  be  sedulously  and  incessantly  regardful  of  the  circum¬ 
stances  of  the  times,  and  of  every  casual  rise  and  progress  of  unity 
of  sentiment  among  Christians  in  general  in  order  that  the  blessed 
opportunities  to  promote  concord  and  unity,  and  the  interests  of  the 
Redeemer’s  kingdom,  may  not  pass  by  neglected  and  unavailing.” 
Moreover,  practically  all  of  the  district  Synods  embraced  in  the 
proposed  merger  are  now,  or  have  been  in  the  past,  constituents  of 
the  General  Synod. 

In  regard  to  the  proposed  constitution  it  should  be  said  that,  as 
far  as  I  can  see,  there  is  nothing  in  its  doctrinal  basis  or  its  pro¬ 
visions  for  carrying  on  the  affairs  of  our  Church,  which  is  out  of 
harmony  with  the  present  constitution  of  the  General  Synod.  There 
are  some  things  in  it  which  may  not  seem  necessary  or  important, 
but  it  must  be  remembered  that  union  in  principles  generally  in¬ 
volves  concessions  in  non-essentials.  The  experience  of  our  sister 
bodies  may  demand  certain  provisions  which  do  not  directly  concern 
us.  Moreover,  the  General  Synod  has  always  had  a  long  and  de¬ 
tailed  Formula  of  Government  which  the  other  bodies  do  not  have. 
These  facts  account  for  the  greater  prolixity  of  the  proposed  con¬ 
stitution. 

After  all,  a  union  must  start  with  some  clearly  outlined  basis  of 
belief  and  of  work.  It  is  only  a  temporary  document  which  can  be 
brought  into  fullest  accord  with  the  needs  of  a  body  as  they  shall 
arise  from  time  to  time. 

If  a  union  is  to  be  consummated  within  the  next  two  years  it  is 
evident  that  none  of  the  constituent  Synods  can  revise  the  consti¬ 
tution  presented.  They  cannot  adopt  it  in  part.  They  will  have  to 
give  absolute  assent  to  it  as  it  now  stands.  This  is  not  arbitrary, 
but  inheres  in  the  nature  of  the  case.  If  there  be  anything  rad¬ 
ically  amiss  in  the  constitution  it  should  be  rejected  as  a  whole,  and 
the  work  of  reconstruction  begun  anew. 

In  regard  to  the  mode  of  procedure  I  trust  I  shall  not  be  deemed 
presumptuous  if  I  make  the  following  suggestions,  subject  to  your 
revision. 

It  should  be  clearly  understood  that  the  proposed  merger  shall 
not  affect  the  ownership,  character  or  standing  of  the  seminaries, 
colleges,  academies  or  like  institutions  which  are  operating  under 
distinct  charters.  Whatever  experience  may  suggest  as  time  goes 
on  will  have  to  be  determined  by  future  legislation. 

In  regard  to  the  method  of  procedure  I  venture  to  propose  the 
following  resolutions : 

i.  Resolved ,  That  the  General  Synod  hereby  approves  the  pro¬ 
posed  constitution  of  the  United  Lutheran  Church  in  America, 
authorizes  and  directs  its  submission  to  the  District  Synods  at  their 
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next  conventions,  and  most  heartily  recommends  its  adoption. 

2.  Resolved ,  That  if  at  least  two-thirds  of  the  District  Synods  of 
the  General  Synod  shall  ratify  this  constitution,  and  if  it  shall 
appear  that  it  has  been  ratified  also  by  the  District  Synods  of  the 
General  Council  and  of  the  United  Synod  in  the  South,  then  the 
next  convention  of  the  General  Synod  shall  be  held  on  the  second 
Tuesday  of  November,  1918,  beginning  at  8  p.m.,  at  such  place  as 
shall  be  determined,  and  shall  continue  in  session  for  about  two 
days,  after  which  it  shall  dissolve,  and  merge  in  the  United  Luth¬ 
eran  Church  in  America,  whose  first  convention  shall  then  and  there 
begin. 

If,  however,  the  District  Synods  of  neither  the  General  Council 
nor  the  United  Synod  in  the  South  shall  ratify  this  constitution,  the 
ratification  thereof  by  the  District  Synods  of  the  General  Synod 
shall  be  considered  null  and  void.  In  view  of  such  a  contingency 
the  General  Synod  shall  make  provision  for  its  usual  ^biennial  con¬ 
vention. 

3.  Resolved,  That  in  order  to  effect  the  union  in  accordance  with 
legal  requirements,  to  avoid  possible  confusion  and  without  destroy¬ 
ing  in  the  least  the  nature  and  provisions  of  this  constitution,  the 
following  be  inserted  in  Article  V.  " Delegates ”  at  the  conclusion 
of  the  first  sentence,  following  the  words  “and  one  lay  delegate,” 
viz : 

“And  provided  further  that  the  delegates,  elected  by  the  Synods 
to  the  last  conventions  of  the  general  bodies  to  which  they  respec¬ 
tively  belong  held  prior  to  the  first  convention  hereunder,  shall  be 
and  they  are  in  the  adoption  hereof  chosen  by  their  respective 
Synods  as  their  duly  elected  delegates  to  said  first  convention  here¬ 
under,  irrespective  of  the  basis  of  representation  upon  which  they 
were  chosen.” 

4.  Resolved,  That  the  President  of  the  General  Synod  be  hereby 
directed  to  appoint  a  committee  of  seven,  of  which  the  President 
and  the  Secretary  shall  be  ex  officio  members,  to  be  known  as  the 
Committee  on  Ways  and  Means,  in  the  event  that  the  constitution 
be  ratified,  or  as  a  Continuation  Committee  in  case  it  be  not  ratified. 

The  duties  of  the  Committee  on  Ways  and  Means  shall  embrace 
the  following : 

(a)  To  inquire  into  the  legality  of  the  entire  matter  of  union 
and  if  necessary  employ  legal  counsel. 

( b )  To  be  the  arbiters  to  whom  all  questions  shall  be  referred. 

( c )  To  form  with  similar  committees  appointed  by  the  other 
general  bodies  a  Joint  Committee  on  Ways  and  Means,  to  which 
must  be  referred  the  agreements  between  the  several  Boards  and 
societies  for  final  decision  and  which  shall  arrange  and  perfect  all 
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the  details  incident  to  the  formation  of  the  union  and  the  holding 
of  the  first  convention. 

5.  Resolved ,  That  the  Boards  and  societies  and  other  agencies  of 
the  General  Synod  whose  consolidation  with  similar  Boards,  so¬ 
cieties  and  agencies  in  the  other  bodies  is  contemplated  in  this 
union,  shall,  upon  its  ratification,  proceed  at  once  to  take  the  needed 
steps  to  effect  mergers,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Committee 
on  Ways  and  Means.  They  shall  pursue  a  generous  course  in  deal¬ 
ing  with  the  other  bodies,  but  at  the  same  time  they  shall  see  to 
it  that  the  respective  interests  which  they  hold  in  trust  receive 
equitable  consideration. 

And  they  are  also  hereby  charged  and  instructed  to  carry  on  their 
usual  work  with  zeal  and  without  interruption  until  it  can  be 
safely  transferred.

The  report  was  adopted  as  a  whole. 

Rev.  S.  S.  Waltz,  D.D.,  chairman  of  the  Brotherhood 
Committee,  read  the  report  of  the  committee,  as  follows : 

Report  of  the  General  Synod’s  Brotherhood  Committee 

Ten  years  ago  the  General  Synod  appointed  a  committee  to  en¬ 
courage  the  formation  of  men’s  organizations  in  local  congregations 
and  to  proceed  as  rapidly  as  possible  in  the  formation  of  a  General 
Men’s  League  for  the  Lutheran  Church.  Unwilling  to  burden  the 
Church  with  an  additional  organization  unless  convinced  that  there 
was  immediate  and  absolute  demand  for  it,  much  of  the  ensuing 
biennium  was  spent  in  a  careful  study  of  the  problem  of  men’s 
work  and  how  best  to  organize  and  direct  it.  This  investigation  led 
the  committee  to  the  definite  conviction  that  organization  was  neces¬ 
sary  as  a  condition  of  efficiency.  The  formation  of  the  Lutheran 
Brotherhood  was  the  outgrowth  of  this  period  of  painstaking  study. 
A  decade  of  achievement,  far  exceeding  the  most  sanguine  expec¬ 
tation  of  its  best  friends,  abundantly  justifies  the  action  of  the 
General  Synod  in  inaugurating  the  movement.  Its  results  are  writ¬ 
ten,  not  in  figures,  but  in  the  more  efficient  Christian  usefulness  of 
multitudes  of  men  and  the  mobilizing  of  the  masculine  activity  of 
the  entire  Church  for  Christian  service.  The  harvest  already  reaped 
in  hundreds  of  congregations  is  more  than  ample  compensation  for 
all  the  labor  it  has  cost.  The  first  convention,  that  of  Washington 
in  1911,  though  an  experiment,  was  full  of  promise.  The  second, 
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that  of  Cincinnati  in  1913,  clearly  revealed  the  rapidly  growing 
power  of  the  movement.  Akron  in  1915  firmly  established  it  in  the 
confidence  of  the  Church  as  an  undoubted  agency  for  great  good. 

The  convention  in  Chicago,  held  just  preceding  this  meeting  of 
the  General  Synod,  reached  high  tide  in  attendance,  enthusiasm  and 
practical  efficiency.  More  than  a  thousand  men  attended  an  initial 
banquet  on  Monday  evening.  Every  hour  of  this  convention  was 
devoted  to  the  study  of  the  problems  that  most  intimately  concern 
the  Church  and  what  men  can  do  to  help  solve  them. 

The  General  Synod  needs  no  other  guarantee  that  the  work  of  the 
Federal  Council  of  Brotherhoods  will  be  wisely  and  efficiently  ad¬ 
ministered  during  the  coming  biennium  than  the  following  list  of 
officers  unanimously  elected  by  the  convention:  President,  John  L. 
Zimmerman ;  Vice-Presidents,  W.  C.  Stoever  and  C.  J.  Driever ; 
Recording  Secretary,  J.  W.  Kahler;  Corresponding  Secretary, 
Harry  B.  Gerhardt;  Treasurer,  Harry  T.  Domer. 

Not  far  from  500  organizations,  enrolling  approximately  20,00a 
men  are  reported.  During  the  life  time  of  the  Brotherhood  num¬ 
bers  of  organizations  have  failed,  almost  universally  because  of 
their  lack  of  a  definite  and  worth  while  object,  and  because  they  did 
not  rightly  interpret  and  put  in  practice  the  true  spirit  and  aim  of 
the  Brotherhood  movement.  For  everyone  that  has  failed  because 
of  these  conditions  many  more  have  come  into  a  life  of  power  and 
influence  in  the  churches.  “Organization  for  Service,”  the  slogan 
of  the  Lutheran  Brotherhood,  must  be  the  ideal  of  every  local 
organization  if  it  is  to  live  and  prosper.  Your  committee  desires 
to  emphasize  the  fact,  gathered  from  ten  years’  careful  study  and 
observation  of  the  entire  situation,  that  organizations  of  men  which 
have  been  loyal  and  faithful  in  definite  service  in  and  for  the  Church 
and  have  devoted  their  energies  to  worth  while  objects  have  pros¬ 
pered,  while  others  with  a  less  commanding  aim  have  failed.  We 
urge  upon  the  men’s  organizations  of  the  churches  that  they  always 
have  some  definite  object  before  them,  either  in  behalf  of  the  local 
congregation  or  the  Church  at  large.  Work,  not  play,  makes  a 
Brotherhood  grow. 

Social,  literary  and  athletic  features  have  their  place  in  Brother¬ 
hood  plans,  but  only  as  incidental  and  subordinate  to  the  great  ob¬ 
jects  for  which  it  was  organized  and  for  which  it  stands  primarily. 
The  phenomenal  growth  that  has  attended  the  movement  in  the 
Lutheran  Church  is  due  to  the  fact  that  it  began  with  a  high  and 
worthy  aim,  and  that  it  has  consistently  and  persistently  kept  that 
aim  in  view.  It  has  been  the  loyal  servant  of  the  local  congrega¬ 
tion  and  its  pastor  in  their  varied  plans.  When  true  to  its  purpose 
it  is  a  dependable  force  in  the  Church  at  large  in  all  its  missionary 
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respective  Synods  to  see  to  it  that  a  copy  of  each  issue  of  their 
printed  minutes  be  promptly  mailed  to  the  chairman  of  the  General 
Synod  Committee  on  District  Synods — to  enable  a  more  careful 
search  for  memorials  and  resolutions  to  be  brought  to  the  attention 
of  this  body.

Report  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Laymen’s  Missionary 

Movement 

The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Laymen’s  Missionary  Movement 
presents  its  report  in  which  is  found  reason  to  be  gratified  and  en¬ 
couraged  by  the  favorable  co-operation  received  in  its  plan  and 
work,  and  the  splendid  results  accomplished. 

Decided  progress  has  been  made  during  the  past  biennium. 
Marked  advances  are  witnessed  in  many  churches,  so  largely  due  to 
the  adoption  of  the  plans  of  the  movement. 

Acknowledgment  is  made  with  a  sense  of  deep  appreciation  for 
the  loyal  support  and  active  interest  manifested  by  the  Benevolence 
Boards,  pastors  and  leading  laymen,  which  have  contributed  to  the 
success  of  the  work.

The  committee  held  meetings  in  Gettysburg,  January  20,  1916; 
York,  December  13,  1916,  and  in  Philadelphia,  May  2,  1917.  Besides 
the  stated  meetings  of  the  committee  a  number  of  conferences  were 
held  by  members  and  sub-committees. 

The  Laymen’s  Movement  of  the  General  Synod  was  well  repre¬ 
sented  at  the  Missionary  Congress  held  in  Washington,  D.  C, 
April  26-30,  1916.  Mr.  J.  L.  Clark  was  present  by  invitation  to 
make  an  address  on  the  work  in  the  General  Synod.  The  Field 
Secretaries  and  Mr.  E.  G.  Hoover  attended  as  appointed  delegates, 
and  Mr.  P.  A.  Elsesser  was  present  at  one  of  the  sessions. 

the  work 

Conscious  of  the  need  for  qualified  young  men  to  study  for  the 
gospel  ministry,  the  committee  has  devoted  time  and  resources  to 
efforts  in  securing  and  aiding  students. 

The  Field  Secretaries  are  charged  to  co-operate  in  every  way 
possible,  and  to  use  every  opportunity  to  direct  the  attention  of 
young  men  to  the  call  of  the  holy  office. 

During  the  summer  of  1915,  Dr.  J.  A.  Singmaster,  of  Gettysburg 
Seminary;  Dr.  D.  H.  Bauslin,  of  Hamma  Divinity  School;  Dr. 
F.  P.  Manhart,  of  Susquehanna  University,  and  Dr.  H.  Dysinger, 
of  Western  Theological  Seminary,  were  engaged  in  canvassing 
their  respective  fields  for  prospective  students  for  the  ministry,  at 
the  request  of  this  committee*  which  assumed  the  expenses. 

The  General  Synod  Committee  on  Ministerial  Education  was 
without  an  appropriation  to  finance  its  important  work,  and  this 
committee  met  all  the  bills  for  printing  and  publicity  during  the 
biennium. 

Your  committee  has  also  aided  nine  young  men  who  desired  to 
enter  the  ministry,  but  were  without  means  and  required  a  year’s 
preparation  to  enter  college  and  be  entitled  to  synodical  support. 
Six  of  these  promising  young  men  are  at  Gettysburg  and  three  at 
Selinsgrove. 

The  committee  has  strongly  endorsed  the  plan  of  a  general  fund 
and  uniform  administration  for  ministerial  education  to  displace 
the  present  inadequate  method  of  separate  funds  and  differing  re¬ 
quirements  by  the  District  Synods. 

Several  overtures  to  this  General  Synod  for  changes  to  be  made 
in  the  interest  of  greater  efficiency  were  adopted.  These  were  sub¬ 
mitted  to  the  Executive  and  the  Common  Service  Committees,  and 
will  probably  be  reported  by  them  for  consideration  at  this  conven¬ 
tion. 
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All  churches  are  earnestly  advised  to  send  quarterly  statements  to 
each  contributing  member;  also  to  use  a  loose  leaf  or  some  other 
good  method  for  church  records,  but  the  committee  deems  it  inex¬ 
pedient  to  officially  recommend  any  particular  form  or  system. 

Necessarily,  the  correspondence  has  been  large.  Upwards  of 
five  thousand  letters  have  been  sent  to  pastors  and  churches ;  one- 
half  of  them  were  written  singly  to  individuals. 

The  use  of  printed  literature  has  been  a  prominent  feature  of  the 
work  and  has  proved  a  valuable  means.  During  the  biennium  more 
than  100,000  pieces  were  supplied.  These  consisted  of  booklets, 
pamphlets,  cards,  pastoral  letter  forms,  instruction  sheets,  etc. 

DIFFICULTIES 

Serious  difficulties  are  experienced  in  the  work  by  the  failure  of 
the  pastors  to  promptly  reply  to  letters  from  the  office  of  the  move¬ 
ment.  This  has  led  to  some  confusion  in  arranging  dates  for  visits 
of  Field  Secretaries  and  consequent  disappointments. 

Too  many  every-member  canvasses  have  not  met  with  the  greatest 
success  because  of  a  lack  of  preparation  in  advance  for  the  canvass. 
Suggestions  and  instructions  are  furnished  by  the  office,  but  these 
are  not  always  followed  and  a  distinct  loss  in  the  measure  of  suc¬ 
cess  results. 

OFFICE 

The  office  of  the  Laymen’s  Missionary  Movement  has  been  re¬ 
moved  from  York  to  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  and  the  headquarters  are 
now  established  in  the  Weightman  Building,  1524  Chestnut  Street, 
in  charge  of  the  new  General  Secretary. 

SECRETARIES 

There  have  been  several  changes  in  the  secretarial  staff.  In  May, 
1915,  Mr.  Harry  B.  Gerhardt  resigned  to  take  another  position; 
Rev.  Will  F.  Bare  accepted  a  call  to  return  to  the  active  pastorate 
and  resigned  as  Field  Secretary  in  March,  1917.  Rev.  H.  M.  Bower 
tendered  his  resignation  as  Office  Secretary,  to  take  effect  May  1, 

1917. 

Mr.  C.  H.  Weller  was  engaged  as  a  Field  Secretary  and  entered 
the  work  in  September,  1915.  A.  D.  Chiquoine  was  appointed  a 
Field  Secretary  in  September,  1916,  and  at  the  meeting  of  the  com¬ 
mittee  in  December  he  was  elected  General  Secretary  of  the  move¬ 
ment. 

An  effort  is  now  being  made  to  secure  the  services  of  a  qualified 
Lutheran  layman  to  present  the  work  among  the  churches  of  the 
western  Synods,  as  there  is  a  real  need  for  the  services  of  a  Field 
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Secretary  in  that  territory,  and  to  meet  the  appeals  which  come 
from  pastors. 

The  Field  Secretaries  have  been  actively  and  effectively  engaged 
in  visiting  pastors  and  churches,  conducting  every-member  can¬ 
vasses,  and  in  attending  Synods,  conferences  and  other  meetings. 
Their  work  has  been  principally  confined  to  the  territory  of  Synods 
in  Pennsylvania,  Maryland  and  New  York;  only  occasional  visits 
have  been  to  other  states.  While  much  has  been  accomplished, 
there  yet  remains  a  large  work  to  be  done  in  these  Lutheran  strong¬ 
holds. 

The  monthly  reports  of  the  Field  Secretaries  show  that  836  visits 
were  made  to  churches  by  assignments,  where  more  than  65,000 
persons  were  addressed  and  one  hundred  canvasses  were  conducted. 

RESULTS 

It  is  quite  difficult  and  almost  impossible  to  give  a  comprehensive 
report  of  the  results  which  have  followed  the  inauguration  and  use 
of  the  plans  of  the  movement  in  the  churches.  Hundreds  of  pastors 
have  reported  splendid  developments  in  spiritual  life;  increased 
church  attendance  and  activity,  with  intelligent  and  consecrated 
personal  service  by  the  members ;  large  increases  in  contributions 
for  church  support  and  benevolences  by  the  adoption  of  the  sys¬ 
tematic,  weekly  method  in  the  worship  of  giving. 

Many  reports  are  made  of  successful  every-member  canvasses, 
but  the  results  are  not  definitely  stated  in  a  manner  which  permits 
of  their  being  accurately  tabulated.  Moreover,  many  canvasses 
have  been  conducted  and  the  results  not  reported  to  the  committee, 
especially  where  the  canvasses  are  made  annually  or  without  the 
presence  of  a  Field  Secretary. 

The  statement  recently  published  in  the  Lutheran  Church  Work 
and  Observer  by  Rev.  Ellis  B.  Burgess,  Statistical  Secretary  of  the 
General  Synod,  shows  an  increase  of  total  contributions  for  bene¬ 
volence  of  $48,107  for  the  years  1914-15,  and  $59,121  for  1915-16,  an 
increase  for  the  two  years  of  $107,228.  The  total  increase  of  con¬ 
tributions  for  all  purposes  in  the  two  years  amounts  to  $348,545. 
It  is  reasonable  to  assume  that  a  large  part  of  this  advance,  at  least, 
is  due  to  the  adoption  and  use  of  the  plans  of  the  Laymen’s  Mission¬ 
ary  Movement. 

It  is  gratifying  to  know  that  the  movement  is  gaining  a  momen¬ 
tum,  and  that  pastors  can  and  are  successfully  introducing  the 
plans  and  methods  without  the  visit  of  a  Field  Secretary.  These 
pastors  are  to  be  commended  and  the  custom  encouraged. 

For  the  preparation  of  this  report  a  list  of  questions  were  sent 
to  all  the  pastors  in  the  General  Synod,  with  a  return  post-card 
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attached.  There  were  515  replies  received.  To  the  question,  “Do 
you  have  an  Every-Member  Canvass?”  402  reported  “Yes”  and  113 
reported  “No.”  Those  answering  affirmatively,  with  few  exceptions, 
also  reported  benefits  including  increased  offerings  and  stimulated 
spiritual  activities.  The  number  of  replies  does  not  indicate  the 
total  number  of  churches  now  using  the  bi-pocket  envelopes  and  the 
every-member  canvass.  Many  churches  which  have  annual  can¬ 
vasses,  some  semi-annually,  did  not  report — perhaps  on  the  assump¬ 
tion  that  it  was  unnecessary  because  they  were  included  in  former 
lists  published. 

A  hopeful  sign  of  the  ultimate  greatest  success  of  the  work  is 
the  active  co-operation  in  the  plans  by  some  of  the  District  Synods 
and  the  favorable  attitude  of  others.  Most,  if  not  all,  of  the  Synods 
have  recommended  and  urged  all  the  churches  to  adopt  the  plans 
of  the  Laymen’s  Movement  by  introducing  the  every-member  can¬ 
vass  and  the  weekly  bi-pocket  envelopes. 

The  Pittsburgh  and  the  West  Pennsylvania  Synods  in  particular 
are  now  co-operating  with  this  committee  and  making  an  organized 
effort  to  have  every  congregation  raise  its  full  apportionment  at 
least.  A  committee  of  the  Maryland  Synod  has  sent  out  special 
letters  to  delinquent  congregations  for  the  same  purpose. 

The  following  resolutions  were  submitted  to  the  District  Synods, 
favorable  action  was  promptly  taken  by  at  least  nine  Synods, 
four  of  which  reported  the  names  of  the  Church  Council,  as  re¬ 
quested  : 

Whereas,  Urgent  appeals  have  come  to  the  Laymen’s  Missionary 
Movement  of  the  General  Synod  Lutheran  Church,  calling  upon 
said  movement,  as  a  laymen’s  organization,  to  formulate  some 
method  to  assist  the  pastors  of  charges  not  meeting  their  appor¬ 
tionment,  so  that  the  burden  does  not  appear  to  rest  solely  upon  the 
pastors,  but  upon  the  congregations  through  their  duly  elected  rep¬ 
resentatives,  the  Church  Councils ;  therefore, 

Be  it  resolved,  That  we  petition  our  District  Synods  to  ascertain 
from  the  lay  delegates  assembled,  of  congregations  or  charges 
which  failed  to  raise  the  full  apportionment,  why  said  apportion¬ 
ment  was  not  raised. 

And  be  it  further  resolved,  That  the  District  Synods  request  all 
pastors,  before  leaving  the  present  session  of  their  Synods,  or  as 
soon  thereafter  as  possible,  to  place  in  the  hands  of  the  secretaries 
of  their  respective  Synods  the  names  and  addresses  of  the  members 
of  their  Church  Councils,  so  that  the  Laymen’s  Missionary  Move¬ 
ment  may  secure  the  names  of  these  representative  laymen  and  cor¬ 
respond  with  them  as  officers  of  the  congregations  directly,  and 
aid  them  to  see  their  duty  in  this  regard.

PLANS 

New  ways  and  means  are  always  under  consideration  by  this 
committee  to  fulfill  its  purpose  and  for  even  more  efficient  work. 
Some  of  the  plans  adopted  and  contemplated  are: 

To  conduct  campaigns  by  the  secretaries  and  by  correspondence 
among  selected  groups  of  churches,  with  the  co-operation  of  the 
synodical  officers. 

To  keep  in  regular,  systematic  communication  with  all  the  pas¬ 
tors  and  churches  of  the  General  Synod. 

To  furnish  information  and  instruction  to  enable  pastors  and  lay 
committees  to  organize  the  men  for  successful  canvasses  in  places 
where  the  Field  Secretaries  cannot  visit  because  of  distance  or 
inconvenient  dates. 

A  new  booklet  will  soon  be  published  which  will  give  information 
in  brief  form  concerning  the  Laymen’s  Missionary  Movement;  ad¬ 
vantages  of  bi-pocket,  weekly  system  of  giving;  the  every-member 
canvass  and  proofs  of  its  success. 

The  District  Synods  will  be  asked  to  arrange  for  a  laymen’s  meet¬ 
ing  on  one  evening  during  the  sessions  of  Synod.  Suggested  topics 
for  discussion,  or  a  speaker,  will  be  provided  upon  request  to  the 
office  of  the  Laymen’s  Movement. 

To  arrange  with  individual  laymen,  or  selected  groups,  to  repre¬ 
sent  the  Laymen’s  Movement  in  their  respective  territories ;  to  co¬ 
operate  with  this  committee  by  giving  of  their  time  and  talents  in 
promoting  its  cause.  This  has  been  successfully  arranged  in  some 
important  sections  of  the  Church.

Resolutions  on  Laymen’s  Missionary  Movement 

PRESENTED  BY  GEORGE  E.  NEFF 

Resolved,  That  we  have  heard  with  gratification  the  report  of  the 
Executive  Committee  of  the  Laymen’s  Missionary  Movement,  and 
heartily  commend  the  committee  for  the  splendid  service  to  the 
Church  during  the  past  biennium. 

Resolved,  That  we  endorse  the  purposes  and  plans  of  the  Lay¬ 
men’s  Movement  and  urge  upon  all  of  our  congregations  the  adop¬ 
tion  of  the  annual  every-member  canvass,  and  the  use  of  the  bi¬ 
pocket  envelope  for  weekly  contributions  for  church  support  and 
benevolences. 

Resolved,  That  we  recommend  to  our  pastors  the  need  of  empha¬ 
sizing  the  responsibility  of  stewardship,  that  the  benevolent  work  of 
the  General  Synod  may  be  amply  supported  and  to  provide  for  its 
enlargement;  and  that  efforts  be  made  to  stimulate  the  laymen  of 
the  congregations  into  a  greater  activity  in  supplementing  the  work 
of  the  pastors  in  the  upbuilding  of  the  Master’s  kingdom  and  His 
work. 

Resolved,  That  we  recommend  that  District  Synods  and  confer¬ 
ences  appoint  standing  committees  of  laymen  to  officially  co-operate 
with  the  committee  of  the  Laymen’s  Missionary  Movement,  and 
that  the  District  Synods  provide  for  a  laymen’s  convention  during 
one  of  their  sessions,  preferably  an  evening. 

Resolved,  That  the  committee  be  continued. 

A  supplementary  report  of  the  Board  of  Inner  Missions 
was  made.  The  vote  on  Item  9  of  the  Inner  Missions 
Board’s  report  was  reconsidered  and  the  item  was  then 
approved.  (See  proceedings  relating  to  Board  of  Inner 
Missions.) 

The  report  of  the  Tressler  Orphans’  Home  was  presented 
by  the  Secretary  of  the  Inner  Mission  Board.  It  was  re¬ 
ceived.  (See  proceedings  relating  to  Inner  Mission  Board.) 

The  report  of  the  Inner  Mission  Board  as  a  whole  was 
adopted  (See  proceedings  relating  to  Inner  Mission 
Board.) 

Rev.  G.  M.  Diffenderfer,  D.D.,  Secretary  of  the  Pastors’ 
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Fund  Society,  presented  the  report  of  that  Society,  as  fol¬ 
lows  : 

Report  of  Pastors’  Fund  Society 

To  the  President,  Clerical  and  Lay  Delegates  of  the  Forty- 
eighth  Convention  of  the  General  Synod. 

Brethren  :  The  Pastors’  Fund  Society  submits  a  report  of  its 
work  during  the  last  biennium  with  grateful  acknowledgment  to 
the  Head  of  the  Church  and  the  co-operation  of  the  pastors  and 
congregations. 

ORGANIZATION 

Your  Society  organized  by  re-electing  its  former  officers,  viz. : 
Rev.  M.  H.  Valentine,  D.D.,  President;  A.  D.  Chiquoine,  Secretary; 
Joseph  B.  Downing,  Treasurer,  and  G.  M.  Diffenderfer,  D.D.,  Gen¬ 
eral  Secretary;  Edward  Heyl  Delk,  D.D.,  and  August  Pohlman, 
M.D.,  D.D. 

EDUCATIONAL  CAMPAIGN 

The  Board  enlarged  its  work  of  giving  much-needed  informa¬ 
tion  to  the  Church  through  printed  matter  in  pamphlets  and  a 
Press  Bulletin,  which  has  in  it  clippings  from  all  the  leading  news¬ 
papers  and  periodicals,  and  a  summary  of  the  work  done  by  other 
denominations. 

A  special  program  was  prepared,  patriotic  in  its  character,  to 
be  used  by  Sunday  Schools  and  congregations  on  Pastors’  Fund 
Day,  the  first  Sunday  in  July,  1916.  One  hundred  thousand  copies 
were  sent  out,  and  much  enthusiasm  was  aroused  for  the  cause. 
The  financial  results  were  not  as  large  as  had  been  hoped,  but  we 
believe  that  we  have  impressed  the  Church  with  our  needs,  and 
the  financial  returns  in  the  future  will  justify  the  expense. 

A  special  program  was  also  prepared  for  use  of  the  Brother¬ 
hoods  and  sent  to  the  pastors  to  be  used  by  their  Brotherhoods. 
This  program  is  based  upon  the  splendid  story  of  Thomas  Nelson 
Page,  reprint  edition  by  Charles  Scribner’s  Sons,  and  is  a  most 
excellent  and  helpful  service.  We  believe  it  will  materially  aid  the 
Endowment  Fund. 

SIMULTANEOUS  CAMPAIGNS 

In  October,  1916,  we  inaugurated  a  Simultaneous  Campaign  in 
the  District  Synods,  covering  a  period  of  four  Sundays : 

Giving  information  to  congregations  with  a  brief  address  by 
the  pastor. 

The  appointment  of  a  Committee  of  Laymen  from  the  congre¬ 
gations  to  assist  in  the  work. 

Personal  effort  on  the  part  of  the  Committee  and  pastors. 
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A  sermon  on  some  theme  addressed  to  the  relief  of  aged  and 
disabled  ministers,  the  co-operation  of  the  press  in  the  dis¬ 
trict  thus  covered,  and 

The  fourth  Sunday  an  offering  for  the  endowment. 

Three  Synods  have  thus  conducted  a  simultaneous  campaign  with 
splendid  results  and  with  increased  interest  in  this  important  work. 
The  results  have  been  such  as  to  prove  that  congregations  will  do 
what  they  can  when  they  know  real  conditions.  We  hope  to  cover 
every  District  Synod  in  this  way. 

The  General  Secretary  has  given  his  time  to  as  many  congrega¬ 
tions  as  it  was  possible  to  reach  during  this  campaign  and  trying 
to  interest  individuals  in  giving  large  gifts. 


pastors’  fund  day 

The  Society  has  adopted  the  Under-Shepherd  Day  order  of 
service,  which  has  been  prepared  by  The  Transmitter,  published  by 
the  Duplex  Co.,  Richmond,  Va. 

This  service  will  be  distributed  for  use  in  congregations  for  the 
first  Sunday  in  July  or  any  other  Sunday  the  congregations  may 
decide.  It  has  been  changed,  by  permission,  to  suit  our  Church, 
with  tunes  indicated  in  our  own  Hymnal,  and  is  now  in  the  hands 
of  pastors  and  congregations.  This  is  a  service  in  which  the  lay¬ 
men  take  part;  the  pastor  is  not  supposed  to  be  present.  There 
are  five-minute  addresses,  prepared  for  six  laymen  to  read,  and 
they  are  to  the  point.  It  is  hoped  to  have  a  universal  rendering 
of  this  service,  and  apply  the  offering  to  the  Pastors’  Fund  Appor¬ 
tionment. 


DENOMINATIONAL  CONFERENCE 

On  June  22-23,  1916,  there  met  at  Atlantic  City,  the  representa¬ 
tives  of  the  following  Boards :  Methodist  Episcopal,  Methodist 
South,  Protestant  Episcopal,  Presbyterian  General  Assembly,  Pres¬ 
byterian  U.  S.,  Congregational,  Christian,  Baptist  North,  Lutheran, 
Augustana  and  General  Synod. 

These  denominations  represented  an  effort  to  secure  $60,000,000 
for  Ministers’  Relief  and  Pensions,  and  about  $22,000,000  had 
already  been  secured.  A  permanent  organization  was  effected,  and 
a  second  meeting  held  in  Pittsburgh,  March  26,  1917,  and  another  in 
Chicago,  June  5,  1917.  Views  were  exchanged  and  matters  of 
interest  to  all  concerned  were  discussed  and  a  plan  of  co-operative 
advertising  in  the  leading  journals  of  the  country  adopted.  Like 
big  business  with  a  page  advertisement,  it  is  proposed  to  attract 
attention  of  the  wealthy  business  man  and  get  his  contribution. 
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The  cost  seems  high, — about  $80,000, — but  as  it  is  apportioned,  it 
will  not  be  a  large  expense  to  any  one  denomination.  Five  Lu¬ 
theran  bodies  are  apportioned  $3,000.  This  Conference  has  been 
very  helpful  to  our  work. 


PROSPECTS 

The  leading  denominations  are  at  work  on  Ministers’  Relief  and 
Pension  plans.  The  Methodist  Church  has  secured  over  $5,000,000, 
the  Presbyterian  about  $7,000,000;  the  Protestant  Episcopal  in 
one  year  secured  $6,500,000.  Under  the  leadership  of  Bishop  Law¬ 
rence  they  started  March  1,  1916,  and  March  1,  1917,  had  reached 
the  above  amount.  The  income  of  this  amount  will  be  used  to  pay 
pensions,  and  in  addition  to  this  fixed  income,  they  also  assess 
each  parish  7^4  per  cent,  on  its  present  cash  salary,  to  be  paid  into 
this  fund. 

This  plan  has  been  recognized  by  the  Carnegie  Foundation  as  the 
safest  and  sanest  financial  proposition  adopted  by  any  denomina¬ 
tion.  Since  the  subscriptions  and  pledges  to  this  fund  range  over 
five  years,  they  calculated  the  loss  of  income  until  all  is  paid  in, 
and  were  so  well  pleased  with  the  effort  that  the  Secretary  of  said 
Foundation  sent  a  check  for  $324,744  to  cover  this  loss  and  make 
their  pensions  available  from  March  1,  1917.  The  minimum  pen¬ 
sion  guaranteed  is  $600  per  annum,  and  the  maximum  $2000,  after 
sixty-eight  years  of  age.  The  letter  accompanying  this  gift  from 
the  National  Organization  leads  us  to  believe  that  they  will  lend 
proportionate  aid  to  any  denomination  who  will  do  similar  work 
for  their  aged  ministers. 

It  seems  advisable  to  your  Society  that  its  work  ought  to  be 
enlarged.  A  sound  financial  basis  upon  which  to  build  for  the  future 
is  absolutely  necessary,  now.  For  the  proper  care  of  those  who 
are  dependent  upon  us,  there  ought  to  be  an  income  of  $50,000  per 
annum.  We  trust  that  this  General  Synod  will  grant  us  an  increase 
of  10  cents  per  capita,  making  our  apportionment  20  cents  per 
capita. 

We  also  believe  that  our  Board  should  enlarge  the  scope  of  its 
work  by  appointment  of  an  Advisory  Committee  of  laymen,  and 
that  a  time  be  designated  for  a  fixed  period  of  one  year  to  raise 
the  $1,000,000  necessary  for  this  work,  $500,000  of  which  shall  be 
applied  to  the  care  of  the  aged  and  disabled,  and  $500,000  to  in¬ 
augurate  a  guaranteed  Pension  Plan  at  a  retirement  age. 

Under  the  blessing  of  God  we  have  as  a  Church  reached  a  period 
in  our  history  when  we  must  rise  to  our  privileges  and  do  greater 
things.  The  active  and  consecrated  laymen  must  help  us  by  doing 
their  duty. 
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ANNUITIES 

During  the  biennium  we  have  received  four  annuities  amounting 
to  $12,500,  upon  which  is  paid  an  annual  interest.  Many  others 
who  want  to  dispose  of  their  gifts  to  this  department  of  Church 
work,  and  who  want  a  good  safe  investment  cared  for  by  our 
Board  during  their  lifetime,  should  take  advantage  of  this  fund. 
A  recent  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Wisconsin  passing  upon 
litigation  affecting  an  annuity  of  $25,000  for  the  Methodist  Church, 
says  among  other  things,  “The  certificate  issued  by  the  Pastors’ 
Fund  of  the  Lutheran  Church  of  the  General  Synod,  is  the  only 
legally  incontestable  bond  of  the  twelve  forms  submitted  to  us, 
and  we  would  advise  your  Board  to  prepare  a  similar  form.”  It 
avoids  fees  in  settling  your  estate  and  guarantees  you  a  safe  income 
from  your  money  thus  placed  into  our  hands.  Ministers  who  save 
very  small  annual  amounts  would  do  well  to  invest  it  in  this  Fund, 
rather  than  to  be  induced  by  extraordinary  offers  of  a  high  rate  of 
income,  to  squander  and  dissipate  their  meagre  and  hard-earned 
savings. 

BEQUESTS 

The  bequests  which  have  become  available  during  the  biennium 
were  few  and  small  in  amounts.  There  is  a  growing  interest  in  this 
way  of  giving  to  our  Fund,  and  the  General  Secretary  has  authentic 
information  that  during  the  last  two  years  bequests  have  been 
made  amounting  to  about  twenty-six  thousand  dollars.  There  may 
have  been  as  many  more  bequests  made  of  which  we  have  no 
knowledge.  This  cause  should  have  a  prominent  place  in  the  minds 
of  those  who  are  disposing  of  their  earthly  possessions,  as  it  will 
become  a  part  of  the  Permanent  Investment  of  the  Fund. 

BENEFICIARIES 

The  beneficiaries  of  our  Fund  on  May  1,  1917,  were  44  ministers 
and  88  widows,  a  total  of  132.  It  is  worthy  of  note  that  the  number 
is  about  the  same  as  the  previous  biennium,  with  an  increase  of 
but  four.  There  were  periods  during  the  biennium  when  the  num¬ 
ber  had  reached  140.  But  it  is  clearly  evident  that  ministers  and 
widows  hesitate  until  dire  extremity  drives  them  to  ask  for  an 
allowance.  This  should  not  be,  as  we  ought  to  have  a  system  which 
makes  them  feel  that  it  is  a  just  reward  for  service  rendered  and 
not  a  charity  doled  out  of  sympathy.  The  total  amount  paid  to 
beneficiaries  during  the  biennium  was  $44,138,  an  average  of  $334. 
This  is  far  below  what  it  should  be,  and  is  a  reflection  upon  the 
Church’s  sense  of  justice  and  real  Christian  giving.  There  have 
been  fifteen  deaths  during  the  biennium,  and  six  withdrawals  from 
the  Fund. 
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APPORTIONMENT

The  East  Ohio,  Miami,  Northern  Illinois,  Olive  Branch,  Susque¬ 
hanna  and  Wittenberg  Synods  have  an  excess  above  apportionment 
The  total  contribution  shows  the  sum  of  $43,156,  an  increase  of 
$4677  over  last  biennium,  with  a  decrease  of  $1688,  or  a  net  increase 
of  $2989. 


PENSION  SYSTEM  DISCUSSED 

The  General  Synod  Committee  met  the  General  Secretary  in 
Baltimore,  Md.,  and  discussed  the  proposed  Pension  Plan,  but 
reached  no  decision  on  the  matter, — rather  felt  that  nothing  can  be 
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done  until  our  entire  system  is  placed  upon  a  sound  financial  basis. 
We  have  nothing  to  recommend.  On  May  7,  1917,  we  received  the 
following  communication  from  the  Committee  of  the  General  Coun¬ 
cil  on  Ministerial  Pensions : 


RESOLUTIONS 

First. — Resolved ,  That  the  Secretary  be  instructed  to  get  into 
touch  with  the  Pastors’  Fund  Society  of  the  General  Synod  of  the 
Lutheran  Church,  and  asks  that,  in  case  the  General  Synod  accepts 
the  proposed  plan  of  merger,  that  Society  request  authority  to 
confer  with  our  Committee  for  the  purpose  of  co-operating  in  the 
preparation  of  a  uniform  plan,  we  pledging  ourselves  to  do  the 
same  before  the  General  Council. 

Second. — Resolved ,  That  in  view  of  the  contemplated  merger  of 
the  several  General  Bodies  of  the  Church,  we  defer  the  further 
working  out  of  details  until  we  learn  the  action  of  the  General 
Synod  on  the  question  at  its  coming  Convention. 

Third. — Resolved,  That  each  member  of  the  General  Committee 
be  notified  of  this  action. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

We  respectfully  recommend : 

First — That  the  apportionment  be  increased  to  12  cents  per 
capita  for  the  biennium. 

Second. — That  the  powers  of  the  Board  be  enlarged  so  as  to 
provide  for  the  establishing  of  some  Pension  Plan. 

Third. — That  the  General  Synod  consider  the  advisability  of 
giving  this  Board  the  right  of  way  for  a  special  appeal  for  one 
year  to  secure  the  necessary  Endowment.

VACANCY  ON  THE  BOARD 

Since  writing  the  above  report  death’s  angel  has  called  Capt. 
Jos.  B.  Downing  to  his  eternal  reward.  He  was  born  in  Lyonville, 
Chester  County,  Pa.,  November  14,  1843.  While  yet  a  mere  lad  he 
enlisted  in  the  Union  Army  and  served  throughout  the  war,  retiring 
at  its  close  with  the  rank  of  captain.  He  immediately  entered  the 
service  of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company  at  Altoona,  Pa.,  in 
association  with  the  late  President  of  that  corporation,  A.  J.  Cas¬ 
satt.  He  was  received  in  the  First  Church  of  Altoona  by  the  late 
Dr.  Henry  Baker  in  the  early  ’70’s.  He  removed  to  Philadelphia 
to  enter  the  service  of  the  Baldwin  Locomotive  Works  as  the  per¬ 
sonal  secretary  of  the  late  John  H.  Converse.  He  rose  rapidly  to 
the  position  of  confidential  estimator  and  accountant.  He  retired 
after  thirty  years  to  devote  his  time  to  the  care  of  an  invalid  wife. 
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He  became  a  member  of  Messiah  Lutheran  Church  of  Philadelphia 
in  1874,  and  was  a  member  of  the  Church  Council  for  forty  years, 
most  of  the  time  Treasurer  of  the  church.  He  was  a  member  of 
the  Lutheran  Publication  Board  for  thirty  years,  and  also  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Pastors’  Fund  Society  from 
the  day  of  its  incorporation.  For  the  past  ten  years  he  has  been  its 
efficient  Treasurer.  He  held  many  other  offices  of  honor  and  trust 
in  the  General  Synod  as  a  Director  of  the  Lutheran  Observer  As¬ 
sociation  and  several  terms  in  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Theo¬ 
logical  Seminary  of  Gettysburg.  He  was  married  a  second  time  to 
Mrs.  Sue  Riegle,  by  whom  he  is  survived.  He  is,  perhaps,  best 
known  throughout  the  Church  as  the  efficient  Treasurer  of  the  Pas¬ 
tors’  Fund  Board.  The  date  of  his  death  is  June  6,  1917.

A  telegram  from  Rev.  W.  H.  Greever,  D.D.,  was  read, 
as  follows:  “The  American  Lutheran  Survey  heartily  con¬ 
gratulates  you  on  action  for  unity.”

EIGHTH  SESSION 


Monday,  June  25,  9.30  a.m. 
Rev.  Stanley  Billheimer  conducted  the  devotional  service 
from  9  to  9.30,  his  special  subject  being,  “How  God  Uses 


Men. 
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The  General  Synod  met  for  its  eighth  session  at  9.30, 
President  Tressler  in  the  chair. 

This  day  being  the  three  hundred  and  eighty-seventh 
anniversary  of  the  presentation  of  the  Augsburg  Confes¬ 
sion,  the  President  opened  the  session  with  a  service  as 
follows :  A  solo  by  Rev.  Ross  H.  Stover,  the  reading, 
unitedly,  of  Article  4  of  the  Augsburg  Confession,  prayer 
(in  the  German  language)  by  Rev.  G.  W.  Albrecht,  Ph.D., 
the  repetition  of  the  Apostles’  Creed,  and  prayer  by  Rev. 
O.  D.  Baltzly,  Ph.D.,  D.D. 

The  minutes  of  the  seventh  session  were  read  and  adopted. 

The  President  appointed  certain  committees.  (See  list  of 
committees.) 

The  following  report  of  the  Committee  on  Ministerial 
Education  was  read  by  Rev.  Charles  S.  Bauslin,  D.D.  Rev. 
A.  H.  Smith,  D.D.,  chairman  of  the  committee,  closed  a 
long  and  animated  discussion  upon  the  question  of  a  more 
adequate  supply  of  men  for  the  ministry. 

Report  of  the  General  Synod’s  Standing  Committee  on 

Ministerial  Education 

Brethren  of  the  General  Synod  : 

Your  Committee  on  Ministerial  Education  would  report  as  fol¬ 
lows  : 

At  the  Akron  Convention  of  the  General  Synod,  two  years  ago, 
this  committee  was  constituted  with  the  following  membership : 
Revs.  A.  H.  Smith,  D.D.,  S.  G.  Dornblaser,  D.D.,  E.  W.  Simon, 
D.D.,  Foster  U.  Gift,  A.M.,  Chas.  S.  Bauslin,  A.M.,  and  L.  C. 
Manges,  D.D.,  and  Messrs.  E.  J.  Young,  W.  H.  Wiler  and  W.  C. 
Shott.  During  the  biennium  several  meetings  of  the  committee 
have  been  held,  the  first  being  at  Akron,  Ohio,  July  20,  1915.  There 
have  been  a  number  of  meetings  of  sub-committees  also.  The 
committee  organized  at  Akron  by  the  election  of  Rev.  A.  H.  Smith, 
D.D.,  Chairman,  and  Rev.  Chas.  S.  Bauslin,  Secretary. 

The  field  of  survey  of  the  committee  includes  the  financial  prob¬ 
lems  incident  to  the  work  of  providing  adequate  monetary  aid  for 
young  men  who  are  preparing  for  the  ministry  and  may  need  such 
assistance,  and  this  phase  has  not  been  overlooked.  However,  dur¬ 
ing  the  biennium,  it  has  been  necessary  for  us  to  devote  our  chief 
attention,  in  accordance  with  the  expressed  wish  of  the  last  General 
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Synod  at  Akron,  to  the  real  and  serious  problem  now  confronting 
the  Church,  namely,  the  problem  of  securing  an  adequate  supply  of 
young  men  of  high  quality  and  character  as  candidates  in  prepar¬ 
ation  for  the  Christian  ministry  in  our  branch  of  the  Lutheran 
Church.  We  consider  it  unnecessary  in  this  report  to  discuss  the 
causes  of  the  shortage  of  young  men  offering  themselves  for  the 
ministry,  as  these  have  been  set  forth  at  length  in  previous  reports. 
Action  is  now  required  to  meet  the  situation,  and  to  this  end  your 
committee  have  given  their  most  earnest  attention  and  best  en¬ 
deavors. 

At  the  Akron  Convention  action  was  taken  recommending  that 
some  Church-wide  system  for  presenting  the  claims  of  the  ministry 
to  the  youth  of  our  Church  be  planned  and  put  in  effect,  especially 
by  providing  for  personal  visitation  of  congregations  by  pastoral 
exchanges.  We  soon  concluded  that  this  plan  was  impracticable  and 
of  doubtful  utility,  and  felt  justified  in  dropping  it.  Finding  that 
other  Christian  communions  have  been  addressing  themselves  to 
the  same  problem  of  securing  an  adequate  ministry,  we  have  care¬ 
fully  studied  their  plans  and  have  sought  to  profit  by  their  experi¬ 
ence.  Our  conclusion  was  that  the  best  method  of  awakening  the 
attention  and  conscience  of  the  Church  on  this  subject,  is  by  appeal¬ 
ing  through  the  Church  paper  and  the  Synods,  and  especially  by  the 
development  of  a  literature  which  would  appeal  to  our  people  and 
particularly  to  our  boys  and  young  men  in  the  congregations.  This 
has  been  the  plan  which  has  been  bringing  success  in  some  other 
denominations. 

In  this  direction,  therefore,  your  committee  have  planned  and 
made  a  beginning.  Thus  far  we  have  published  four  leaflets,  as 
follows:  one,  entitled,  “More  Men  for  the  Ministry:  An  Imperative 
Need,”  prepared  by  Dr.  S.  G.  Dornblaser;  a  second,  entitled,  “An 
Appeal  to  Mothers,”  prepared  by  Dr.  J.  A.  Hall;  a  third,  “Your 
King  Needs  You,”  which  was  an  editorial  in  Lutheran  Church 
Work ;  and  a  fourth,  “The  Way  of  the  Christian  Ministry,”  by  Dr. 
L.  C.  Manges.  The  last  two  are  addressed  especially  to  boys  and 
young  men  and  meant  for  circulation  among  such.  We  have  al¬ 
ready  published  three  editions  of  the  first  leaflet,  totaling  20,000 
copies ;  two  editions  of  the  second,  totaling  10,000  copies ;  and  one 
edition  of  5000  copies  each  of  the  third  and  fourth.  We  have  other 
leaflets  in  contemplation  and  may  also  endeavor  to  secure  the  privi¬ 
lege  of  using  some  of  the  admirable  literature  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church.  Our  conviction  is  that  when  we  can  once  get  this  liter¬ 
ature  in  the  hands  of  our  people,  that  it  will  promote  our  cause 
effectively. 

We  have  twice  sent  out  letters  to  all  the  pastors  and  Sunday 
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school  superintendents  of  the  General  Synod,  asking  for  the  observ¬ 
ance  of  College  and  Vocational  Day,  giving  special  emphasis  to  the 
claims  of  the  ministry  upon  our  youth.  To  this  appeal  a  good  re¬ 
sponse  was  given.  We  have  made  the  special  request  of  all  pastors 
that  they  send  lists  of  names  of  boys  and  young  men  in  their  con¬ 
gregations  who  might  be  influenced  towards  the  ministry,  to  our 
Secretary.  The  response  has  been  very  gratifying,  but  we  would 
urge  upon  all  pastors  not  to  forget  our  request  and  to  respond,  if 
they  have  not  yet  done  so.  Our  purpose  is  to  file  these  names  and 
then  to  send  them  literature  from  time  to  time  in  the  hope  that  we 
may  influence  some  to  enter  the  service  of  the  ministry. 

In  the  fall  of  1915  we  planned  and  carried  out  a  visitation  of  the 
synodical  conventions  by  the  members  of  the  committee,  assisted 
by  Dr.  F.  G.  Gotwald,  then  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Education. 
About  three-fourths  of  the  Synods  were  reached  in  this  way,  and 
everywhere  our  plea  was  given  a  most  sympathetic  hearing  and  re¬ 
sponse.  For  this  we  express  our  hearty  appreciation. 

We  would  state  further  that  your  committee  is  working  in  com¬ 
plete  accord  with  the  Board  of  Education,  and  that  without  their 
help  we  could  not  have  accomplished  what  has  been  done.  Our 
Secretary,  Rev.  Chas.  S.  Bauslin,  is  also  Secretary  of  the  Board  of 
Education,  and  wherever  he  goes  in  the  interest  of  his  Board  he 
also  remembers  and  stresses  our  cause,  as  his  own  Board  desires  he 
should.  This  co-operation  we  are  deeply  grateful  for. 

We  would  also  gratefully  acknowledge  our  indebtedness  to  the 
Laymen’s  Missionary  Movement  Committee  for  their  ready  co¬ 
operation  in  rendering  financial  assistance.  The  last  General  Synod 
made  no  provision  for  paying  the  expenses  of  the  work  which  our 
committee  was  expected  to  undertake.  We  have  incurred  consider¬ 
able  expense  for  advertising,  printing,  etc.  (upwards  of  $140), 
which  the  Laymen’s  Committee  have  kindly  met  and  for  which 
action  they  have  our  thanks.  Our  belief  is  that  this  convention 
should  provide  means  for  carrying  on  our  work  without  further 
calling  upon  the  above  committee,  and  this  we  ask,  in  case  our  work 
is  approved  and  you  desire  the  work  continued. 

We  are  glad  to  report  that  the  outlook  for  more  candidates  for 
our  ministry  is  much  brighter  and  more  hopeful.  Two  years  ago 
we  reported  306  students  for  the  ministry  in  the  General  Synod,  in 
1914;  in  1915  the  number  was  334,  and  in  1916  the  parochial  reports 
of  the  Synods  showed  366  men  in  preparation  for  the  gospel  min¬ 
istry,  an  increase  of  sixty  men,  or  nearly  twenty  per  cent  for  the 
biennium.  This  we  consider  distinctly  encouraging,  although  the 
need  is  still  very  great  and  calls  for  unremitting  prayer  and  effort. 
It  should  be  kept  in  mind  that  these  men  are  scattered  through  all 
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the  classes  of  our  seminaries,  colleges  and  preparatory  schools,  and 
that  the  number  graduating  into  the  active  service  of  the  ministry 
this  year  is  still  comparatively  small  and  inadequate,  and  that  the 
total  will  be  reduced  by  those  who  enter  military  service. 

With  these  facts  laid  before  you,  we  respectfully  submit  our  re¬ 
port.  Our  recommendations  will  follow.

Rev.  E.  D.  Weigle,  D.D.,  read  the  following  report  of 
the  Theological  Seminary  of  the  General  Synod  at  Gettys¬ 
burg,  Pa. : 

Report  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Theological  Seminary 

at  Gettysburg,  Pa. 

In  compliance  with  a  constitutional  requirement,  the  Secretary  of 
the  Board  offers  the  rollowing  report : 

The  seminary  closed  its  ninety-first  scholastic  year  on  May  17, 
1917.  Twenty-two  students  were  graduated  during  the  past  two 
years,  sixteen  in  the  class  of  1916,  and  six  in  the  class  of  1917.  The 
number  of  students  in  attendance  was  thirty-nine  in  1915-16,  and 
thirty-four  in  1916-17.  These  figures  tell  the  story  of  the  great  need 
of  the  Church — an  increase  of  the  number  of  students  in  our  sem¬ 
inaries. 

Changes  have  occurred  in  the  faculty  and  the  curriculum  during 
the  biennium.  The  Rev.  Dr.  Luther  Kuhlman,  Professor  of  Biblical 
Theology  for  thirteen  years,  tendered  his  resignation.  Upon  its 
acceptance  the  Board  of  Directors  resolved  to  discontinue  the  chair 
of  Biblical  Theology  and  establish  in  its  stead  the  chair  of  Church 
History  and  make  such  a  readjustment  of  the  curriculum  as  would 
secure  the  greatest  possible  efficiency.  The  Board  filled  the  new 
professorship  by  the  election  of  the  Rev.  Abdel  Ross  Wentz,  Ph.D., 
who  was  duly  installed  September  21,  1916. 

The  present  faculty  is :  J.  A.  Singmaster,  D.D.,  President  of  the 
Seminary  and  Professor  of  Systematic  Theology;  T.  C.  Billheimer, 

D. D.,  Professor  Emeritus  of  Hebrew  and  Old  Testament  Exegesis; 
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Melanchthon  Coover,  D.D.,  Professor  of  New  Testament  Language, 
Literature  and  Theology;  Jacob  A.  Clutz,  D.D.,  Professor  of  Prac¬ 
tical  Theology;  Herbert  C.  Alleman,  D.D.,  Professor  of  Hebrew 
and  Old  Testament  Literature  and  Theology;  Abdel  Ross  Wentz, 
Ph.D.,  Professor  of  Church  History. 

The  financial  condition  of  the  seminary  is  very  good.  The  report 
of  the  Treasurer  shows  a  wise  and  conservative  manner  of  handling 
the  trust  funds  of  the  institution,  which  now  amount  to  $273,000. 
The  expenditures  are  kept  within  the  income  and  the  seminary  has 
no  indebtedness. 

The  Holman  Lecture  on  the  Augsburg  Confession  was  delivered 
in  1916  by  Dr.  E.  D.  Weigle,  and  in  1917  by  Dr.  John  Wagner.  In 
addition  to  the  lectures  delivered  by  official  representatives  of  our 
various  Church  Boards  a  number  of  interesting  special  lectures 
were  delivered. 

The  seminary  was  fortunate  in  receiving  the  gift  of  a  splendid 
pipe-organ  for  its  chapel  from  Mr.  and  Mrs.  William  Grecht,  of 
Baltimore,  Md.  This  much  appreciated  addition  to  our  equipment 
has  been  used  regularly  at  chapel  services  during  the  year.  The 
organ  was  dedicated  with  appropriate  ceremonies  on  the  afternoon 
of  the  day  on  which  Dr.  Wentz  was  installed  Professor  of  Church 
History,  and  was  followed  by  an  elaborate  collation  in  the  refectory 
tendered  by  Mr.  Grecht  to  the  Faculty  of  the  Seminary  and  invited 
guests. 

The  Seminary  Board,  upon  the  recommendation  of  its  President, 
has  granted  to  the  Lutheran  Summer  Assembly  the  use  of  its 
grounds  and  buildings  for  its  meeting  in  August  for  the  last  sev¬ 
eral  years.  These  meetings  have  been  much  enjoj^ed  by  those  at¬ 
tending,  and  the  meeting  for  the  coming  year  promises  to  be  the 
largest  yet  held. 

The  seminary  needs  a  larger  endowment  and  a  large  increase  in 
the  number  of  students.  May  the  divine  favor  rest  upon  all  efforts 
which  shall  be  put  forth  to  bring  these  desired  objects  to  pass,  and 
thus  bring  our  beloved  seminary  into  a  larger  usefulness  as  the 
years  go  by.

The  following  con¬ 
densed  table  will  show  how  uniform  and  dependable  this  progress 
has  been.

W.  A.  Granville,  Ph.D.,  LL.D.,  chairman  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  the  Memorial  of  the  Nebraska  Synod,  read  the 
report  of  the  committee,  as  follows : 

Report  of  Committee  on  Memorial  from  Nebraska  Synod 

The  undersigned  committee  appointed  by  the  President  of  the 
General  Synod  to  consider  the  above  recommendations  from  the 
Nebraska  Synod  begs  leave  to  report  as  follows : 

The  recommendations  in  the  memorial  may  be  grouped  under 
three  heads. 

1.  It  is  recommended  that  the  Benevolent  Boards  be  required  to 
submit  financial  budgets  at  each  convention  of  the  General  Synod 
for  the  following  biennium. 

2.  A  plan  is  outlined  for  providing  the  funds  for  the  total  of 
these  budgets  by  apportioning  same  first  by  the  General  Synod 
among  the  District  Synods  and  then  by  the  District  Synods  among 
their  congregations. 

3.  A  proposal  to  consolidate  certain  of  our  Benevolent  Boards. 

It  is  clearly  evident  that  the  adoption  of  these  recommendations 

in  whole  or  in  part  would  involve  extensive  changes  in  many  of 
the  administrative  processes  now  followed  by  the  General  Synod  in 
conducting  its  business.  Since  the  proposed  merger  of  our  General 
Synod  with  other  Lutheran  bodies  seems  to  be  an  assured  fact,  we 
consider  it  inadvisable  for  the  General  Synod  to  take  any  action  on 
this  memorial  from  the  Nebraska  Synod  at  this  time. 

This  committee  therefore  recommends  that  action  on  same  be 
postponed. 

This  memorial  from  the  Nebraska  Synod  has,  however,  suggested 
to  your  committee  a  recommendation  which  has  no  special  bearing 
on  the  proposed  merger.  We  refer  to  the  desirability  of  our  con- 
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gregations,  Boards  and  other  Church  organizations  and  institutions 
submitting  budgets  at  the  beginning  of  every  financial  period  on 
which  a  report  and  audit  must  be  made.  A  carefully  prepared 
financial  budget  adds  an  element  of  stability  to  and  feeling  of  con¬ 
fidence  in  the  financial  operations  of  organizations  and  institutions 
such  as  can  be  secured  in  no  other  way.  Such  a  budget  makes  clear 
to  the  rank  and  file  of  the  constituency  of  an  organization  the 
amount  of  money  that  must  be  provided  to  carry  on  its  work  and 
lessens  the  load  of  responsibility  resting  on  those  who  must  ad¬ 
minister  the  funds. 

We  therefore  earnestly  recommend  to  all  congregations,  Boards 
and  other  Church  organizations  and  institutions  which  are  not  al¬ 
ready  doing  so,  the  practice  of  submitting  financial  budgets  at  the 
beginning  of  every  accounting  period.

NINTH  SESSION 

Monday,  June  25,  2  p.m. 

The  ninth  session  was  opened  with  President  Tressler 
in  the  chair. 

Prayer  was  offered  by  Rev.  D.  Bruce  Young. 

A.  A.  Oberlander,  Esq.,  offered  certain  resolutions.  They 
were  received,  and  it  was  voted  to  consider  them  to-morrow, 
at  a  time  to  be  arranged. 

The  President  appointed  a  Committee  on  the  Co-ordina¬ 
tion  of  Salaries. 

Rev.  Charles  S.  Bauslin,  D.D.,  the  General  Secretary  of 
the  Board  of  Education,  presented  its  report.  The  report, 
with  the  recommendations,  was  adopted.  The  reports  of 
William  Pore  and  Rev.  F.  G.  Gotwald,  D.D.,  successively 
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Treasurers  of  the  Board  of  Education,  were  presented,  and 
adopted.  (See  proceedings  relating  to  the  Board  of  Educa¬ 
tion.) 

The  Committee  of  Reference  and  Counsel  reported  an 
order  for  the  balance  of  the  session.  It  was  approved. 

Rev.  C.  F.  Steck,  D.D.,  reported  on  the  matter  of  chap¬ 
lains  for  the  army  and  navy,  as  follows : 

Report  of  the  Commmittee  on  Chaplains 

The  vast  increase  in  the  national  military  establishment  required 
by  act  of  Congress,  necessitating  a  like  increase  in  the  number  of 
army  and  navy  chaplains,  the  Secretaries  of  War  and  the  Navy,  in 
order  to  secure  the  highest  possible  grade  of  men  for  this  service, 
entered  into  an  arrangement  with  the  Federal  Council  of  the 
Churches  of  Christ  in  America,  through  its  Washington  office, 
whereby  only  such  applicants  should  be  appointed  as  were  endorsed 
by  the  Federal  Council  (operating  through  its  Committee  on  Social 
Service,  Rev.  Worth  Tippy,  D.D.,  Secretary)  and  the  Chaplaincy 
Committees  of  the  various  denominations  among  which  the  whole 
number  of  chaplains  to  be  appointed  had  been  apportioned. 

The  General  Council  had  such  a  committee,  but  none  of  its  mem¬ 
bers  resided  in  Washington.  The  General  Synod  had  no  such  com¬ 
mittee,  but  some  of  its  Washington  pastors  were  freely  consulted 
by  the  Federal  Council  authorities  concerning  Lutheran  applicants. 
Having  no  official  status,  they  felt  a  delicacy  about  assuming  the 
responsibilities  thus  involved,  and  so  declared.  At  the  suggestion 
of  the  Federal  Council’s  representative,  President  Singmaster,  on 
May  3,  1917,  appointed  Drs.  Steck  and  Weidley  to  act  in  these  mat¬ 
ters  for  the  General  Synod.  At  about  the  same  time  the  Quadri- 
centennial  Committee,  sitting  in  Philadelphia,  appointed  a  like  com¬ 
mittee.  There  are  now,  therefore,  three  such  committees  repre¬ 
senting  the  Lutheran  Church,  and  they  are  all  working  in  harmony 
with  the  same  object  in  view,  namely,  to  secure  Lutheran  ministers 
who  can  meet  the  requirements  of  the  military  departments  of  the 
government  to  serve  as  chaplains  in  our  army  and  navy. 

Your  committee  would  report  that  it  has  done  what  it  could  in 
these  particulars,  but  regrets  that  so  far  no  chaplains  have  been 
appointed  from  the  General  Synod.  Applications  have  been  re¬ 
ceived,  but,  unfortunately,  most  of  the  applicants  were  beyond  the 
age  limit  fixed  by  the  government  authorities — thirty-one  and  a 
half  years  for  a  permanent  chaplaincy  in  the  navy,  fifty  years  for 
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the  period  of  the  war;  forty  years  in  the  army,  whether  for  per¬ 
manent  service  or  for  the  war.  Since  the  appointment  of  your 
committee  but  one  Lutheran  has  been  given  a  chaplain’s  commis¬ 
sion,  Rev.  Mr.  Groth,  of  the  General  Council,  who  enters  the  navy. 
We  are  glad  to  be  able  to  say  that  the  various  committees  have 
now  a  number  of  “prospects”  and  there  is  good  reason  to  hope  that 
our  quota  in  both  the  army  and  navy  will  soon  be  filled. 

Your  committee  offers  the  following  recommendations: 

1.  That  the  Committee  on  Chaplains  be  continued. 

2.  That  our  theological  professors,  college  presidents  and  pastors 
lay  this  matter  to  heart,  and  recommend  to  the  committee  men 
whom  they  judge  to  possess  the  necessary  qualifications  for  the 
chaplain’s  office. 

3.  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  body  that  the  Federal  Council,  as 
the  official  organ  of  its  constituent  bodies,  represents  the  chaplains 
from  these  bodies;  that  as  such  it  is  urgently  requested  to  do  every¬ 
thing  in  its  power  to  advance  their  welfare  and  to  dignify  and  pro¬ 
tect  their  calling;  and  that  arrangements  be  made  by  which  repre¬ 
sentatives  of  the  Council  may  be  kept  in  close  touch  with  the  chap¬ 
lain  in  the  mobilization  camps  either  by  personal  visitation  or 
otherwise.

Mr.  J.  H.  Brandt  presented  the  following  paper  on  Pan- 
Lutheran  Missionary  Society: 

Report  on  Pan-Lutheran  Missionary  Society 

Mr.  President  and  Brother  Delegates  : 

I  have  been  doubly  honored  by  my  church  friends  at  home — first 
in  being  sent  as  lay  delegate  to  this  great  Church  history-making 
convention;  and  secondly,  in  being  selected  as  the  bearer  of  a  very 
important  message  of  overture  from  the  Pan-Lutheran  Missionary 
Society  for  Latin  America. 

Before  reading  the  formal  overture  I  feel  that  you  should  be 
made  acquainted  with  some  facts  about  the  society  and  its  work 
up  to  date. 

The  Pan-Lutheran  Missionary  Society  for  Latin  America  is  a 
temporary  organization.  It  was  organized  for  the  purpose  of  send¬ 
ing  a  missionary  to  Buenos  Aires  to  take  up  the  work  begun  by  Dr. 
S.  D.  Daugherty  some  years  ago,  and  enlarge  that  work  as  oppor¬ 
tunity  offered  and  support  at  home  made  it  possible. 
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The  society  was  born  of  a  mighty  faith  that  if  the  plan  and  pur¬ 
pose  was  of  God  ways  and  means  would  be  found  for  its  success¬ 
ful  launching.  It  was  a  completely  organized  body  and  had  invited 
a  prospective  missionary  to  travel  at  its  expense  from  the  West  to 
the  East  for  an  interview  before  it  had  any  cash  in  the  treasury. 
The  first  check  for  fifty  dollars  came  from  a  General  Council  lay¬ 
man,  Dr.  H.  M.  Freas,  of  Philadelphia,  who  wrote  that  he  presumed 
we  would  need  some  money  for  expenses. 

For  some  years  prior,  however,  there  existed  praying  and  work¬ 
ing  bands  of  and  individual  missionary  people  in  our  several  Synods 
who  believed  the  day  would  surely  come  when  the  South  American 
work  would  again  be  taken  up  in  a  larger  way  and  the  field  culti¬ 
vated  unto  a  ripening  harvest  time. 

Two  congregations  in  Pennsylvania,  at  different  times  presided 
over  as  pastor  by  the  Rev.  A.  B.  Van  Ormer,  Ph.D.,  whose  people 
were  inspired  and  encouraged  by  his  missionary  zeal,  had  gathered 
and  stored  for  the  coming  day  $1300.  These  storehouses  were 
opened  to  us  later,  and  when  our  missionary,  Rev.  Ephraim  Ceder, 
was  officially  called,  pledges  were  made  by  the  Board  and  others 
favorable  to  the  work.  Meetings  were  arranged  along  the  route 
eastward  as  Missionary  Ceder  traveled  toward  the  sailing  point, 
New  York,  and  still  other  pledges  and  contributions  came  to  us  in 
hundreds,  fifties,  twenty-fives,  tens,  fives  and  dollars,  until  a  total 
of  $37J3-34  had  been  received  before  its  Treasurer  started  for  this 
General  Synod  convention. 

And  singular  and  gratifying  indeed  is  the  fact  that  the  first  mail 
forwarded  to  me  here  contained  a  check  for  seventy-five  dollars 
from  Dr.  Van  Ormer’s  Second  Lutheran  Church  of  Altoona,  mak¬ 
ing  the  contributions  of  that  congregation  total  $875,  and  swells  the 
grand  total  to  date  to  $3788.34. 

Pastor  Ceder  was  placed  upon  the  payroll  November  1,  1916, 
and  has  been  on  the  field  for  some  months.  His  salary  is  paid  to 
July  1,  1917,  and  all  bills  met.  There  are  no  office  expenses  or 
salaries  paid  to  those  who  have  charge  of  the  work.  It  is  purely 
a  volunteer  organization.  We  have  a  number  of  pledges  yet  to  be 
paid  and  nearly  $1000  in  the  treasury. 

The  contributors  to  the  support  of  the  work  are  individuals  and 
churches,  and  Sunday  schools  and  societies  of  the  General  Synod, 
the  General  Council,  the  United  Synod  of  the  South,  the  Augus- 
tana  Synod,  the  New  York  and  New  England  Synod  and  the  Mis¬ 
souri  Synod,  and  there  may  be  other  Synods  represented. 

This  much  only  to  tell  you  what  we  are  offering  to  turn  over  to 
this  united  Synod  in  the  forming. 

I  will  now  read  the  overture  I  have  been  commissioned  to  present. 
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Whereas,  The  General  Synod  heartily  commends  the  action  of 
the  officers  of  its  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  in  sending  its  Gen¬ 
eral  Secretary  to  the  Christian  Congress  held  last  year  at  Panama, 
to  study  the  conditions  which  prevail  in  Latin  America,,  now  that 
all  the  legal  restrictions  of  the  past  four  hundred  years  to  Pro¬ 
testant  mission  work  have  been  removed : 

Whereas,  It  is  our  pleasure  to  learn  also  that  other  Lutheran 
pastors,  belonging  to  the  General  Council  and  the  General  Synod 
were  sent  to  the  same  congress  in  a  non-official  capacity  and  con¬ 
tributed  their  full  quota  to  its  discussion  of  vital  problems: 

Whereas,  The  General  Synod  profoundly  agrees  with  the  unani¬ 
mous  conviction  of  these  men,  that  those  divisions  which  have 
separated  our  Lutheran  General  Bodies  in  North  America  ought 
not  be  perpetuated  in  South  America,  but  that  when  the  Lutheran 
Church  goes  into  that  neglected  continent,  where  so  many  thou¬ 
sands  of  her  own  baptized  members,  Scandinavian  and  German,  are 
making  their  permanent  home,  she  should  go  unitedly ,  as  manifest¬ 
ing  her  combined  missionary  interest  and  effort;  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  the  General  Synod  favors  the  entrance  of  this 
promising  new  field  as  soon  as  the  General  Council  and  the  United 
Synod  of  the  South  shall  combine  with  it  to  constitute  one  body. 
And  that  meanwhile  a  commission  on  Latin  American  work,  com¬ 
prising  three  ministers  and  three  laymen,  be  appointed  at  this  meet¬ 
ing  by  the  President,  which  shall  invite  the  appointment  of  a 
similar  commission  of  three  ministers  and  three  laymen  by  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Council  next  October,  and  a  commission  of  two  ministers  and 
two  laymen  by  the  United  Synod  of  the  South  next  November,  to 
signalize  this  historic  year,  1917,  by  co-operating  in  the  development 
of  the  work  by  the  sending  of  Rev.  Ephraim  Ceder  to  Buenos  Aires 
by  the  Pan-Lutheran  Missionary  Society,  which  has  announced  its 
readiness  to  give  the  management  over  into  the  conjoined  hands  of 
the  three  General  Bodies. 

The  report  was  received,  and  the  resolution  embodied  in 
the  report  was  adopted. 

Rev.  F.  H.  Knubel,  D.D.,  chairman  of  the  Sunday  School 
Committee,  reported  as  follows : 

Report  of  the  Committee  on  Sunday  Schools 

As  a  first  item  in  our  report  to  you  we  believe  that  attention 
should  be  strongly  drawn  to  the  book,  “The  Challenge  of  the  Sun¬ 
day  School,”  which  has  appeared  from  our  Publication  Society 
during  the  biennium,  written  by  Rev.  Chas.  P.  Wiles,  D.D.  So 
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much  is  written  and  read  of  an  unworthy  character  concerning  the 
Sunday  school  in  the  present  day  that  our  people  ought  to  have 
knowledge  of  this  book.  It  deals  with  the  history,  the  place,  the 
importance,  the  aim  and  the  efficiency  of  the  Sunday  school.  All 
is  covered  that  is  included  in  those  themes.  The  spirit  of  the  dis¬ 
cussion  is  well  characterized  by  one  review  as  including  lucidity, 
learning,  logic  and  love.  We  urge  that  the  high  worth  of  the  book 
be  more  widely  advertised  to  our  Sunday  schools  everywhere. 

As  a  second  item  of  our  report  we  call  attention  to  the  appoint¬ 
ment  of  Sunday  school  secretaries  in  the  District  Synods.  This 
has  been  done  at  the  suggestion  of  the  Sunday  School  Literature 
Committee  of  the  Publication  Society.  The  time  has  been  short,  the 
work  new.  so  that  not  so  much  has  yet  been  accomplished,  though 
plans  are  being  laid  for  definite  results.  A  few  of  these  secretaries 
have  been  very  busy.  One  succeeded  in  .making  Teacher-Training 
and  our  Sunday  School  Standard  the  principal  subjects  to  be  dis¬ 
cussed  at  the  institute  held  in  a  large  city.  Another  has  made  as 
the  goal  for  the  schools  of  his  Synod  a  Sunday  school  enrollment 
equal  to  the  membership  of  the  churches,  and  an  average  attendance 
of  seventy-five  per  cent  of  the  enrollment.  Another,  within  the 
bounds  of  whose  Synod  a  Lutheran  Sunday  School  Conference 
has  not  been  held  for  years,  has  been  planning  three  sectional  con¬ 
ferences  for  this  spring,  and  a  convention  of  the  schools  of  the 
Synod  for  this  fall.  A  very  unusual  record  has  been  made  by  Rev. 
Chas.  H.  Lewis,  Secretary  of  the  Nebraska  Synod.  Since  last  fall 
he  has  succeeded  in  enrolling  126  in  Teacher-Training  classes. 

In  the  work  of  Teacher-Training,  under  direction  of  our  Publi¬ 
cation  Society,  it  is  a  pleasure  to  report  that  during  the  last  year  at 
least  650  have  taken  examinations.  While  this  number  may  seem 
small  when  compared  with  the  total  teaching  force  in  our  schools, 
and  still  smaller  when  we  think  of  those  in  the  later  teen  age  who 
should  be  qualifying  themselves  for  this  office,  nevertheless  it  is  a 
most  gratifying  increase  over  the  number  doing  similar  work  in 
any  previous  year.  All  General  Synod  Lutheran  classes  should  be 
encouraged  to  use  our  own  publications  and  to  take  the  examina¬ 
tion  of  our  Publication  Society. 

There  remains  but  to  report  to  the  General  Synod  the  results  at¬ 
tained  during  the  biennium  in  carrying  out  the  instructions  for 
common  Sunday  school  literature.  A  joint  meeting  was  held  in 
Philadelphia  on  January  24,  1916,  of  the  committees  representing 
the  General  Council,  General  Synod,  United  Synod  of  the  South  and 
the  Joint  Synod  of  Ohio.  The  general  subject  of  Common  Sunday 
School  Literature  was  given  further  consideration  in  its  historical 
and  practical  aspects.  General  principles  of  action  were  agreed 
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upon  which  included  a  resolution  interpreting  the  word  “basis”  in 
the  General  Council’s  resolution  which  had  been  adopted  at  the 
Toledo  Convention  in  1913.  This  was  interpreted  as  meaning  that 
the  Joint  Committee  take  the  present  Graded  System  of  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Council  in  its  principles,  lessons  and  text-books,  as  the  starting 
point  for  further  origination  and  development  of  a  perfect  Luth¬ 
eran  Common  System  of  Bible  School  instruction.  After  a  thor¬ 
ough  discussion  the  interpretation  as  offered  and  incorporated  in 
the  Minutes  of  the  Joint  Committee  was  accepted  as  a  starting 
point  for  the  origination  and  development  of  a  perfect  Lutheran 
System,  with  the  understanding  that  we  recognize  in  the  proposed 
system  the  system  worked  out  by  the  Joint  Synod  of  Ohio,  and  also 
whatever  principles  and  methods  have  approved  themselves  to  the 
General  Synod  and  the  United  Synod  of  the  South. 

The  two  existing  sub-committees  on  business  and,  editorial 
method  of  co-operation  were  instructed  to  proceed  with  their  work 
in  accordance  with  these  decisions. 

The  editorial  sub-committee  has  had  several  meetings,  and,  tak¬ 
ing  the  Lutheran  Graded  Series  as  developed  by  the  General  Coun¬ 
cil  as  a  basis,  has  made  substantial  progress  in  determining  prin¬ 
ciples  of  agreement. 

The  course  itself  being  the  first  and  vital  thing  to  be  agreed  upon 
at  the  meeting  held  in  July,  1916,  during  which  the  entire  com¬ 
mittee  gave  diligence  to  the  work  for  the  greater  portion  of  a  week, 
the  following  was  accomplished : 

1.  The  present  literature  and  the  needs  of  the  bodies  represented 
were  thoroughly  discussed. 

2.  After  this  discussion  it  was  unanimously  agreed  that  we  pro¬ 
ceed  to  develop  a  “Common  Beginners’  Course”  on  the  basis  of 
the  General  Council  Primary  System. 

3.  In  the  development  of  this  entire  Common  Graded  System  it 
was  unanimously  declared  to  be  the  purpose  to  construct  a  Common 
Lutheran  Graded  System  for  the  use  of  the  Lutheran  Bodies  co¬ 
operating,  which  shall  be  founded  on  and  express  the  spirit  and 
principle  of  the  Lutheran  faith. 

4.  Wonderland  and  Workland  were  accepted  as  the  basis  for  the 
elaboration  of  similar  grades  in  the  Common  System,  which  is 
understood  to  include  the  Sand  Table  as  essential  to  the  Workland 
Grade. 

5.  The  relation  of  the  Lutheran  Principle  of  Baptismal  Regener¬ 
ation  to  the  method  of  instruction  was  agreed  to  as  an  essential 
to  be  recognized  in  the  method  of  instruction.  In  this  connection 
the  fact  that  instruction  does  not  begin  at  the  Wonderland  age 
was  recognized. 
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6.  As  a  general  outline  of  departments  for  the  entire  Graded 
System,  the  following  were  agreed  upon:  (1)  Little  Ones ;  (2) 
Boys  and  Girls;  (3)  Young  People;  (4)  Men  and  Women. 

7.  In  the  development  of  the  Common  System  the  special  aim 
shall  be  to  provide  adequate  help  for  teachers  of  all  grades. 

8.  In  the  development  of  the  system  care  is  to  be  taken,  if  it  is 
found  possible,  to  take  into  consideration  the  needs  of  week  day 
Christian  culture  courses.  The  relation  of  such  courses  to  the 
regular  work  of  the  school  is  at  least  to  be  defined. 

9.  It  was  resolved  that  until  the  graded  lessons  for  the  young 
people  are  determined  the  question  of  lessons  for  men  and  women 
shall  be  left  open. 

10.  It  was  unanimously  agreed  that  the  year  of  the  new  common 
series  of  lessons  shall  begin  with  Advent. 

11.  Small  committees  are  now  at  work  upon  the  story  material  in 
Wonderland,  upon  the  memory  work  in  that  grade  and  upon  the 
historical  (i.e.,  chronological)  principle  in  connection  with  the 
system. 

The  report  was  adopted. 

Rev.  D.  H.  Bauslin,  D.D.,  LL.D.,  read  the  report  of  the 
representatives  to  the  Conference  on  Faith  and  Order,  as 
follows : 

Report  of  the  Representatives  at  the  Conference  of  Faith  and 

Order 

The  North  American  Preparation  Conference  of  Faith  and  Order 
was  held  at  Garden  City,  Long  Island,  January  4-6,  1916.  It  was 
attended  by  Drs.  Singmaster,  Manhart,  Remensnyder,  Knubel  and 
Bauslin  as  representatives  of  this  body.  There  were  in  attendance 
about  eighty  ministers  and  laymen,  representing  fifteen  distinct 
communions.  This  meeting  was  preparatory  to  a  contemplated 
world  conference  on  the  same  subject.  It  was  thus  a  meeting  to 
arrange  for  a  meeting  that  is  in  itself  uncertain  as  to  time  and 
place,  constitution  and  purpose.  The  meeting  was  significant  as 
marking  the  tendency  to  look  forward  toward  organic  unity  and 
to  talk  seriously  about  it  rather  than  to  discuss  what  would  seem 
to  your  representatives  the  wider  and  more  general  fact  of  Chris¬ 
tian  unity.  The  purpose  of  this  Conference  was  declared  to  be 
(1)  a  better  mutual  understanding  of  what  the  world  conference 
is  designed  to  do  and  achieve  and  (2)  action  looking  to  the  cre¬ 
ation  of  wider  interest  and  to  the  preparation  by  each  commission 
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of  statements  of  the  questions  of  faith  and  order  deemed  desirable 
to  discuss  in  the  world  conference. 

In  July,  1888,  what  is  known  as  the  Lambeth  Anglican  Confer¬ 
ence  was  held,  at  which  time  this  subject  of  church  unity  as  dis¬ 
tinct  from  Christian  unity  was  discussed  at  great  length  and  with 
worldwide  interest  focused  upon  it.  Ever  since  then  a  continu¬ 
ous  discussion,  fed  by  numerous  books  and  pamphlets  and  news¬ 
paper  articles,  has  been  going  on.  Since  that  it  has  received  much 
attention  at  the  hands  of  both  Anglicans  and  free  churches  in  lands 
abroad. 

This  meeting  at  Garden  City  may  be  said  to  be  the  outcome,  in 
a  large  degree,  of  that  discussion. 

The  conference  was  harmonious,  courteous  and,  we  may  say, 
happy  in  all  its  deliberations. 

In  the  discussions  before  the  conference  certain  motives  regard¬ 
ing  church  unity  in  a  decidedly  broad  sense  were  continually  re¬ 
curring,  as  for  example,  (a)  The  churches  should  unite  because 
of  loyalty  to  their  one  Lord;  ( b )  because  the  things  which  divide 
them  have  in  many  instances  passed  away;  (c)  in  order  that  they 
may  present  a  perfect,  overwhelming  and  glorious  witness  to  the 
world;  ( d )  in  order  that  they  might  carry  the  gospel  to  the  unre¬ 
claimed  races  of  mankind  as  the  one  Church  of  Christ;  (e)  in 
order  to  prevent  wastefulness  of  effort  in  the  homeland,  and  (/) 
finally  they  should  unite  because  of  the  task  of  overcoming  the 
evil  of  the  world  is  too  great  for  a  divided  Christendom. 

A  threefold  plan  was  adopted  with  reference  to  the  coming  world 
conference.  The  first  provides  for  a  council  of  the  commissions  or 
committees  or  other  official  representatives  of  the  participating 
commissions  which  shall  be  formed.  The  second  phase  of  the  work 
will  be  in  the  hands  of  a  so-called  Preparation  Committee,  com¬ 
posed  of  theologians,  canonists  and  others,  whose  duty  will  be  to 
gather  data  to  show  wherein  the  various  denominations  agree  and 
wherein  they  differ.  The  third  phase  of  the  work  of  the  Prepar¬ 
ation  Conference  was  the  adoption  of  a  platform  on  which  it  was 
thought  various  churches  could  co-operate  in  the  movement  for 
unity.  The  opening  paragraph  of  this  basis  or  platform  reads : 

“The  basis  of  the  proposed  world  conference  is  the  faith  of  the 
whole  Church,  as  itself  created  by  Christ,  resting  on  the  incarna¬ 
tion  and  continued  from  age  to  age  by  His  indwelling  life  until 
He  comes.” 

The  section  of  the  platform  dealing  with  the  method  of  the  con¬ 
ference  stirred  some  discussion.  It  reads  as  follows : 

“It  is  for  each  communion  to  think  and  act  in  terms  of  the 
whole.  It  is  positive;  for,  in  and  through  our  relations  to  the 
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whole  Church,  we  may  rightly  and  finally  determine  our  relations 
to  one  another.  It  is  negative  only  in  so  far  as  it  protests  against  the 
sin  of  continued  schism.”  In  connection  with  this  last  statement  one 
of  the  leading  representatives  of  the  Presbyterian  commission 
objected  to  any  such  expression  as  “the  sin  of  schism”  and  all  true 
Lutherans  will  endorse  his  further  statement  as  expressive  of  their 
own — “Presbyterians  have  no  apology  to  offer  for  the  Reforma¬ 
tion.” 

As  defined  in  the  platform,  the  larger  questions  to  be  discussed 
in  the  world  conference  and  the  fundamental  problems  of  unity 
related  to  these  subjects  are  as  follows:  1.  The  Church,  its  nature 
and  functions.  2.  The  Catholic  creeds  as  the  safeguard  of  the 
faith  of  the  Church.  3.  Grace  and  the  sacraments  in  general.  4. 
The  ministry,  its  nature  and  functions.  Subsequent  to  these  primary 
subjects  for  conference,  the  chief  practical  questions  to  be  con¬ 
sidered  in  the  interest  of  the  Church  unity  may  be  summarized  in 
these  three  particulars :  1.  A  clergy  so  authenticated  that  without 
violations  of  the  principles  of  any  their  standing  may  be  regarded 
as  regular  by  them  all.  2.  Complete  intercommunion  of  believers 
upon  some  agreed  principle  and  orderly  method.  3.  Sufficient  ad¬ 
ministration  co-ordination  to  enable  churches,  without  loss  of  de¬ 
sirable  home  rule,  to  act  as  a  whole.  In  an  address  on  the  subject, 
“The  Basis  of  the  Invitation  to  the  World  Congress,”  made  by 
Dr.  J.  B.  Remensnyder,  it  is  a  pleasure  for  his  colleagues  on  this 
commission  to  say  that  he  took  the  ground  that  the  only  churches 
that  should  be  invited  to  participate  in  the  world  conference  were 
those  which  held  to  the  deity  of  our  Lord  and  the  Church  as 
divinely  appointed  of  the  Lord — a  supernatural  Christ  and  a  super¬ 
natural  Church.  Efforts  were  made  to  secure  the  attendance  at 
this  conference  of  the  papal  cardinal,  James  Gibbons,  of  Balti¬ 
more,  but  he  thought  it  fit  and  becoming  for  one  of  his  distinction 
to  decline  the  invitation.  But  at  the  first  session,  on  behalf  of 
Pope  Benedict,  the  following  letter  from  the  papal  Secretary  of 
State,  Cardinal  Gaspari,  was  read : 

Your  project  of  an  international  convention  of  all  who  believe 
in  Jesus  Christ  as  God  and  Saviour  to  accomplish  the  speedy  ful¬ 
fillment  of  the  final  prayer  of  the  Lord,  that  all  may  be  one,  I  have, 
in  obedience  to  your  request,  submitted  to  the  most  blessed  Father. 

I  need  not  here  describe  the  affection  with  which  I  saw  the 
august  pontiff  kindled  for  you. 

For  you  well  know  that  the  plans  of  the  Roman  pontiffs,  their 
cares  and  their  labors,  have  always  been  specially  directed  to  the 
end  that  the  sole  and  unique  Church  which  Jesus  Christ  ordained 
and  sanctioned  with  His  divine  blood  should  be  most  zealously 
guarded  and  maintained,  whole,  pure  and  ever  abounding  in  love, 
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and  that  it  should  both  let  its  light  shine  and  open  wide  its  door  for 
all  who  rejoice  in  the  name  of  man  and  who  desire  to  gain  holiness 
upon  earth  and  eternal  happiness  in  heaven. 

The  august  pontiff,  therefore,  was  pleased  with  your  project  of 
examining  in  a  sincere  spirit  and  without  prejudice  the  essential 
form  of  the  Church,  “or  the  inner  essence  of  the  Church.” 

He  earnestly  hopes  that  under  the  spell  of  its  native  beauty  you 
may  settle  all  disputes  ajad  work  with  prosperous  issue  to  the  end 
that  the  mystical  body  of  Christ  be  no  longer  suffered  to  be  rent 
and  torn,  but  that  by  harmony  and  co-operation  of  men’s  minds 
and  likewise  by  the  concord  of  their  wills,  unity  of  faith  and  com¬ 
munion  may  at  last  prevail  throughout  the  world  of  men. 

Thanking  ypu,  then,  that  you  have  thought  well  to  request  the 
aid  and  support  of  the  Roman  pontiff  in  expediting  your  worthy 
project,  his  Holiness  expresses  his  earnest  desire  that  the  end  may 
answer  your  expectation. 

He  asks  the  same  of  Christ  Jesus  with  fervent  prayers,  all  the 
more  because,  with  the  voice  of  Christ  Himself  sounding  before  and 
bidding  him,  he  knows  that  he  himself,  as  the  one  to  whom  all  men 
have  been  given  over  to  be  fed,  is  the  source  and  cause  of  the 
unity  of  the  Church. 

To  a  request  for  permission  to  give  this  letter  some  publicity 
His  Eminence  replied  in  part : 


The  august  pontiff,  therefore,  kindly  permits  that  copies  of  my 
letters,  which,  though  a  faithful,  are  yet  but  a  faint,  portrait  of  the 
pontifical  love,  shall  be  sent  to  all  to  whose  welfare  and  peace  you 
believe  they  will  contribute. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  repeat  the  encouragement  that  the  aid  and 
earnest  prayers  of  the  Roman  pontiff  will  never  be  lacking  to  any¬ 
one,  who,  having  freed  himself  from  prejudiced  opinions,  with  a 
true  and  sincere  will,  strives  with  all  his  strength  that  the  unity  of 
faith  and  fellowship  instituted  by  Christ  and  built  upon  Peter  may 
be  restored,  and  that  all  who  are  enrolled  in  the  name  of  Chris¬ 
tians  may  betake  themselves  to  the  bosom  of  the  one  most  loving 
Church  and  may  be  joined  and  associated  as  members  with  Christ 
the  Head. 

This  papal  communication  was  the  sensational  feature  of  the 
meeting,  being  received  by  one  party  with  something  of  childish 
delight,  and  by  the  other  with  feelings  of  surprise  and  consterna¬ 
tion.  How  this  letter  could  have  raised  hopes  of  Vatican  co-oper¬ 
ation  in  the  plans  pursued  by  the  Preparatory  Conference  it  is  not 
easy  to  understand.  It  is  a  suave,  fine  diplomatic  document, 
courteous,  almost  cordial  in  tone,  but  above  and  beyond  all,  stu¬ 
diously  dexterous  in  statement.  It  will  be  noted  that  the  letter  of 
Benedict  affirms  that  he  knows  that  he  himself,  as  “the  one  to  whom 
all  men  have  been  given  over  to  be  fed,  is  the  source  and  cause  of 
the  unity  of  the  Church,”  and  the  pope  desires  “that  unity  of  faith 
and  fellowship  instituted  by  Christ  and  built  upon  Peter  may  be 
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restored,”  and  “that  all  who  are  enrolled  in  the  name  Christian  may 
betake  themselves  to  the  bosom  of  the  one  most  loving  Church.” 
The  letter  appeals  to  the  knowledge  which  it  assumes  that  this  con¬ 
ference  must  have  had  of  the  plans  of  the  Roman  pontiffs  and  their 
cares  and  labors  for  the  unity  of  the  Church.  In  order  to  under¬ 
stand  fully  the  pope’s  mind  on  the  issue  of  Church  unity  the  con¬ 
ference  is  adroitly  invited  to  address  itself  to  an  examination  of 
what  are  denominated  “the  cares  and  labors  of  the  Roman  pontiffs.” 
Benedict  is  not  going  to  disregard  or  sacrifice  these  labors,  but 
means  to  continue  them.  It  means  that  he  does  not  consider  the 
debate  closed  on  such  documents  as  Leo  XIII’s  encyclical  on  Chris¬ 
tian  unity  of  June  29,  1896,  or  on  the  same  pope’s  previous  encyclical 
on  the  reunion  of  Christendom  of  November  30,  1894.  Speaking  as 
the  pope  does  of  the  pontiffs  in  the  plural,  he  evidently  embraces 
in  his  view  of  the  “cares  and  labors”  of  former  popes  also  the 
syllabus  of  Pius  IX  and  every  other  pertinent  and  ex-cathedra 
definition  on  Church  unity,  even  back  to  the  unum  sanctum  of 
Boniface  VIII,  who  became  pope  in  1294.  The  meaning  of  all 
these  papal  affirmations  is  well  known,  viz.,  that  unity  with  Rome 
is  possible  only  on  condition  that  the  other  party  accept  every  ar¬ 
ticle  of  faith  set  forth  authoritatively  by  the  Church  of  Rome  and 
bow  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Roman  pontiff  as  his  superior  and 
chief  shepherd  by  divine  right. 

In  this  letter  Protestantism  is  stigmatized  as  “prejudiced  opin¬ 
ions”  from  which  to  be  “freed.”  It  deals  with  old,  vanquished 
papal  assumptions  and  presumptions  deftly  insinuated,  and  the 
significance  of  the  whole  of  it,  boiled  down,  is  just  what  the  Protes¬ 
tant  world  has  known  ever  since  Luther’s  thesis,  to  wit,  that  the 
Pope  will  be  happy  to  take  back  into  the  Roman  Church  the  whole 
mass  of  Protestants  any  day  they  admit  that  the  Reformation  was 
wrong  and  that  Romanism  is  the  sole  and  only  valid  form  of  Chris¬ 
tianity.  This  kind  of  Church  unity  can  be  had  without  the  bother 
and  expense  of  holding  a  world  conference  on  the  subject.  There 
is  nothing  even  novel  in  the  calm  statement  that  the  pope  recognizes 
in  himself  “the  source  and  cause  of  the  unity  of  the  Church.”  It 
is  but  another  expression  of  the  age-long  arrogance  of  the  papacy. 
The  pope  of  Luther’s  day  could  have  written  such  words  just  as 
unctuously. 

The  interest  and  prayers  of  Benedict  that  this  preparatory  con¬ 
ference  on  faith  and  order  may  reach  a  satisfactory  conclusion 
mean  nothing  else  than  this,  that  he  wants  the  schismatics  to  come 
back  to  the  bosom  of  holy  “Mother  Church.”  Rome  has  nothing 
to  arbitrate,  but  is  sincerely  wishing  that  the  bodies  of  Christians 
it  considers  heretical  may  penitently  consider  and  undo  their  errors. 
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It  favors  unity,  but  upon  the  basis  of  the  abrogation  of  all  the  re¬ 
sults  of  the  Lutheran  Reformation.  As  Lutherans  we  must  be  per¬ 
mitted  to  stubbornly  decline  a  method  of  Church  union  that  means 
absorption  in  a  hierarchy.  What  manner  of  use  is  there  in  con¬ 
ferring  with  Rome  about  the  unity  of  the  Church  until  Rome  gives 
some  evidence  of  a  change  of  mind?  There  is  no  hope  whatever 
that  the  pope  or  the  Roman  Church,  in  any  relation  or  degree,  will 
ever  enter  into  or  recognize  this  proposed  world  conference  on 
faith  and  order. 

It  will  also  be  remembered  that  this  conference  was  arranged  for 
by  the  Episcopal  Church.  That  Church  seems  to  have  proceeded 
on  the  assumption  that  it  is  well  adapted  to  win  all  elements,  being, 
as  it  supposes,  a  kind  of  common  middle  meeting  ground  for  Pro¬ 
testants  and  Romanists.  But  this  attitude,  while,  no  doubt,  held  in 
all  sincerity,  we  must  regard  as  a  delusion. 

If  it  is  truly  Protestant  it  is  not  papal,  and  if  even  moderately 
papal  it  is  not  truly  Protestant.  There  is  no  possible  intermediate 
ground,  as  Romanism  will  not  compromise  with  Protestantism  by 
laying  aside  any  of  its  unscriptural  error  and  pretensions,  and  true 
Protestantism  will  not  compromise  with  Rome  by  giving  counten¬ 
ance  to  any  of  its  unscriptural  doctrines  or  submitting  to  any  of  its 
tyrannical  usurpations  of  authority.  This  position  was  taken  by 
our  fathers  in  the  faith  four  hundred  years  ago,  who,  under  the 
leadership  of  Luther,  had  the  faith  and  courage  to  revolt  and  in¬ 
sist  upon  a  return  to  the  Scriptures. 

But  there  is  a  further  reason  why  this  Church  unity  conference 
of  Episcopal  parentage  and  patronage  will  be  an  unsafe  guide  and 
an  unavailing  force  in  the  work  contemplated.  Every  move  in  the 
matter  since  the  Lambeth  proposal  of  1888  has  made  it  more  and 
more  manifest  that  the  Anglican  Church  of  England  and  the  Epis¬ 
copal  Church  of  America  will  not  go  with  the  world  conference 
unless  it  recognizes  the  alleged  “Apostolical  Succession”  and  bishops 
as  the  basis  of  the  ministry.  The  futility  of  attempts  at  Church 
unification  on  the  basis  of  an  acceptance  of  an  “historic  episcopate” 
as  an  ultimatum  have  been  demonstrated  time  and  again.  Con¬ 
scious  of  its  weaknesses  and  imperfections  the  Evangelical  Lutheran 
Church  of  our  fathers,  in  no  spirit  of  boasting  or  self -exaltation, 
but  with  humble  and  grateful  loyalty  to  her  divine  Head,  must  and 
will  always  insist  that  she  is  entitled  to  the  name  and  prerogatives 
of  a  true  Church  of  Christ,  and  that  her  ministry  and  sacraments 
are  entitled  to  be  regarded  as  genuine  and  valid.  We  are  not  ready 
to  nullify  and  repudiate  the  Reformation  and  the  fundamental 
principles  upon  which  it  is  based. 

The  validity  of  the  Apostolical  Succession  or  its  invalidity  is  to 
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us  a  matter  of  supreme  indifference.  Whether  the  ordination  of 
a  minister  of  the  gospel  is  performed  in  pretended  historical  suc¬ 
cession  or  not  is  of  no  account  to  a  Lutheran  Christian.  The  pas¬ 
tor’s  calling  is  of  God,  through  a  congregation  of  God’s  people,  and 
no  human  agency,  no  pope  or  bishop,  has  any  authorization  what¬ 
ever  to  intrude  himself  between  the  congregation  and  the  pastor 
whom  it  calls.  For  this  reason  the  historical  importance  attached 
to  a  so-called  apostolic  succession  theory  of  the  ministry  is  to  us 
as  Lutherans  not  only  unwise,  but  reprehensible  and  unauthorized 
by  the  word  of  God.  The  Protestant  world  is  done  with  man-made 
theories  about  the  validity  of  ordination  and  can  expect  no  objec¬ 
tive  unity  of  the  Church  along  any  such  lines. 

It  is  now  over  a  quarter  of  a  century  since  the  overtures  of  the 
Lambeth  Conference  were  first  promulgated.  During  all  these 
years  there  has  been  no  conclusive  demonstration  of  any  change  of 
heart  on  the  part  of  the  commission  that  is  pushing  the  desirability 
of  a  world  conference  of  faith  and  order.  There  has  been  no 
authoritative  declaration  that  the  “four  points” — the  Bible,  the 
Creed,  the  sacraments  and  the  historic  episcopate — set  forth  by  the 
Anglican  bishops  have  been  modified  or  amended.  It  would  seem 
from  all  that  we  can  learn  that  the  body  from  which  they  eman¬ 
ated  still  regard  them  as  “part  of  the  sacred  deposit  committed  to 
the  Church,  which  cannot  be  compromised  or  surrendered.” 

We  have  taken  the  pains  to  note  the  estimate  of  the  conference 
as  it  has  been  expressed  in  the  publications  of  other  Churches.  The 
Episcopal  Recorder  of  Philadelphia  is  frankly  skeptical  of  any  re¬ 
sults  to  ensue,  and  calls  the  whole  movement,  “A  great  big  nothing, 
leading  nowhere  save  to  further  disagreement,  and  a  final  rebuff 
at  the  hands  of  the  Roman  Catholic  Church.”  In  its  issue  of  Janu¬ 
ary  13,  1916,  The  United  Presbyterian  referred  to  the  conference  as 
“The  chimerical,  but  interesting  program  for  unifying  all  churches 
of  Christendom  which  is  being  promoted  by  some  well  known  Epis¬ 
copal  gentleman.”  In  its  issue  of  January  13,  1916,  the  Baptist 
Journal  and  Messenger  expressed  the  opinion  that  “perhaps  this 
movement  is  in  the  direction  of  the  surest  way  of  dissipating  in¬ 
terest  and  preventing  what  some  seem  to  think  the  only  hope  for 
the  religion  of  the  New  Testament.”  The  Chronicle }  an  organ  of 
the  low  church  party  of  the  Episcopalians,  grows  facetious  and  says, 
“That  dear  old  humbug,  The  World’s  Conference  on  Faith  and 
Order,  bobbed  up  again — made  a  report,  to  which  nobody  paid  any 
attention,  and  was  continued.  The  money  Mr.  Morgan  gave  them 
is  fast  being  spent,  which  is  all  to  the  good.  I  suppose  the  com¬ 
mission  will  last  as  long  as  the  cash  holds  out,  and  then  Vale! 
Just  as  the  war  was  starting  a  few  of  the  members  were  going 
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abroad  to  flirt  with  the  pope  and  Greek  dignitaries  with  unpro¬ 
nounceable  names.  The  only  good  thing  I  can  see  that  this  war  has 
accomplished  was  to  keep  these  gentlemen  at  home.  ...” 

The  Baptist  Watchman-Examiner,  speaking  of  the  conference, 
says  that  if  the  Episcopalians  persist  in  putting  the  High  Church 
party  forward  as  leaders  in  the  Christian  unity  program  they  need 
not  be  surprised  if  all  non-Episcopal  churches  reject  their  leader¬ 
ship  and  suspect  their  sincerity. 

We  may  say  further  that  this  word  “order”  in  the  announcement 
of  the  conference  does  not  sound  well  to  Lutheran  ears.  It  places 
emphasis  at  the  wrong  place.  The  greatest  danger  the  Christian 
Church  faces  to-day  is  that  in  the  passion  for  a  superficial  unity  it 
shall  find  itself  merged  into  nothingness.  The  suppression  of  testi¬ 
mony  to  the  truth  instead  of  emphasis  on  order  for  the  sake  of 
formal  unity  and  co-operation  of  churches  is  a  peril,  as  we  feel,  to 
be  resisted.  To  quote  the  strong  words  of  the  bishop  of  Edinburg, 
given  in  a  charge  to  the  Synod  of  Edinburg,  who  says :  “Unity  in 
external  communion  without  unity  in  fundamental  truth  would  be, 
even  if  it  could  be  obtained,  a  curse  and  not  a  blessing.  Any  propo¬ 
sition,  therefore,  looking  to  the  union  of  the  Anglican  Church  with 
the  Church  of  Rome,  as  preparatory  to  the  further  and  larger  step 
of  a  complete  reunion  of  Christendom,  must  deal  first  with  the 
problem  of  unity  in  fundamental  truth  between  these  two  great 
communions.” 

In  view,  therefore,  of  all  that  we  have  observed  and  learned  of 
the  contemplated  “World  Conference  of  Faith  and  Order”  we  are 
constrained  to  express  the  belief  that  such  a  program  as  we  have 
indicated  does  not  afford  much  prospect  of  organic  union,  no  hope¬ 
ful  basis  of  agreement,  even  upon  questions  of  order. 

We  would  therefore  recommend  that  the  General  Synod  hereby 
decline  to  look  with  further  favor  upon  this  movement  in  behalf  of 
the  organic  Church  unification  of  Christendom.

Rev.  V.  G.  A.  Tressler,  Ph.D.,  D.D.,  chairman  of  the 
Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence,  read  its  report,  as 
follows : 
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Report  of  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence 

This  has  been  a  notable  biennium  for  church  unity,  but  an  equally 
marked  epoch  of  national  separation. 

In  view  of  the  colossal  world  catastrophe  in  which  our  own 
country  and  people  are  now  involved,  even  though  wide  and  diligent 
efforts  were  made,  but  two  personal  or  official  communications  from 
extra-national  Lutheranism  are  to  be  this  year  presented  to  you. 

It  is  a  great  pleasure  to  have  the  following  word  from  the  Bishop 
of  Zealand,  Denmark : 

For  the  information  that  the  General  Synod  will  meet  in  Chicago, 
where  the  memory  of  the  birthday  of  the  Reformation,  four  hun¬ 
dred  years  ago,  will  be  celebrated,  I  express  my  best  thanks.  The 
announcement  was  sent  March  12.  I  received  it  May  10. 

The  Lutheran  Church  in  Denmark  also  intends  to  celebrate  the 
jubilee  year  of  the  Reformation.  But  the  time  is  not  meet  for  joy¬ 
ful  feasts,  but  rather  to  call  to  mind  that  the  first  of  Luther’s  ninety- 
five  theses  was  this:  “When  our  Lord  and  Master  Jesus  Christ 
says  ‘do  penance’  it  was  His  will  that  the  whole  life  of  the  believer 
should  be  a  constant  amendment.”  This  is  a  time  to  humble  our¬ 
selves  under  the  chastisement  of  God,  and  in  humble  prayer  receive 
strength  from  God  to  live  our  lives.  God  grant  us  all  who  belong 
to  a  denomination  which  honors  the  name  of  Luther  to  walk  ac¬ 
cordingly,  in  order  that  we  may  be  the  light  of  the  world  as  our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ  has  intended  us  to  be. 

The  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  of  Denmark  wishes  for  the 
General  Synod  of  the  Lutheran  Church,  grace,  peace  and  power  to 
be  a  faithful  witness  of  the  gospel  for  sinners,  which  was  pro¬ 
claimed  by  Luther  in  spirit  and  in  power. 

Our  age  is  an  age  which  calls  for  unity  in  Christ’s  Church.  Not 
so  much,  perhaps,  by  her  church  practices  as  by  her  deep  apprehen¬ 
sion  of  the  central  point  in  the  gospel,  i.e.,  as  it  treats  of  sin  and 
grace  is  the  Lutheran  Church  qualified  to  do  a  work  toward  this 
unity.  God  grant  to  the  General  Synod  grace  to  accomplish  a  work 
of  renewing  of  the  Church  and  unity  in  the  spirit  of  Luther.

To  the  General  Synod  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  in 

the  United  States  of  America: 

Dear  Brethren  in  Christ  : 

The  woe  of  the  time  cannot  prevent  us  from  making  the  year  of 
the  Reformation,  in  abounding  gratitude  for  the  blessings  of  the 
Reformation,  a  year  of  jubilee.  For  in  a  time  when  so  much  is 
shaking  and  wavering  and  changes  for  better  or  worse,  blessed  or 
cursed,  alter  at  one  blow  what  centuries  created,  we  feel  more  need 
than  else  of  confiding  in  that  “A  mighty  fortress  is  our  God  .  .  .” 
that  “for  us  fights  the  valiant  one  ...”  that  “the  word  they  still 
shall  let  remain.” 

For  God  sent  His  prophet,  Martin  Luther,  before  all  that  he 
should  administer  to  hearts  dispirited  instead  of  false  grounds  of 
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consolation,  the  true  consolation  of  the  gospel  and  clear  away  all 
rubbish  that  barred  the  direct  way  to  the  testimony  of  the  Scripture 
regarding  God  and  the  revelation,  and  to  a  confiding  trust  in  Christ 
and  assurance  of  salvation.  When  we  try  fully  to  realize  what  God 
gave  to  His  Church  four  hundred  years  ago  by  the  great  improve¬ 
ment  of  the  Church  our  hearts  fill  with  praise  and  gratitude  in  the 
midst  of  the  tragedy  of  the  great  war.  Because  through  that  event, 
after  preparations  in  the  centuries  before,  a  new  time  began  for 
the  peace  and  liberty  of  the  individual  soul  and  for  the  divine  ser¬ 
vice  of  earthly  calling.  This  revival  of  Christian  faith  and  life  has 
brought  incalculable  blessings  for  research,  for  the  education  of  the 
people,  for  the  whole  of  spiritual  culture  and,  through  the  increase 
of  knowledge  and  the  training  to  personal  independence,  also  for  the 
political  liberty  of  nations  and  for  material  welfare.  But  no  mate¬ 
rial  or  temporal  gains  must  outshine  the  bliss  of  having  a  gracious 
God  and  of  confiding  in  Him  in  life  and  death — ‘‘jam  non  mortalis 
amplius,  sed  simpiternain  vitam  agens.” 

It  is  not  that  we  only  celebrate  a  memory.  As  the  inheritors  of 
Reformation  we  are  under  common  sacred  obligations.  Far  from 
being  an  established  fact,  our  evangelical  confession  sets  us  a  great 
task  for  the  future. 

If  we  have  different  confessions  and  different  tasks  within  Chris¬ 
tendom  which  the  Holy  Ghost  “calls,  gathers,  enlightens  and  sanc¬ 
tifies  .  .  .  and  preserves  in  union  with  Jesus  Christ  in  the  true 
faith,”  obviously  Evangelical  Lutheran  Christendom  has  been 
specially  entrusted  as  well  with  the  fullness  of  biblical  revelation  as 
with  the  clearly  pronounced  principle  of  evangelical  liberty  against 
nomistic  slavery  under  forms  and  letters,  new  or  old. 

Both  these  tasks  guarantee  to  Lutheranism  a  great  future  in  the 
modern  world  if  its  followers  know  the  time  of  their  visitation. 

At  first  with  astonishment,  afterwards  with  growing  expectations, 
I  have  noticed  for  several  years  the  extent,  the  magnificent  work 
and  the  great  importance  of  Lutheranism  in  the  United  States — 
which  fully  warrant  that,  as  a  manifestation  of  the  universality  of 
our  confession  the  General  Evangelical  Lutheran  Conference  should 
assemble  in  your  country — a  year  when  there  is  peace  in  the  world. 
A  stronger  sense  of  solidarity  between  the  sixty  to  seventy  mil¬ 
lions  of  Evangelical  Lutheran  Christendom  should  contribute  to  the 
realization  of  the  una  sancta  catholica  ecclesia.  May  this  year  of 
jubilee,  in  spite  of  the  separation  caused  by  the  war,  fortify  this 
sense  of  solidarity  and  contribute  to  the  longed  for  peace ! 

And  may  God  strengthen  in  you,  dear  brethren,  as  in  us,  faith, 
hope  and  charity !

After  a  careful  examination  of  the  several  forms  of  church  rec¬ 
ord  books,  now  published  and  commonly  in  use  among  our  Luth¬ 
eran  churches,  your  committee  finds  that  very  little,  if  any,  advance 
has  been  made  along  this  particular  line  for  some  years  back.  This 
does  not  seem  in  keeping  with  the  progress  which  our  Lutheran 
Church  has  been  making  along  all  other  lines  and  may  be  re¬ 
sponsible,  in  part,  for  so  much  careless  indifference  regarding 
church  records  throughout  our  Church. 

Your  committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  a  simple  yet  comprehen¬ 
sive  church  record  would  add  greatly  to  the  efficiency  of  our 
churches,  both  as  a  correct  source  of  information  for  the  pastor 
and  the  church  officers  as  well  as  to  keep  before  its  members  that 
they  are  a  living  and  vital  part  of  the  church. 

Among  the  various  forms  of  church  records  which  have  been 
brought  to  the  attention  and  were  examined  by  your  committee 
the  Standard  Church  Record,  published  by  the  Standard  Church 
Record  Co.,  of  Williamsport,  Pa.,  recommends  itself  as  being  de¬ 
cidedly  in  advance  of  all  previous  church  records,  "because  it  em¬ 
bodies  so  many  desirable  features  into  one  simple  form,  which  is 
both  modern  and  complete. 
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Your  attention  is  called  to  some  of  the  outstanding  features  about 
this  Standard  Church  Record  as  follows : 

1.  It  provides  for  a  complete  life  record,  including  the  history 
of  birth,  baptism,  confirmation,  marriage,  children,  death  and  burial, 
as  well  as  the  Annual  Contributions  for  Current  Expenses  and 
Benevolence  and  Communions,  all  on  one  page. 

2.  It  provides  a  record  for  all  children  from  the  time  of  birth, 
and  follows  them  through  the  various  stages  of  baptism,  confir¬ 
mation,  etc.,  to  urge  them  into  full  membership  of  the  church. 

3.  It  makes  both  the  Church  Council  and  pastor  together  respon¬ 
sible  for  the  keeping  of  the  church  record,  instead  of  being  depend¬ 
ent  on  the  pastor  alone. 

For  the  above  stated  reasons  your  committee  reports  its  action 
in  favor  of  the  Standard  Church  Record  as  the  recognized  stand¬ 
ard  for  General  Synod  churches,  and  the  committee  further  recom¬ 
mends  : 

1.  That  every  congregation  adopt  the  above  named  record  and  so 
co-operate  in  getting  a  uniform  church  record. 

2.  That  our  various  seminaries  recognize  this  standard  and  bring 
it  to  the  attention  of  the  students. 

3.  That  The  Lutheran  Publication  Society  be  asked  to  acquire  the 
rights  and  furnish  these  church  record  books  at  a  reasonable  price 
to  the  Lutheran  churches.

TENTH  SESSION

Whereas,  The  business  of  this  convention  of  the  General  Synod 
cannot  be  completed  until  the  constituent  Synods  of  the  General 
Synod,  the  General  Council  and  the  United  Synod  in  the  South 
have  acted  upon  the  proposed  union  of  said  Synods  and  the  pro¬ 
posed  constitution  for  such  union ;  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  when  this  synodical  meeting  closes  it  do  adjourn 
to  meet  at  such  time  and  place  as  shall  be  designated  by  its  Presi¬ 
dent,  and 

Resolved,  That  in  the  event  that  the  proposed  union  of  said  con¬ 
stituent  Synods  shall  not  be  sooner  ratified,  the  next  biennial  con¬ 
vention  of  the  General  Synod  shall  meet  at  such  time  and  place 
as  shall  be  designated  by  its  President,  and  the  Secretary  is  hereby 
instructed  to  cast  the  ballot  of  this  convention  for  that  time  and 
place.

Time  for  the  next  Biennial  Meeting  of  the  General  Synod : 
A  date  in  the  year  1919,  after  Whitsunday,  to  be  selected 
by  the  Executive  Committee. 

The  part  of  the  President’s  report,  referring  to  the  next 
meeting,  was  changed  to  harmonize  with  the  above  action. 

Mr.  L.  R.  Alden,  Esq.,  chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Transportation,  reported  as  follows: 

Report  of  Committee  on  Transportation 

Your  Commitee  on  Transportation  reports  that  it  was  unable  to 
secure  general  reduced  rates  of  fare  to  this  convention.  Because  of 
the  later  date  than  usual  of  its  meeting,  however,  expense  has  been 
saved  in  the  mileage  of  delegates  from  some  of  the  territory  tra¬ 
versed  through  the  availability  of  summer  excursion  rates.  In 
other  territories  traversed  by  the  delegates  the  regular  two-cent-a- 
mile  rate  was  found  to  be  the  cheapest.  Your  committee  was  able 
to  secure  for  clericals  stop-over  privileges  usually  confined  to 
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straight  fares,  and  it  furnished  such  information  to  delegates  as 
enabled  them  to  select  such  routes  of  travel  as  would  make  the 
least  demands  upon  our  treasury. 

The  committee  incurred  expenses  for  stationery,  postage,  etc.,  in 
the  sum  of  $14.35,  for  which  a  bill  is  here  presented  and  for  which 
an  order  on  the  Treasurer  is  asked.

ELEVENTH  SESSION

Rev.  E.  C.  Dinwiddie,  chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Temperance,  presented  the  report  of  the  committee,  as  fol¬ 
lows  : 

Report  of  Committee  on  Temperance 

Fathers  and  Brethren  : 

It  is  with  hearts  filled  with  gratitude  for  divine  favor  and  guid¬ 
ance  in  the  promotion  of  the  great  cause  of  temperance  that  we 
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come  to  the  Forty-eighth  Convention  of  the  General  Synod  to  re¬ 
port  its  progress  and  present  its  claims  to  our  Church.  While  with¬ 
out  etymological  warrant  this  cause,  in  the  general  public’s  mind, 
has  come  to  include  total  abstinence  from  alcoholic  beverages  by 
the  individual  and  suppression  of  the  liquor  traffic  by  the  state. 
This  has  been  the  position  of  the  General  Synod — reiterated  over 
and  over  again,  through  a  long  series  of  conventions,  and  our  atti¬ 
tude  on  this  important  issue  of  the  day  having  so  vital  a  bearing 
on  the  spiritual  and  moral  welfare  of  the  people  as  well  as  their 
social  and  economic  uplift,  has  elicited  the  heartiest  approval  of  our 
own  membership  and  received  unstinted  commendation  in  sister 
denominations. 

Since  our  last  meeting  at  Akron  in  1915,  the  cause  has  advanced 
by  leaps  and  bounds,  both  nationally  and  in  the  states.  Up  to  that 
time  eighteen  states  of  our  Union  had  adopted  the  policy  of  pro¬ 
hibition.  We  are  now  able  to  report  twenty-six — two  more  than  a 
majority  of  our  comonwealths.  These  probably  contain,  if  we 
properly  include  local  prohibition  territory,  not  less  than  sixty-two 
per  cent  of  our  population,  and  the  states  and  subdivisions  in  con¬ 
tinental  United  States  now  “dry,”  or  having  voted  “dry,”  probably 
cover  not  less  than  eighty-five  per  cent  of  our  total  territorial  area. 
This  is  all  the  more  remarkable  when  we  remember  that  at  our 
Sunbury  session — during  the  Oklahoma  campaign — there  were  but 
three  prohibition  states,  namely,  Maine,  Kansas  and  North  Dakota. 

At  the  general  election  in  November,  1916,  Michigan,  Montana, 
Nebraska  and  South  Dakota  voted  for  prohibition  by  majorities 
ranging  from  about  fifteen  to  sixty-five  thousand.  At  the  same 
time  our  far-off  territory  of  Alaska,  by  a  vote  of  almost  two  to  one, 
voted  in  favor  of  a  “dry”  regime,  which  Congress  promptly  ratified 
by  over  a  four  to  one  vote  in  the  House  and  without  division  in 
the  Senate. 

During  the  present  calendar  year  the  legislatures  of  the  states  of 
Utah,  Indiana  and  New  Hampshire,  in  the  order  named,  have  passed 
prohibitory  laws,  and  signed  by  their  governors,  making  prohibition 
effective  in  each  early  in  1918. 

Three  states  are  scheduled  to  vote  on  state-wide  prohibition  this 
fall  and  as  many  more  in  1918.  If  these  states  should  adopt  this 
policy — and  there  is  good  prospect  for  most  of  them  to  do  so — it 
will  be  seen  that  we  are  fast  approaching  the  three-fourths  of  the 
states  which  will  be  necessary  to  ratify  the  National  Prohibition 
Constitutional  Amendment  when  submitted  to  the  states.  Your 
Temperance  Committee  hopes  to  be  able  to  render  service  in  these 
campaigns  by  furnishing  speakers  and  educational  literature  in  co¬ 
operation  with  the  denominational  committees  of  other  churches, 
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like  the  Methodist  Episcopal,  Presbyterian,  Baptist  and  Disciples  of 
Christ,  as  well  as  non-denominational  organizations  which  are  ac¬ 
tively  promoting  temperance  reform. 

In  this  connection  your  committee  desires  to  report  that  its  chair¬ 
man,  Superintendent  of  the  National  Temperance  Bureau  at  Wash¬ 
ington,  was  able  to  devote  considerable  time  in  the  successful  cam¬ 
paigns  last  fall  in  the  states  of  South  Dakota,  Montana,  Nebraska 
and  Michigan. 

PROGRESS  IN  THE  NATIONAL  FIELD 

Much  progress — far-reaching  in  its  effects  upon  the  prohibition 
cause — has  been  made  in  the  national  field  of  endeavor  since  our 
last  meeting  of  the  General  Synod. 

PROHIBITION  AMONG  INDIANS 

Recognizing  its  need  and  also  its  value  in  promoting  temperance 
among  our  Indian  wards,  Congress  has  increased  to  $150,000  per 
annum  the  appropriation  to  suppress  the  liquor  traffic  in  the  Indian 
country,  and  has  passed  several  very  important  amendments  to 
strengthen  the  laws  and  render  easier  their  proper  enforcement. 

INTERNATIONAL  CONGRESS  ON  ALCOHOLISM 

This  Congress  was  to  have  held  its  fifteenth  meeting  in  America 
in  1915,  but  it  has  been  postponed  from  year  to  year  on  account  of 
the  war,  and,  of  course,  now  that  we  are  in  the  great  world  conflict 
ourselves,  will  have  to  be  still  further  put  off.  Congress,  however, 
has  continued  the  appropriation,  so  that  the  American  Executive 
Committee,  of  which  the  chairman  of  our  Lutheran  Temperance 
Committee  is  the  head,  can  go  forward  with  its  plans  for  entertain¬ 
ing  this  international  gathering  when  peace  is  finally  concluded. 

DISTRICT  OF  COLUMBIA  PROHIBITION 

In  our  report  at  the  Akron  session  we  mentioned  the  unfortun¬ 
ate  excise  conditions  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  occasioned  by 
the  inherent  anarchism  of  the  liquor  traffic  itself  and  the  unfriendly 
rulings  of  the  Excise  Board,  and  stated  that  “The  Christian  and 
temperance  people  in  the  District  of  Columbia  are  more  determined 
than  ever  to  press  vigorously  for  the  passage  of  a  prohibition  law 
for  the  nation’s  capital,  and  in  this  they  will  need  the  co-operation 
of  our  people  throughout  the  States.” 

It  is  with  devout  thanksgiving  we  are  able  to  report  that  during 
the  last  session  of  the  Sixty-fourth  Congress  a  prohibition  law  for 
the  District  of  Columbia  was  passed  by  a  vote  of  55  to  32  in  the 
Senate  and  273  to  137  in  the  House,  and  becomes  operative  Novern- 
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ber  1,  1917.  Only  four  days  ago  the  Maryland  Legislature,  upon 
the  request  of  the  citizens  of  Prince  George’s  County,  Maryland, 
the  only  remaining  wet  territory  surrounding  the  nation’s  capital 
city,  the  constituency  of  the  District  of  Columbia  Anti-Saloon 
League  and  allied  organizations,  and  our  Christian  and,  I  believe, 
efficient,  though  much  maligned,  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  Hon. 
Josephus  Daniels,  voted  to  make  Prince  George’s  County  “dry,” 
effective  simultaneously  with  the  District  of  Columbia.  This  will 
make  for  better  conditions  under  prohibition  in  Washington,  and 
we  can  readily  believe  our  national  capital  will  thus  prove  to  be 
a  beacon  light  on  this  question,  not  only  to  our  remaining  dark 
spots  in  the  United  States,  but  also  to  the  more  backward  nations  of 
the  world. 


PROHIBITION  FOR  PORTO  RICO 

Congress  passed  a  law  establishing  prophibition  in  Porto  Rico 
unless  upon  an  election  a  majority  of  the  votes  in  the  island  other¬ 
wise  decree.  We  have  great  hopes  for  a  permanent  victory. 

ANTI-ADVERTISING  MAILS  LAW 

One  of  the  most  far-reaching  national  laws  in  aid  of  temperance 
reform  passed  by  the  last  Congress  in  the  Jones-Randall  amendment 
to  the  Post-Office  Appropriation  Bill.  To  this  Senator  Reed,  of 
Missouri,  secured  the  attachment  of  the  so-called  “bone-dry”  amend¬ 
ment.  Probably  intended  to  embarrass  or  retard  the  progress  of 
prohibition,  it  is  my  judgment  it  may  prove  to  be  most  helpful  in 
promoting  our  cause  by  forbidding  the  transportation  of  intoxicat¬ 
ing  liquors  in  interstate  commerce  into  states  which  have  the  pro¬ 
hibitory  policy.  For  the  information  of  our  people  the  text  of  the 
law  follows : 

Senate  Amendment  No.  34. — Sec.  5.  That  no  letter,  post-card,  cir¬ 
cular,  newspaper,  pamphlet  or  publication  of  any  kind  containing 
any  advertisement  of  spiritous,  vinous,  malted,  fermented  or  other 
intoxicating  liquors  of  any  kind,  or  containing  a  solicitation  of  an 
order  or  orders  for  said  liquors,  or  any  of  them,  shall  be  deposited 
in  or  carried  by  the  mails  of  the  United  States,  or  be  delivered  by 
any  postmaster  or  letter  carrier,  when  addressed  or  directed  to  any 
person,  firm,  corporation  or  association,  or  other  addressee,  at  any 
place  or  point  in  any  State  or  Territory  of  the  United  States  at 
which  it  is  by  the  law  in  force  in  the  State  or  Territory  at  that 
time  unlawful  to  advertise  or  solicit  orders  for  such  liquors,  or  any 
of  them,  respectively. 

“If  the  publisher  of  any  newspaper  or  other  publication  or  the 
agent  of  such  publisher,  or  if  any  dealer  in  such  liquors  or  his 
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agent,  shall  knowingly  deposit  or  cause  to  be  deposited,  or  shall 
knowingly  send  or  cause  to  be  sent,  anything  to  be  conveyed  or 
delivered  by  mail  in  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  section,  or 
shall  knowingly  deliver  or  cause  to  be  delivered  by  mail  anything 
herein  forbidden  to  be  carried  by  mail,  shall  be  fined  not  more  than 
$ioco  or  imprisoned  not  more  than  six  months,  or  both ;  and  for  any 
subsequent  offence  shall  be  imprisoned  not  more  than  one  year.  Any 
person  violating  any  provision  of  this  section  may  be  tried  and 
punished,  either  in  the  district  in  which  the  unlawful  matter  or 
publication  was  mailed  or  to  which  it  was  carried  by  mail  or  de¬ 
livery,  according  to  the  direction  thereon,  or  in  which  it  was  caused 
to  be  delivered  by  mail  to  the  person  to  whom  it  was  addressed. 
Whosoever  shall  order,  purchase,  or  cause  intoxicating  liquors  to 
be  transported  in  interstate  commerce,  except  for  scientific,  sacra¬ 
mental,  medicinal  and  mechanical  purposes,  into  any  State  or  Ter¬ 
ritory  the  laws  of  which  State  or  Territory  prohibit  the  manufac¬ 
ture  or  sale  therein  of  intoxicating  liquors  for  beverage  purposes 
shall  be  punished  as  aforesaid ;  Provided,  That  nothing  herein  shall 
authorize  the  shipment  of  liquor  into  any  state  contrary  to  the  laws 
of  such  state ;  Provided  further,  That  the  Postmaster-General  is 
hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  make  public  from  time  to  time  in 
suitable  bulletins  or  public  notices  the  names  of  states  in  which  it 
is  unlawful  to  advertise  or  solicit  orders  for  such  liquors.” 


MORAL  LEGISLATION  FOR  THE  ARMY'S  WELFARE 

In  the  legislation  during  the  present  extraordinary  session  of 
Congress,  that  body  has  not  been  unmindful  of  the  moral  welfare 
of  the  thousands — and,  perhaps,  millions  of  young  men — who  will  be 
called  to  the  colors. 

Section  12  of  the  Army  Law — the  selective  draft  measure — pro¬ 
vides  “That  the  President  of  the  United  States,  as  Commander-in- 
Chief  of  the  Army,  is  authorized  to  make  such  regulations  govern¬ 
ing  the  prohibition  of  alcoholic  liquors  in  or  near  military  camps 
and  to  the  officers  and  enlisted  men  of  the  army  as  he  may  from 
time  to  time  deem  necessary  or  advisable;  Provided,  That  no  per¬ 
son,  corporation,  partnership  or  association  shall  sell,  supply,  or 
have  in  his  or  its  possession  any  intoxicating  or  spirituous  liquors 
at  any  military  station,  cantonment,  camp,  fort,  post,  officers’  or 
enlisted  men’s  club,  which  is  being  used  at  the  time  for  military 
purposes  under  this  Act,  but  the  Secretary  of  War  may  make  regu¬ 
lations  permitting  the  sale  and  use  of  intoxicating  liquors  for  medi¬ 
cinal  purposes.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  sell  any  intoxicating  liquor, 
including  beer,  ale  or  wine,  to  any  officer  or  member  of  the  military 
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forces  while  in  uniform,  except  as  herein  provided.  Any  person,  cor¬ 
poration,  partnership  or  association  violating  the  provisions  of  this 
section  or  the  regulations  made  thereunder  shall,  unless  otherwise 
punishable  under  the  Articles  of  War,  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  mis¬ 
demeanor  and  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  $1000  or  im¬ 
prisonment  for  not  more  than  twelve  months,  or  both." 

In  addition  to  this  salutary  legislation  the  Congress  responded  to 
our  request  for  an  appropriation  to  promote  the  welfare  of  the  men 
in  our  military  service  by  appropriating  five  hundred  thousand  dol¬ 
lars  for  recreational  facilities  in  military  camps  and  stations.  The 
Young  Men’s  Christiian  Association  is  raising  three  millions  more 
for  special  work  along  these  same  praiseworthy  lines. 

WAR  PROHIBITION  MEASURES 

On  last  Saturday,  June  23,  the  House,  sitting  as  the  Committee 
of  the  whole  House,  passed,  by  substantial  majorities,  amendments 
offered  by  Representatives  A.  W.  Barkley,  of  Kentucky,  and  E.  Y. 
Webb,  of  North  Carolina,  which  prohibit  the  use  of  foods,  food 
materials  and  feeds  in  the  manufacture  of  intoxicating  liquors 
during  the  period  of  the  war  with  Germany,  and  also  authorized  the 
President  to  commandeer  and  take  over  for  the  use  of  the  Federal 
Government  in  the  manufacture  of  munitions  and  for  military  and 
hospital  uses,  distilled  liquors  in  bond  and  in  stock  throughout  the 
country.  We  are  hoping  that  the  Senate  will  perfect  and  hold 
these  amendments  in  connection  with  the  pending  Food  Adminis¬ 
tration  Bill. 

UNITED  STATES  SUPREME  COURT  DECISION  ON  THE  WEBB-KENYON  LIQUOR 

SHIPMENT  ACT 

On  January  8,  1917,  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  de¬ 
livered  a  remarkable  opinion  sustaining  the  constitutionality  of  the 
Webb-Kenyon  Interstate  Liquor  Shipment  Act,  and  in  which  they 
practically  affirmed  the  contentions  of  the  proponents  of  this  legis¬ 
lation  as  to  its  scope.  The  law  has  already  been  of  great  benefit  to 
our  cause  throughout  the  nation,  and,  taken  in  connection  with 
recent  legislation  by  Congress,  will  tremendously  help  our  reform. 

We  present  the  following  resolutions  and  recommend  their  adop¬ 
tion  by  the  Synod: 

Resolved,  That  the  General  Synod  adheres  unanimously  to  its 
time-honored  advocacy  of  total  abstinence  and  saloon  suppression, 
and  rejoices  in  the  marvelous  strides  which  the  temperance  reform 
had  made  in  recent  years.  We  are  grateful  to  Almighty  God  for 
these  inspiring  victories  in  states  and  nation,  and  rejoice  in  the 
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belief  that  our  Church  has  had  an  honorable  part  in  this  conflict 
through  clergy  and  laity  and  her  own  Temperance  Committee,  and 
other  agencies  she  has  helped  to  maintain. 

Resolved,  That  the  Permanent  Committee  be  requested  to  express 
to  the  Congress  and  the  President  our  deep  appreciation  of  the 
advanced  steps  taken  in  promotion  of  this  reform  during  the  Sixty- 
fourth  Congress,  referring  to  Alaska,  District  of  Columbia,  Porto 
Rico,  Indian  and  army  legislaation  and  the  Jones-Randall  Anti- 
Advertising  Mails  Law  with  the  so-called  “bone-dry”  amendment 
attached,  and  the  committee  be  further  authorized  to  continue  our 
recommendations  touching  the  attitude  of  the  national  government 
toward  the  liquor  traffic  as  embodied  in  the  action  of  the  General 
Synod  at  Atchison  and  Akron.  (See  page  161,  Atchison  Proceed¬ 
ings,  1913 ;  page  143,  Akron  Proceedings,  1915.) 

Resolved,  That  the  work  in  furtherance  of  temperance  reform  by 
the  National  Anti-Saloon  League,  the  Women’s  Christian  Temper¬ 
ance  Union,  the  Good  Templars  and  other  non-ecclesiastical  organi¬ 
zations  is  recognized  and  heartily  commended,  and  especially  the 
work  of  the  National  Temperance  Bureau  at  Washington,  and 
further  that  the  matter  of  our  representation  in  the  National  Con¬ 
vention  of  the  Anti-Saloon  League,  December  4-7,  1917,  is  hereby 
referred  to  the  Permanent  Committee  on  Temperance  as  hereto¬ 
fore. 

Resolved,  That  we  strongly  commend  the  work  of  our  own  Tem¬ 
perance  Committee  to  the  moral  and  material  support  of  our  Luth¬ 
eran  people  to  the  end  that  it  may  become  a  great  power  for  the 
furtherance  of  the  temperance  reform. 

Resolved,  That  five  hundred  dollars  per  annum  be  paid  out  of  the 
General  Synod  treasury  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Permanent  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Temperance,  with  the  same  authority  as  to  the  appropri¬ 
ation  by  the  committee  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  per  annum 
to  the  National  Temperance  Bureau  at  Washington  (Rev.  Edwin  C. 
Dinwiddie,  Superintendent)  as  was  given  by  the  Synod  at  Akron 
in  1915  (page  145,  Minutes). 

The  committee  begs  leave  to  append  hereto  an  epitomized  report 
of  its  General  Secretary,  the  Rev.  W.  H.  Gotwald,  D.D.,  showing 
the  condition  of  the  work  undertaken  under  the  authorizations  of 
Synods  at  the  Atchison  and  Akron  sessions.  (Exhibit  A.) 

Also  we  append  the  report  of  the  expert  accountant  who  audited 
the  books  and  vouchers  of  the  Treasurer  and  General  Secretary. 
(Exhibit  B.) 

The  committee  also  recommends  that  in  the  interest  of  greater 
efficiency  and  decreased  expense  in  connection  with  its  necessary 
meetings  the  membership  of  the  committee  be  reduced  to  nine. 
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Respectfully  submitted  by  authority  and  on  behalf  of  the  com¬ 
mittee.

To  the  Permanent  Temperance  Committee  of  the  General 

Synod  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  : 

Brethren  : 

When  the  General  Synod  at  Akron,  Ohio,  in  1915,  decided  to 
inaugurate  a  denominational  temperance  movement  it  allied  itself 
with  many  other  denominations  in  the  effort  to  remove  the  liquor 
traffic  from  our  country. 

This  decision  was  in  keeping  with  the  spirit  of  progress  char¬ 
acteristic  of  our  great  Church.  Lutherans  are  never  in  the  rear, 
but  always  in  the  front  of  every  cause  for  Christ  and  for  the  better¬ 
ment  of  humanity. 

Our  Lutheran  movement  was  born  through  necessity.  It  is 
scriptural  in  its  conception  and  purpose,  and  it  is  practical  in  its 
methods.  Nothing  is  done  without  the  endorsement  of  our  Church, 
and  all  our  operations  are  carried  on  through  the  Church  by  our 
Permanent  Temperance  Committee. 

In  the  Lutheran  church  at  Bucharest  there  is  a  beautiful  bust  of 
Frederick  I,  and  under  the  bust  are  these  words,  “Nothing  apart 
from  God.”  This  is  our  motto,  and  on  this  firm  and  precious  foun¬ 
dation  we  will  build  our  denominational  temperance  superstructure. 

In  our  great  temperance  movement  our  battle-cry  is,  “Everything 
with  God,  everything  for  God,  and  nothing  without  God.”  There¬ 
fore,  from  the  altars  of  our  churches  prayers  will  constantly  be 
made  for  the  success  of  our  denominational  temperance  movement, 
and  on  her  altars  will  be  placed  the  offerings  of  God’s  people  to 
carry  on  this  work. 

The  General  Synod  coming,  through  its  Permanent  Temperance 
Committee  to  our  Lutheran  membership,  through  our  Lutheran  pul¬ 
pits,  supplemented  by  the  circulation  of  interesting  literature,  the 
attention  of  our  people  will  be  directed  to  the  imperative  claims  of 
temperance  and  the  curse  of  the  liquor  traffic.  The  minds  and 
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hearts  of  our  membership  will  be  awakened  to  a  sympathetic  co¬ 
operation  for  the  removal  of  the  curse  of  drink,  and  will  be  im¬ 
pressed  with  their  duty  to  give  this  great  movement  of  ours  their 
thoughts,  their  influence  and  their  financial  support.  The  strongest 
asset  we  have  at  our  command  in  our  Lutheran  movement  is  the 
Christian  character  of  our  membership  back  of  us.  These  men 
and  women  of  strong  faith,  and  of  consecrated  lives,  are  the  in¬ 
vincible  host  who  will  support  and  carry  on  this  great  conflict  until 
this  dire  traffic  of  sin  and  ruin  will  be  scattered  in  defeat  all  over 
the  land,  where,  to-day,  it  is  holding  high  carnival. 

The  active  work  of  the  General  Secretary,  under  the  direction  of 
the  committee,  began  December  i,  1915,  though  he  had  done  much 
preliminary  work  before  this  date.  No  active  work  was  done 
earlier,  because  some  of  our  churches  had  the  cause  of  temperance 
presented  to  their  congregations  during  the  summer  and  fall  of 
1915,  and  others  were  under  promise  to  open  their  pulpits  to  the 
Anti-Saloon  League. 

The  number  of  churches  that  opened  to  the  General  Secretary  for 
a  presentation  of  our  denominational  temperance  work  were  not  as 
many  as  were  expected.  This  was  not  because  our  pastors,  as  a 
class,  and  our  congregations  were  not  interested  in  our  work,  but 
because  of  local  conditions. 

This  being  a  new  movement,  and  an  additional  call  for  financial 
aid,  some  of  our  pastors  and  congregations  did  not  feel  able  at 
present  to  give  any  financial  support,  but  expressed  themselves  as 
earnestly  interested  in  our  denominational  temperance  work  and 
promised  co-operation  in  the  future.  Whilst  not  openly  antagonistic, 
a  few  of  our  pastors  are  not  in  sympathy  with  our  work,  feeling 
that  it  is  not  a  necessity,  because  others  are  doing  a  similar  work. 
The  outlook  for  the  future  cordial  support  of  our  work  is  assuring. 

Wherever  our  work  has  been  presented  the  interest  manifested 
was  hearty  and  earnest,  and  the  pledges  and  cash  contributions  were 
liberal.  We  have  a  successful  future  before  us. 

Thus  far  our  work  has  been  restricted  and  limited  to  Maryland, 
Pennsylvania,  New  Jersey  and  the  District  of  Columbia  for  the 
lack  of  money  to  meet  the  expenses  necessary  to  extend  the  work 
into  other  states.  But  plans  are  being  perfected  to  visit  other 
states  and  begin  operations  there.  This  must  be  done  if  our  work 
is  to  be  general  throughout  the  Church. 

The  work  of  the  committee  must  not  be  judged  simply  by  the  dol¬ 
lars  and  cents  reported,  for  this  is  a  very  limited  horizon  from 
which  to  get  a  broad  and  correct  vision  of  all  that  has  been  done. 
Ours  is  not  a  commercial  movement,  but  a  progressive,  educational 
movement. 
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Because  the  liquor  traffic  is  an  economic  problem,  in  the  solution 
of  which  every  Christian  man  and  every  Christian  woman  should 
be  interested,  facts  have  been  placed  before  our  people  in  order  to 
help  them  to  a  solution  of  this  perplexing  problem. 

Endorsement  and  support  has  been  given  to  remonstrance  work 
wherever  it  was  possible  to  do  so.  We  have  taken  an  active  part 
in  the  “No-License”  movement,  especially  in  Pennsylvania.  We 
have  urged  agitation  of  the  liquor  traffic,  because  agitation  is  edu¬ 
cational  in  its  character,  and  not  only  awakens  a  sentiment  against 
this  traffic,  but  helps  to  maintain  and  spread  and  deepen  it.  Agi¬ 
tation  informs  the  mind  and  moves  the  heart.  It  works  through 
the  Church,  because  the  Church  is  the  strongest  agent  of  moral 
reform.  Here  it  was  necessary  to  be  specific,  for  to  secure  the 
result  desired  we  did  not  then  want,  nor  do  we  now  want  mere 
impulse,  but  we  want  men  of  convictions  and  purpose. 

In  presenting  our  work  we  have  urged  the  necessity  of  the  power 
of  consecrated  enthusiasm  as  well  as  the  absolute  need  of  a  sym¬ 
pathetic  interest  and  a  realization  of  personal  responsibility. 

When  the  Sheppard-Barkley  Bill,  giving  the  District  of  Columbia 
prohibition  was  pending  in  Congress  the  General  Secretary  placed 
his  services,  for  two  Sundays,  at  the  disposal  of  the  District  Com¬ 
mittee  who  had  this  bill  in  charge.  He  also  wrote  to  quite  a  num¬ 
ber  of  our  Lutheran  Ministerial  Associations  throughout  the  coun¬ 
try,  requesting  them  to  pass  resolutions  urging  their  Representa¬ 
tives  and  Senators  to  support  this  bill.  A  number  replied  favorably 
and  these  resolutions  were  announced  on  the  floor  of  both  Houses 
of  Congress. 

The  committee  has  published  three  leaflets  for  free  distribution 
among  our  Sunday  schools  and  congregations,  one  on  Local  Option, 
one  on  Personal  Liberty  and  one  on  Our  Boys  and  Our  Girls.  Hun¬ 
dreds  of  copies  have  already  been  requested  from  eastern  and  west¬ 
ern  states. 

A  total  abstinence  card,  especially  designed  for  our  Sunday  school 
scholars  has  been  published  and  will  be  mailed  free  to  all  who  re¬ 
quest  them  for  use  in  their  schools. 

The  Permanent  Temperance  Committee  has  done  all  that  could 
be  done,  and  more  than  was  expected  it  would  be  able  to  do,  during 
the  first  two  years  of  its  existence.  Wherever  the  work  was  pre¬ 
sented  by  the  General  Secretary  there  a  spirit  of  appreciation  and 
helpfulness  was  manifested  by  pastors  and  people. 

We  all  rejoice  over  the  denominational  loyalty  manifested  by 
our  membership  in  this  support  of  the  temperance  cause  under  the 
direction  of  our  Lutheran  Church. 

Much  judicious  and  practical  work  has  been  done  by  our  com- 
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mittee  already,  and  much  more  will  be  done  during  the  coming 
biennium. 

Our  denominational  temperance  movement  has  received  recog¬ 
nition  from  the  Federal  Council  of  the  Churches  in  Christ  in 
America  by  the  election  of  the  General  Secretary  as  an  Associate 
Secretary  of  the  Commission  on  Temperance  and  of  the  Joint  Exe¬ 
cutive  Committee.  Rev.  Edwin  C.  Dinwiddie,  the  chairman  of  our 
committee,  is  also  a  member  of  the  Federal  Council’s  Commission. 

The  General  Secretary  has  visited  thirty  churches  during  this 
biennium,  and  has  received  $1698.98  in  pledges  and  cash.  Of  this 
amount  $856  has  been  paid,  leaving  a  balance  on  pledge  cards  un¬ 
paid  of  $842.98.  The  General  Secretary  has  paid  for  traveling  ex¬ 
penses  $321.  He  has  traveled  6754  miles. 

On  October  18,  1916,  Mr.  Percy  A.  Bellas,  of  Pittsburgh,  Pa., 
was  commissioned  as  a  regular  speaker  for  the  committee.  He  has 
held  three  services.  He  reports  pledges  and  cash  from  the  Second 
Lutheran  Church  of  Altoona,  Pa.,  Rev.  A.  B.  Van  Ormer,  pastor, 
$91.60,  October  8,  1916.  November  5,  1916,  from  St.  Matthew’s 
Lutheran  Church,  Bedford,  Pa.,  Rev.  H.  E.  Wieand,  pastor,  $15.26. 
November  5,  1916,  from  St.  Matthew’s  Church,  Shellsburg,  Pa., 
Rev.  Charles  L.  Quinn,  pastor,  $10.25,  making  a  total  of  $117.11. 
Adding  this  amount  to  the  $1698.98  secured  by  the  General  Secre¬ 
tary,  we  have  a  total  of  $1816.09  received  during  the  biennium,  a 
very  creditable  showing  for  a  movement  like  ours  in  its  experi¬ 
mental  stage.  The  cash  received  from  these  three  congregations 
has  been  paid  to  our  Treasurer  and  is  included  in  the  above  state¬ 
ment  of  the  General  Secretary. 

The  General  Secretary  acknowledges  his  gratitude  to  the  Perman¬ 
ent  Temperance  Committee  for  the  courtesies  extended  him  during 
his  official  connection  with  our  denominational  temperance  work  as 
their  representative,  and  to  the  National  Temperance  Bureau,  of 
which  we  are  a  part  and  of  which  Rev.  E.  C.  Dinwiddie,  chairman 
of  our  Permanent  Committee,  is  the  Superintendent,  for  printing 
a  large  number  of  circular  letters  without  cost  to  the  committee. 

The  General  Secretary  takes  the  liberty  to  suggest  that  the  com¬ 
mittee  request  the  General  Synod  to  instruct  our  District  Synods 
to  add  a  column  to  all  parochial  reports,  in  which  to  record  all 
contributions  made  by  our  individual  congregations  for  the  support 
of  our  denominational  temperance  work.

The  Corresponding  Secretary  of  The  Lutheran  Publication 
Society  reported  the  action  of  that  body  on  the  Official 
Church  Paper,  as  follows: 

Report  on  Official  Church  Paper 

The  Secretary  of  the  Publication  Society  hereby  reports  to  the 
General  Synod  that  he  presented  to  the  Publication  Society  at  its 
meeting  this  day,  the  General  Synod’s  request  that  it  donate  to 
Lutheran  Church  Work  and  Observer  the  sum  of  $18,835.27,  the 
amount  due  the  Publication  Society  from  said  paper.  The  Publi¬ 
cation  Society  considered,  but  did  not  grant  the  request  of  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Synod  to  appropriate  $18,835.27,  on  the  ground  that  it  could  not 
be  legally  done.  In  lieu  thereof  it  has  offered  to  take  over  the 
Church  Work  and  Observer,  meet  all  its  liabilities,  publish  the 
paper,  leaving  the  editorial  control  in  the  hands  of  the  Church 
Paper  Committee. 

The  proposition  of  The  Lutheran  Publication  Society  was 
by  vote,  accepted. 
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Rev.  L.  S.  Keyser,  D.D.,  chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
the  Lutheran  Quarterly ,  submitted  the  following: 

A 

Report  of  Committee  on  “The  Lutheran  Quarterly” 

Your  Committee  on  The  Lutheran  Quarterly  would  respectfully 
offer  the  following  report: 

The  Lutheran  Church  in  all  her  history  has  insisted  on  purity  of 
doctrine  and  to-day  she  makes  the  same  insistence,  and  is  therefore 
true  to  her  history  and  principles.  In  our  Church  it  makes  a  great 
deal  of  difference  what  a  man  believes,  for  God  looketh  upon  the 
heart  as  well  as  upon  the  outward  action.  Purity  of  faith  and 
purity  of  life  must  go  together  in  order  to  produce  the  highest  type 
of  Christian  character.  The  Lutheran  Church  can  never  afford  to 
be  indifferent  to  theology. 

In  order  to  stimulate  scholarly  research  along  theological  and 
cognate  lines,  and  in  order  to  afford  a  proper  medium  for  present¬ 
ing  the  ripened  thought  of  investigators  and  thinkers  to  the  Church 
theological  periodicals  are  necessary.  There  are  many  themes  of 
a  scholarly  and  more  or  less  technical  character  which  cannot  be 
discussed  in  the  ordinary  church  paper,  which  is  intended  for  more 
general  reading.  The  theological  magazine  is  necessary  as  a  forum, 
not  only  for  the  positive  advocacy  and  explication  of  great  doc¬ 
trinal  and  other  religious  themes,  but  also  for  the  scholarly  defence 
of  the  evangelical  faith  against  the  rationalism,  radical  Biblical 
criticism  and  skeptical  science  and  philosophy  of  our  times. 

The  foregoing  remarks  are  made  to  emphasize  the  importance  of 
encouraging  and  supporting  that  worthy  magazine,  The  Lutheran 
Quarterly,  which  is  published  at  Gettysburg,  Pa.,  and  which,  while 
it  is  not  the  property  of  the  General  Synod,  is  edited  by  members 
of  this  body  and  is  conducted  in  its  interest.  Its  editors  are  Drs. 
J.  A.  Singmaster,  J.  A.  Clutz  and  F.  G.  Gotwald.  While  its  col¬ 
umns  permit  a  proper  degree  of  freedom  of  discussion,  editorially 
it  stands  stanchly  and  unequivocally  for  the  theology  and  policies  of 
the  Lutheran  Church.  Its  contents  are  always  of  great  value  to 
thinkers  and  scholars  who  are  abreast  of  the  times. 

For  the  above  reasons  we  recommend  this  invaluable  magazine 
to  all  our  ministers  and  intelligent  laymen,  and  would  urge  upon 
them  to  subscribe  for  it  and  to  read  it  with  as  much  care  and  dili¬ 
gence  as  they  can  command.  Those  who  manage  and  finance  it  are 
engaged  in  a  labor  of  love  for  the  Church,  with  no  intention  to 
enrich  themselves,  and  therefore  they  deserve  the  support  of  our 
people.  We  are  persuaded  that  every  minister  of  our  Church 
should  be  a  reader  of  the  magazine,  and  that  laymen  who  desire  to 
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be  well  informed  as  to  the  theological  and  philosophical  trends  of 
thought  to-day  would  find  it  of  great  profit.

Dr.  Croll  Keller  offered  the  following: 

Resolved,  That  the  Literature  Committee  of  The  Lutheran  Pub¬ 
lication  Society  be  requested,  with  the  approval  of  the  Common 
Service  Committee,  to  publish  a  small  pamphlet  for  the  guidance  of 
congregations  about  to  make  a  change  of  pastors,  the  same  to  em¬ 
body  the  best,  or  a  proper  mode  of  procedure,  in  accord  with  Luth¬ 
eran  usages. 

It  was  referred  to  the  Common  Service  Committee. 

Rev.  H.  B.  Stock,  D.D.,  chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
the  State  of  the  Church,  read  the  committee’s  report,  as 
follows : 

Report  of  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church 

Your  committee  feels  the  seriousness  of  the  duty  laid  upon  it  in 
the  preparation  of  a  report  on  the  state  of  the  Church.  The  feel- 
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ing  of  the  heart  is,  “Who  is  sufficient  for  these  things?”  The  very 
nature  of  the  kingdom  of  God — a  kingdom  which  cometh  not  by 
observation — baffles  any  effort  to  compute  its  numbers,  to  define 
its  progress  or  to  measure  its  dimensions. 

The  true  state  of  the  Church  can  be  and  is  known  only  by  the 
great  Head  of  the  Church,  who  said,  “I  know  thy  works.”  The 
messages  to  the  seven  churches  of  Asia  reveal  how  personal  and 
definite  such  knowledge  is.  A  human  record  may  lay  the  emphasis 
upon  wrong  factors,  exalting  things  which  are  secondary  and  mini¬ 
mizing  features  which  should  be  stressed.  It  may  be  well  for  us 
to  open  our  ears  and  listen  anew  to  the  voice  of  Him  who,  through 
John,  spoke  to  the  churches  in  Asia.  The  Church  was  commended 
for  her  labors,  patience,  hatred  of  evil,  fainting  not  under  perse¬ 
cution,  loyalty  to  the  name,  faithfulness  to  the  word,  charity,  faith, 
watchfulness,  entering  open  doors  of  opportunity.  The  Church 
was  censured  for  losing  the  enthusiasm  of  first  love,  compromising 
with  evil,  hypocrisy,  lack  of  perfected  service,  lukewarmness.  A 
true  report  of  the  condition  of  the  Church  would  therefore  be  a 
record  of  the  success  or  failure  along  these  lines,  but  such  record 
is  impossible.  Any  report  must  of  necessity  be  an  approximation, 
a  recording  only  of  impressions  received  from  outward  manifes¬ 
tations. 

STATISTICS 

Someone  has  said  “there  are  white  lies,  black  lies  and  statistics.” 
However  much  the  statistical  column  may  be  maligned  on  account 
of  the  sins  of  others,  yet  statistics  become  the  basis  for  compari¬ 
sons  and  the  foundation  for  building  theories.  They  will  ever  be 
with  us  and  we  must  make  the  best  of  them.  We  do  not  forget 
that  the  Book  of  Numbers  is  a  census  of  the  tribes  of  Israel,  and 
that  it  is  said  that  on  Pentecost  3000  souls  were  added  to  the  Church 
and  that  this  number  soon  grew  to  5000.  The  Year  Book  of  the 
Federal  Council  of  Churches  of  Christ  in  America  gives  very  en¬ 
couraging  records  of  the  progress  of  the  Church  as  a  whole.  The 
year  1916  showed  a  net  increase  of  747,000,  of  whom  over  500,000 
were  to  the  Protestant  Churches.  The  gain  in  ministers  was  2643, 
almost  double  the  gain  in  1915,  the  Lutherans  reporting  the  second 
largest  increase.  There  are  208,222  Sunday  schools,  2,053,345  teach¬ 
ers  and  officers,  and  21,454,433  scholars.  The  increase  in  the  Sun¬ 
day  schools  during  the  last  ten  years  was  over  6,000,000.  The 
aggregate  religious  membership  is  given  as  40,000,000.  In  four 
states  the  Lutherans  lead  the  great  Protestant  forces — Minnesota, 
North  Dakota,  South  Dakota,  Wisconsin.  In  seven  states  the  Luth¬ 
eran  communicant  membership  is  second — Pennnsylvania,  Illinois, 
Iowa,  Maryland,  Michigan,  Montana  and  Nebraska. 
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The  statistics  of  the  General  Synod,  presented  by  our  painstaking 
Statistical  Secretary,  exhibit  a  general  increase  with  but  few  in¬ 
stances  of  less  strength.  Some  of  the  gains  are:  churches,  35; 
pastors,  48;  students  for  ministry,  26;  Brotherhoods,  36;  Young 
People’s  Societies,  35;  Women’s  Missionary  Societies,  59;  communi¬ 
cant  membership,  12,214;  confirmed  membership,  26,734;  total  bene¬ 
volence,  $107,228.  The  losses  are  in  the  number  of  adult  accessions 
reported  and  in  total  enrollment  of  Sunday  schools. 

MINUTES  OF  DISTRICT  SYNODS 

Your  committee  has  had  access  to  the  printed  minutes  of  most 
of  the  District  Synods,  through  the  courtesy  of  the  secretaries  of 
these  bodies.  Most  of  the  Synods  have  a  committee  on  the  State  of 
the  Church.  Through  questionaires  sent  to  the  churches  an  effort 
is  made  to  present  the  condition  of  the  Church  along  lines  of  ex¬ 
ternal  growth  and  internal  development.  The  reading  of  these 
minutes  and  reports  is  like  coming  to  a  place  where  a  look  can  be 
taken  over  the  entire  field  of  our  Church’s  activity,  revealing  the 
mountain  tops  of  strength  and  progress,  and  the  valleys  of  weak¬ 
ness  and  loss.  It  is  like  a  view  of  the  great  machinery  whose 
ceaseless  working  is  contributing  toward  the  accomplishing  of  the 
great  task  of  establishing  God’s  kingdom  in  the  world. 

Pastors  are  faithfully  preaching  the  word  and  catechizing  the 
young  and  thus  laying  a  sure  foundation  for  growth  in  permanent 
Christian  character ;  congregations  are  adopting  more  modern  and 
effective  methods  for  gathering  the  benevolences  and  administering 
the  affairs  of  the  Church ;  the  conviction  of  stewardship  is  growing 
and  larger  gifts  and  offerings  are  coming  into  the  treasuries ;  the 
Sunday  schools  are  growing  in  trained  leadership,  modern  equip¬ 
ment  and  intelligent  organization;  the  women  of  the  Church,  in 
their  missionary  activity,  are  forgetting  the  glorious  deeds  of  the 
past  and  constantly  pressing  forward  to  new  and  larger  tasks ;  the 
laymen  are  seeking  to  make  their  cultivated  talents  count  for  larger 
things  in  the  kingdom ;  the  literature  of  the  Church  is  being  more 
largely  received  in  the  homes,  speaking  for  a  more  intelligent  con¬ 
stituency;  the  Church  is  fervently  praying  for  more  young  men  to 
enter  the  ministry;  the  responsibility  for  permeating  the  homeland 
with  the  truths  of  God  and  of  the  evangelization  of  the  world  is 
being  felt  as  never  before.  One  cannot  look  over  these  proceedings 
of  the  various  sections  of  our  General  Synod  without  being  im¬ 
pressed  with  the  fact  that  it  is  a  body  of  most  earnest  and  faithful 
pastors  and  people,  who  are  busily  engaged  in  extending  the  king¬ 
dom  and  developing  it  along  every  line.  We  doubt  if  there  can  be 
found  so  much  real  constructive  work  anywhere  as  is  being  done 
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in  the  churches  of  the  various  District  Synods.  Loyal  and  true  to 
the  word  and  sacraments,  faithful  in  indoctrinating  the  young,  ac¬ 
tive  in  pastoral  and  personal  evangelism,  without  the  blast  of  trum¬ 
pets  and  sounding  of  drums,  the  Church  is  moving  along  in  a  con¬ 
sistent  advance  and  manifesting  a  most  healthy  growth. 

BOARDS  OF  THE  CHURCH 

Another  source  of  information  has  been  the  reports  of  the  vari¬ 
ous  Boards  and  committees  of  the  Church.  In  these,  probably  more 
than  elsewhere,  the  true  status  of  the  Church  is  revealed.  While 
they  may  not  on  the  surface  tell  of  decisions  for  Christ  or  of  growth 
in  the  practice  of  prayer  or  the  study  of  the  word,  yet  in  the  oper¬ 
ations  of  these  activities  there  is  presented  the  fruits  of  the  conse¬ 
cration  that  takes  place  in  the  private  closet  or  the  public  sanctuary. 

The  increased  benevolences,  the  extension  of  the  work,  the  com¬ 
missioning  of  Home  and  Foreign  missionaries,  young  women  offer¬ 
ing  themselves  for  the  deaconess  work,  young  men  offering  them¬ 
selves  for  the  ministry,  the  care  of  the  orphan  and  the  aged,  the 
interest  in  the  aged  pastor,  the  planting  of  new  missions,  the  erec¬ 
tion  of  houses  of  worship,  all  these  are  the  fruitage  of  a  faithful 
preaching  and  teaching  of  the  word  of  God  and  of  communion 
with  God  in  prayer.  These  are  the  visible  effects  of  the  invisible 
operation  of  the  Holy  Spirit  in  the  Church  upon  the  hearts  of  God’s 
children.  These  reports  have  been  presented  to  you,  and  in  the 
printed  minutes  you  will  have  the  opportunity  to  carefully  analyze 
them  and  see  the  real  work  of  the  Church.  It  is  but  fair  that  atten¬ 
tion  should  be  called  to  the  magnificent  progress  exhibited  in  all 
these  reports  and  the  uniform  spirit  of  faith  and  hope  that  breathes 
through  them.  This  is  significant  in  the  face  of  the  financial  con¬ 
dition  of  the  country  during  the  last  years  and  the  very  unsettled 
state  of  society  to-day,  which  the  war  has  produced. 

NEW  MOVEMENTS 

The  last  General  Synod  inaugurated  a  number  of  new  movements 
that  have  a  direct  bearing  on  the  Church’s  life. 

The  two  religious  papers  were  united  into  one  official  church 
paper,  the  Lutheran  Church  Work  and  Observer.  There  has  been 
reported  a  subscription  list  of  21,000,  while  the  combined  subscrip¬ 
tions  of  the  two  papers  had  been  16,000  net. 

The  office  of  Lay  Reader  was  instituted.  Two  years  have  been 
too  short  a  period  to  make  this  very  effective.  Hereafter  this  will 
be  under  the  care  of  the  Inner  Mission  Board. 

A  Board  of  Inner  Missions  was  created.  Their  first  report  to 
this  session  of  General  Synod  reveals  at  once  the  vast  possibilities 
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for  developing  congregational  service  and  the  vast  fields  of  en¬ 
deavor  included  in  the  idea  of  Inner  Missions.  The  promise  is  for 
large  results  as  this  work  becomes  better  understood  by  the  Church. 

Two  of  the  larger  activities  of  the  Church  were  united  under  one 
Board  of  Home  Missions  and  Church  Extension.  The  report  of 
this  Board  for  the  biennium  would  seem  to  fully  justify  the  wis¬ 
dom  of  the  action  in  uniting  these  two  great  interests  of  the  Church. 
The  receipts  were  over  fifty  thousand  dollars  in  excess  of  any  pre¬ 
vious  report. 

IMPORTANT  EVENTS 

This  biennium  has  seen  the  country  enter  into  the  great  world 
war.  Two  years  ago  the  country  was  an  on-looker,  with  its  sym¬ 
pathies  and  convictions  divided  between  the  two  sides  of  the  far- 
flung  battle  line.  To-day  we  are  actual  participants  in  this  terrible 
struggle.  We  have  already  experienced  what  war  means  to  the 
commercial  life,  and  will,  no  doubt,  more  largely  experience  in  the 
days  before  us  what  war  means  to  the  home  and  to  the  Church. 
When  the  war  broke  out  the  cry  went  forth  that  religion  had  ceased, 
that  the  Church  had  failed,  that  the  kingdom  of  God  was  over¬ 
thrown.  The  kingdom  of  God  has  not  ceased.  It  is  indeed  a  sad 
commentary  on  the  sinfulness  of  the  human  heart,  that  after  twenty 
centuries  of  Christian  effort  the  gospel  of  the  Son  of  God  has  not 
been  able  to  overcome  the  selfishness  and  unbridled  ambition  for 
gain  and  power  in  the  hearts  of  individuals  and  nations.  But  this 
does  not  mean  that  the  Church  has  failed.  God  is  still  on  His 
throne.  He  is  working  out  marvelous  parts  of  His  program.  He 
has  other  ways  than  war  to  bring  His  purposes  to  pass.  He  has 
other  curative  agencies  than  the  armaments  of  nations.  When  of 
old  Israel  said:  “Give  us  a  king  to  judge  us,”  Jehovah  said  to 
Samuel:  “They  have  not  rejected  thee,  but  they  have  rejected  me, 
that  I  should  not  reign  over  them.”  He  instructed  Samuel  to  prom¬ 
ise  them  their  request,  but  he  was  to  show  them  the  consequences 
of  desiring  to  be  governed  other  than  by  God’s  plan.  The  bloody 
soil  of  Israel’s  valleys  and  the  captivity  in  a  foreign  land  bear  testi¬ 
mony  to  the  dire  consequences.  When  men  take  the  plan  out  of 
God’s  hands  and  build  great  navies  and  create  huge  standing  armies 
and  say,  “These  be  our  gods,  these  be  our  strength  and  defence,” 
then  God  permits  nations  and  individuals  to  pay  the  price.  It  will 
be  a  terrible  price  to  have  paid  for  some  things  precious  and  es¬ 
sential,  that  could  have  come  in  other  ways,  but  it  may  be  that  the 
people  of  to-morow  will  bless  the  people  of  to-day  for  their  sacri¬ 
fices.  The  testing  time  of  the  Church  has  not  been  these  years  that 
have  passed,  however  critical  they  may  have  been.  The  testing 
time  will  be  to-morrow.  Will  the  Church  do  her  duty  to-morrow? 
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Will  she  fearlessly  preach  and  live  the  gospel  of  forgiveness  to 
those  who  have  sinned?  Will  she  be  the  good  Samaritan  among 
the  stricken  of  the  world,  pouring  in  the  soothing  ointment  upon 
the  wounds  which  intense  hate  have  made  so  deep  ?  Will  she  go 
forth  to  save  the  world  as  if  she  really  believed  that  her  ascended 
Lord  gave  her  not  only  the  commission,  but  the  power  to  make  it 
effective?  Will  she  be  true  to  her  tasks  in  the  days  to  come  and 
work  and  pray  and  give  and  love  and  sacrifice  and  die,  if  need  be, 
to  build  up  a  better,  a  happier,  a  holier  society? 

The  nation  has  found,  and  will  continue  to  find,  the  Lutheran 
Church  loyal  and  true.  No  Church  has  risen  to  the  needs  of  the 
hour  with  greater  devotion,  as  is  shown  by  the  resolutions  of  her 
synodical  bodies,  the  patriotic  services  in  her  churches,  the  hearty 
response  of  the  students  in  her  schools,  the  large  number  of  her 
young  men  who  have  answered  the  nation’s  call  and  her  young 
women,  who  have  gone  into  Red  Cross  and  similar  service.  The 
Lutheran  Church  was  among  the  pioneer  religious  forces  in  this 
country.  She  is  no  more  a  foreign  Church  than  any  other  denomi¬ 
nation.  The  only  real  native  worship  was  that  of  the  primitive 
inhabitants,  “whose  untutored  mind  saw  God  in  the  clouds  and 
heard  Him  in  the  winds,”  and  whose  houses  of  worship  were  the 
groves,  God’s  first  temples.  The  Lutheran  Church,  by  her  very 
actions,  has  always  said  to  “Columbia” :  “Thy  people  shall  be  my 
people ;  whither  thou  goest  I  will  go ;  where  thou  lodgest  I  will 
lodge,  the  Lord  do  so  to  me  and  more  also,  if  aught  but  death  part 
thee  and  me.” 

It  was  a  Muhlenberg  who  threw  off  the  clerical  gown  in  the  pul¬ 
pit  and  stood  before  the  people  in  full  regimentals  of  a  Continental 
soldier  and  summoned  the  congregation  to  the  nation’s  defence. 
The  descendants  of  Muhlenberg  to-day  are  coming  forth  and  of¬ 
fering  themselves  to  the  President  of  the  United  States  for  what¬ 
ever  service  may  be  asked  of  them. 

The  biennium  has  marked  the  preparation  for  and  partial  observ¬ 
ance  of  the  four  hundredth  anniversary  of  the  Protestant  Refor¬ 
mation.  The  committee  on  this  celebration  has  well-laid  plans  to 
bring  the  truths  of  the  Reformation  to  the  thought  of  the  country. 
It  will  result  in  a  better  understanding  of  the  Lutheran  Church  on 
the  part  of  others,  and  a  deeper  appreciation  of  her  on  the  part  of 
her  own  followers.  The  Lutheran  Church  has  her  weakness  and 
failures,  but  she  has  her  strength  and  successes  as  well.  When 
the  hour  comes  for  the  drawing  together  of  the  forces  of  Protes¬ 
tantism  no  center  will  be  more  logical  for  the  rallying  point,  whether 
from  the  standpoint  of  history,  purity  of  doctrine,  deep  piety  or 
conservative  administration  than  the  Church  of  the  Augsburg  Con- 
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fession.  The  Church  of  the  future  must  be  that  Church  that  most 
nearly  presents  in  her  confessions  the  fundamental  things  of  the 
word  of  God.  In  all  humility,  yet  conscious  of  right,  we  say  that 
when  the  hour  comes  for  the  unifying  of  the  scattered  forces  of 
Christendom  the  Lutheran  Church  will  have  occasion  to  make  the 
least  modification  in  the  things  to  which  subscription  must  be  made. 

GENERAL 

The  report  would  be  incomplete  without  loving  and  reverent 
tribute  to  the  memory  of  the  noble  men  and  women,  some  of  them 
prominent  in  the  work  of  the  Church,  who  have  died.  They  have 
served  their  generation,  and  served  it  well,  and  have  fallen  on  sleep. 
The  workmen  fall,  the  work  moves  on.  It  is  the  Church  of  the 
living  God. 

This  report  is  the  view  of  the  working  of  two  years.  A  larger 
arc  than  two  years  of  the  great  circle  of  time  is  needed  to  view 
the  masterly  progress  of  the  Christ  as  He  moves  down  the  cen¬ 
turies  transforming  the  kingdoms  of  the  world.  We  are  thinking 
to-day  in  the  terms  of  the  quadricentennial  of  the  Reformation. 
Four  centuries  are  passing  in  review.  This  is  a  better  standard  for 
a  judgment  of  the  progress  of  the  kingdom.  Let  the  mind  take  it¬ 
self  to  some  high  mental  mountain,  where  all  the  kingdoms  of  the 
world  can  be  seen,  and  look  over  the  vast  panorama  of  Christian 
nations,  regenerated  heathen  tribes,  ennobled  childhood,  exalted 
womanhood,  enfranchised  slaves,  open  Bibles,  liberty  of  thought 
and  speech,  churches,  schools,  hospitals,  institutions  of  mercy  and 
helpfulness.  This  view  in  contrast  with  the  condition  of  the  world 
when  Luther  nailed  the  theses  on  the  door  of  the  Castle  Church 
at  Wittenberg  is  the  justification  of  the  song,  “Our  God  is  March¬ 
ing  On,”  and  the  foregleam  of  the  day  when  the  kingdoms  of  this 
world  shall  become  in  reality  the  kingdoms  of  the  Lord  and  His 
Christ. 

The  last  word  of  this  report  has  been  reserved  for  a  record  of 
grateful  thanksgiving  to  Almighty  God  for  His  shaping  of  events 
that  is  bringing  together  the  scattered  forces  of  our  beloved  Church. 
The  movement  for  a  closer  union — ever  the  object  of  hope  and 
prayer  and  labors  for  years — was  crystallized  suddenly  by  the  con¬ 
viction  that  this  union  would  be  the  most  fitting  memorial  of  the 
celebration  of  the  four  hundredth  anniversary  ol  the  Reformation. 
This  fact  was  stated  to  the  Church  only  a  few  months  ago.  It  was 
then  but  a  small  hope,  appearing  on  the  Church’s  horizon,  not  larger 
than  the  cloud  which  Elijah  saw  as  a  prophecy  of  coming  relief. 
The  cloud  grew  rapidly  over  the  Church's  sky.  The  first  droppings 
of  this  cloud  of  blessing  came  Friday  afternoon,  June  22,  at  fifteen 
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minutes  after  3  o’clock  in  Unity  Church,  Chicago,  when  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Synod,  without  a  dissenting  voice  or  vote,  put  itself  on  record 
as  favoring  a  merger  of  the  three  General  Bodies — the  General 
Synod,  the  General  Council  and  the  United  Synod  in  the  South 
into  the  United  Lutheran  Church  in  America.  May  this  same  cloud 
continue  to  pour  out  its  blessings,  forming  a  mighty  stream  that 
shall,  by  its  very  depth  and  volume,  cover  over  and  carry  with  it 
all  the  man-made  barriers  that  have  kept  the  Lutheran  fold  of  the 
world  dwelling  apart!  May  there  eventually  be  gathered  into  this 
stream  all  the  scattered  forces  of  Christendom  and  the  prayer  of 
the  great  Head  of  the  Church  for  the  oneness  of  His  Church  be 
realized !

Whereas,  The  establishment  of  a  Lutheran  sanatorium  at  Belen, 
New  Mexico,  by  the  Rocky  Mountain  Synod  is  an  event  of  vital 
interest  to  the  entire  Lutheran  Church  in  America;  therefore, 

1.  Resolved,  That  the  General  Synod  heartily  endorses  this  in¬ 
stitution  and  earnestly  recommends  it  to  the  liberality  of  our  people. 

2.  Resolved,  That  the  General  Synod  expresses  its  appreciation  of 
the  gift  of  ten  acres  of  land  for  this  purpose  by  Mr.  John  Becker, 
of  Belen,  and  that  we  recommend  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  that  it 
accept  the  entire  forty  acres  offered  for  the  future  development  of 
this  work. 

3.  Resolved ,  That  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  this  sanatorium  is 
authorized  to  raise  throughout  the  Church  not  less  than  $20,000 
within  the  next  two  years. 

The  committee  recommends  that  the  Rev.  Dr.  J.  A.  M.  Ziegler  be 
permitted  to  address  the  Synod  on  this  subject.

1.  In  the  recommendations  contained  in  the  report  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  the  Four  Hundredth  Anniversary  of  the  Reformation  we 
find  this  recommendation  on  page  19,  number  7,  of  the  printed  Min¬ 
utes  of  the  1915  convention:  “That  we  affirm  the  action  of  the 
General  Synod  at  Atchison,  namely,  that  the  General  Synod  under¬ 
take  the  raising  of  a  fund  of  $1,000,000  as  a  Luther  Memorial  Fund, 
to  be  used  for  the  educational  work  of  the  Synod.”  (See  Minutes 
of  1913,  page  124,  and  Minutes  of  1915,  page  19.) 

2.  In  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Resolutions  the  following 
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resolution  appears  on  page  198  of  the  1915  Minutes:  “ Resolved ,

Rev.  F.  P.  Manhart,  D.D.,  the  representative  of  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Synod  in  the  matter  of  a  Free  Conference  of  Lutherans, 
presented  the  following  report : 
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A  Lutheran  Free  Conference 

Your  representative  to  arrange,  with  others,  if  found  practicable, 
for  the  holding  of  another  Free  and  General  Conference  of  Luth¬ 
erans  in  America,  respectfully  submits  the  following: 

1.  It  is  the  understanding  that  when  another  conference  is  held 
men  from  various  Lutheran  bodies,  other  than  those  from  which 
men  came  to  the  three  conferences  that  have  been  held,  will  be  free 
to  participate. 

2.  There  has  been  expressed,  in  many  of  the  leading  Lutheran 
periodicals  and  by  individuals,  the  opinion  that  such  a  Free  General 
Conference  should  be  held  in  the  latter  part  of  this  quadricentennial 
year.  So  far  as  the  three  bodies  which  are  included  in  the  pro¬ 
posed  merger  are  themselves  concerned  there  is  no  call  for  such  a 
conference.  If,  however,  it  should  appear  that  there  is  sufficient  in¬ 
terest  and  desire  in  and  for  a  conference  on  the  part  of  men  con¬ 
nected  with  other  Lutheran  bodies,  then  such  a  conference  could 
profitably  be  held  and  men  from  the  three  bodies  should,  and  doubt¬ 
less  would,  be  willing  to  co-operate. 

3.  It  should  be  understood  that  the  representative  of  the  General 
Synod  in  this  matter  may,  at  his  judgment,  confer  with  men  con¬ 
nected  with  our  various  Lutheran  bodies,  and  visit  synodical  meet¬ 
ings  in  the  interests  of  another  Free  General  Conference  of  Luth¬ 
erans  in  America  on  the  broad  basis  heretofore  outlined  and 
approved.

Rev.  E.  E.  Blint,  D.D.,  chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Resolutions,  read  the  report  of  the  committee,  as  follows: 

Report  of  Committee  on  Resolutions 

Resolved,  That  since  much  of  the  religious  thinking  of  our  day 
has  been  permeated  with  the  spirit  of  negation,  compromise  and 
ambiguity  of  statement,  and  since  we  are  brought  face  to  face  with 
an  over-emphasis  of  the  subjective  aspects  of  our  holy  religion  and 
anti-supernaturalistic  critical  methods  which  seriously  endanger 
the  life  of  the  Church  and  its  power  over  the  minds  and  hearts  of 
men,  the  integrity  and  inspiration  of  the  Scriptures,  the  sufficiency 
of  the  atoning  work  of  our  Lord  and  Saviour,  the  nature  of  the 
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Church  and  its  primary  claims  upon  men ;  therefore,  we  reaffirm 
our  faith  in  the  “canonical  Scriptures  of  the  Old  and  New  Testa¬ 
ments  as  the  inspired  word  of  God  and  as  the  only  infallible  rule 
and  standard  of  faith  and  practice  according  to  which  all  doctrines 
and  teachers  are  to  be  judged,  and  hold  the  Unaltered  Augsburg 
Confession  as  a  correct  exhibition  of  the  faith  and  doctrines  as 
founded  upon  that  word.” 

Resolved,  That  in  view  of  the  relation  of  the  Reformation  of 
the  sixteenth  century  to  the  origin  of  Protestant  Christianity,  its 
influence  in  the  development  of  the  freedom  of  conscience  and 
liberty  in  faith  and  practice,  its  stimulation  of  the  growth  of  edu¬ 
cation,  its  enlargement  of  the  scope  of  charities,  its  ever-widening 
circle  of  helpful  influences  and  teaching,  we  welcome  and  encourage 
all  efforts  on  the  part  of  any  and  all  people  which  have  in  view  the 
proper  celebration  of  this  quadricentennial. 

Resolved,  That  we  commend  to  all  District  Synods,  conferences 
and  congregations  this  jubilee  year  as  a  golden  opportunity  of  in¬ 
forming,  through  special  conventions  and  programs,  our  own  peo¬ 
ple  and  all  others  who  can  be  reached,  concerning  the  precious  heri¬ 
tage  of  our  great  Church,  and  call  them  to  a  higher  appreciation 
and  more  loyal  practice  of  those  principles  which  brought  the 
Reformation  to  pass. 

Resolved,  That  we  hereby  express  our  gratitude  to  God  for  the 
prospect  of  bringing  together  almost  1,000,000  members  of  our  faith 
into  what  is  to  be  known  as  the  United  Lutheran  Church  in  Amer¬ 
ica,  and  that  we,  the  delegates  of  the  General  Synod,  in  convention 
assembled,  do  hereby  pledge  ourselves  to  loyalty  in  the  continuance 
of  this  effort  until  the  merger  proposed  shall  be  completed,  looking 
forward  to  that  day  when  the  Church  of  the  great  confession  shall 
be  one — The  Lutheran  Church  of  the  World,  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  the  General  Synod  hereby  endorse  the  proposed 
union  of  the  General  Synod,  the  General  Council  and  the  United 
Synod  in  the  South,  and  that  we  earnestly  urge  that  our  District 
Synods  take  like  favorable  and  unanimous  action. 

Resolved,  That  in  view  of  the  intense  suffering  the  world  war 
has  entailed,  we  extend  our  deepest  and  fraternal  sympathy  to  our 
Christian  brethren  in  foreign  countries  and  to  the  anxious  and 
sorrowing  ones  in  the  homes  of  our  own  land;  that  we  pray  that 
the  present  war  may  speedily  end,  and  that  a  just  and  lasting  peace 
may  soon  be  established,  and  that  Christian  goodwill  may  prevail 
among  all  men  and  nations;  that  we  hope  that  the  terrible  experi¬ 
ences  of  this  war  may  incline  all  men  to  appreciate  most  deeply  the 
spiritual  realities  of  Christianity  as  the  only  basis  upon  which  all 
differences  among  all  nations  can  be  adjusted;  that  we  pray  that 
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divine  guidance  and  strength  may  be  granted  to  the  President  and 
the  Congress  of  the  United  States  and  to  all  those  associated  with 
them  in  an  administrative  capacity,  and  that  we  “prayerfully  and 
sympathetically  commend  the  President  and  the  army  and  the  navy 
to  the  God  of  nations  that  they  may  be  enriched  with  faith  and 
patience,  and  comforted  and  guarded  in  their  day  of  trial  and  need” ; 
that  we  express  our  gratitude  to  all  those  in  authority  who  have 
created  a  zone  around  our  training  camps  from  which  have  been 
excluded  the  saloon  and  other  incentives  to  immorality,  and  that 
we  urge*  that  they  enforce  all  regulations  bearing  on  this  import¬ 
ant  matter;  that  we  commend  the  work  done  in  behalf  of  our  mili¬ 
tary  and  naval  forces  by  our  Inner  Mission  Board,  the  Young 
Men’s  Christian  Association  and  the  various  churches  in  the  neigh¬ 
borhood  of  our  training  camps ;  that  we  earnestly  pray  to  Almighty 
God  that  out  of  the  cataclysm  of  these  troublous  days  of  material 
and  military  preparation  the  Church  of  the  living  God  may  lead 
this  and  other  nations  back  to  a  realizing  sense  of  God’s  power, 
justice  and  love. 

Resolved,  That  the  General  Synod  hereby  pledges  its  unswerving 
loyalty  to  our  government  and  country  in  the  great  war  in  which 
we  are  now  engaged  for  the  purpose  of  defending  our  national 
honor  and  re-establishing  international  law  and  order  in  the  world. 

Resolved,  That  the  General  Synod  does  hereby  express  the  hope 
that  the  management  of  our  Church  schools  will  do  all  in  their 
power  by  means  of  emphasis  on  religion  and  its  importance,  and 
by  means  of  addresses  on  distinctively  religious  themes  to  deepen 
the  Christian  life  among  the  students  committed  to  their  care,  and 
that  at  the  earliest  day  possible  they  make  provision  for  the  office 
of  college  chaplains  in  the  person  of  qualified  and  adapted  men  who 
shall  give  their  time  to  such  work  in  the  said  schools  of  the  Church, 
and  that  they  discourage  any  influences  that  might  militate  against 
the  development  of  the  spiritual  life  of  the  students. 

Resolved,  That  in  line  with  the  resolution  of  the  Convention  of 
the  Federated  Council  of  Lutheran  Brotherhoods,  the  General 
Synod  recommend  to  all  of  the  District  Synods  the  Guntur  College 
as  a  legitimate  and  worthy  object  for  the  special  support  of  the 
Brotherhoods  of  the  churches,  the  men’s  Bible  classes  and  the  boys’ 
classes  of  the  Sunday  schools,  it  being  understood  that  all  money 
thus  contributed  during  the  coming  biennium  will  be  used  for  per¬ 
manent  buildings  and  endowment  only. 

Resolved,  That  the  General  Synod  hereby  reiterates  its  policy  of 
hostility  to  the  liquor  traffic,  and  earnestly  urges  our  people  to  do 
all  in  their  power,  in  every  legitimate  way,  to  hasten  its  final  over¬ 
throw,  and  that  we  call  upon  the  President  and  the  Congress  of  the 
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United  States  to  exert  all  their  power  to  secure  the  suppression  of 
the  traffic  as  a  means  of  conserving  both  men  and  material  re¬ 
sources. 

Resolved,  That  this  General  Synod  hereby  reaffirms  the  action 
of  former  General  Synods  regarding  the  divine  obligation  of  the 
Lord’s  day,  and  that,  in  view  of  the  great  indifference  on  the  part 
of  many  professing  Christians  to  the  sacred  character  and  binding 
power  of  this  holy  day,  we  call  upon  our  people  to  do  everything 
possible  for  its  proper  observance. 

Resolved,  That  the  salary  of  the  Secretary  of  the  General  Synod 
be  made  $200  per  year. 

Resolved,  That  we  extend  our  sincere  thanks  to  the  Lutherans  of 
Chicago  who  had  any  part  in  making  our  sojourn  in  the  city  so 
delightful,  namely,  to  the  committee  of  pastors  and  laymen,  all  of 
whom  labored  earnestly  to  accord  us  a  hearty  reception  and  to 
make  our  stay  a  pleasant  one;  to  the  members  and  friends  of  the 
Lutheran  churches  who  opened  their  hospitable  homes  for  the  use 
and  comfort  of  the  delegates  and  visitors;  to  the  pastor  and  council 
of  Unity  Lutheran  Church  for  the  manner  in  which  they  provided 
for  guests  in  their  new  and  beautiful  edifice;  to  the  ladies  of  the 
church  for  the  reception  on  Wednesday  afternoon  in  the  church 
parlors;  to  the  daily  press  for  all  favors  rendered;  to  all  friends 
of  the  church  who  furnished  private  automobiles  for  a  most  enjoy¬ 
able  trip  through  the  city;  to  the  members  of  the  several  church 
choirs,  and  to  all  others  who  contributed  in  any  way  to  the  delight¬ 
ful  and  inspiring  music  so  excellently  rendered  at  this  great  and 
memorable  convention  of  the  General  Synod.

The  Thirty-ninth  Report  of  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  of 
the  General  Synod  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  in  the 
United  States  of  America 

Mr.  President,  Fathers  and  Brethren  : 

Your  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  presents  herewith  its  thirty- 
ninth  biennial  report.  Within  the  past  biennium,  our  Foreign 
Mission  enterprise  has  passed  the  seventy-fifth  milestone  since  its 
start  in  1841.  On  October  5,  1841,  Rev.  C.  F.  Heyer  set  sail  from 
Boston  and  five  months  later  landed  in  India  and  founded  our 
Guntur  Mission.  On  July  31,  1917,  Founder’s  Day,  our  Guntur 
missionaries  will  celebrate  the  seventy-fifth  anniversary.  They  will 
recount  some  of  the  events  as  well  as  the  progress  that  has  attended 
the  enterprise,  since  the  time  of  the  arrival  of  Dr.  Heyer. 

Quadri-Centennial 

It  is  a  coincidence  worthy  of  note  that  the  diamond  jubilee  of 
our  missionary  work  and  the  quadri-centennial  celebration  of  the 
Protestant  Reformation  occur  in  the  same  year.  A  suitable  refer¬ 
ence  must  certainly  find  a  place  in  this  report,  and  an  account  of  an 
earnest  effort  to  carry  out  the  noble  spirit  of  the  great  Reformer’s 
work  should  claim  attention  and  enlist  the  interest  of  all  our 
Church  members.

Death  of  Rev.  O.  C.  Roth,  D.D.,  July  10,  1915 
The  Rev.  O.  C.  Roth,  D.D.,  since  1895  a  Board  member,  except 
for  the  two  bienniums  from  1901-1905,  passed  to  his  eternal  home, 
in  the  midst  of  his  days  and  usefulness.  Foreign  missions  were 
near  to  his  heart,  and  his  counsel  and  helpfulness  shall  be  greatly 
missed. 

Field  Secretary 

On  April  6,  1916,  the  Rev.  Luther  Kuhlman,  D.D.,  was  elected 
Field  Secretary  of  the  Board.  On  the  22d  of  April  he  resigned  as 
President  of  the  Board  and  accepted  the  call  to  take  up  his  new 
position  on  the  first  of  September.  Dr.  Kuhlman,  according  to  the 
Board’s  note  of  appreciation,  “served  the  Board  with  untiring  zeal 
and  fine  judgment  for  thirty-two  years  as  a  member,  and  for 
nineteen  years  as  its  President.  .  .  .  During  his  long  period  of 

service  there  were  times  of  crisis,  but  through  them  all  he  showed 
himself  a  calm  counselor,  a  faithful  burden-bearer,  a  true  yoke¬ 
fellow,  a  highly  esteemed  and  greatly  loved  servant  of  the  Church.”

The  most 
serious  illness  was  that  of  Miss  Brenneman  in  India.  In  Africa, 
the  health  of  all  has  been  remarkably  maintained.  In  South 
America  our  missionaries  have  been  suffering  considerably  from 
malaria,  but  have  continued  at  their  work.

Mr.  William  Decker,  Montgomery,  Pa.,  and  Mrs.  A.  M.  Thomp¬ 
son,  of  Pittsburgh,  Pa.,  are  supporting  missionaries  in  our  India 
field,  the  former,  Rev.  H.  R.  Spangler,  and  the  latter,  Dr.  Eleanor 
Bittinger  Wolf. 

Another,  who  does  not  desire  his  name  to  be  used,  who  assumed 
the  support  of  his  missionary  on  November,  1916,  will  be  assigned 
one  later. 

The  Board  would  call  especial  attention  to  this  part  of  the  report. 
Many  churches  and  not  a  few  individuals  should  consider  this 
field  of  Christian  activity.  It  furnishes  one  of  the  closest  and  most 
effective  links  between  the  Church  and  the  individual  with  the 
missionary. 

A  missionary  is  assigned  to  a  congregation  when  it  is  willing  to 
contribute  $1000,  or  under  special  circumstances,  $750.  It  is  under¬ 
stood  that  this  is  not  what  it  costs  to  maintain  a  missionary  in 
the  work.  At  least  $2000  is  a  reasonable  sum  for  him  and  his 
entire  maintenance.  It  should  be  stated  that  nearly  all  churches  to 
whom  missionary  workers  are  assigned  contribute  $1000  each. 

Patrons  and  Proteges 

The  recently  published  leaflet,  “Living  Links,”  gives  full  informa¬ 
tion  on  the  present  method  of  assignment  of  proteges  to  patrons. 
Such  assignment  is  made  only  by  number  and  not  by  name.  One 
of  the  missionaries  writes  a  letter  annually  concerning  the  work 
of  each  class  of  proteges,  a  copy  of  which  is  sent  to  each  patron. 
The  annual  cost  of  supporting  a  student  or  Christian  worker  is 
$25  and  $30,  respectively.  This  amount  covers  the  ordinary  ex¬ 
penses  of  the  former,  but  is  only  a  fair  average  of  the  salary  of  a 
Christian  worker.  The  Board  strongly  urges  all  supporting  friends 
not  to  send  presents  to  their  proteges.  It  is  hoped  that  all  amounts 
contributed  under  this  head  will  be  in  excess  of  the  apportionment. 
The  old  system  is  continued,  but  the  new  has  been  in  force  over 
twelve  years.  The  following  shows  the  numbers  under  each  sys¬ 
tem  :

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This  comparison  shows  a  decrease  during  the  biennium  of  seven 
under  the  old,  and  an  increase  under  the  new  system  of  44,  or  an 
increase  under  both  of  37.  This  department  of  work  appeals  very 
strongly  to  Bible  classes  and  to  many  individuals  who  wish  a  closer 
touch  with  the  missions. 

The  Young  People’s  Field 

The  Young  People’s  societies  of  the  Church  have  continued  the 
support  of  the  Sattenapalle  Taluk  missionary  work.  This  is  a 
large  field,  with  a  population  of  184,474,  of  whom  6518  are  baptized 
and  2036  are  communicant  members.  The  missionary  and  his  wife 
have  under  their  supervision  46  schools,  95  Christian  workers,  85 
village  congregations,  129  villages  in  which  Christians  reside.  Eight 
hundred  and  sixty-two  inquirers  are  waiting  for  baptism,  and  the 
entire  field  is  open  to  the  Gospel.  At  Sattenapalle,  a  church  should 
be  erected. 

Our  records  show  that  our  societies  have  pledged  and  paid  169 
shares.  There  should  not  be  a  Young  People’s  Society  that  is  not 
linked  up  with  this  part  of  our  foreign  enterprise. 

It  is  in  this  field  that  our  Panidem  congregation  is  located,  of 
which  Missionary  Cannaday  writes,  “The  Panidem  congregation  has 
sent  to  our  boarding  schools  dozens  and  dozens  of  boys  and  girls, 
of  whom  at  least  seventy,  representing  fifteen  separate  families, 
have  become  mission  workers.”  Here  also  is  the  Sudra  congrega¬ 
tion  at  Brugibanda,  only  half  emancipated  from  heathenism,  in 
which  a  change  is  taking  place  and  the  hopeful  missionary  thinks 
he  can  see  “several  diamonds  in  the  rough.” 

Orphanages 

Seventeen  years  have  passed  since  our  famine  orphans  came  to 
our  mission.  In  1901  we  reported  130  orphans ;  at  this  time  we 
have  only  22. 

Those  who  remain  in  the  mission  and  have  not  gone  into  Christian 
work  in  connection  with  the  school  and  evangelistic  department 
are  engaged  in  the  industrial  institute.  They  are  doing  very  well 
in  printing,  carpentering  and  tailoring,  and  will  be  able  to  look 
after  themselves.  They  are  the  mission’s  wards  and  many  of 
them  have  been  trained  for  Christian  service. 

Prayer  and  School-houses 

During  the  biennium  four  praj^er  houses  were  erected  in  India  at 
a  cost  of  $300.  This  money  is  contributed  in  excess  of  the  budget. 
The  Board  solicits  such  gifts  on  the  following  conditions  : 

a.  A  prayer  or  school-house  can  be  erected  in  India  or  Africa  on 
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payment  of  a  supplemental  grant  by  any  donor  of  from  $25  and 
upwards.  The  congregation  is  expected  to  contribute  at  least  half 
the  cost  of  the  building.  This  often  delays  the  expenditure  of  the 
money,  but  as  this  is  in  the  interest  of  self-support  those  who  must 
endure  it  should  be  content. 

b.  Contributions  should  be  sent  to  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer 
and  not  to  the  Synodical  Treasurer. 

c.  The  donors  may  contribute  to  the  erection  of  these  buildings 
as  memorials. 

The  “Seventy  Missionaries ” 

This  plan  continues  to  enlist  a  number  of  persons.  There  were 
two  missionaries  on  this  fund,  one  in  Africa,  Rev.  J.  C.  Pedersen, 
and  one  in  India,  Rev.  R.  M.  Dunkelberger.  During  the  past 
biennium  the  number  contributing  through  this  method  was  330, 
and  the  amount  realized  was  $4350. 

The  missionary  writes  an  annual  letter  to  the  members  of  his 
contributing  circle,  and  the  personal  touch  quickens  interest. 

The  Leper  and  His  Care 

This  helpless  class  continues  to  receive  attention  in  our  India 
Mission.  A  number  of  leper  homes  have  been  established  in  neigh¬ 
boring  missions  to  which  lepers  from  our  field  can  be  sent  at  the 
small  cost  of  $25  annually.  Our  mission  has  been  in  close  touch 
with  the  home  at  Kodur.  Our  friends  here  at  home  may  be 
assured  that  any  contributions  given  to  this  cause  will  be  utilized. 
All  money  should  be  sent  to  the  General  Secretary  and  Treasurer. 

Institution  of  the  Blind 

This  institution  has  been  maintained  during  the  biennium  at  a 
budgeted  cost  of  $600  to  the  Board,  though  more  has  been  spent 
from  outside  sources.  Mrs.  Albrecht,  who  started  this  school  as  a 
private  enterprise  some  years  ago,  placed  it  under  mission  super¬ 
vision  ;  subsequently,  Mrs.  Dunkelberger  took  charge  of  it  when 
Mrs.  Albrecht  left  on  furlough  in  April,  1914.  Since  then  the 
first  pupil  has  finished  her  course  and  is  employed  in  the  Church 
of  England  Mission,  as  a  Bible  teacher.  The  number  of  pupils 
now  is  fourteen,  and  half  of  them  are  from  other  missions.  The 
Telugu  Braille  system  is  followed,  and  it  is  hoped  that  for  the 
pupils  in  the  higher  classes,  English  Braille  may  be  introduced. 

In  the  industrial  department,  tape-weaving  and  rope-making  have 
been  introduced;  the  girls  are  taught  the  former  and  the  boys 
the  latter. 

Of  the  pupils,  seven  are  communicant  members  of  the  Church, 
and  all  are  studying  the  Bible.  The  pupils  are  from  all  classes  of 
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the  community  and  no  class  is  excluded.  This  department  of  work 
has  opened  up  a  new  avenue  of  approach  to  all  classes,  and  has 
been  a  real  power  for  good  among  a  most  helpless  class  of  Hindus 
and  Mohammedans.  Twenty-five  dollars  will  support  a  child  in 
this  home  for  the  blind,  and  there  should  be  many  to  whom  this 
special  field  of  Christian  service  appeals. 

Building  During  the  Biennium — Hill  Stations  and  Bungalows 

“The  John  Henry  Harpster  Memorial,”  at  Kotagiri,  was  com¬ 
pleted  and  occupied  by  the  missionaries.  The  two  bungalows  pur¬ 
chased  at  Kodaikanal  have  contributed  very  much  to  the  efficiency 
of  our  foreign  mission  staff. 

The  Union  Tuberculosis  Sanatorium 

During  the  biennium  our  Board  has  continued  to  support  this 
institution  of  mercy.  Dr.  Anna  S.  Kugler  was  in  charge  of  the 
work  for  several  months  in  1916,  and  the  mission  has  had  quite  a 
number  of  patients  in  the  home  for  treatment. 

School  for  Children  of  Missionaries 

The  Board  continued  to  support  this  school  at  the  Kodaikanal 
Hill  Station.  There  is  a  loud  appeal  made  for  funds  to  pay  off 
the  indebtedness  on  the  property  and  to  meet  increased  expenses 
involved  in  this  present  world  situation. 

The  New  Hospital  Plant  at  Rentachintala 

Since  November  20,  1916,  we  have  had  a  sub-assistant  surgeon, 
Mr.  Juvaratnam,  in  charge  of  our  medical  work  at  Rentachintala. 
Progress  is  being  made  on  the  buildings  and  the  Sophia  Hencken 
Ward  is  completed,  ready  for  the  physician  now  waiting  to  go. 

The  New  Maternity  and  Operating  Block  of  the  Guntur  Hospital 

for  W omen  and  Children 

The  erection  of  this  building  was  completed  at  a  cost  of  almost 
$10,000,  and  makes  our  Guntur  Hospital  plant  one  of  the  best 
equipped  with  buildings  in  the  Madras  Presidency. 

Africa  Buildings 

The  building  operations  have  been  much  retarded  by  the  war. 
Transportation  facilities  have  been  very  much  interfered  with. 
Our  builder,  Mr.  Wenrick,  has  been  a  great  help  in  the  carrying 
out  of  our  plans.  The  new  church,  the  dispensary  and  the  E.  V. 
Day  Memorial  are  being  pushed  to  completion  as  rapidly  as  the 
circumstances  will  allow.  When  these  buildings  are  completed,  our

African  Mission  will  be  in  a  fine  position  for  efficient  work  in  all 
branches  at  our  Muhlenberg  Station. 

Woman's  Work  of  the  Woman's  Home  and  Foreign 

Missionary  Society 

The  last  two  years  have  marked  great  things  undertaken  and 
great  things  done  by  the  women  of  our  churches,  through  their 
missionary  organization.  The  new  Secretary  of  the  Executive 
Committee,  Mrs.  Helen  Beegle,  has  succeeded  in  her  very  difficult 
task  in  taking  up  the  work  laid  down  by  her  worthy  predecessor, 
Mrs.  Shaffer,  and  contributed  not  a  little  to  the  accomplishment  of 
our  Church’s  task  in  our  foreign  fields.  The  amount  appropriated 
for  all  causes  in  our  various  undertakings  in  India  and  Africa  was 
$88,624.71,  an  advance  over  any  previous  biennium  of  $6,077.36,  and 
over  last  report  of  $18,948.17. 

The  society  assumed  the  support  of  four  missionaries,  three  in 
Africa  and  one  in  India. 

The  biennium  has  seen  a  very  vigorous  organizing  campaign. 
Three  field  secretaries  have  been  employed.  Miss  Wunderlich  is 
among  the  churches  beyond  the  Mississippi ;  Miss  Agnes  Schu¬ 
macher,  in  the  middle  west,  and  Miss  Jessie  Brewer,  in  the  east. 
Such  an  organizing  effort  has  resulted  in  great  gain  and  in  many 
new  friends  to  the  foreign  cause. 

The  headquarters  of  the  Executive  Committee  is  401-402  Mitchell 
Building,  Springfield,  Ohio. 

The  Foreign  Staff 

The  foreign  missionary  still  occupies  the  central  position  in  the 
foreign  field.  An  indigenous  Church  is  growing,  but  it  will  need 
the  experienced  help  of  the  missionary  for  years  to  come.  Better 
training  and  finer  organizing  ability  are  demanded  now  to  assume 
the  place  of  leadership,  which  the  rising  Christian  community 
demands  in  all  foreign  fields. 

During  the  biennium  past,  our  staff  has  not  grown  as  it  should 
and  as  the  work  demanded.  The  world  conditions  were  too  dis¬ 
turbing  to  urge  this  advance.  Our  missionaries  were  also  called 
upon  to  help  superintend  other  missions  from  which  the  exi¬ 
gencies  of  the  times  had  removed  their  foreign  leaders.  At  present 
we  have  a  large  body  of  men  and  women  under  appointment,  waiting 
to  go  out  to  assist  and  relieve  the  overburdened  men  and  women 
on  the  field. 

The  missions  of  our  Board  have  the  following  foreign  staff : 
India,  forty-seven,  of  whom  thirteen  are  on  furlough  :  eighteen  in 
Africa,  of  whom  five  are  at  home  and  two  in  South  America, 
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British  Guiana,  making  a  total  of  sixty-seven  missionaries.  We 
get  a  fair  estimate  of  the  advance  made  when  we  remember  that 
at  Sunbury,  Pa.,  ten  years  ago  the  Board  reported  only  thirty-six 
foreign  missionaries. 

The  Board  gives  a  brief  review  of  the  missions  in  India,  Africa 
and  South  America.  Attention  is  called  to  the  full  report  of  the 
India  Mission  just  published.  The  Africa  Mission  prepared  a 
report,  but  it  was  so  delayed  in  transmission  that  it  was  deemed 
best  to  make  generous  excerpts  in  what  follows. 


India 

The  India  field  has  had  another  biennium  of  successful  work. 
All  departments  of  the  mission  have  reason  to  be  encouraged.  The 
annual  reports  mark  efficiency  and  advancement.  The  Board  would 
call  attention  to  some  features  of  general  interest. 

The  Native  Church 

The  congregational  life  of  the  Church  expresses  itself  through 
670  organizations.  This  fundamental  work  represents  a  slow  process 
through  the  last  fifty  years.  No  congregation  is  organized  until 
there  are  in  a  village,  at  least  four  communicants.  In  the  con¬ 
gregations,  there  is  an  average  membership  of  83.  The  total 
baptized  membership  at  the  close  of  September  30,  1916,  was  54,995, 
or  an  increase  in  the  biennium  of  6391.  This  shows  an  increase 
over  the  previous  period  of  two  years  of  861,  and  an  increase  of 
more  than  12  per  cent,  during  the  period. 

The  communicant  members  number  19,209  as  against  17,209. 
which  marks  an  increase  of  2000  or  more  than  11  per  cent,  during 
the  biennium.  It  is  encouraging  to  compare  these  figures  with 
those  of  ten  years  ago.  Then  our  baptized  membership  was  36,009, 
and  our  communicant  membership,  12,625.  Thus  the  baptized  mem¬ 
bership  has  increased  by  18,986,  and  the  communicant  by  6508. 


Training  of  Pastors  and  Christian  Workers 

The  Church,  to  become  really  indigenous,  must  become  self- 
supporting  and  self-governing  and  self-instructing.  It  must  have 
its  own  leaders,  its  own  pastors.  There  must  be  a  clear  distinction 
made  between  the  mission  and  the  Church.  The  end  of  the  mis¬ 
sion’s  task  is  the  founding  of  the  indigenous  Church.  Among  those 
trained,  the  great  majority  must  for  years  work  under  the  direction 
of  the  mission.  An  effort,  however,  is  now  on  foot  to  increase 
the  pastorate,  of  which  there  are  at  present  five.  A  pastors’  class 
has  been  opened  and  has  twenty-three  students.  These  are  gener- 
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ally  men  of  many  years’  experience  in  work  in  the  mission.  Revs. 
Isaac  Cannaday  and  M.  David  are  the  instructors.  We  may  cer¬ 
tainly  hope  for  good  results  from  this  new  department  in  the 
development  of  our  future  Church. 

The  training  school  for  all  mission  workers  remains  under  the 
direction  of  Dr.  Aberly,  who  is  rounding  out  his  twenty-seven  years 
in  this  important  branch.  Our  six  Christian  homes  for  the  raising 
up  of  Christian  workers  have  423  boys  and  320  girls  under  instruc¬ 
tion.  The  girls  are  under  the  direction  of  Miss  Welty. 

The  total  cost  of  these  schools  is  $12,000,  and  toward  this  about 
$2000  is  raised  from  the  students.  This  is  more  than  one-fourth 
of  the  whole  mission  budget.  It  is  understood  that  it  is  fully  justi¬ 
fied  and  absolutely  demanded  by  the  rapid  growth  of  the  congre¬ 
gations  as  well  as  by  the  call  of  the  great,  unreached  masses. 


The  Church  Organization 

The  self-government  of  the  Church  is  of  necessity  of  slow 
growth.  The  force  of  missionaries  and  Christian  workers  is  far 
too  inadequate  for  the  task,  which  the  rapidly  developing  congre¬ 
gations  have  imposed  upon  it.  To  the  missionaries  and  their 
associates  are  entrusted  all  branches  of  congregational,  evangelistic, 
educational  and  industrial  work. 

The  Native  Christian  Worker 

The  Indian  pastors  are  the  first  in  point  of  influence  and  experi¬ 
ence.  This  quadri-centennial  and  diamond  jubilee  is  to  be  marked 
by  a  considerable  increase  of  this  force.  The  effort  made  now  is 
to  establish  charges  and  place  them  in  the  hands  of  ordained  Indian 
pastors,  who  shall  be  more  or  less  responsible  for  the  development 
of  all  lines  of  congregational  work. 

Next  to  the  native  pastor  grade  is  a  class  known  as  supervisors. 
They  number  forty-two. 

The  congregations,  from  ten  to  thirty  in  number,  are  under  the 
direction  of  these  men,  who  in  equipment  are  the  best  informed 
and  best  educated  workers,  in  the  mission. 

Under  this  class  there  is  a  large  group  of  workers,  numbering 
258,  with  greatly  varying  educational  equipment.  They  are  in  close 
touch  with  their  fields,  which  consist  of  two  or  more  congrega¬ 
tions.  They  and  their  wives  have  the  schools  also  under  their 
control.  Besides  this  also,  they  reach  out  as  time  and  ability  justify 
to  the  unreached  and  unevangelized  classes  of  the  community.  The 
large  body  of  inquirers  are  prepared  by  them  for  baptism  and  the 
holy  communion.  Without  their  faithful  assistance  it  would  be 
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impossible  to  instruct  and  care  for  the  vast  numbers  that  are  being 
baptlZCd'  The  Guntur  Synod 


The  transfer  of  control  from  the  mission  to  the  India  Church, 
through  its  congregations,  has  been  made  possible  through  the 
organization  of  the  Guntur  Synod.  More  than  ten  years  of  tenta¬ 
tive  effort  has  passed.  The  mission,  in  its  early  years  of  the 
Synod,  felt  it  wise  to  retain  to  a  large  extent  the  leadership,  though 
the  membership  was  made  to  consist  of  all  ordained  and  licensed 
missionaries  and  Indian  pastors,  and  one  lay  delegate  from  each 
charge.  To  the  present  time  self-government  had  progressed 
slowly  and  the  Indian  worker  has  only  commenced  to  assume  a 
position  of  leadership.  During  these  years  self-support  has 
steadily  grown,  until  at  the  present  time  more  than  two-fifths  of 
the  expenses  of  the  congregational  work  is  covered  by  the  offering 
of  the  India  Church.  During  1915-1916  it  amounted  in  cash  and 
kind  to  Rs.  18,272,  or  about  $6100. 

The  Synod  has  determined  to  adopt  more  nearly  a  system  of 
self-government  from  the  beginning  of  this  quadri-centennial  year. 
The  mission’s  influence  will  be  felt  in  each  charge  through  the 
missionary,  through  whom,  with  a  committee  of  six,  all  appoint¬ 
ments  and  all  directive  functions  as  well  as  discipline  will  be  made. 
Synod  will  take  the  place  previously  occupied  by  the  mission 
conference. 

The  Spiritual  Life  of  the  Church 

The  spiritual  life  of  the  Church  in  the  heathen  land  is  not  so 
easily  estimated  as  is  its  numerical  and  financial  strength.  The 
latter  is  most  encouraging.  The  missionary  recalls  how  slow  was 
the  numerical  growth  and  how  little  was  the  financial  support  in 
the  early  days  of  the  mission. 

Marks  of  encouragement  are  also  seen  in  the  spiritual  life  of 
the  Church.  A  larger  proportion  in  the  communicant  membership, 
an  increasing  study  of  the  Scriptures  and  the  establishment  of 
devotion  in  the  family  life  and  a  growing  tendency  to  know  Christ 
and  His  life  more  fully  are  real  signs  of  spiritual  growth.  With 
home  life  so  largely  under  previous  influences  and  the  homes  in 
the  midst  of  the  ignorant,  idolatrous  and  superstitious  customs  and 
institutions,  fasts  and  feasts  of  the  past  religion,  the  wonder  is  that 
so  much  progress  has  been  made  in  spiritual  life.  Hindu  fairs  and 
festivals  have  given  way  to  Christian  holidays,  and  in  connection 
with  the  harvest-home  festivals,  Christian  stewardship  gets  a  real 
chance  for  exemplification. 

It  must  not  be  forgotten  that  Hindu  institutions,  customs  and 
life  remain,  and  the  heathen  temple,  with  its  worship  and  stories 
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of  license  and  degradation,  continues  its  baleful  influences  that  are 
hard  to  uproot.  But  Christian  grace  grows  and  new  ideals  take 
root,  so  that  “we  thank  God  for  what  He  hath  wrought.”  “We 
must  ask  Him  to  give  us  strength  and  wisdom,”  so  that  “at  His 
coming  an  Indian  Church  may  be  presented,  washed  pure  in  the 
blood  of  the  Lamb.” 

Most  strikingly  does  the  mission  show  its  power  to  help  trans¬ 
form  a  Hindu  village  through  the  truth.  This  is  seen  in  the 
comparative  study  of  the  village,  Panidem,  in  which  Christian 
work  has  been  done  and  the  congregation  established  for  fifty- 
seven  years ;  and  on  the  other  hand  the  effect  of  the  preaching  of 
the  Gospel  and  Christian  work  in  Brugibanda  in  which  the  begin¬ 
ning  of  the  transformation  can  hardly  now  be  recognized,  but  where 
in  years  to  come  there  is  bound  to  emerge  a  Christian  life  in  which 
the  light  and  liberty  of  the  sons  of  God  shall  be  manifested. 
Already  “several  diamonds  in  the  rough”  in  this  new  congregation 
can  be  seen ! 

The  Evangelistic  Work  of  the  Mission  Christian  Church 

Among  the  men  and  women  of  the  congregation  the  efforts  now 
are  to  spread  the  light.  The  missionaries  and  Christian  workers 
do  much  through  preaching  tours  to  make  Christ  known  among 
the  unreached  and  unevangelized.  Both  teachers  and  Christians 
in  the  congregations  are  now  making  far  greater  efforts  than  in 
the  past  to  bring  non-Christians  to  the  preaching  services.  Many 
of  the  inquirers  are  seriously  considering  the  claims  of  Christianity. 
Most  hopeful  efforts  are  being  made  this  Quadri-C entennial  Dia¬ 
mond  Jubilee  year  to  reach  out  and  organize  the  work  among  the 
Hindus.  The  regular  services  among  the  non-Christians  is  the 
best  possible  and  most  effective  way  to  bring  them  into  the  king¬ 
dom  and  win  them  for  Christ.  In  connection  with  the  Diamond 
Jubilee,  work  among  the  women,  under  the  guidance  of  our  women 
missionaries  and  Christian  Bible  women,  has  been  most  helpful  in 
bringing  the  women  under  the  influence  of  the  Gospel. 

The  Evangelistic  Campaign  in  connection  with  the  Quadri-Cen- 
tennial  Diamond  Jubilee,  was  carefully  wrought  out  and  planned 
for  the  year  1917.  Much  time  was  to  be  spent  in  the  preparation  of 
the  Christian  workers  and  the  missionaries.  There  was  to  be  a 
careful  and  prayerful  study  of  God’s  word.  The  aim  before  all 
is  that  the  preparation  may  be  for  Christian  service.  Music  classes 
were  opened  to  train  singers,  and  literature  was  provided  for  dis¬ 
tribution.  The  visitation  of  the  whole  mission  field  was  planned — 
the  whole  jubilee  celebration  had  the  one  sole  aim,  namely,  that  of 
reaching  the  people  with  the  Christian  message.  Its  plans  con- 
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templated  the  visitation  of  a  delegation  from  the  United  States  to 
join  in  the  celebration  in  India,  but  the  conditions  of  the  great 
war  made  it  impossible.  At  this  time  part  of  the  field  has  been 
visited  and  reports  of  the  large  attendance  and  of  the  close  attention 
paid  to  the  Christian  message  are  most  gratifying. 

Educational  Work 

This  branch  of  our  mission  has  not  had  the  attention  in  the  past 
which  its  importance  deserves.  We  conduct,  all  told,  379  schools, 
of  which  there  are  one  second  grade  college,  three  high  schools, 
while  the  rest,  the  great  majority,  are  only  elementary  schools  with 
the  first  three  grades.  Much  could  be  said  of  the  schools  for  girls 
among  the  better  classes  and  our  excellent  work  in  our  normal 
schools  for  boys  and  girls  to  furnish  teachers.  But  chiefly  demand¬ 
ing  attention  because  of  their  very  inefficient  condition  are  the 
congregational  schools,  of  which  there  are  350.  These  must,  for 
the  sake  of  our  congregational  and  Church  life,  be  strengthened. 
The  missionaries  see  this  need  with  perfect  clearness.  They  propose 
by  all  means  to  meet  the  situation.  New  school  houses  are 
demanded.  Better  equipment,  though  of  a  very  simple  character, 
must  be  supplied,  and  there  must  be  better  teachers  employed. 
The  poverty  of  the  people  must  be  met  by  help.  The  government 
is  willing  to  appropriate  money  for  “the  backward  classes”  for  food, 
clothing  and  a  well-trained  teacher.  Our  normal  schools  must  be 
enlarged  to  provide  more  teachers.  Of  the  children  in  our  schools, 
a  total  of  12,982,  5584  are  Christian,  7298  non-Christian,  8458  are 
boys  and  4374  girls.  What  a  fine  opportunity  to  sow  the  seed  of 
the  word  and  to  increase  the  knowledge  of  the  growing  Church! 

The  educational  system  of  the  mission  culminates  for  our  boys 
in  the  college,  and  for  our  girls  in  the  high  school.  In  the  college 
there  are  145  boys,  in  the  high  school  367,  and  in  the  high  school 
for  girls  21.  What  makes  these  schools  significant  for  the  mission 
is  that  four  boys  and  two  girls  now  reading  in  the  college  grade 
are  Christian,  and  that  thirty-two  boys  and  twenty-one  girls  are 
Christian  in  the  high  school  grade. 

Our  educational  work  in  Guntur  deserves  special  mention.  There 
are  two  normal  schools,  one  for  boys  and  one  for  girls,  five  pure 
Telugu  schools,  in  which  only  Telugu  is  used  as  the  medium  of 
instruction,  in  which  are  530  pupils.  Our  college  and  its  branches, 
in  which  are  found  1598  students,  and  our  thirteen  girls’  schools, 
including  the  high  school,  have  a  total  enrollment  of  902 — a  fine 
showing  of  work  among  the  young ! 

The  expenditure  on  the  boys’  schools  amounted  to  $27,000  toward 
which  the  mission  contributed  $7500,  the  government  grants 
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amounted  to  $4000  and  the  rest  came  through  fees.  Our  girls’ 
schools  cost,  in  Guntur,  including  the  boarding  school,  $11,100,  of 
which  $4600  was  received  in  fees  and  grants. 

Medical  Work 

Our  hospitals  at  Guntur  and  at  Chirala  for  women  and  children 
and  at  Rentachintala  for  all  sexes  have  had  a  year  of  great  success, 
and  have  grown  in  influence  in  the  community  among  all  classes. 
The  last  mentioned  has  no  long  record  of  work  to  speak  of,  but 
in  the  field  of  future  influence  it  is  bound  to  make  a  large  place 
for  itself.  At  Guntur  the  chief  event  was  the  opening  of  the 
new  maternity  and  surgical  block  by  H.  E.  Lord  Pentland,  the 
Governor  of  Madras.  The  work  of  our  two  women  doctors  in 
Guntur  has  been  most  successfully  performed  and  the  cost  of  the 
institution  and  the  dispensaries  at  Guntur  and  Tenali  has  been 
very  small  indeed,  $12,740,  of  which  there  were  received  in  fees, 
donations  and  offerings,  $7810.  The  buildings  were  renovated  and 
repainted.  A  fine  Italian  tile  floor  was  laid  in  the  children’s  ward, 
a  gift  of  the  Rajah  of  Munagala.  The  work,  at  best  very  strenuous, 
was  greatly  lightened  by  the  Ford  auto.  To  quote  from  the  report 
of  1916:  “The  greatest  need  is  two  physicians  from  America.” 
The  patients  treated  were  12,417,  and  number  of  visits  was  35,340. 

At  Chirala  the  work  has  progressed  during  the  biennium.  The 
hospital  occupies  a  fine  site  of  twenty-six  acres.  The  compound 
has  been  planted  with  casuerina  trees,  and  although  much  of  the 
plant  awaits  completion,  the  facilities  for  work  are  sufficient,  as  the 
4475  new  patients  and  the  13,405  visits  to  the  dispensary  and 
hospital,  and  the  245  in-patients  testify.  Every  branch  of  the  work 
is  being  carried  on  and  the  missionary-doctor  spends  her  days  in 
multitudinous  labors.  Here,  too,  the  call  is  loud  for  another 
physician ! 

Other  Industrial  Work 

Other  spheres  of  activity  that  call  for  attention  are  the  school 
for  the  blind  at  Rentachintala,  the  “Home  of  Blessing,”  the  Mangala- 
mandiram,  the  converts’  home,  but  which  is  now  becoming  more 
and  more  a  training  school  for  Bible  women,  the  orphanage  and 
the  missionaries’  homes  in  the  district,  which  are  certainly  the 
centers  of  many  and  varied  influences  in  the  surrounding  Hindu 
community.  A  word  about  the  last  named  is  in  order  and  will  be 
appreciated  by  our  readers.  Many  of  our  missionaries  live  away 
from  our  center  town,  Guntur,  a  distance  of  from  fifteen  to  seventy 
miles,  where  they  see  no  white  face  for  months  at  a  time.  They 
are  the  centers  from  which  practical  Christian  life  must  emanate. 
The  institution  of  a  Christian  home  in  any  Hindu  community  is  a 
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mighty  force,  and  the  brave  men  and  women  who,  for  Christ’s 
sake,  make  the  sacrifice  involved  in  such  a  life,  deserve  mention  in 
no  ordinary  way. 

The  Board’s  report  on  our  India  field  would  be  incomplete  were 
not  attention  called  to  the  mission  report  issued  by  the  Board  for 
the  mission.  A  limited  supply  is  available  and  can  be  furnished 
from  the  Board  rooms.

Africa  Field 

The  Africa  missionaries  prepared  quite  a  lengthy  report,  but  it 
arrived  in  America  too  late  to  print  and  distribute  before  the 
General  Synod  meeting.  It  was  thought  best  to  use  it  in  part  in 
the  Board’s  report,  making  it  the  basis  for  the  same  and  quoting 
freely  from  it. 

The  missionaries  used  as  a  fitting  motto  to  call  attention  to 
Africa  the  following  words :  “The  restless  millions  wait” ;  “Christ 
also  waits.” 

Our  Africa  Mission  history  may  be  divided  into  early  and  recent. 
Since  Officer  began,  in  1860,  to  the  present,  many  changes  have 
been  wrought.  During  the  present  biennium  the  mission  has  had  a 
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more  adequate  staff  of  foreign  workers,  and  they  have  manifested 
a  marked  degree  of  assurance  in  regard  to  their  work.  The 
interior  work  was  pushed  successfully  forward.  The  schools  for 
boys  and  girls  in  Muhlenberg  were  prosperous.  The  various 
branches  deserve  separate  attention. 

Mission  Government 

The  conference  is  well  organized  with  an  Executive  Committee. 
It  holds  quarterly  meetings  and  the  chief  direction  of  the  field 
centers  in  it.  All  the  commissioned  missionaries,  male  and  female, 
are  members  of  this  body. 

Mission  Station 

At  this  station  we  have  our  chief  educational  institutions,  the 
boys’  school  and  the  E.  V.  Day  Girls’  School.  In  the  former  there 
were  sixty-six  students  and  in  the  latter  fifty.  Among  them  the 
following  tribes  are  represented :  Golah,  Kpele,  Bassa,  Kroo, 
Congo,  Mendi  Vey,  Native  Liberian  and  Liberian. 

Concerning  the  boys’  school  and  its  work  the  missionary  in  charge 
writes  :  “The  educational  work  is  well  graded  and  takes  the  student 
through  the  grammar  grade.  The  young  native  who  finishes  his 
course  here  has  a  good  knowledge  of  the  three  R’s  and  of  history, 
geography  and  literature  as  well.  The  boy  who  came  to  us  as  a 
child,  wearing  only  a  simple  loin  cloth,  goes  out  after  a  number 
of  years,  altogether  different  in  outward  looks  as  well  as  in 
ability.  In  ability  we  have  all  grades.  Some  are  dull ;  others, 
medium ;  a  number  are  bright  and  learn  readily.  The  parents  give 
their  children  to  us  for  a  term  of  years  so  that  they  may  learn 
the  English  language, — the  speech  of  civilization  in  Liberia  and  of 
power.  The  native  in  contact  with  civilization  is  at  a  disadvantage 
if  he  does  not  understand  English.  The  regret  is  that  the  parents 
are  willing  to  have  the  children  leave  school  so  soon  after  they  are 
able  to  read,  write  and  figure  a  little.  We  lose  many  in  this  way 
before  we  have  had  time  to  make  strong,  lasting  impressions  on 
them.” 

There  is  a  great  need  for  higher  education,  but  the  desire  for  it 
is  not  general.  Opportunity  for  securing  it  is  very  limited.  An 
attempt  is  made  to  maintain  public  schools,  but  with  varied  success. 
Good  teachers  are  rare  and  salaries  paid  are  not  sufficient  to  induce 
bright  young  men  to  qualify  for  and  take  up  teaching  as  a 
profession. 

“The  mission  aims  to  do  thorough  work  as  far  as  it  goes,  and 
promote  a  student  to  the  next  higher  grade  only  after  he  has 
passed  the  required  examination.  Our  mission  has  done  and  is 
doing  an  important  educational  work  in  the  republic.” 
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In  connection  with  the  schools,  on  the  industrial  feature,  the 
missionary  says :  “From  the  beginning  our  mission  emphasized  the 
development  of  heart,  head  and  hand.  The  founders  at  the  start 
introduced  industries.  These  are  needed  to  make  a  complete  man, 
useful  to  himself,  his  people  and  his  God.  At  different  times  much 
emphasis  was  placed  on  the  industrial  department. 

“Coffee  is  the  staple  product  of  our  farm.  The  coffee  trees  are 
old  and  the  yearly  crop  is  much  reduced.  The  prices  received  now 
for  coffee  are  so  low  that  it  is  not  advisable  to  cultivate  more  than 
is  necessary  for  a  model  farm.  Other  products,  such  as  rubber 
and  cocoa,  are  taking  the  place  of  coffee.  We  are  waiting  for  the 
Christian  scientific  farmer  to  come  to  us  from  America. 

“On  the  mission  compound  we  maintain  a  carpenter  shop,  a  tailor 
shop,  a  shoe  shop  and  a  printing  office.  In  these  some  of  our 
older  boys  are  learning  their  trades.  Our  carpenter  department  is 
directed  by  a  former  mission  boy.  This  shop  attends  to  all  repairs, 
erects  all  necessary  buildings  and  does  some  outside  work.  The 
tailor  shop  has  been  under  an  English  trained  boss,  and  has  made 
the  clothing  for  the  pupils,  some  for  the  missionaries  and  some 
for  outside  people.  The  shoe  shop  does  repair  as  well  as  new 
work.  From  the  printing  office  is  issued  the  Muhlenberg  Tidings, 
monthly.  There  is  a  blacksmith  shop  which  is  open  whenever 
work  requires.” 

Emma  V.  Day  School 

The  Emma  V.  Day  School,  which  was  in  charge  of  different 
workers  during  the  biennium,  reports :  “We  have  seven  grades, 
taught  in  two  rooms.  The  work  done  in  the  schoolroom,  on  an 
average,  is  very  good.  Some  do  exceptionally  well,  while  others 
find  that  ‘learning  book’  is  a  most  difficult  task.  All  but  a  very 
few  will  pass  into  the  next  grade.  We  have  one  day  pupil  whom 
we  charged  twenty-four  cents  a  month  tuition.  With  sufficient 
teachers  and  room  we  could  accommodate  many  such  pupils.  There 
was  no  government  school  in  the  district  at  all  during  the  past  year, 
and  when  there  is  one  it  is  of  such  poor  character  that  it  can 
hardly  be  called  a  school.” 

Industrial 

Under  this  head  is  classed  for  the  girls :  “Cooking,  housekeeping, 
sewing,  laundrying  and  farm  work. 

“The  African  usually  knows  quite  well  how  to  cook  his  food,  as 
the  art  is  not  such  a  complicated  one  as  it  is  here.  A  few  stones 
on  which  sets  an  iron  pot,  some  food  and  a  fire  and  all  is  done ; 
but  to  teach  them  a  time  to  cook,  and  the  necessary  housekeeping 
that  goes  with  it,  is  another  matter  to  them.  Washing  up  the 
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cooking  utensils  and  getting  them  ready  for  the  next  meal  is  done 
just  before  the  meal  rather  than  after  it.  Order  to  them  is  no  law, 
and  housekeeping  a  thing  not  to  be  thought  of.  Here  at  the  school 
they  are  taught  to  cook  properly,  having  the  meals  at  a  certain 
time,  taking  care  of  the  dining  room,  having  everything  washed 
and  in  place  ready  for  the  next  meal.  The  African  child  in  its 
native  state,  like  the  adult,  knows  very  little  about  systematic  work. 
In  the  native  towns  you  will  find  them  sitting  around  in  the  open 
or  hunting  a  little  food,  which  in  a  warm  country  is  not  hard  to  do. 
They  do  very  little  else.  From  our  viewpoint  we  would  call  it  a 
very  thriftless  life.  When  we  think  of  this  and  then  of  the  work 
they  are  taught  in  the  school,  we  consider  them  very  apt. 

“All  are  given  training  in  sewing  and  mending,  and  the  varied 
styles  of  their  doll  clothes  show  how  quickly  they  learn.  Some  of 
the  older  ones  are  able  to  cut  and  help  the  others.  The  school 
uniforms  are  all  made  in  a  very  simple  style. 

“The  larger  girls  do  all  the  laundry  work  both  for  themselves 
and  the  missionaries.  For  this  purpose  we  have  a  place  at  the 
river  where  we  have  tubs  and  boards  with  which  to  do  the  wash¬ 
ing,  and  a  large  house  on  the  hill  for  drying  and  ironing  purposes. 

“The  farm  work  includes  hoeing,  planting,  getting  wood  and 
cutting  bush,  etc.  Our  farm  consists  of  about  ten  acres  which  the 
girls  keep  clean  with  hoes  and  cutlasses.  On  it  we  have  banana 
and  pineapple  orchards  and  some  coffee.  Fruit  trees  of  other 
kinds  are  here  too. 

“Every  quarter  the  roster  is  made  out  and  each  girl  is  given  her 
assigned  work.  If  the  work  is  satisfactorily  done  the  next  quarter 
she  is  changed.  Sometimes,  however,  the  work  is  not  done  so  well ; 
then  she  may  be  given  the  same  work  for  the  next  quarter.  One 
girl  is  appointed  as  timekeeper.  She  rings  the  bells  at  the  proper 
time  and  this  is  no  small  matter,  as  we  ring  the  bells  about 
twenty-five  different  times  each  day.  Others  keep  the  buildings 
clean,  carry  water,  cook  the  food,  keep  the  schoolroom  and  lamps 
in  order,  wash  and  iron,  care  for  the  sick,  etc.  Some  quarters  the 
work  is  done  with  very  little  friction ;  other  quarters  there  are 
numerous  palavers.  When  the  new  roster  is  posted  all  the  girls 
gather  to  see  what  their  new  work  is.  Some  are  glad,  others  dis¬ 
appointed  ;  but  each  girl  must  take  her  turn  at  the  undesirable 
work. 

“May  these,  our  girls,  be  an  example  to  all  about  them,  showing 
their  training  in  word,  in  manner  of  life,  in  love,  in  faith  and  in 
purity.  This  is  our  daily  prayer.” 

New  Buildings 

The  new  buildings  in  course  of  erection  at  the  Muhlenberg 
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Station  are  the  hospital  and  the  school  buildings,  in  which  also 
provision  has  been  made  for  our  women  missionaries.  Mr.  Wenrick 
went  to  Africa  in  January,  1916,  and  has  been  in  charge  of  the 
building  operations  under  the  conference.  Delays  have  been  many, 
due  to  the  difficulty  of  transportation  in  these  times.  Much  of  the 
material  was  sent  from  America.  The  corner-stone  of  the  hospital 
was  laid  in  February,  1916.  Since  then  materials  have  arrived  and 
the  work  is  being  successfully  pushed.  Cement  from  America  is 
being  furnished  as  rapidly  as  we  can  get  transportation.  Both 
buildings  are  greatly  needed,  and  when  completed  will  enable  our 
missionaries  more  successfully  to  carry  out  their  plans. 

At  the  Kpolo  Pelle  Station  the  buildings  have  been  put  in  good 
repair  and  a  galvanized  iron  roof  substituted  for  the  old  leaky 
one  of  the  past. 

Medical  Work 

This  department  is  in  its  infancy.  Dr.  Massaquoi  renders  good 
service  to  the  children  in  the  schools,  and  has  been  a  great  help 
to  our  missionaries  personally. 

The  people  are  beginning  to  appreciate  the  simple  treatment  pos¬ 
sible  under  our  present  medical  equipment.  “In  every  case  that 
has  been  treated  at  the  girls’  school,  all  had  used  the  ‘Bush 
medicine,’  and  had  then  come  to  us  all  the  worse  for  its  use.  They 
see  that  ours  is  the  better. 

“Some  of  the  girls  have  been  given  instruction  in  dressing  wounds 
and  caring  for  the  sick  in  general.  Some  of  them  seem  to  have 
special  aptness  for  this  kind  of  work  and  are  doing  well.  Some  of 
them  have  been  sent  around  to  the  homes  in  the  neighborhood 
generally  visiting  as  many  as  six  patients  at  a  time.  Others  in  need 
of  medical  help  come  to  the  school.  During  the  year  thirty-six 
patients  have  been  cared  for  and  the  total  of  1075  have  been  re¬ 
lieved.  A  small  charge  is  made  for  each  case,  as  it  seems  that  in 
this  way  the  people  will  best  appreciate  the  assistance  rendered. 
This  elementary  medical  work  has  been  very  helpful  in  reaching 
the  people.” 

The  Board  is  looking  out  for  a  good  physician,  and  at  this  time 
the  prospects  seem  bright  for  securing  one. 

Up  Country  Stations 

The  Board  has  for  years  been  convinced  of  the  necessity  of 
entering  the  interior.  Various  attempts  have  been  made  at  different 
places  to  open  schools.  In  the  past,  missionary  supervision  was 
given  from  the  central  station.  Brother  Pedersen  inaugurated  the 
new  movement  for  interior  work  by  taking  up  his  residence  in  the 
interior.  He  spent  his  two  terms  of  service  largely  in  the  new 
station,  Kpolo  Pelle.  At  the  present  time  a  number  of  missionaries 
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live  in  the  interior,  from  which  they  go  out  in  evangelistic  tours. 
Out  stations,  in  order  of  distance  from  Muhlenberg,  are  as  follows : 

Mt.  Coffee  Station 

Our  missionaries  organized  a  Church  here  within  the  last  year. 
The  work  was  commenced  in  1897  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Ayers.  The 
school  numbers  twenty-five.  The  present  missionary  in  charge  is 
Rev.  C.  E.  Buschman.  Before  Rev.  Mr.  Ayers  handed  over  the 
work  he  had  the  satisfaction  of  organizing  a  congregation  of  four 
members  with  others  ready  for  baptism. 

Wooadee  Station 

This  station  opened  in  1898  and  was  also  in  charge  of  Rev. 
Ayers.  It  is  located  about  twenty-eight  miles  in  the  interior  from 
Muhlenberg,  and  became  part  of  our  mission  in  1912,  when  Mr. 
Ayers  joined  the  mission.  The  people  that  are  reached  belong  to 
the  Gola  tribe.  The  mission  owns  two  frame  dwelling  houses 
covered  with  galvanized  roofing,  two  hundred  and  fifty  acres  of 
land  and  a  number  of  small  houses  suitable  for  natives.  The  mis¬ 
sionary  organized  a  congregation  in  1915.  It  has  a  membership  of 
twenty.  There  is  a  school  also  in  connection  with  the  station. 

The  missionary  writes  hopefully  of  the  changes  he  has  seen 
since  he  began  work  twenty  years  ago :  “The  heathen  cruelty 
which  existed  when  we  began  our  labors  here  does  not  exist  the 
same  today.  The  cruelty  to  slaves,  beating  of  wives,  inflicting  of 
severe  punishments  upon  innocent  victims  accused  of  witchcraft 
and  upon  those  who  violated  some  petty  law  have  lessened. 

“Natives  had  no  regard  for  Sunday.  To-day  it  is  observed  by 
many  as  a  day  of  rest.  The  Gospel  message  is  welcomed  in  many 
villages.  Not  a  few  in  their  heathen  darkness  are  truly  feeling 
their  way  after  God.  Ethiopia  is  stretching  out  her  hands  to 
God !” 

Catechetical  Instruction 

The  missionary  reports  on  his  itinerating  work  as  follows :  “The 
approximate  attendance  at  these  services  varied  from  five  to 
seventy-five.  A  good  interest  was  manifested.  I  have  been  a  firm 
believer  in  doing  personal  work,  getting  into  close  touch  with  lost 
souls.  Contact  with  others,  close  contact,  whether  good  or  bad,  is 
a  powerful  force  in  character  building.  At  present  I  have  twelve 
classes  with  a  total  membership  of  thirty-five,  some  of  whom  have 
erected  prayer  houses  at  their  own  expense.  Chapel  services  have 
been  conducted  regularly.  The  attendance  at  each  service  has 
varied  from  two  to  twenty.  Many  natives  have  listened  to  God’s 
way  of  salvation  clearly  explained  at  these  services.”

Medical  Work 

Medical  help  was  extended  to  seventy-five  patients,  and  the 
simple  treatment  did  much  to  enhance  the  usefulness  of  the  mission. 

Native  Workers 

Two  native  workers  devoted  their  entire  time  in  assisting  the 
missionaries.  They  held  regular  services  in  over  one  hundred 
native  villages.  They  were  much  persecuted,  but  rejoiced  that  they 
were  counted  worthy  to  suffer  for  His  name’s  sake. 

Kpolo  Pelle 

Kpolo  Pelle  is  situated  on  the  St.  Paul  River,  about  fifty-four 
miles  from  the  Muhlenberg  Station.  The  only  means  for  travel 
is  walking  or  being  borne  in  a  hammock.  All  supplies  must  be 
carried  on  the  backs  of  men.  The  location  of  the  station  is  pleasant. 
It  is  a  good  place  for  new  missionaries  to  study  the  language. 

Our  work  is  in  the  Kpolo  Pelle  territory.  Our  missionaries  write 
about  their  efforts :  “During  the  rain  it  is  not  practical  to  venture 
farther  than  a  few  hours’  walk  from  the  station,  but  during  the 
dry  season,  whole  days,  and  sometimes  weeks,  are  spent  on  the 
path  with  the  Gospel.  It  is  hard  to  get  an  audience  except  in  the 
morning,  because  the  people  begin  to  scatter  during  the  day.” 

There  is  a  number  of  inquirers  who  have  made  their  desire 
known  to  know  the  good  way,  and  there  are  many  more  who  are 
read}'-  but  too  timid  to  make  it  known. 

Educational  Work 

Our  school  at  the  station  has  twenty-three  pupils,  and  our  cate¬ 
chetical  and  Bible  classes  forty-nine.  The  boarding  school  has  an 
enrollment  of  twenty-three.  In  the  industrial  line  of  work  the 
effort  was  made  to  teach  better  methods  of  cultivating  the  soil, 
how  to  build  better  houses  to  live  in,  and  how  to  do  the  work 
which  they  undertake  in  a  more  efficient  manner. 

Outlook 

The  outlook  is  encouraging.  Our  missionaries  write:  “We  need 
not  hesitate  to  appear  somewhat  optimistic.  There  are  many  favor¬ 
able  signs.  The  people  are  anxious  to  have  us  open  up  new 
stations,  and  especially  schools. 

“If  we  can  reach  them  through  the  school  let  us  do  it,  but  let  us 
make  the  school  serve  the  highest  possible  end.” 

Rev.  Rohde  writes:  “On  the  thirteenth  Sunday  after  Trinity,  to 
my  heart’s  rejoicing,  after  the  service,  several  inquired  how  they 
may  leave  the  evil  way.  On  the  same  Sunday  two  other  young 
men  applied  to  study  the  Bible  with  me.”

The  South  American  Field 
British  Guiana

At  the  Akron  Convention  the  Board  reported  this  new  field  as 
part  of  the  foreign  work  of  the  General  Synod.  Steps  were  taken 
at  once  to  send  our  own  missionary  to  assume  the  responsibility  of 
this  work,  which  had  been  offered  to  the  Board  by  the  Synodical 
Committee  of  the  East  Pennsylvania  Synod.  At  its  meeting,  in  1915, 
the  East  Pennsylvania  Synod  confirmed  the  action  of  its  committee 
in  handing  over  the  mission  to  the  Board.  In  January,  1916,  Rev. 
Ralph  J.  White  and  wife  sailed  for  the  new  field  from  New  York 
harbor.  They  arrived  in  New  Amsterdam  on  January  21.  The  mission¬ 
ary  found  the  affairs  of  the  Ebenezer  Church  in  New  Amsterdam  in 
a  rather  disorganized  condition,  as  it  had  been  without  a  pastor  for 
about  four  years.  He  soon  organized  the  work  of  the  congregation 
and  Sunday  School,  and  Mrs.  White  started  an  aid  society  among 
the  women  of  the  Church.  The  buildings  were  in  sad  need  of 
repairs  which  were  made  under  the  direction  of  the  missionary  at 
a  cost  of  almost  $2000,  the  funds  largely  being  supplied  locally. 
The  Sunday  School  had  fallen  into  arrears  to  the  amount  of  over 
$500.  This  account  is  being  settled,  and  the  condition  of  the  congre¬ 
gation  has  been  put  on  a  sound  basis. 

On  the  29th  of  March,  Missionary  White  having  just  returned 
from  his  first  visit  to  the  mission  churches  on  the  Berbice  River, 
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reported  the  results  of  his  observations  to  the  Board  as  follows : 
“Arriving  at  9  p.  m.,  I  spent  most  of  the  day,  Friday,  in  the  school, 
learning  their  methods  and  examining  the  pupils.  As  it  rained  most 
of  the  day  there  were  only  thirty-two  in  attendance.  I  found  that 
the  school  was  being  well  taught  by  Mr.  Johnson,  although  no 
attention  was  given  to  religious  instruction  aside  from  a  little  Bible 
reading.  A  catechetical  chart  would  be  of  great  value.  On 
Monday,  Mr.  Moulder,  one  of  the  inspectors,  visited  the  school. 
He  found  sixty-one  in  attendance.  He  suggested  some  equipment 
such  as  a  new  blackboard,  new  maps,  etc.  I  instructed  Mr.  Johnson 
to  order  the  same  and  send  the  bill  to  me.  The  school  is  very 
crowded.  They  need  another  room.  I  believe  that  in  the  near 
future  the  school  house  ought  to  be  moved  to  the  Church  lot.  It 
is  now  on  private  property.  And,  when  it  is  moved,  it  ought  to  be 
enlarged.  The  Church  building  at  Maria  Henriette  was  in  good 
repair,  with  the  exception  of  the  steps  to  the  bell  tower.  Concrete 
steps  ought  to  be  built  there.  There  ought  also  to  be  a  mission 
house  at  this  place.  It  was  necessary  for  me  to  sleep  in  the  school¬ 
room,  because  of  the  low-roofed  loft  where  my  bed  had  been 
placed.  I  expect  them  to  have  a  place  built  for  me  by  the  time  of 
my  next  visit. 

“Saturday  evening  I  held  preparatory  services  and  examined  the 
candidates  approved  by  the  Vestry.  They  passed  very  good  exami¬ 
nations  and  were  confirmed  on  Sunday.  I  held  communion  service, 
Sunday  p.  m.,  and  baptized  four  children.  About  one  hundred 
communed.  I  preached  again  Sunday  evening  to  a  crowded  church. 
There  were  over  one  hundred  and  fifty  present.  Our  catechist  at 
this  place  is  fairly  good.  He,  as  well  as  the  others,  needs  some 
direction.  I  shall  try  to  have  them  down  here  for  a  week  at  some 
future  time. 

“Sunday  morning  I  visited  St.  Lust,  held  communion,  baptized 
four  children,  reinstated  one  member  and  installed  one  deacon. 
They  had  enlarged  their  chapel  with  a  gallery  so  that  the  65 
colored,  blacks  and  Indians  were  very  comfortably  seated.  They 
asked  for  rules  for  the  government  of  their  local  congregation.  I 
informed  them  that  I  had  written  for  such  rules  to  the  Board,  and 
that  they  would  be  ready  by  the  time  for  my  next  visit.  The 
catechist  here,  Johnson,  the  teacher  at  M.  H.,  has  done  some  good 
work  in  spite  of  the  opposition  on  the  part  of  a  Baptist  located  in 
that  territory.” 

As  a  result  of  this  visit  the  missionary  opened  a  school  in  Ituni, 
the  station  among  the  Arrowak  Indians,  in  July,  and  the  second  at 
St.  Lust,  in  September.  Account  of  his  second  visit  is  worthy  of 
note.  On  the  10th  of  July,  he  and  Mrs.  White  went  to  Calcuni,  a 
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station  of  the  London  Missionary  Society.  The  boat  continued  up 
the  river  to  Ituni,  carrying  the  new  teacher  for  the  Ituni  School. 

“The  next  morning  the  boat  returned  for  us  and  we  proceeded 
to  Ituni,  arriving  at  about  noon.  We  found  the  Indians  in  a  state 
of  expectation  with  regard  to  the  school  to  be  established. 

“In  the  afternoon  we  preached  and  administered  Holy  Com¬ 
munion. 

“Wednesday  morning,  the  12th,  we  opened  the  school.  I  had 
invited  several  of  the  Indians  from  Calcuni  to  be  present  to  give 
adresses.  The  teacher  from  Calcuni  also  was  present.  The  Indians 
spoke  in  both  English  and  Arrowak.  We  enrolled  twenty-two 
scholars,  had  many  speeches  and  distributed  the  books  and  slates. 
We  also  received  the  promise  of  many  more  children.  By  the  time 
we  left  the  river  there  were  thirty-three  in  the  school,  and  all  but 
four  of  them  were  full-blooded  Arrowak  Indians.  None  of  the 
Indians  could  read  or  write. 

“On  Thursday  morning  the  school  got  down  to  business,  and  it 
was  indeed  gratifying  to  see  the  eagerness  with  which  the  work 
was  taken  up. 

“Thursday  afternoon  we  dismissed  school  for  another  service.  I 
baptized  four  children  and  two  adults.  After  this  service  we  had  a 
double  wedding.  Two  couples  of  Indians  from  Kibilibiri,  the  place 
where  we  formerly  had  a  chapel.  After  the  wedding  we  got  in 
canoes  and  went  up  the  Itabo,  then  over  a  trail  into  the  forest  and 
up  a  sand  hill  to  the  burying  ground,  where  we  laid  away  an  old 
Indian. 

“Then  with  five  Indians  to  row  and  steer  the  boat  we  went  down 
to  Maria  Henriette.  We  held  preparatory  services  there  that  evening. 
On  Saturday  we  held  a  meeting  of  the  Vestry  and  instructed  them 
to  build  a  gallery,  9  x  28,  to  the  schoolroom.  Imagine  69  enrolled 
scholars  and  a  room  18  x  28.  They  promised  to  attend  to  it  by 
the  time  of  my  next  visit. 

“Sunday  morning  we  were  up  early  and  away  to  St.  Lust.  At 
this  place  we  gave  communion  and  baptized  some  children,  talked 
to  them  about  the  school  to  be  opened  on  our  next  visit  and  told 
them  of  some  of  the  things  we  should  expect  from  them.  Then 
back  to  Maria  Henriette.  We  had  announced  services  for  one 
o’clock  at  Maria  Henriette,  but  on  account  of  the  adverse  tide  it 
was  after  two  before  we  arrived.  We  at  once  proceeded  with  the 
communion  service,  preaching  and  baptizing  some  children.  It  was 
4  p.  m.  when  I  got  back  to  the  mission  house  for  my  breakfast. 
At  seven  we  held  another  service.  Although  most  of  the  men  were 
in  the  bush  for  Balata,  nevertheless  we  had  good  attendance  at  the 
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‘‘Monday  morning  we  inspected  the  school,  examined  the  pupils 
along  certain  lines,  and  then  dismissed  them  for  a  holiday  so  that 
the  teacher  could  go  with  me  to  St.  Lust  where  he  is  catechist. 

“We  arrived  at  St.  Lust  in  the  middle  of  the  afternoon.  I  called 
on  some  of  the  Indians  at  his  place.  Found  them  very  sad,  as  one 
of  the  women  had  died  from  a  snake  bite  only  a  short  time  before. 
At  St.  Lust  I  showed  the  men  where  to  build  the  house  for  the 
school  teacher  and  held  a  short  baptismal  service.  In  the  evening 
I  preached  again.  There  were  seventy  adults  out  for  the  service. 
After  killing  all  the  tarantula  that  we  could  find  around  the  chapel, 
we  put  up  our  cots  and  went  to  sleep. 

“Tuesday  morning  we  were  up  early,  packed  our  outfit  and 
boarded  the  steamer  as  it  came  down  stream.  At  nine  o’clock  in 
the  evening  we  were  back  in  the  house  at  New  Amsterdam.” 

Needs 

The  field  needs  a  second  American  missionary  in  the  near  future. 
He  has  been  appointed. 

The  greatest  need  is  a  school  of  higher  education  for  all  classes. 
Steps  are  being  taken  to  meet  this  need.  Our  missionary  concludes 
his  last  letter  as  follows:  “We  are  needed  and  with  the  favor  of 
God  we  hope  to  do  a  great  good  to  the  people  of  this  colon}'.  God 
is  blessing  our  work.”

The  Reformation  Diamond  Jubilee  Advance  $300,000  for  Our 

Foreign  Work 

The  four  hundredth  anniversary  of  the  Reformation  and  the 
seventy-fifth  anniversary  of  the  founding  of  our  India  Mission  occur 
this  year.  The  Board  recognizes  the  occasion  as  a  fitting  one  on 
which  to  call  special  attention  to  the  task  of  the  Church,  “in  the 
regions  beyond,”  and  to  put  before  her  the  needs  of  our  growing 
and  successful  missionary  enterprise. 

Plans  were  matured  and  the  efforts  are  being  made  to  carry 
them  out  to  raise  $300,000  for  the  missions.  This  amount  is  to  be 
largely  used  in  the  development  of  our  institutions  in  India  and 
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Africa,  especially  by  way  of  the  better  equipment  of  all  parts  of 
the  work. 

The  following  persons  have  been  appointed  to  carry  out  the 
plans  in  the  Synods  indicated : 

"Rev.  Luther  Kuhlman,  D.D.,  Field  Secretary,  assigned  to  the 
Synods  of  Maryland,  Allegheny,  Pittsburgh  and  Susquehanna. 

Rev.  George  Albrecht,  Ph.D.,  the  Synods  of  Nebraska  (German 
and  English),  Wartburg,  Iowa,  Kansas  and  Northern  Illinois. 

Rev.  M.  E.  Thomas,  the  Synods  of  East  Ohio,  Miami,  Wittenberg, 
Ohio,  Northern  Indiana  and  Central  and  Southern  Illinois. 

Rev.  J.  Roy  Strock,  the  Synods  of  West,  East  and  Central  Penn- 
sylvaina,  New  York  and  West  Virginia. 

Rev.  J.  C.  Pedersen,  the  Synods  of  California  and  Rocky 
Mountain. 

Rev.  E.  H.  Mueller,  D.D.,  has  been  assigned  to  temporary  work 
in  connection  with  the  Iowa  and  Kansas  Synods. 

The  following  chief  objectives  are  placed  before  our  generous 
givers,  but  at  the  same  time  no  gift,  however  small,  will  be  over¬ 
looked  or  unappreciated.  Everyone  should  have  some  part  in  this 
offering  to  our  work. 

An  endowment  fund  is  to  be  raised,  for  our  college  in  Guntur, 
of  $100,000.  A  friend  has  offered  $25,000,  provided  the  Church 
raises  $75,000  for  this  purpose.  Additional  equipment  and  buildings 
are  needed  with  the  necessary  land  for  college  campus,  for  which 
$93,000  are  needed.  Each  share  has  been  fixed  at  $20. 

Our  boarding  schools  for  the  training  of  Christian  workers 
require  enlargement,  and  $16,000  will  meet  this  part  of  the  scheme. 

Our  Christian  elementary  schools,  in  connection  with  our  con¬ 
gregations,  are  sadly  in  need  of  improvement.  Of  these  there  are 
350,  and  the  modest  sum  of  $20,000  will  bring  about  great  changes 
for  their  better  equipment.  A  divinity  hall  for  the  training  of  our 
more  advanced  Christian  workers  and  for  the  pastors  can  be  made 
possible  through  our  pastors  in  America  raising  $7,500. 

Christian  normal  schools  and  the  necessity  for  their  enlargement 
with  several  station  churches  call  for  about  $30,000,  while  the 
opening  of  a  new  station  at  Repalle  will  cost  more  than  $10,000. 

Africa  and  our  movement  into  the  hinterland  appeal  to  all,  and 
for  this  $25,000  has  been  deemed  a  fair  amount. 

All  other  objects  not  thus  definitely  classified,  but  which  are  of 
much  importance,  may  have  to  wait,  but  at  least  these  are 
demanded.  The  rapid  growth  of  our  mission  and  its  very  success 
challenge  our  Church.  No  better  time  could  be  chosen  than  this 
quadri-centennial  year. 

All  pledges  and  offerings  made  are  on  a  four-}Tear-plan.  The 
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first  instalment,  it  is  hoped,  will  be  paid  within  this  quadri-centennial 
year,  October  31,  1917,  the  balance  to  be  paid  in  three  equal  instal¬ 
ments. 

Including  the  conditional  promise  of  $25,000  to  the  endowment, 
the  campaign  leaders,  backed  by  Church  councils  and  Church 
members,  can  report  at  this  meeting  of  the  General  Synod  a  total 
offering  of  $100,000.

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The  biennium  shows  that  the  receipts  from  all  sources  amount  to 
$283,075.65,  an  advance  over  the  previous  biennium  of  $48,570.43. 
Our  expenses  during  the  previous  biennium  were  $237,268.03,  while 
in  this  biennium  they  were  $276,956.36,  of  which  $190,377.14  was 
expended  for  general  work,  and  $86,579.22  on  the  woman’s  work. 
It  is  thus  seen  that  the  Board  spent  $39,688.03  more  in  this  than  in 
the  previous  biennium.  Since  the  first  biennium  of  the  decade  our 
expenditure  has  risen  from  $153,305.31  to  $276,905.36;  or  in  the  last 
biennium  of  the  decade  the  Church  spent  on  their  Missions  $123,- 
600.05  more  than  in  the  first  biennium.

1.  Resolved,  That  the  General  Synod  devoutly  acknowledges  with 
thanksgiving  the  many  evidences  of  the  divine  favor  on  the  labors 
of  its  missionaries  in  India  and  Africa  and  South  America,  and 
rejoices  in  the  good  health  which  they  enjoyed  during  this  biennium, 
as  well  as  in  the  large  measure  of  success  that  has  attended  their 
efforts. 

2.  Resolved,  That  the  General  Synod  calls  on  our  Churches  to 
earnest  intercession  to  the  great  Head  of  the  Church,  that  He  may 
thrust  the  needed  laborers  into  our  fields  and  crown  their  efforts 
with  a  rich  future  harvest  of  souls,  born  into  the  kingdom. 

3.  Resolved,  That  the  General  Synod  rejoices  in  the  great  prog¬ 
ress  and  increasing  efficiency  of  the  Woman’s  Home  and  Foreign 
Missionary  Society,  and  expresses  its  sincere  appreciation  of  their 
co-operation  in  all  the  Church’s  work  in  India  and  Africa. 
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4.  Resolved,  That  the  General  Synod  urges  upon  all  our  Young 
People’s  Societies  and  our  Sunday  Schools  the  subject  of  the

Extension  of  the  General  Synod  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran 
Church  in  the  United  States  of  America 

To  the  President,  Clerical  and  Lay  Delegates  of  the  Forty- 
eighth  Convention  of  the  General  Synod  : 

Dear  Brethren  :  We  present  herewith  our  first  report  as  a  Con¬ 
solidated  Board  of  Home  Missions  and  Church  Extension,  and  are 
gratified  to  say  that  it  is  one  of  which  we  all  can  be  justly  proud. 
Notwithstanding  misgivings  on  the  part  of  some  as  to  the  advis¬ 
ability  of  this  consolidation,  we  think  the  results  will  fully  justify 
the  wisdom  of  the  action  of  the  last  General  Synod  in  thus  uniting 
these  two  interests,  which  take  care  of  the  work  of  our  beloved 
Church  in  this  country.  We  trust  that  the  next  two  years  will  show 
still  greater  advances,  both  in  receipts  and  in  efficiency  of  operation.

B.  Death  of  Arthur  King,  A.M. 

This  noble  servant  of  our  Church,  who  for  so  many  years  had 
been  active  in  our  Board  of  Church  Extension,  and  also  our  Board 
of  Home  Missions  and  Church  Extension,  since  its  appointment, 
passed  away  to  his  heavenly  rest  on  Wednesday,  January  31.  On 
February  2  the  Board,  in  special  session,  adopted  the  following 
minute : 

“The  Board  of  Home  Missions  and  Church  Extension  of  the 
General  Synod  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  in  the  United 
States,  desiring  to  attest  to  their  sense  of  loss  sustained  in  the  death 
of  Arthur  King,  who  was  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Church  Ex¬ 
tension  from  1889  to  1915  and  of  the  combined  Board  from  its  in¬ 
corporation  to  this  date,  and  to  express  their  appreciation  of  his 
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service  and  their  sympathy  with  his  family,  record  the  following: 

“In  that  it  hath  pleased  the  Great  Head  of  the  Church  to  remove 
to  the  Church  Triumphant  one  who  for  so  many  years  has  been 
prominent  in  the  counsels  of  the  Church,  therefore  be  it 

“ Resolved That  we  deeply  mourn  his  departure  and  that  we  re¬ 
gret  the  loss  of  his  devoted  service  as  a  member  of  this  Board. 

“That  we  bear  cheerful  testimony  to  his  excellent  Christian  char¬ 
acter,  to  the  efficiency  of  his  service,  to  his  untiring  zeal  and  genial 
spirit  and  that  we  sorrow  for  him  as  a  brother  dear  to  us  all ; 

“That  we  assure  his  bereaved  family  of  our  sincere  sympathy 
and  commend  them  to  the  tender  love  of  our  Heavenly  Father. 

“In  his  death  the  Board  and  the  Church  have  lost  one  of  its  noblest 
and  truest  men.” 

Mr.  A.  H.  Durboraw,  of  Wilkinsburg,  Pa.,  has  been  elected  to 
take  Mr.  King’s  place.  He  is  not  unknown  to  the  Church,  and  will 
prove  a  valuable  addition  to  our  working  force.

II.  Plan  of  Operation 

The  new  Board  adopted,  after  careful  consideration  and  consul¬ 
tation  with  both  the  Synods  and  the  members  of  the  Advisory  Home 
Mission  and  Church  Extension  Council,  the  present  Plan  of  Oper¬ 
ation,  which  may  from  time  to  time  be  modified,  so  as  to  make  the 
work  of  Home  Missions  and  Church  Extension  most  effective  for 
our  Church. 

Here  is  the  plan. 

PLAN  OF  OPERATION  FOR  BOARD  OF  HOME  MISSIONS 

AND  CHURCH  EXTENSION 

I.  Home  Missions  and  Church  Extension  Council 

1.  There  shall  be  a  body,  known  as  the  Home  Missions  and 
Church  Extension  Council,  composed  of  the  members  of  the  Board 
of  Home  Missions  and  Church  Extension,  and  one  representative 
from  each  district  Synod  of  the  General  Synod. 

2.  The  representative  shall  be  selected  by  the  Synod  which  he 
represents  and  must  be  a  member  of  a  congregation  of  that  Synod. 
He  shall  be  elected  for  a  term  of  two  years  and  cannot  be  elected 
for  more  than  five  consecutive  terms. 

3.  The  Council  shall  hold  its  meetings  annually  and  shall  arrange 
to  hold  one  of  its  meetings  preceding  the  meeting  of  the  General 
Synod  and  at  such  other  times  as  may  be  agreed  on. 

4.  The  Council  shall  have  advisory  powers  only.  It  shall  meet  to 
review  the  work  of  the  past  year,  to  consider  work  in  new  territory, 
and  to  plan  for  enlargement  of  our  whole  Home  Mission  and  Church 
Extension  work. 

5-  Members  of  this  Council  shall  arrange  for  Home  Missions  and 
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Church  Extension  rallies  in  such  territories  and  centers  as  they  may 
consider  necessary  to  arouse  and  develop  Home  Mission  enthusiasm. 

II.  The  Board  of  Home  Missions  and  Church  Extension 

1.  The  Board  shall  have  general  charge  of  all  Home  Missions  and 
Church  Extension  work  in  the  General  Synod.  They  shall  elect  a 
president,  a  vice-president,  a  general  secretary  and  a  treasurer, 
who  shall  have  general  charge  of  the  work  and  who  shall  receive 
and  disburse  the  funds  of  the  Board  as  directed.  These  two  latter 
offices  may  be  held  by  the  same  person.  The  funds  of  Home  Mis¬ 
sions  and  Church  Extension  shall  be  kept  separate.  A  general 
superintendent,  who  shall  have  general  supervision  of  all  the  work 
in  the  field,  shall  also  be  elected,  and  such  other  officers  as  may  be 
needed. 

2.  The  Board  shall  make,  from  time  to  time,  such  rules  and  regu¬ 
lations  for  the  prosecution  of  the  work  as  may  be  demanded,  and 
any  changes  or  modifications  in  this  plan  as  circumstances  may 
require. 

3.  The  Board  shall  make  a  report  at  each  meeting  of  the  General 
Synod,  covering  the  work  of  the  preceding  biennium,  and  also  pre¬ 
sent  a  full  financial  exhibit  of  receipts  and  expenditures  during  that 
period. 

4.  The  Board  of  Home  Missions  and  Church  Extension  shall  call 
special  meetings  of  the  Home  Missions  and  Church  Extension 
Council  at  such  time  and  place  as  it  may  deem  expedient. 

III.  The  District  or  Synodical  Missionary  Committee 

1.  Each  district  Synod  should  select  from  its  own  number  a  Mis¬ 
sionary  Committee  of  not  less  than  five  (5)  members — three  (3) 
ministers  and  two  (2)  laymen.  The  president  of  Synod  shall  be  a 
member  of  this  committee. 

2.  Two  or  more  adjacent  Synods  may  unite  as  a  Missionary  Dis¬ 
trict,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Home  Missions  and 
Church  Extension. 

3.  This  committee  shall  elect  a  president,  secretary  and  treasurer, 
but  the  treasurer  should  not  be  the  same  as  the  treasurer  of  Synod. 

4.  This  committee  should  hold  monthly  or  quarterly  meetings,  as 
may  be  necessary,  and  shall  hear  reports,  consider  all  applications 
for  aid  and  the  needs  of  all  missions  and  new  fields  on  their  terri¬ 
tory.  Each  district  shall  bear  the  expenses  of  its  own  committee. 

5.  This  committee  shall  have  charge  of  all  the  detail  work  of 
Home  Missions  and  Church  Extension  work  on  their  territory. 
They  shall  confer  with  the  General  Superintendent  of  the  Board 
and  with  him  make  out  a  budget  for  the  necessary  funds  for  their 
territory  for  the  year  or  the  biennium,  and  shall  submit  the  same  for 
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consideration  and  action  to  the  Board  of  Home  Missions  and  Church 
Extension.  They  shall  receive,  monthly,  all  amounts  from  the  Board 
of  Home  Missions  and  Church  Extension,  and  pay  monthly  the 
salaries  of  the  missionaries  on  their  territory.  These  vouchers  may 
be  sent  out  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Home  Missions  and 
Church  Extension,  and,  unless  otherwise  ordered,  direct  to  each 
missionary.  Should  a  mission  become  vacant  during  the  year,  the 
amount  appropriated  such  mission  shall  be  deducted  from  the 
monthly  payment.  They  shall  recommend  appropriations  for  mis¬ 
sionaries’  salaries  on  their  territory,  subject  to  approval  of  the 
Board  as  hereinafter  provided.  They  shall  receive  quarterly  reports 
from  all  missions  on  their  territory  and  shall  submit,  quarterly  or 
semi-annually,  a  tabulated  report  to  the  Board  of  Home  Missions 
and  Church  Extension.  If  desired,  they  shall  elect  a  District  or 
Synodical  Missionary  Superintendent,  the  salary  of  whom  shall  be 
paid  by  the  Synod,  except  in  special  cases,  of  which  the  Board  of 
Home  Missions  and  Church  Extension  shall  be  the  judge.  They 
shall  not  elect  such  a  Synodical  Missionary  Superintendent  without 
the  consent  of  the  Board  of  Home  Missions  and  Church  Extension, 
nor  shall  the  committee  appoint  any  missionary  outside  of  their 
Synod  without  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Board.  If  more 
funds  are  necessary  for  their  work  on  the  territory  than  appro¬ 
priated  by  the  Board  the  committee  shall  make  a  recommendation 
to  their  Synod  for  an  apportionment  sufficient  to  cover  the  same,  or 
secure  the  sum  needed  in  any  manner  directed  by  the  Synod  or  dis¬ 
trict.  All  the  matters  contained  in  this  paragraph,  No.  5,  shall  be 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Home  Missions  and  Church 
Extension. 

6.  All  commissions  to  the  missionaries  shall  be  issued  by  this 
Board. 

7.  The  term  of  office  for  the  members  of  this  Missionary  Commit¬ 
tee  shall  be  for  three  (3)  years.  They  shall  be  elected  by  the  Synod, 
and  it  is  suggested  that  such  election  be  done  in  rotation. 

8.  It  is  not  expedient,  nor  should  it  be  permitted,  that  a  missionary 
upon  the  funds  of  the  Board  shall  be  a  member  of  the  committee. 

9.  In  order  to  bring  the  work  of  Church  Extension  to  a  self- 
sustaining  basis,  the  Missionary  Committee  shall  confer  with  the 
Board  and  shall  arrange  for  a  sum  in  full,  which  on  the  basis  of 
the  missions  returning  their  loans  in  five  (5)  years,  would  be  suffi¬ 
cient  to  meet  the  demands  on  their  territory. 

10.  All  mortgages  and  other  obligations  given  by  the  missions 
shall  be  held  by  the  Board  of  Home  Missions  and  Church  Exten¬ 
sion,  and  all  money  paid  on  loans  or  donations  shall  be  paid  to  the 
same  Board. 
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IV.  Woman's  Home  and  Foreign  Missionary  Society 

Recognizing  the  efficiency  and  aid  of  the  Woman’s  Home  and 
Foreign  Missionary  Society  in  the  past  to  both  the  Board  of  Home 
Missions  and  Church  Extension,  said  society  is  asked  to  co-operate 
with  the  new  Board  of  Home  Missions  and  Church  Extension  on 
such  a  basis  as  shall  be  mutually  agreeable.  A  contract  with  our 
Woman’s  Home  and  Foreign  Missionary  Society  has  been  entered 
into  and  has  worked  most  satisfactorily. 

Receipts 

There  are  given  herewith  separate  statements  for  receipts  for 
both  Home  Missions  and  Church  Extension. 

But  we  wish  to  speak  of  the  combined  receipts,  and  these  make  the 
magnificent  showing  of  $478,676.04.  Now,  when  it  is  remembered 
that  the  normal  receipts  of  the  two  Boards  in  each  biennium  were  in 
round  numbers  about  $200,000,  or  a  total  of  $400,000 ;  when  it  is 
further  remembered  that  at  Akron,  Ohio,  having  been  the  Silver 
Jubilee  year  of  the  two  former  General  Secretaries,  and  special 
efforts  were  made  to  secure  larger  gifts,  the  Special  Fund  of  the 
Church  Extension  Board  alone  being  $25,000,  and  when  it  is  con¬ 
sidered  that  with  even  these  extra  efforts  the  sum  total  of  the  two 
Boards  was  only  $428,682.54,  it  will  be  easily  recognized  that  the 
showing  of  this  biennium,  being  fifty  thousand  dollars  in  excess  of 
any  previous  report,  is  a  source  of  great  rejoicing  and  deep  grati¬ 
tude  to  God.  And  these  two  years  were  critical  ones,  as  the  new 
plan  had  not  been  fully  understood,  nor  as  effectively  carried  out 
as  it  will  be  hereafter.  Your  Board  is,  therefore,  justly  gratified  to 
give  you  this  sum  total  as  the  result  of  these  first  two  years  of  a 
consolidation — or  practically  only  of  sixteen  months.  We  believe 
that  the  Board,  two  years  from  now,  will  be  able,  with  proper  care, 
to  largely  exceed  this  sum. 

A  detailed  statement  of  the  receipts  for  Home  Missions  and 
Church  Extension,  and  for  the  Consolidated  Board,  are  given  later. 
See  same. 

We  wish  now  to  call  attention  more  especially  to 

The  Work  of  the  Woman’s  Home  and  Foreign  Missionary 

Society 

The  Board  desires  to  record  its  deep  sense  of  appreciation  of  the 
cordial  and  generous  way  in  which  this  society  has  co-operated  with 
it  in  the  prosecution  of  our  Home  Mission  work  during  the  past  two 
years.  It  has  at  all  times  manifested  a  sincere  interest  in  every 
effort  inaugurated  to  extend  the  operations  of  this  work  and  to 
promote  its  larger  success.  While  the  amount  appropriated  to  Home 
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Mission  objects  during  the  biennium  was  a  considerable  one,  the 
Executive  Committee  has  decided  to  considerably  increase  its  work 
in  the  home  field  in  the  next  biennium. 

The  Laymen's  Missionary  Movement 

We  cannot  lay  too  great  stress  upon  the  excellent  services  ren¬ 
dered  by  this  efficient  agency  of  our  Church.  These  noble  laymen 
are  spending  annually  thousands  of  dollars  in  the  employment  of 
capable  field  and  home  secretaries  and  in  the  dissemination  of 
wholesome  literature,  thus  establishing  a  systematic  and  effective 
way  to  secure  our  benevolent  offerings.  Much  of  the  interest  in  our 
churches  is  due  to  their  faithful  work  throughout  our  General  Synod. 
The  Church  at  large  owes  them  an  infinite  debt  of  gratitude. 

Our  Faithful  Missionaries 

We  wish  to  call  especial  attention  to  the  faithful  corps  of  home 
missionaries  with  which  our  General  Synod  is  blessed.  We  believe 
there  is  not  another  denomination  in  this  country  that  can  give  a 
better  record  than  these  noble  servants  of  the  cross. 

The  home  missionary  does  not  receive  the  praise  and  commen¬ 
dation  of  pulpit  and  press  that  should  be  accorded  to  him.  Yet  it 
often  happens  that  his  field  has  greater  difficulties  and  requires 
more  heroism  and  sacrifice  than  are  required  in  any  other  field.  As 
a  rule  his  salary  is  not  so  secure,  nor  is  it  paid  so  regularly. 
Sometimes  he  is  on  the  Frontier,  where  the  drives  are  long,  fre¬ 
quently  over  bad  roads,  where  the  congregations  are  small  and  his 
income  very  meager.  His  family  is  often  poorly  housed,  and  his 
exposure  in  all  kinds  of  weather  is  an  element  in  the  problem  which 
might  cause  even  a  brave  heart  to  shrink.  Home  missionaries  have 
been  known  to  ride  seventy  miles  by  stage  to  reach  a  new  field 
when  the  thermometer  indicated  twenty  degrees  below  zero. 

Sometimes  he  is  in  a  city,  struggling  with  the  difficulties  of  a  new 
parish.  A  missionary  in  the  city  has  other  difficulties  than  those  of 
a  missionary  in  the  country,  but  they  are  quite  as  real. 

All  honor  to  the  consecrated  missionaries,  whom  the  great  Head 
of  the  Church  has  given  us  to  carry  on  our  work.

Recommendation 

With  deep  gratitude  to  the  great  Head  of  the  Church  and  our 
loyal  members  of  the  General  Synod  churches,  the  only  recommen- 
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dation  we  ask  for  is  an  apportionment  large  enough  to  meet  our 
growing  needs,  and  such  sums,  for  both  Home  Missions  and  Church 
Extension  as  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  General  Synod  may 
agree  on.

First  Report  of  the  Inner  Mission  Board  of  the  General  Synod 

of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  in  the  United  States  of 

America. 

To  the  President  and  Members  of  the  General  Synod: 

Brethren  :  At  the  Akron  Convention  of  the  General  Synod  in 
1915  the  General  Synod  adopted  the  report  of  the  Inner  Mission 
Committee  and  appointed  an  Inner  Mission  Board  to  spread  the 
ideal  of  definite  Christian  service  on  the  part  “of  the  entire  Chris¬ 
tian  Congregation  and  all  its  individual  members.” 

The  seven  members  of  the  Inner  Mission  Committee  were  ap¬ 
pointed  as  members  of  this  new  Board,  with  authority  to  add  others 
as  they  deemed  wise,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Executive  Com¬ 
mittee  of  the  General  Synod. 

The  members  of  the  newly  elected  Board  who  were  present  at  the 
General  Synod  at  Akron  met  for  organization  on  June  1,  1915,  and 
elected  Rev.  Frederick  H.  Knubel,  D.D.,  President,  and  Prof.  Frank 
P.  Manhart,  D.D.,  Vice-President.  The  completion  of  the  organiza¬ 
tion  was  left  in  the  hands  of  the  President. 

Because  of  his  many  duties  on  other  Boards  of  the  Church,  George 
E.  Neff,  Esq.,  one  of  the  originally  appointed  members  of  the  Inner 
Mission  Board,  found  it  necessary  to  resign.  His  resignation  was 
accepted  with  deep  regret.

Rev.  Wm.  Freas,  162  Mercer  Street,  Jersey  City,  N.  J.,  was  chosen 
Secretary  and  Treasurer,  not  being  a  member  of  the  Board,  but  ap¬ 
pointed  a  member  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

Our  Board  has  held  four  busy  meetings  in  New  York  City  during 
the  biennium  and  the  Executive  Committee  has  met  twenty-one 
times. 

The  Inner  Mission  ideal  as  set  forth  two  years  ago  is  restated  for 
the  purpose  of  greater  emphasis. 

WHAT  IS  “INNER  MISSION?” 

“Inner  Mission  is  very  generally  misunderstood.  Those  who  know  a  little 
upon  the  subject  generally  conceive  it  to  involve  chiefly  the  planting  of  many 
forms  of  institutions  of  helpfulness  in  Jesus’  name.  That  is,  however,  only 
a  secondary  matter  to  Inner  Mission. 

The  primary  idea  is  the  aim  to  realize  a  wonderful  vision  of  the  Christian 
Church — one  which  the  present  age  can  well  understand.  It  is  a  true  vision 
of  what  the  Church  must  be.  It  is  one  which  has  been  seen  in  our  country 
very  dimly  by  ‘Institutional  Churches,’  ‘Men  and  Religion  Forward  Move¬ 
ments,’  ‘Social  Service,’  men’s  and  women’s  and  young  people’s  societies,  etc.; 
but  they  have  been  beholding  very  narrowly  and  uncertainly  what  Inner 
Mission  has  for  years  been  seeing. 

The  idea  of  Inner  Mission,  even  as  first  proclaimed  by  Wichern,  is  to  realize 
the  universal  priesthood  of  all  believers — to  re-establish  the  primitive  ideal  of 
Christianity,  in  that  loving  service  to  a  needy  world  becomes  the  manifest  sign 
wherever  there  is  a  Christian — to  have  the  Church  (the  entire  Church,  mark 
it)  prove  her  faith  by  her  saving  love.  It  is  thus  the  idea  of  Inner  Mission 
to  put  the  entire  so-called  ‘laity’  into  the  Samaritan  attitude  of  vital,  personal 
touch  with  need.  The  prime  aim  must,  therefore,  always  be  congregational 
development.  The  unused,  flabby  strength  of  members  is  to  be  developed,  and 
the  way  of  effectual  service  prepared  for  them.  There  must  be  an  increased 
force  of  real  Christian  ministry  in  every  congregation.  Inner  Mission’s  ideal  is 
to  have  the  entire  live  and  conscious  Church  in  service.  It  emphasizes  the 
constantly  forgotten,  despised  fact  that  it  is  the  Church  (not  just  pastors  and 
deaconesses)  to  which  the  commission  is  given  of  carrying  out  Christ’s  work 
upon  earth.  Congregations  must  more  largely  gain  the  idea  of  personal,  loving 
service  of  men  for  Jesus’  sake.  Inner  Mission  is  the  Church’s  endeavor  to 
make  real  to-day  what  Christ  was  in  His  day — a  person  going  about  ‘doing 
good’;  it  is  the  Christ  of  ‘yesterday  and  to-day,’  going  about  in  the  person  of 
His  members,  applying  the  balm  of  Gilead  to  the  world’s  open  sore,  whether 
mental,  moral  or  physical — and  always,  as  with  Christ,  for  the  purpose  of 
reaching  the  depth  of  the  wound,  sin. 

It  is  manifest  thus  that  were  this  ideal  of  Inner  Mission  fully  realized,  many 
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present  institutions  of  mercy  would  not  be  needed  at  all.  For  instance,  no 
homes  for  orphans  or  for  the  aged  would  be  needed;  for  every  orphan  and 
lonely  aged  person  would  find  that  some  Christian  household  was  glad  to  pro¬ 
vide  in  its  own  circle  a  loving  home.  No  hospice  would  be  needed  in  any  city, 
for  every  strange  young  man  going  to  a  city  would  be  welcomed  to  the  fireside 
of  some  Christian  family.  Since,  however,  the  conditions  of  life  prevent  the 
complete  realization  of  Inner  Mission’s  ideal,  a  secondary  idea  of  Inner  Mission 
is  the  establishment  of  institutions  where  the  great  and  complicated  wounds  of 
men  are  treated  for  Jesus’  sake  and  in  His  name.  Everywhere  such  institutions 
are  needed.  In  special  places  (such  as  cities)  some  of  special  character  are 
demanded  (e.  g.,  hospices),  and  some  special  work  is  required  (e.  g.,  in  state 
institutions).  This  secondary,  institutional  aim  of  Inner  Mission  must  never 
be  allowed  to  supersede  the  primary,  congregational  aim,  in  spite  of  the  con¬ 
stant  temptation  which  will  exist  to  have  that  take  place.” 

We  have  aimed  to  propagate  this  ideal.  But  our  first  effort  during 
the  biennium  has  been  to  perfect  our  organization :  then  to  remind 
the  Church  of  the  ideal  and  its  practical  working  in  individual,  con¬ 
gregational  and  institutional  life :  and  to  show  the  way  to  a  larger 
service  on  the  part  of  all.  Our  work  has  been  most  carefully  con¬ 
sidered,  realizing  that  fundamental  principles  are  now  being  formu¬ 
lated.  We  are  moving  slowly  to  avoid  all  mistakes. 

Provision  was  made  in  the  Constitution  adopted  at  the  last  Gen¬ 
eral  Synod  for  an  annual  meeting  of  the  Board.  Because  of  the 
length  of  time  heretofore  elapsing  between  these  meetings,  the  real 
work  of  planning  and  inspiring  has  been  done  by  the  Executive 
Committee,  referring  to  the  Board  such  matters  as  should  be  so 
referred. 

Our  method  of  work  is  through  the  Committees  of  the  Synods 
and  of  the  Board. 


I.  THE  SYNODICAL  COMMITTEES 

After  most  earnest  consideration  it  was  thought  best  to  seek  the 
appointment  by  each  district  Synod  of  an  Inner  Mission  Committee 
to  co-operate  with  the  Board  in  its  work.  All  of  the  Synods,  with 
one  exception,  have  appointed  such  a  Committee.  Through  these 
Committees  the  real  work  must  be  done.  They  are  in  touch  with 
the  Congregations  of  the  Synods.  They  are  most  familiar  with 
conditions  and  problems.  It  will  not  then  be  the  contact  of  a  Board 
far  away  and  unfamiliar  with  the  peculiar  problems  and  difficulties 
of  the  local  and  district  fields,  but  of  men  who  are  on  the  fields 
and  know  the  needs. 

A  questionaire  to  pastors  has  been  distributed  through  these 
Committees.  Its  purpose  is  to  secure  information  about  local 
church  conditions  and  Institutions,  the  need  of  new  Institutions  or 
of  other  forms  of  Inner  Mission  service  by  the  congregations.  A 
small  number  only  have  been  returned  which  makes  it  impossible  to 
draw  any  conclusions  to  date. 
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These  Committees  will  also  be  in  touch  with  Inner  Mission  So¬ 
cieties  and  Institutions  on  the  territory  of  their  respective  Synods. 
Through  the  Synodical  Committees  our  Institutions  Committee  can 
reach  in  a  very  direct  way  the  Institutions  there.  The  personal 
touch  will  mean  much  both  to  the  Institutions  and  Synod.  The 
need  of  new  Institutions  will  become  evident  and  will  the  more 
quickly  be  established  by  those  who  have  a  vital  interest  in  these 
fields.  All  the  accumulated  information  in  regard  to  well-ordered 
Institutions  which  will  be  in  the  hands  of  the  Board  will  be  avail¬ 
able  for  use  by  founders  of  new  Institutions. 

Such  Synodical  Committees  will  be  able  to  lead  more  wisely  in 
the  organization  of  local  Inner  Mission  Societies  where  they  can  be 
founded  and  supported.  Such  Societies  open  up  many  avenues  of 
Christian  service  not  only  in  the  cities  and  towns,  but  as  also  reach¬ 
ing  out  into  sections  of  the  country  that  are  more  thickly  populated. 
They  provide  many  opportunities  for  individual  service  in  the  relief 
of  man’s  distress. 

II.  THE  COMMITTEES  OF  THE  BOARD 

I.  The  Propaganda  Committee 

It  consists  of  Rev.  J.  Fred  W.  Kitzmeyer,  497  Neptune  Avenue, 
Coney  Island,  New  York  City,  Chairman;  Revs.  William  H.  Feld- 
mann  and  John  E.  Heindel,  D.D.,  Mr.  Albert  H.  Hastorf,  Jr.,  and 
Dr.  Clarence  R.  Phillips. 

The  purpose  of  this  Committee  as  set  forth  in  the  Constitution  is : 

“To  carry  on  an  educational  campaign  through  literature,  the  holding  of 
institutes,  and  other  means,  for  the  purpose  of  effecting  more  truly  in  all 
congregations  of  the  General  Synod  the  reality  of  Inner  Mission — active  Chris¬ 
tian  service  to  need  on  the  part  of  the  entire  congregation,  and  of  all  its  indi¬ 
vidual  members;  for  the  purpose,  also,  of  promoting  the  establishment  of  local 
Inner  Mission  societies  in  localities  where  special  Inner  Mission  work  needs  to 
be  done;  and,  in  general,  for  Inner  Mission  purposes.” 

This  purpose  has  been  furthered  through  the  sending  out  to  the 
Church  of  four  pamphlets — “Saved  to  Serve,”  prepared  by  this 
Committee,  setting  forth  the  practical  working  out  of  the  Inner 
Mission;  “Inner  Mission  Work,”  a  reprint  from  Prof.  Pfeiffer’s 
excellent  “Mission  Studies,”  showing  the  theory  of  Inner  Mission ; 
“The  Importance  of  the  Christian  Congregation,”  the  sermon 
preached  at  the  last  General  Synod  by  our  President,  giving  the 
scriptural  basis  of  the  Inner  Mission;  and  “Inner  Mission  and  So¬ 
cial  Service — The  Difference,”  prepared  by  the  Committee,  and 
recently  sent  out  to  the  Church.  Copies  of  all  four  of  these  book¬ 
lets  were  sent  to  all  the  pastors,  deaconesses,  missionaries,  theo¬ 
logical  students  of  the  General  Synod,  and  such  others  as  requested 
them,  and  to  leaders  in  the  General  Council,  and  other  Lutheran

Bodies.  There  has  since  been  a  constant  call  for  them.  A  number 
of  copies  are  here  for  those  who  desire  them.  By  action  of  the 
Executive  Committee  free  copies  will  be  mailed  upon  request.  If 
more  than  six  copies  are  needed  they  will  be  sent  at  a  nominal 
charge  of  five  cents  each.  Lots  of  one  hundred  and  more  will  be 
provided  at  the  rate  of  $3.50  per  hundred,  the  charge  being  made 
to  cover  cost  of  printing  and  distribution. 

Articles  of  unusual  interest  and  originality  have  appeared  from 
time  to  time  in  Lutheran  Church  Work  and  Observer,  setting  forth 
in  attractive  form  the  Inner  Mission. 

The  work  has  been  presented  at  practically  all  of  the  district 
Synods  by  a  member  of  the  Board,  the  Secretary,  or  the  chairman 
of  the  synodical  Inner  Mission  Committee.  A  few  of  the  Confer¬ 
ences  and  some  Congregations  have  had  addresses  about  the  work. 
A  course  of  lectures  by  a  member  of  the  Board  has  been  given  at 
the  Theological  Seminaries.  All  pastors  and  deaconesses  have  been 
definitely  approached  to  spread  the  ideal. 

The  Committee  is  preparing  a  volume  of  Inner  Mission  sermons, 
and  pamphlets  for  the  pew,  which  will  be  capable  of  wide  use  when 
ready  for  distribution. 

A  leaflet,  “What  the  Inner  Mission  Does,”  written  by  Mrs.  E.  C. 
Cronk,  and  published  by  the  Missionary  Society  of  the  United 
Synod  South,  is  in  our  hands  for  distribution.  It  is  a  most  admir¬ 
able  presentation  of  the  subject.  It  will  open  the  eyes  of  our 
people  to  the  possible  activities  of  this  Christian  service. 

A  pamphlet  for  the  pew,  entitled  “How  to  Begin,”  by  one  of  our 
deaconesses,  an  expert  in  such  work,  is  in  preparation,  and  will  be 
available  for  use  shortly.  Other  leaflets  and  pamphlets  of  inform¬ 
ing  and  inspirational  character  are  being  prepared  by  or  for  the 
Board  as  rapidly  as  possible. 

2.  The  Institutions  Committee 

It  consists  of  Rev.  William  H.  Feldmann,  404  West  Market 
Street,  York,  Pa.,  Chairman;  Rev.  Harlan  K.  Fenner,  D.D.,  Messrs. 
I.  Searles  Runyon,  Carl  M.  Distler,  A.  H.  Durboraw,  and  Dr.  Clar¬ 
ence  R.  Phillips. 

The  purpose  of  this  Committee  is ; 

“To  aim  at  a  more  harmonious  order  in  the  relation  of  the  General  Synod 
to  the  various  institutions  of  an  Inner  Mission  nature  already  existing;  to  plan 
for  the  establishment  of  many  and  various  other  institutions  of  mercy  through¬ 
out  the  land,  in  accordance  with  well-conceived  ideas  of  need  and  of  territory; 
to  give  to  each  institution  the  benefits  of  wide  experience  and  large  co-operation 
in  institutional  work;  to  make  a  report  for  all  of  these  institutions  at  every 
session  of  the  General  Synod;  in  general,  to  organize  effectually  our  institu¬ 
tional  work,  while  not  interfering  with  each  institution’s  autonomy  in  its  entire 
internal  management  and  control.” 
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This  purpose  includes  the  Board’s  relation  to  present  institutions, 
for  which  we  are  to  report;  and  our  attitude  toward  those  to  be 
organized  and  our  part  in  their  organization.  In  fulfilling  this  pur¬ 
pose  of  the  Board,  reports  have  been  solicited  from  all  existing 
General  Synod  Inner  Mission  Societies  and  Institutions,  and  those 
submitted  are  presented  in  connection  with  this  report.  The  So¬ 
cieties  and  Institutions  for  which  we  are  to  report  are  of  three 
classes,  as  follows : 

A.  Institutions  owned  and  supported  by  the  General  Synod : 

Institutions. — Tabitha  Orphans’  Home  and  Home  for  the  Aged, 

Lincoln,  Neb.  National  Luther  Home  for  the  Aged,  Washington,

In  founding  new  Institutions  of  mercy  it  will  ever  be  the  aim  of 
the  Board  to  secure  their  establishment  in  accordance  with  the 
following  action : 

THE  INNER  MISSION  BOARD’S  RELATIONS  TO  INSTITUTIONS  AND  ORGANIZATIONS 

“(1)  The  Board  believes  in  local  control  of  Inner  Mission  Institutions:  it 
shall  not  therefore  aim  directly  to  establish  nor  control  such  institutions. 

(2)  The  Board  shall,  however,  aim  to  become  a  clearing  house  for  efficiency 
in  the  management  of  Institutions. 

(3)  The  Board  shall,  through  its  Institutions  Committee,  seek  to  come  into 
co-operative  touch  with  all  existing  Inner  Mission  Institutions,  with  local  Inner 
Mission  Societies,  and  with  Inner  Mission  Committees  of  the  district  Synods; 
it  shall  seek  to  further  the  establishment  of  additional  Societies  and  synodical 
Committees  throughout  the  country.  The  Board  favors  union  with  other 
bodies  of  Evangelical  Lutherans  in  the  establishment  of  local  Inner  Mission 
Societies.  It  shall  aim  to  encourage  all  local  Societies  and  synodical  Com¬ 
mittees  in  the  establishment  and  control  of  Inner  Mission  Institutions.  The 
Board  shall  make  report  for  all  such  activities  and  institutions  to  the  meetings 
of  the  General  Synod,  in  accordance  with  the  action  of  that  body  in  establish¬ 
ing  the  Board. 
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(4)  The  Board  shall  prepare  itself  to  receive  funds  for  Inner  Mission  pur¬ 
poses,  which  shall  be  dispensed  in  accordance  with  its  own  best  judgment,  or 
the  wish  of  the  giver,  or  the  direction  of  the  General  Synod.” 

Therefore,  after  earnest  consideration,  it  was  thought  best  to  seek 
the  establishment  of  local  Inner  Mission  Societies  and  Institutions 
through  the  synodical  Committees  which  shall  co-operate  with  our 
Board. 

Societies :  The  Institutions  Committee  is  forming  contact  with 
local  Inner  Mission  Societies  as  well  as  aiming  to  encourage  the 
organization  of  new  Societies  where  needed.  Our  Board  has  no 
desire  to  interfere  with  the  internal  and  local  affairs  of  these  So¬ 
cieties.  We  judge  that  local  control  and  support  are  always  best. 
But  at  all  times  we  stand  ready  to  supply  information  about  tried 
and  proven  methods  which  will  be  valuable  to  those  engaged  in 
local  work.  The  Board  always  recognizes  the  full  authority  and 
entire  responsibility  of  the  local  congregation  or  group  of  congrega¬ 
tions. 

The  Chicago  Society  is  an  outgrowth  of  the  work  of  our  Board. 
It  was  organized  with  great  enthusiasm.  Despite  the  fact  that  this 
is  our  Jubilee  year  and  preparation  for  the  meeting  of  the  General 
Synod  has  engaged  much  attention  by  Chicago  pastors  and  congre¬ 
gations,  yet  this  work  has  made  decided  progress.  Permanent  or¬ 
ganization  was  effected  May  1st  with  141  members.  Real  service 
may  be  confidently  expected  from  this  new  Inner  Mission  agency  of 
our  Church. 

Institutions :  Through  the  synodical  Committees  the  Board  also 
aims  to  secure  the  founding  of  Institutions  of  mercy  as  needed  and 
to  keep  in  touch  with  such  Institutions  already  in  existence.  Again 
we  do  not  have  the  slightest  wish  to  interfere  with  local  manage¬ 
ment.  Our  purpose  always  is  simply  to  inspire,  not  to  direct.  We 
aim  to  assist,  not  control.  We  desire  to  encourage  and  advise,  never 
to  interfere.  We  intend  to  be  a  clearing  house  for  Inner  Mission 
information  and  successful  Inner  Mission  methods.  To  this  end 
we  ask  always  the  co-operation  and  support  of  this  body,  and  of  all 
our  congregations  and  pastors,  looking  to  the  great  things  possible 
through  our  work  for  the  sake  of  Jesus. 

Our  Institutions  Committee  wishes  to  keep  constantly  in  touch 
with  all  Inner  Mission  agencies  in  which  the  General  Synod  is 
interested,  whether  directly  controlled  and  owned  by  the  General 
Synod,  or  by  the  district  Synods,  or,  if  non-synodical,  but  partly 
supported  by  General  Synod  congregations. 

We  consider  it  a  privilege  to  serve  in  making  possible  a  larger, 
better,  richer  service  by  the  Church. 
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3.  The  Co-operation  Committee 

This  Committee  consists  of  Prof.  Frank  P.  Manhart,  D.D.,  Selins- 
grove,  Pa.,  Chairman,  Rev.  John  E.  Heindel,  D.D.,  Prof.  J.  L.  Neve, 
D.D.,  and  Mr.  A.  H.  Durboraw. 

“Its  purpose  is  to  develop  co-operation  with  other  Lutheran  Bodies  in  the 
prosecution  of  Inner  Mission  work.” 


A  rich  field  lies  open  before  this  Committee,  particularly  in  view 
of  the  proposed  merger  of  a  number  of  our  divisions.  They  can 
serve  well  in  working  with  these  Synods  looking  forward  to  a 
closer  unification  of  Inner  Mission  work. 

In  line  with  the  work  of  this  Committee  was  the  Conference  of 
Inner  Mission  Workers,  held  in  New  York  City  last  October.  This 
Conference  was  made  up  of  workers  from  all  the  General  Bodies 
of  our  Church.  A  Committee  was  appointed  with  a  view  to  con¬ 
tinuing  such  conventions  in  the  future.  The  Committee  consists  of 
Revs.  J.  F.  Ohl,  D.D.,  Edward  Pfeiffer,  D.D.,  F.  H.  Knubel,  D.D., 
Herman  Fritschel,  D.D.,  and  Victor  Tengwald. 

The  work  of  this  Committee  comes  into  prominence  and  great 
importance  in  view  of  the  proposed  merger  of  our  General  Bodies. 
A  joint  meeting  was  held  in  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  on  May  16th.  Those 
present  at  the  Conference  were  Revs.  G.  W.  Sandt,  D.D.,  F.  H. 
Knubel,  D.D.,  E.  F.  Bachmann,  D.D.,  F.  P.  Manhart,  D.D.,  J.  F. 
Ohl,  Wm.  Freas,  J.  F.  W.  Kitzmeyer,  J.  E.  Heindel,  D.D.,  C.  M. 
Sandt,  G.  H.  Bechtold.  The  United  Synod  South  was  unable  to  be 
represented,  but  is  in  thorough  accord  with  the  plans  devised.  At 
this  meeting,  in  the  first  place,  the  question  of  union  was  consid¬ 
ered.  It  was  gratifying  to  find  that  there  is  complete  harmony  in 
regard  to  ideals  and  methods.  Absolutely  no  difficulty  is  in  the  way 
of  an  immediate  consolidation  of  Inner  Mission  endeavors. 

At  the  same  meeting  the  Inner  Mission  interests  decided  to  prose¬ 
cute  vigorous  activity  in  the  present  war  emergency  under  the  name 
of  “The  United  Inner  Mission  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church.” 
It  is  peculiarly  Inner  Mission  work  that  needs  to  be  done  in  the 
emergency.  A  booklet  has  been  issued  under  the  title,  “Christian 
Service  in  War  Times.”  This  booklet  contains  suggestions  for  con¬ 
gregational  activity  during  the  war.  It  furthermore  reveals  our 
plans  for  additional  activity  and  publications  as  need  may  develop. 

GENERAL 

1.  At  its  last  meeting  the  General  Synod  instructed  this  Board  to 
form  a  contact  with  the  Social  Service  Commission  of  the  Federa¬ 
tion  of  Churches.  Such  contact  has  been  established.  Much  of  their 
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literature  has  been  received  and  studied  by  each  member  of  the 
Board.  The  Secretatry  has  been  named  as  the  representative  of  our 
work  on  the  Social  Service  Commission. 

2.  A  Message  for  the  Day  has  been  turned  over  to  our  Board 
by  the  Lutheran  Publication  Society  at  our  request.  The  “Message” 
is  a  four-page  leaflet,  one  for  each  Sunday  of  the  Church  Year, 
designed  for  the  use  of  “Shut-Ins”  and  “Shut-Outs,”  that  they  may 
join  with  the  congregation  in  worship  in  their  homes  or  wherever 
they  may  be  on  the  Lord's  Day.  It  contains  the  Introit  and 
Collect  for  the  Day,  the  Gospel  or  Epistle,  a  sermonette,  prayer, 
and  hymn.  Since  the  “Message”  has  been  in  our  charge  289  new 
subscriptions  have  been  received,  a  net  gain  of  236.  The  “Message” 
serves  an  admirable  purpose  and  is  eagerly  looked  for  by  those  who 
have  used  it.  We  are  aiming  to  bring  it  to  the  attention  of  all  the 
congregations  of  the  General  Synod  through  the  synodical  Inner 
Mission  Committees,  deaconesses,  and  Missionary  Societies.  Sample 
copies  are  here  for  any  who  may  wish  them.  It  will  have  a  wider 
circulation  when  our  people  know  what  it  is  and  the  rich  blessing 
it  brings.  The  subscription  price  has  been  reduced  from  twenty  to 
fifteen  cents  a  year  per  copy.  Where  congregations  cannot  afford 
this,  we  have  an  arrangement  for  free  distribution  of  a  limited 
number.  We  most  heartily  urge  its  use  by  more  of  our  congrega¬ 
tions.  Printed  leaflets,  conveying  a  religious  truth  have  a  wider 
usefulness  to-day  than  is  generally  believed. 

3.  Following  an  inquiry  by  the  Woman’s  Home  and  Foreign  Mis¬ 
sionary  Society  as  to  our  work,  we  made  a  definite  request  of  them 
for  an  Inner  Mission  study.  This  request  was  most  cordially 
granted  and  the  matter  prepared  by  our  Board.  In  October,  1916, 
the  women  of  the  Church  used  this  study.  Untold  possibilities  for 
the  Church  are  found  in  this  interest  in  the  Inner  Mission  by  our 
women.  We  are  hopeful  of  rich  results  and  are  deeply  appreciative 
of  the  hearty  co-operation  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Literature  Com¬ 
mittee  of  the  Missionary  Society.  The  1917  study  will  occur  in 
September  and  will  be  based  upon  our  new  booklet,  “Inner  Mission 
and  Social  Service — The  Difference.” 

4.  The  Board  has  adopted  an  emblem  which  it  hopes  will  carry  the 
Inner  Mission  ideal  to  many  hearts.  It  was  explained  in  an  article 
in  Lutheran  Church  Work  and  Observer,  of  which  the  following  is 
an  abstract: 


OUR  EMBLEM - “BY  THIS  SIGN  CONQUER*' 

All  know  the  story  of  Constantine  and  the  legend  of  the  appearance  in  the 
heavens  the  day  he  fought  that  battle.  That  was  but  a  legend;  but  One  who  is 
King  of  kings  said,  “And  I,  if  I  be  lifted  up,  shall  draw  all  men  unto  me.” 
This  is  the  keystone  of  Christianity.  The  Cross  of  Christ  is  the  revelation  of 
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God’s  love,  the  power  of  Christ,  the  inspiration  of  the  Christian,  and  the  conso¬ 
lation  of  the  world. 

The  Board  of  Inner  Missions  has  chosen  an  emblem  expressive  of  its  work 
and  aims.  Two  things  are  brought  out  distinctly.  The  perpendicular  has  on  it 
the  word  “INDIVIDUAL,”  and  the  transept  the  word  “SERVICE” — also  the 
words  “All  for  Jesus’  sake.” 

Look  at  the  perpendicular  first.  The  symbolism  points 
upward  and  ever  upward.  The  individual  is  to  aspire  to 
grow  like  a  tree  “planted  by  the  rivers  of  waters” — to 
“grow  in  grace  and  in  the  knowledge  of  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ.”  Where  is  the  limit?  There  is  no  limit!  Wherever 
we  have  His  life,  He  gives  it  “more  abundantly.”  Here  we 
have  an  unbroken  order  of  growth  and  progression — all  for 
Jesus’  sake.  There  are  systems  of  the  world  that  belittle  the 
individual,  restrict  his  growth,  and  stunt  his  personality — 
not  so  the  Cross. 

But  there  is  the  transept  or  crosspiece!  Our  allegiance  to 
heaven  creates  higher  devotion  to  man  for  Jesus’  sake — for  this  earth  and  its 
children  are  the  objects  of  God’s  love. 

The  upright  alone  is  nothing  more  than  a  big  letter  “I” — the  embodiment  of 
selfishness,  the  badge  of  egotism,  the  banner  of  personal  vanity!  But  as  some¬ 
one  has  said,  “Jesus  puts  the  crosspiece  of  sacrifice  to  all  things  personal,”  and 
thus  the  letter  “I”  is  changed  into  the  cross.  If  the  upright  is  the  answer  to 
the  first  injunction,  “Thou  shalt  love  the  Lord  thy  God  with  all  thy  heart,  mind 
and  strength,”  then  the  transept  is  the  explanation  of  the  second  part  “and  thy 
neighbor  as  thyself.”  We  should  love  our  neighbor  for  Jesus’  sake.  How  far 
is  that  to  extend?  It  is  like  the  upright,  without  restriction. 

Wherever  there  is  a  human  being  THERE  the  Christian  has  a  NEIGHBOR. 
The  world  is  the  Christian’s  neighborhood.  For  what  is  the  world  but  your 
street — the  city  or  village  you  live  in  “writ  large.” 

We  must  never  forget  that  Christ  combined  the  two.  As  the  upright  rises, 
the  transept  must  extend  or  the  proportions  fail.  There  must  not  only  be  the 
upright  with  its  uplift  to  all  aspirations  of  body,  mind  and  soul,  but  the  cross¬ 
piece  of  service  and  responsibility  to  my  neighbor  who  is  a  part  of  society;  and 
society  sorely  needs  Him!  For  this  Christ  is  the  SOLUTION  of  all  this  crazy 
old  world’s  troubles,  as  well  as  the  troubles  that  were  YOURS  till  you  knew 
HIM! 

We  hope  for  the  wide  use  of  this  emblem  in  parish  papers  and 
other  church  publications.  We  stand  ready  to  supply  cuts  of  various 
sizes  to  those  who  may  desire  to  use  it.  If  it  is  preferred  to  copy 
the  emblem,  the  only  condition  which  we  lay  is  that  it  shall  be  used 
as  prepared  by  our  Board  and  the  words  “Inner  Mission”  shall 
always  appear  in  connection  therewith.  It  is  our  distinctive  trade 
mark,  setting  forth  the  ideal  which  our  Board  is  striving  to  present 
to  the  church.  It  carries  its  own  forceful  lesson  to  the  eye. 

5.  In  carrying  on  our  propaganda  we  desire  to  serve  in  all  efforts 
to  proclaim  the  ideal.  Therefore  we  stand  ready  to  furnish  brief 
Inner  Mission  articles  which  can  be  used  well  in  local  parish  papers. 
Many  such  concise  original  articles  have  already  appeared  in  Luth¬ 
eran  Church  Work  and  Observer.  Others  are  in  process  of  prepara- 
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tion.  They  deserve  a  wide  reading,  such  as  is  possible  through  the 
local  parish  papers. 

We  will  supply  such  literature  as  we  have,  or  as  we  may  be  able 
to  secure,  and  will  recommend  additional  books  and  pamphlets,  so 
that  pastors  may  have  a  good  working  basis  in  the  preparation  of 
Inner  Mission  sermons.  We  would  rejoice  if  every  General  Synod 
pastor  would  count  it  his  privilege  to  preach  at  least  once  a  year 
on  the  Inner  Mission. 

We  shall  gladly  make  every  effort  to  furnish  speakers  on  the 
Inner  Mission.  Where  it  is  impossible  for  a  Board  member  or  the 
Secretary  to  serve  thus,  the  chairman  or  some  member  of  the 
synodical  Inner  Mission  Committee  may  be  willing  to  speak  of  the 
ideal  to  congregations  desiring  such  presentation  of  the  subject. 

We  wish  to  assure  all  of  our  heartiest  co-operation  in  their  en¬ 
deavors  to  spread  information  and  inspiration  to  Christian  service 
done  out  of  love  for  Jesus. 

6.  The  Bureau  and  Directory  of  Information  is  another  form  of 
service  which  our  Board  will  follow  up.  Initiated  some  years  by 
one  who  is  now  a  member  of  the  Board,  it  has  since  grown  and  is 
published  in  the  minutes  of  some  of  the  Synods.  It  consists  of  a 
list  of  the  large  cities  and  towns  to  which  people  are  likely  to  travel. 
Following  the  name  of  each  city  is  a  name  and  address.  Often  one 
is  at  a  loss  in  a  strange  place  and  would  eagerly  welcome  reliable 
information  as  to  the  location  of  churches,  boarding  houses  and 
hotels,  places  of  interest,  information  as  to  the  best  manner  of 
reaching  certain  parts  of  the  city  or  surrounding  country,  etc.  The 
men  on  this  list  hold  themselves  ready  to  serve  as  best  they  can 
any  who  desire  such  help.  You  are  urged  to  take  advantage  of 
this  free  Christian  service  as  necessity  may  require. 

7.  The  finances  of  the  Board.  Our  work  has  been  supported  dur¬ 
ing  the  biennium  by  the  contributions  of  interested  men  and  women, 
congregations,  and  an  appropriation  of  $500  from  the  General 
Synod  Treasury.  When  the  President  of  the  Board  was  asked  at 
the  last  meeting  of  the  General  Synod  how  much  would  be  required 
for  the  work  of  the  Board  be  responded,  “About  $1000  for  each 
year  of  the  biennium.”  We  have  asked  one-fourth  of  that  amount. 
We  have  had  no  clerical  expenses  in  the  two  years  of  our  existence 
until  March  of  this  year  when  the  great  increase  of  correspondence 
and  other  clerical  work  made  it  imperative  to  provide  assistance  for 
the  Secretary.  Before  March  all  necessary  clerical  work  was  done 
gladly  and  freely  in  the  true  Inner  Mission  spirit.  Three  New  York 
women  delighted  to  serve  in  this  way. 

Almost  one-half  of  our  expenditures  have  been  for  printing,  in¬ 
cluding  the  four  pamphlets  which  have  been  sent  out  to  the  Church. 
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Other  disbursements  have  been  for  traveling  expenses  of  members 
of  the  Board  to  attend  its  meetings  and  of  representatives  of  the 
Board  to  present  the  work  at  the  meetings  of  Synods  and  Confer¬ 
ences,  and  at  Theological  Seminaries  of  the  General  Synod ;  for 
expense  of  incorporating  the  Board;  in  all  amounting  to  less  than 
$750  a  year.  We  have  been  able  to  secure  sufficient  annual  contribu¬ 
tions  from  congregations  and  individuals  to  carry  on  our  work  with¬ 
out  the  necessity  of  asking  the  General  Synod  to  lay  a  further  ap¬ 
portionment  upon  the  Church.  Also  we  desire  to  secure  sufficient 
contributions  in  this  way  so  that  we  shall  not  have  to  ask  an  appro¬ 
priation  from  the  General  Synod  Treasury.  While  we  are  not  yet 
assured  of  this  support,  we  are  confidently  hopeful  that  we  shall 
eventually  reach  400  congregations  and  individuals  who  will  gladly 
give  five  dollars  a  year  or  more.  This  amount  we  believe  will  carry 
on  our  work  successfully  for  at  least  a  few  years  more. 

At  present,  however,  we  ask  that  a  maximum  amount  each  year 
may  be  appropriated  from  the  General  Synod  Treasury.  For  this 
biennium  it  will  be  necessary  to  ask  an  appropriation  from  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Synod  Treasury  for  the  amount  stated  by  our  President  two 
years  ago  to  supplement  the  amount  which  we  will  secure  in  the 
regular  way.  We  are  hopeful  that  we  will  not  find  it  necessary  to 
call  upon  the  Treasurer  for  the  full  amount. 

We  wish  to  serve  the  Church  without  burdening  her,  and  we  are 
sure  that  our  propaganda  will  result  in  the  spirit  of  true  benevo¬ 
lence  among  our  Lutheran  people  of  the  General  Synod  so  that  all 
the  activities  of  this  body  will  be  strengthened,  and  its  enterprises 
benefited  and  blessed  by  our  service.

9.  After  thorough  discussion  on  the  part  of  the  Board  it  seems 
well  to  suggest  a  change  in  the  Constitution.  This  change  is  rela¬ 
tive  to  the  ratification  by  the  General  Synod  Executive  Committee 
of  any  changes  or  additions  to  the  personnel  of  the  Board.  The 
Inner  Mission  Board  is  given  authority  to  make  changes  and  addi¬ 
tions  ad  interim  in  the  personnel  of  the  Board  without  the  ratifica¬ 
tion  by  the  General  Synod  Executive  Committee. 

10.  We  ask  the  General  Synod  to  provide  a  column  in  the  paro¬ 
chial  report  for  the  Inner  Mission.  In  this  column  should  be  in¬ 
cluded  all  gifts  to  causes  of  an  Inner  Mission  nature  whether  these 
gifts  pass  through  the  hands  of  our  Board  or  not.  Congregations 
and  individuals  have  already  been  doing  Inner  Mission  work.  We  re¬ 
peat  there  is  nothing  new  about  the  idea.  It  simply  has  not  been  called 
Inner  Mission.  Contributions  are  often  made  to  distinctively  Inner 
Mission  objects.  They  have  been  unimportantly  named  “Local 
Benevolence.”  Hitherto  such  contributions  have  been  relegated  to 
the  column  headed,  “External  Objects,”  a  proceeding  which  misses 
the  Christian  idea.  With  an  Inner  Mission  column  these  activities 
will  be  more  clearly  presented.  An  added  footnote  will  indicate 
that  here  may  be  included  local  contributions  to  all  local  Inner  Mis¬ 
sion  Societies  and  Institutions,  local  charities,  to  our  Board,  etc. 
Much  of  the  amount  placed  in  the  “External  Objects”  column  could 
better  be  placed  in  one  headed  “Inner  Mission.” 

11.  The  General  Synod  accepted  and  adopted  a  carefully  prepared 
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report  on  the  Lay  Reader  at  the  Akron  Convention.  However,  there 
seems  to  be  no  provision  for  the  future  development  of  the  work. 
We  make  definite  recommendation  to  the  General  Synod  that  the 
matter  be  placed  under  the  direction  of  our  Board. 

12.  The  Rural  Church  problem  has  been  before  this  Board,  and 
under  consideration  at  various  times  for  nearly  two  years.  We 
have  gathered  some  information  on  it  from  various  sources.  From 
the  information  we  have,  we  are  inclined  to  the  view  that  a  partial 
solution  of  this  problem  lies  in  two  branches  of  church  activity 
which  this  Board  is  aiming  to  develop,  namely,  the  missionary 
power  of  the  local  congregation  to  be  made  effective  upon  its  own 
field,  and  the  office  and  function  of  the  lay  reader.  We  are  of  the 
opinion,  however,  that  to  undertake  the  work  of  gathering  all  the 
important  information  available  on  this  subject  would  occupy  more 
of  the  Board’s  time  and  energy  than  should  be  diverted  from  the 
other  work  it  has  in  hand.  In  view  of  this  opinion,  we  offer  later 
a  resolution  on  this  question. 

13.  The  Inner  Mission  Board  wishes  to  express  its  grateful  ap¬ 
preciation  to  all  who  have  helped  to  make  possible  our  service. 
Especially  would  we  make  acknowledgment  to  the  congregations 
and  individuals  who  supported  our  work  by  their  generous  gifts ; 
to  the  synodical  Committees  for  their  hearty  co-operation;  to  the 
Institutions  and  Societies  in  which  the  General  Synod  is  interested 
for  their  ready  response  to  our  request  to  report  their  work  through 
us;  to  Lutheran  Church  Work  and  Observer  for  the  courtesy  of 
frequent  space;  to  the  Lutheran  Publication  Society  for  their  dona¬ 
tion  of  the  remaining  copies  of  A  Message  for  the  Day;  to  the 
General  Synod  Executive  Committee  for  their  attention  to  our  de¬ 
sires  ;  to  the  volunteer  workers  who  have  shared  the  clerical  labors 
in  connection  with  our  work;  to  pastors  and  laymen  for  their  ready 
response  to  our  approaches  for  service ;  to  all  who  have  helped  to 
make  possible  our  work  for  Christ  and  the  Church. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

1.  Resolved,  That  Article  IV,  Section  3,  of  the  Constitution  of  the 
Inner  Mission  Board  be  amended  to  read : 

“Vacancies  in  the  Board,  or  additions  to  its  membership,  may  be 
supplied  at  any  time  by  election  by  the  Board.” 

2.  Resolved,  That  in  continuing  the  present  financial  policy  of  the 
Inner  Mission  Board  for  another  biennium  an  annual  appropriation 
of  not  more  than  $1000  ($2000  for  the  biennium)  be  made,  to  be 
called  for  as  needed,  the  whole  amount  not  to  be  used  unless 
necessary. 

3.  Resolved,  That  the  Statistical  Secretary  be  instructed  to  add  a 
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column  in  the  parochial  report  for  the  Inner  Mission.  A  footnote 
to  this  column  shall  indicate  that  here  may  be  included  gifts  to  local 
Inner  Mission  Societies  and  Inner  Mission  Institutions  in  general, 
as  well  as  gifts  to  the  Inner  Mission  Board. 

4.  Resolved,  That  a  day  during  our  session  be  assigned  to  the 
Inner  Mission  Board  by  the  Executive  Committee,  the  report  to  be 
read  during  the  day  and  a  popular  presentation  of  the  work  to  be 
made  in  the  evening. 

5.  Resolved,  That  the  second  Sunday  in  October  be  appointed  as 
Inner  Mission  day,  when  the  subject  of  Inner  Mission  shall  be 
presented  before  our  congregations.  That  no  offering  be  made 
unless  desired. 

6.  Resolved,  That  as  the  fine  report  on  the  lay  reader  presented 
to  the  last  General  Synod  was  evidently  referred  to  the  Synods  for 
carrying  into  effect,  but  no  arrangement  has  been  made  by  the 
General  Synod  for  the  further  development  and  prosecution  of  the 
work,  that,  therefore,  this  work  be  placed  under  the  Inner  Mission 
Board  for  development. 

7.  Resolved,  That  as  the  Inner  Mission  Board  cannot  undertake 
the  study  of  the  rural  church  problems  without  diverting  time  and 
energy  which  cannot  rightfully  be  spared  from  its  regular  work, 
the  General  Synod  approves  the  appointment  of  a  commission  to 
undertake  the  study  of  this  problem,  this  commission  to  report  its 
findings  to  the  Inner  Mission  Board  and  through  it  to  the  General 
Synod. 

8.  Resolved,  That  we  commend  to  the  diligent  attention  of  pas¬ 
tors  and  congregations  the  plans  suggested  in  the  booklet,  “Chris¬ 
tian  Service  in  War  Times.” 

9.  Resolved,  That  $1000  be  appropriated  from  the  treasury  for 
the  war  relief  work  of  the  United  Inner  Mission  and  that  each  con¬ 
gregation  of  the  General  Synod  be  urged  to  give  five  dollars  or 
more  to  this  work.

1-1. : 

Tabitha  may  not  be  the  youngest  among  the  Charity  Group  of 
the  General  Synod,  but  she  is  the  one  last  received  and  adopted  as 
a  daughter  of  the  Church.  At  the  time  of  her  adoption  she  was 
twenty  years  old.  All  these  twenty  years  Tabitha  had  been  an 
active  hand-maiden  of  the  Lord,  doing  good  to  many  homeless  and 
neglected  children,  to  helpless,  decrepit,  aged  in  need  of  shelter  and 
care.  Over-estimating  her  strength,  attempting  to  do  more  than 
she  really  could,  she  broke  down  under  the  heavy  burden  of  too 
much  work  and  worry.  It  pleased  God  to  let  Tabitha  pass  through 
the  sad,  bitter  experience  of  her  Master;  she,  who  had  helped 
ethers,  could  not  help  herself.  For  many  years  a  refuge  for  shelter 
and  bread  and  tender  care  to  the  poor  and  needy,  Tabitha  had  be¬ 
come  herself  poor  and  needy,  an  orphan  unsheltered  and  undesired, 
until  at  last  the  General  Synod  came  to  her  rescue,  took  her  in, 
gave  her  succor,  strengthened  her  and  put  her  upon  her  feet  again, 
so  to  speak. 

This  happy  event  occurred  ten  years  ago.  On  the  27th  day  of 
May,  1907,  at  the  Forty-third  Convention  of  the  General  Synod  in 
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session  at  Sunbury,  Pa.,  Tabitha  Home  was  recognized  as  an  insti¬ 
tution  of  our  Church. 

Indeed,  much  work  and  love,  many  gifts  and  prayers  on  the  part 
of  the  new  mother  were  required  to  help  the  new,  adopted  daughter 
along.  However,  so  soon  as  she  felt  the  strong,  loving,  helping 
hand  of  the  Church,  new  life,  new  strength  and  hope  came  to  her 
and  once  more  Tabitha  could  do  what  she  loved  to  do;  help  the 
poor,  the  suffering  and  needy  of  all  kind. 

Oh,  how  much  good  she  accomplished  since !  One  hundred  and 
thirty-eight  homeless  children  have  found  a  pleasant  home  at  Tab¬ 
itha  during  these  ten  years.  About  six  hundred  sick  and  suffering, 
among  them  many  of  our  pastors  in  the  West,  have  been  given 
good  hospital  care.  One  hundred  and  two  aged,  most  of  them 
without  any  means,  have  been  received  to  spend  their  declining 
years  at  Tabitha.  Many  of  these  102  aged  received  during  the  past 
ten  years  were  in  very  pitiable  condition,  sick,  suffering  pain,  partly 
or  entirely  helpless,  requiring  much  care,  which  has  been  given  them 
willingly  and  tenderly  by  our  Lutheran  Deaconesses  and  their  help¬ 
ers  who  devote  their  lives  to  the  ministry  of  mercy. 

Forty-one  of  the  102  aged  and  helpless  passed  away.  The  or¬ 
phanage  department,  however,  in  spite  of  sickness  and  disease,  had 
no  death  to  record  during  these  ten  years. 

In  order  to  make  room  for  the  ever-increasing  number  of  aged, 
helpless  and  orphans  seeking  admission  it  became  necessary  to  close 
the  hospital  department.  This  step,  taken  after  thorough  consider¬ 
ation,  enabled  the  management  to  assign  some  of  the  aged,  who 
occupied  rooms  in  the  basement,  to  the  sunny  cheerful  rooms  on  the 
hospital  floor.  Furthermore,  while  regular  hospital  service  is  not 
being  given  any  more  at  Tabitha  to  the  patient  who  will  be  admitted 
at  any  other  hospital,  the  doors  of  Tabitha  Home  are  wide  open  to 
the  unfortunate  chronic  patient,  who  because  of  his  distressing 
disease,  and  because  he  is  poor  and  old  and  very  sick,  is  denied  the 
shelter  and  care  he  needs,  not  only  at  nearly  all  hospitals,  often  even 
by  the  homes  for  the  aged.  Not  all  Homes  for  the  aged  are 
equipped  to  give  proper  care  for  the  aged  person  suffering  from  a 
chronic  disease.  There  is  a  great  need  for  more  homes  like  Tabitha, 
and  there  is  a  very  great  need  for  more  room  at  Tabitha  Home. 
Not  one  vacant  room,  not  even  a  vacant  bed.  Applications,  how¬ 
ever,  come  from  almost  every  State  of  the  United  States. 

Celebrating  her  tenth  anniversary  as  an  adopted  daughter  of  the 
Church,  Tabitha  would  only  be  too  glad  to  receive  an  anniversary 
gift  which  would  enable  her  to  build  a  separate  orphanage  build¬ 
ing  in  order  to  gain  more  room  for  the  helpless,  invalid,  aged. 

During  the  past  biennium  Tabitha  has  been  quite  active  again. 
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Forty-four  children  and  51  aged  and  invalids  have  been  taken  care 
of.  There  are  at  present  70  inmates  in  the  Home;  30  children,  40 
aged  and  helpless.  The  indebtedness  has  been  reduced  by  $3000. 
From  $14,000  to  $15,000  would  make  Tabitha  Home  debt  free.  The 
Lord  blessed  Tabitha  Home  abundantly  and  His  people  have  been 
very,  very  kind.  The  General  Synod  has  been  generous  and  kind  to 
Tabitha  all  these  ten  years,  especially  during  the  past  biennium.  In 
spite  of  the  very  high  cost  of  living  during  the  past  two  years  the 
large  family  of  about  90  persons  in  the  Home  did  not  suffer.  It 
had  each  day  its  daily  bread. 

The  plea  for  the  elevator  fund  met  responsive  hearts  and  hands. 
Sixteen  hundred  dollars  was  the  amount  asked  for  the  elevator. 
More  than  $1800  has  been  given,  every  cent  of  the  amount  given 
will  be  needed  and  most  likely  more,  if  we  were  to  install  the  ele¬ 
vator  at  once. 

About  $2000  is  in  the  fund  for  the  greatly  needed  home  for  the 
superintendent.  The  paving  of  Randolph  Street  from  the  city  of 
Lincoln  to  the  Home  was  completed  last  fall.  This  is  a  great  help, 
a  greatly  needed  improvement.  The  Board  of  Directors  of  Wyuka 
Cemetery  donated  to  Tabitha  Home  two  lots.  Each  lot  is  large 
enough  for  15  graves.  It  was  a  great  donation  and  greatly  appreci¬ 
ated  by  Tabitha  Home. 

The  main  building  has  been  given  a  new  roof  during  the  past  few 
months.  Many  needed  improvements  have  been  made.  An  endow¬ 
ment  fund  has  been  started  by  two  friends  of  the  Home  who  gave 
$1000  each  for  that  purpose;  Mrs.  Stromer,  of  Hastings,  Neb.,  and 
Mr.  Jakob  Geissen,  of  Minneapolis,  Kans.  Except  a  farm  of  160 
acres,  which  some  day  might  be  sold  for  $1500  or  less,  Tabitha 
Home  does  not  have  any  of  this  world’s  goods.  But  the  number  of 
faithful  friends  is  constantly  increasing,  as  are  the  needs.  Tabitha 
is  thankful  for  the  many  small  and  great  gifts  by  all  the  many 
friends,  who  were  alwa}^s  ready  to  help;  to  the  Deaconess  Mother- 
house  for  the  splendid  services  of  the  three  sisters ;  to  the  General 
Synod  for  the  helping  hand  at  times  of  need  during  these  ten  years. 
At  last  and  above  all,  thanks  and  praises  to  God  for  the  many  un¬ 
told  blessings,  for  His  divine  care  and  tender  mercies. 

If  you,  brethren,  you,  the  friends  of  the  needy,  could  come  to 
Tabitha  Home  and  be  present  at  one  of  our  regular  Sunday  services, 
could  see  the  little  orphan  boys  and  girls,  the  infirm,  decrepit  aged, 
the  invalid  and  helpless,  then  you  would  realize  that  Tabitha  is 
doing  an  unselfish  service,  is  engaged  in  a  ministry  of  real  mercy, 
is  in  need  of  and  deserving  your  helping  hand,  your  sympathy,  your 
prayers  and  your  contributions,  all  of  which  you  have  so  cheerfully 
and  generously  given  her  the  past  ten  years.  An  expression  on  the 
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part  of  this  body  to  continue  in  its  noble  effort  to  support  Tabitha 
Home  in  its  unselfish  service,  would  be  regarded  a  very  valuable 
anniversary  gift,  indeed.

I-3.  Report  of  Feghtly  Lutheran  Home,  Tippecanoe  City,  Ohio 

To  the  President  and  Members  of  the  General  Synod. 

Brethren:  The  Board  of  Trustees  of  Feghtly  Lutheran  Home 
herewith  submit  their  fifth  biennial  report. 

THE  BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES 

The  General  Synod  at  its  last  convention  appointed  the  following 
persons  as  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees:  Rev.  W.  L.  Guard, 
D.D.,  Rev.  D.  F.  Garland,  D.D.,  Rev.  C.  J.  Kiefer,  D.D.,  Mr.  L.  H. 
Shipman,  Esq.,  Mr.  E.  J.  Weaver,  Esq.,  Mr.  A.  L.  Harshberger,  Mrs. 
Selina  B.  Belmer,  Mrs.  W.  H.  Bitner,  Mrs.  Walter  Wells,  Mrs.  A. 
R.  Garver,  Mrs.  C.  B.  Herr,  and  Mrs.  E.  L.  Crane.  At  the  October, 
1915,  meeting  of  the  Board,  the  following  organization  was 
effected : 

Rev.  W.  L.  Guard,  D.D.,  President ;  Rev.  D.  F.  Garland,  D.D., 
Vice-President;  Mr.  L.  H.  Shipman,  Esq.,  Secretary;  Mr.  A.  L.

An  Executive  Committee,  composed  of  the  following  members, 
was  elected :  Messrs.  L.  H.  Shipman  and  A.  L.  Harshberger,  Mrs. 
C.  B.  Herr,  Mrs.  A.  R.  Garver,  and  Mrs.  E.  L.  Crane.  The  Presi¬ 
dent  of  the  Board  is  ex  officio  chairman  of  this  Committee. 

With  sincere  regret  we  are  called  upon  to  report  the  death  of  one 
member  of  the  Board.  Mrs.  W.  G.  Wells  had  been  a  member  of 
the  Board  since  the  establishing  of  the  Home  in  1906.  She  was 
deeply  interested  in  the  Home  and  was  greatly  beloved  by  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Board  and  the  Home  family.  She  passed  to  her  eternal 
reward  June  9,  1915.  The  vacancy  thereby  caused  in  the  Board 
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and  the  Executive  Committee  was  filled  by  the  election  of  Mrs. 
C.  U.  Briggs,  of  Troy,  Ohio. 

THE  HOME  FAMILY 

At  the  present  time  there  are  fourteen  residents  in  the  Home, 
which  is  the  number  which  can  be  accommodated.  No  vacancies 
exist  and  all  applicants  must  be  placed  upon  the  waiting  list.  Dur¬ 
ing  the  biennium  six  new  residents  have  been  received  into  the 
Home,  three  have  died  and  one  has  been  dismissed.  A  large  num¬ 
ber  of  applications  have  been  rejected  because  of  the  lack  of  room 
and  facilities  for  caring  for  helpless  and  invalid  persons. 

FINANCES 

Financially,  the  Home  has  enjoyed  a  prosperous  biennium.  As  in 
preceding  years,  its  support  has  been  entirely  from  endowment  and 
admission  fees.  An  exceedingly  meager  response  was  had  to  the 
special  appeal  for  funds  with  which  to  enlarge  the  capacity  and 
work  of  the  Home,  but  the  need  still  exists  and  we  cannot  respond 
to  the  appeals  of  the  helpless  and  invalid  with  the  present  building 
and  equipment.  A  detailed  report  of  the  finances  is  appended  in 
the  Report  of  the  Treasurer. 


NEEDS 

The  statement  of  our  needs  is  but  a  repetition  of  that  contained 
in  the  preceding  reports.  We  need  a  new  and  larger  building.  Our 
present  house  is  filled  to  its  capacity  and  many  apparently  worthy 
applicants  have  been  excluded.  As  this  report  shows,  the  re¬ 
sources  of  the  Home  are  sufficient  to  support  a  larger  institution,  if 
a  suitable  building  were  provided,  but,  to  use  these  resources  for 
building  purposes  would  deplete  our  endowment  funds  to  the  extent 
that  we  should  be  unable  to  care  for  the  larger  family.  The  Board 
deems  this  unwise. 

In  view  of  this  urgent  need  in  this  central  territory  of  the  Church, 
the  Board  would  suggest  the  propriety  of  creating  a  Building  Fund 
out  of  the  funds  which  are  hereafter  contributed  to  the  Home  for 
the  Aged  at  Washington,  D.  C.,  by  the  five  Synods  of  Ohio  and 
Indiana.  At  the  April  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  it  was  de¬ 
cided  to  make  this  request  of  the  General  Synod. 

RECOM  MENDATION 

We  recomend  that  an  apportionment  of  five  cents  per  capita  be 
contributed  by  the  Synods  of  East  Ohio,  Wittenberg,  Miami,  North¬ 
ern  Indiana  and  Olive  Branch  to  the  Feghtly  Lutheran  Home  in- 
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stead  of  the  like  apportionment  to  the  Home  for  the  Aged,  at 
Washington,  D.  C.

II-4.  Emaus  Orphans’  Home,  Middletown,  Pa. 

The  Emaus  Orphans’  House  is  a  self-sustaining  institution.  We 
get  no  financial  aid  from  any  source.  A  Mr.  Fry  and  his  wife  origi¬ 
nated  and  endowed  the  Home.  The  “Fry  Estate”  supports  the 
work. 

Children  of  any  religious  denomination  or  of  no  church  affilia¬ 
tion,  are  eligible  to  be  received ;  but  all  must  be  instructed  in  the 
Lutheran  Catechism  and  confirmed  in  the  Lutheran  Church  of  Mid¬ 
dletown.  Along  with  a  regular  prescribed  course  of  secular  educa¬ 
tion  we  also  teach  Bible  history  to  the  older  children.  All  attend 
the  Lutheran  Sunday  school  and  church  services  in  Middletown. 

No  children  are  placed  in  homes;  all  are  kept  in  the  Home  until 
the  time  limit  of  their  indenture.  We  then  help  them  to  good 
homes  unless  relatives  or  friends  take  care  of  them. 

Our  dormitory  capacity  is  for  16  boys  and  16  girls.  We  are  al¬ 
most  always  “filled  up.”  Moral  training  and  the  development  of 
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Christian  character  are  prime  objects  in  the  conduct  of  the  Institu¬ 
tion.

II-5.  Report  of  Tressler  Orphans’  Home,  Loysville,  Pa. 

Our  institution  for  the  care  of  helpless  orphan  children  has  in  its 
half  a  century  of  history  ministered  to  thousands  of  children,  and 
thus  been  the  instrument  of  God  to  help  them  reach  a  higher  plane 
of  life. 

During  the  past  biennium  we  have  cared  for  254  children  in  the 
Home.  About  135  applications  have  been  received  and  100  have 
been  admitted.  The  Pittsburgh  Synod  (G.  S.)  who  first  suggested 
synodical  dormitories  was  also  the  first  to  put  the  plan  into  opera¬ 
tion.  In  June,  1916,  they  broke  ground  for  their  dormitory,  and 
the  building,  constructed  of  brick  and  concrete,  is  now  in  course  of 
erection,  and  will  accommodate  about  40  children  and  a  caretaker. 
The  East  Pennsylvania  Synod  has  also  appointed  a  committee  to 
consider  plans  for  a  Quadri-Centennial  Memorial  on  the  Home 
grounds.  Likewise  the  Allegheny  is  planning  for  a  building  and 
the  York  County  Conference  of  the  West  Pennsylvania  Synod  con¬ 
templates  marking  this  reformation  celebration  with  some  memorial 
at  Loysville. 

Several  bequests  were  made  to  the  Home  during  the  biennium, 
and  small  amounts  of  money  received  on  annuity;  the  general  in¬ 
come  is  about  the  same,  notwithstanding  the  increased  cost  of 
expense.  A  patron  plan  has  been  adopted  by  which  individuals, 
Sunday  school  classes  or  societies  will  contribute  annually  the 
amount  required  to  support  a  child  in  the  Home  until  it  graduates. 
Already  about  a  dozen  patrons  have  come  to  our  help. 

The  band  of  the  Home  has  been  carefully  trained  by  an  experi¬ 
enced  bandmaster  and  has  been  a  source  of  great  help  in  gaining 
friends  for  the  Home  and  paid  its  own  expenses.  A  girls’  orchestra 
has  also  been  organized  and  under  the  leadership  of  Prof.  C.  M. 
Stauffer,  who  has  assumed  charge  of  the  music  and  also  become 
field  representative  April  1st  of  this  year. 

The  Industrial  Department,  which  is  the  printing  office  and  car¬ 
penter  shop,  are  both  giving  the  boys  some  needed  training  for  use¬ 
fulness  in  life’s  work.  A  manual  training  department  is  very  much 
needed  in  the  Home,  and  it  is  our  hope  that  one  of  the  Synods  will 
take  up  this  matter  and  make  it  a  reality. 

To  send  a  child  out  into  the  world  without  the  parental  interest 
and  oversight,  is  bad  enough,  but  to  go  out  without  any  equipment 
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or  training  for  a  livelihood,  is  a  double  handicap.  The  mental, 
spiritual  and  manual  training  of  these  children  are  essential  to  true 
citizenship  and  consecrated  service.  Several  young  men  from  the 
Home  are  in  college  training  for  the  ministry,  and  some  of  the  girls 
are  in  training  as  nurses. 

A  modern  system  of  sewage  disposed  has  been  installed  under  the 
direction  of  the  State  Board  of  Health.  Several  springs  of  water 
on  the  Mehring  farm  are  being  piped  into  a  reservoir  for  supple¬ 
mental  water  supply. 

The  Home  needs  an  increased  annual  income  for  its  Maintenance 
Fund  and  we  trust  that  the  district  Synods  on  our  territory  shall  do 
larger  things  in  their  apportionment.

II-6.  Report  of  Oesterlen  Orphans’  Home,  Springfield,  Ohio 

One  of  the  finest  expressions  of  that  true  faith  which  evidences 
itself  in  loving  helpfulness  is  manifested  in  the  Lutheran  Church  by 
her  care  for  her  orphaned  and  dependent  children.  It  was  this  ele¬ 
ment  which  eventuated  in  the  establishing  of  the  Oesterlen  Or¬ 
phans’  Home  at  Springfield,  Ohio,  in  1903,  made  possible  by  the 
initial  benefaction  of  Mrs.  Amelia  Oesterlen,  of  Findlay,  Ohio.  Its 
organization,  direction,  and  sustentation  has  been  evidence  of  the 
same  spirit  in  the  membership  of  our  Church  on  this  territory. 

Though  located  in  a  city  in  which  there  are  three  large  fraternal 
Homes  generously  provided  with  funds  by  assessment  of  their 
numerous  members,  our  Home  has  not  suffered  in  comparison  with 
the  character  and  quality  of  the  work  done  and  results  achieved 
even  with  inadequate  financial  support.  More  than  100  children 
have  been  cared  for  in  this  period;  31  are  at  this  time  living  in  the 
Home.  The  religious  interests  are  cared  for  especially  by  the  Fifth 
Lutheran  Congregation  of  the  city;  Rev.  E.  Morris  Smith,  Ph.D., 
pastor,  carefully  instructs  in  the  Catechism,  and  11  of  the  number 
passed  a  highly  creditable  examination  and  were  confirmed  on  Palm 
Sunday.  The  Home  family  regularly  attends  the  Sunday  school  and 
public  worship  of  this  congregation.  The  principal  of  the  Lagonda 
Ward  School  of  the  city  highly  commends  the  children  as  a  group, 
diligent  in  study  and  evidencing  excellent  training.  Several  have 
attended  the  city  high  schol  and  two  have  graduated  from  Witten¬ 
berg  Academy  during  the  biennium.  One  of  the  girls  is  now  a 
trained  nurse  and  another  is  under  training  in  a  hospital  in  Dayton, 
Ohio.  Those  going  out  of  our  Home  take  their  places  as  useful 
members  of  society.  The  Home  was  saddened  by  the  death  of  one 
of  our  boys  after  a  brief  illness  in  April  of  this  year.  An  operation 
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being  advised  by  the  physician  in  charge,  the  boy  was  taken  to  the 
City  Hospital  at  once,  where  he  had  the  best  skill  and  care  pos¬ 
sible,  but  he  could  not  recover. 

The  farm  of  130  acres  is  well  tilled  and  is  productive.  The  build¬ 
ings  are  well  kept.  Stock  and  crops  have  done  well.  The  dairy  of 
twelve  cows  furnishes  abundance  of  butter  and  milk  for  the  Home 
with  some  to  spare.  The  Home  has  its  own  poultry  and  eggs,  and 
had  a  fine  lot  of  pork  for  its  own  consumption.  A  committee  of 
practical  farmers  meet  and  advise  with  the  Superintendent  in  this 
practical  part  of  the  work. 

It  became  necessary  to  install  city  water  in  the  Home  during  the 
year.  The  distance  necessary  to  pipe  the  same  with  plumbing  ad¬ 
justments  and  repairs  cost  about  $2000,  only  a  part  of  which  has 
been  secured. 

The  securing  of  proper  help  for  the  Home  has  been  no  easy  task. 
Sister  Elizabeth  Knepschield,  of  our  Deaconess  Motherhouse,  was 
an  assistant  for  some  months  of  this  period. 

The  health  of  the  matron  being  impaired,  the  Superintendent  and 
matron,  Rev.  and  Mrs.  W.  M.  Habey,  insisted  upon  their  resigna¬ 
tion  being  considered  favorably.  This  the  Executive  Committee  did 
with  great  regret,  officially  recognizing  in  fitting  resolutions  the 
eleven  years  of  most  painstaking  and  intelligent  service  rendered  by 
these  devoted  servants  of  the  Church.  The  children  under  their 
care  and  those  closely  associated  in  the  work  recognize  the  unselfish¬ 
ness  and  efficiency  of  these  lives.  After  due  time  and  care  the  serv¬ 
ices  of  successors  were  secured  in  the  persons  of  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
U.  D.  Runkle,  for  some  years  associated  with  the  Iowa  Soldiers’ 
and  Sailors’  Orphans’  Home. 

After  all  arrangements  had  been  completed  for  the  change,  Mr. 
Runkle  was  stricken  by  sickness,  that  made  it  impossible  to  take 
up  the  duties  of  the  position.  The  former  Superintendent  and  wife 
very  kindly  consented  to  remain  in  charge  for  the  present  and 
till  matters  could  be  fully  adjusted,  thus  anew  manifesting  their 
kindly  interest  in  the  work. 

On  account  of  the  extreme  expense  our  Home  did  not  get  out  a 
free  Children’s  Day  Service  this  year,  but  made  its  appeal  through 
the  Church  paper  and  by  a  personal  letter  from  the  Executive  Com¬ 
mittee  to  each  pastor  and  Sunday  school  superintendent  on  our  ter¬ 
ritory  in  behalf  of  the  pressing  needs  and  interests  of  the  Home. 

With  added  expenses  which  will  likely  increase  from  present  indi¬ 
cations,  greater  income  is  imperative  to  do  the  needed  work.  The 
present  value  of  the  Home  plant  is  conservatively  estimated  at 
$40,000.  More  friends  and  patrons  who  will  annually  contribute 
from  $10  to  $100  each  are  needed.  Congregations  and  Churches  are 
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urged  to  take  an  offering  on  Children’s  Day  for  the  cause,  while 
many  can  supplement  their  offerings  with  special  donations  and 
provisions. 

The  Lutheran  Church  to  be  true  to  her  history  and  teaching  will 
give  not  less  but  more  to  the  care  and  training  of  her  dependent 
children.  They  merit  a  larger  place  on  the  Conference  and  Synod¬ 
ical  programs  and  a  prominent  place  in  the  objects  of  our  benefac¬ 
tion.  “The  Lord’s  poor  is  our  care.”  The  children  of  the  Church 
are  her  jewels.  “Of  such  is  the  Kingdom.”  They  are  again  com¬ 
mended  to  the  individual  churches  of  the  General  Synod  for  prayer 
and  love  and  care. 

Resolved,  That  we  commend  anew  the  interests  of  the  Oesterlen 
Home  to  the  helpful  sympathy,  prayers  and  the  substantial  and  gen¬ 
erous  support  of  the  Synods,  congregations  and  individuals,  espe¬ 
cially  upon  its  territory.

II-7.  Report  of  Nachusa  Lutheran  Orphanage 

The  Nachusa  Lutheran  Orphanage  was  founded  May  10,  1903,  the 
property  being  the  gift  of  Mrs.  Mary  Shippert,  of  Nachusa,  Ill.  The 
number  of  children  in  the  Home  has  varied  from  3  at  the  begin¬ 
ning  to  39;  the  present  enrollment  being  33 — 15  girls  and  18  boys. 
They  come  from  Illinois,  Iowa,  Missouri  and  Kansas.  The  Home 
was  operated  without  debt  until  the  time  of  the  fire  in  1912.  The 
new  building  erected  to  take  the  place  of  the  one  destroyed  cost 
$14,000,  of  which  $3900  remains  unpaid.  Other  difficulties  encoun¬ 
tered  since  that  time  have  increased  the  indebtedness  to  $4600.  An 
effort  is  being  made  during  the  current  year  to  collect  one  dollar 
from  each  member  of  the  churches  on  the  territory  to  provide  for 
the  debt  and  to  secure  much  needed  equipment. 

The  Nachusa  Orphanage  provides  its  own  school  as  far  as  eighth 
grade,  and  the  graduates  are  admitted  to  the  Dixon  High  School 
free  of  tuition  charges.  Three  girls  have  just  completed  their  fresh¬ 
man  year,  and  two  boys  will  enter  next  year.  Miss  Irene  Hansen,  of 
Clinton,  Iowa,  has  had  charge  of  our  school  during  the  past  year, 
and  has  labored  faithfully  at  her  task.  Besides  attending  Sunday 
school  and  morning  worship  at  the  St.  Paul’s  Lutheran  Church  of 
Nachusa,  the  children  are  given  definite  religious  instruction  in  the 
Home.  They  are  carefully  catechized  by  both  the  Superintendent 
of  the  Home  and  the  pastor  of  the  church,  and  three  were  con¬ 
firmed  during  this  biennium.  The  claims  of  the  Gospel  ministry  are 
kept  before  the  boys,  and  the  Deaconess  calling  before  the  girls,  in 
the  hope  that  this  child  of  the  Church  may  show  its  gratitude  by 
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furnishing  the  Church  with  workers  in  these  important  depart¬ 
ments. 

October  i,  1915,  Sister  Alberta  severed  her  connection  with  the 
Home,  where  she  had  served  most  efficiently  and  acceptably  as  Gov¬ 
erning  Deaconess.  Rev.  W.  A.  Wolgemuth  was  appointed  Acting 
Superintendent  until  a  permanent  officer  could  be  secured.  Decem¬ 
ber  28,  1915,  Rev.  J.  A.  McCulloch,  formerly  pastor  at  Iowa  City, 
Iowa,  was  installed  as  Superintendent,  and  is  at  present  acting  in 
that  capacity.  February  1,  1916,  Sister  Ruth,  from  our  Baltimore 
Motherhouse,  entered  upon  her  work  as  matron,  and  February  1, 
1917,  Sister  Caroline  assumed  the  duties  as  assistant  matron.  These 
three  together  with  the  cook,  a  housekeeper  and  a  farmer,  have 
labored  faithfully  with  hand  and  head  and  heart  to  provide  for 
those  under  their  care  the  nurture  and  training  of  body,  mind  and 
spirit.  The  Superintendent  and  matron  have  spent  much  time  in 
visiting  the  churches  on  the  territory,  in  an  effort  to  create  an  in¬ 
terest  sufficient  to  procure  for  the  Home  the  support  it  has  lacked 
for  several  years  past.  Their  success  has  been  very  gratifying,  the 
income  having  increased  50  per  cent,  during  the  past  year.  There 
is  still  great  need  of  increased  contributions  to  remedy  the  harm 
suffered  through  these  years  of  seeming  indifference,  the  result  of 
insufficient  information. 

There  is  great  need  of  a  silo,  as  the  small  farm,  forty-six  and 
one-half  acres,  cannot  furnish  sufficient  feed  for  the  cows,  horses 
and  hogs  needed  for  the  use  of  the  family.  There  should  be  addi¬ 
tional  room  provided  to  care  for  the  many  applicants  for  admission. 
The  walls  and  floors  of  the  main  building  are  badly  in  need  of 
refinishing.  There  should  be  provided  a  Superintendent’s  cottage, 
as  it  is  impossible  to  rent  quarters  in  the  village,  and  there  is  not 
sufficient  room  in  the  building.  Such  a  cottage  would  not  only  fur¬ 
nish  a  home  for  the  Superintendent,  but  would  also  provide  a  place  of 
quiet  retreat  for  the  other  employees,  when  body  and  nerves  are 
wearied  by  the  constant  strain.  At  present  all  employees  are  com¬ 
pelled  to  spend  their  entire  time  in  the  same  building  with  the  chil¬ 
dren,  and  are  on  active  duty  from  6  A.  M.  until  9  P.  M.,  every  day 
m  the  week.  The  working  equipment  is  entirely  inadequate  to  the 
need,  in  office,  dormitories,  kitchen  and  farm ;  and  it  is  to  be  hoped 
that  many  will  hear  our  cry  of  need,  and  assist  in  supplying  those 
things  wh;ch  will  serve  to  lighten  our  burden,  and  enable  us  to 
give  better  care  to  more  of  Christ’s  little  ones. 

We  have  sent  out  18,000  Children’s  Day  services,  and  25,000  col¬ 
lection  envelopes,  each  envelope  containing  a  little  letter  from  the 
children  in  the  Home  to  the  children  in  their  own  homes.  We  are 
expecting  a  generous  response.  Donations  have  been  many  and 
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helpful,  consisting  of  canned  fruit,  groceries,  clothing,  books  and 
school  supplies.  Some  individual,  society  or  church  has  assumed  the 
expense  of  clothing  each  of  our  33  children,  thus  relieving  us  of 
that  great  expense. 

There  has  been  occasional  sickness,  as  is  to  be  expected,  but  the 
dark  angel  has  thus  far  passed  over,  and  to  date  there  has  never 
been  a  death  in  our  Home  during  our  fourteen  years.  For  this  we 
are  deeply  grateful  to  the  Father  of  the  fatherless,  and  pray  that 
His  mercy  may  long  continue  to  spare  us.  There  is,  however,  great 
need  of  hospital  room,  as  there  is  now  no  place  where  children  with 
contagious  diseases  may  be  isolated,  and  we  tremble  when  we  think 
what  a  case  of  diphtheria  or  scarlet  fever  might  mean  to  our 
precious  charges. 

We  have  taken  up  no  time  to  emphasize  the  value  and  importance 
of  the  work  we  are  doing.  It  rests  upon  the  highest  interests  of 
the  race — religious,  patriotic,  humanitarian;  and  with  the  utmost 
confidence  we  send  forth  our  appeal  to  all  who  are  broad  enough  to 
recognize  this  threefold  motive.  “God  is  our  refuge  and  strength ; 
a  very  present  help  in  trouble.”

II-8.  Report  of  the  Inner  Mission  Society  of  Baltimore,  Md. 

The  Baltimore  Inner  Mission  Society  does  a  varied  work.  There 
is  a  systematic  visitation  in  seventeen  hospitals,  the  almshouse  and 
two  rescue  homes.  Religious  services  are  held  at  regular  intervals 
at  two  sanatoriums,  the  almshouse,  a  school,  shops  and  factories, 
and  five  hospitals  and  aged  people’s  homes. 

In  the  work  of  the  Society  during  the  year  191  Lutheran  families 
were  discovered,  65  of  which  were  turned  over  to  pastors  for  their 
vcare.  Work  has  been  done  among  the  students  at  the  universities 
and  colleges.  Through  this  work,  162  names  were  sent  to  pastors. 

At  Christmas  time  gifts  were  sent  to  hospitals,  sanatoriums,  etc. 
Six  hundred  and  eighty-two  were  thus  gladdened  at  this  season  of 
the  year.  Numerous  works  of  mercy  and  practical  service  were 
done  by  the  missionary  and  volunteer  workers. 

CHURCH  CO-OPERATING  COMMITTEE 

This  committee,  consisting  of  a  man  or  woman  from  each  church, 
is  the  point  of  contact  between  the  Society  and  the  local  congrega¬ 
tion.  They  represent  us  there  and  seek  to  interest  the  people  in  Inner 
Missions  in  every  possible  way.  It  is  through  them  that  announce¬ 
ments  are  made  to  the  congregation  and  co-operation  secured  in 
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hospital  visitation  and  the  various  religious  services.  It  was 
through  them  that  the  membership  campaign  was  conducted  last 
July,  which  resulted  in  the  addition  of  532  members  to  our  Society. 
To  this  group  of  faithful  servants  of  the  Lord  we  would  express 
our  hearty  appreciation.  This  committee  is  the  strong  right  arm  of 
our  Society  and  its  Superintendent,  and  worthy  of  all  praise. 

It  may  interest  the  Society  to  know  that  the  kind  of  service  it  is 
rendering  is  not  in  all  cases  accepted  as  a  matter  of  course.  Occa¬ 
sionally  we  get  letters  of  appreciation  and  thankfulness  from  those 
whom  we  have  helped  and  very  often  a  verbal  recognition  of  the 
good  that  has  been  done,  especially  in  hospitals  and  institutions.  This 
is  said  for  the  encouragement  of  our  volunteer  workers.  You  may 
ask  yourself  sometimes,  “Where  are  the  nine?”  who  may  be  too 
dull  or  indifferent  to  appreciate  your  service.  Only  one  leper 
thanked  the  Great  Physician  for  his  cure,  but  it  was  at  least  one, 
and  the  Master  did  not  stop  His  work  of  blessing  and  healing  people 
because  many  were  ungrateful. 

Hardly  a  week  slips  by  that  does  not  record  the  death  of  at  least 
one  person  who  has  come  within  the  reach  of  our  Inner  Mission 
influence.  This  emphasizes  the  importance  of  redeeming  the  time 
in  our  hospital  ministry,  especially  by  sowing  the  seed  of  the  King¬ 
dom,  which  is  the  Word  of  God,  whenever  the  suitable  opportunity 
offers  itself. 


ACKNOWLEDGMENTS 

The  Society  is  greatly  indebted  to  the  Maryland  Bible  Society  for 
the  gift  of  hundreds  of  Bibles  or  parts  of  same  which  have  been 
given  to  hospital  patients  or  others.  To  the  Maryland  Tract  So¬ 
ciety  for  the  names  of  many  Lutheran  families  and  a  good  supply 
of  suitable  tracts.  The  Deaconess  Motherhouse  has  never  failed 
to  help  when  asked,  and  many  of  the  sisters  have  rendered  splendid 
service,  especially  in  hospital  visiting.  I  take  this  opportunity  to 
bear  witness  to  the  devoted  and  intelligent  co-operation  of  my 
fellow-helper,  Sister  Bertha.  Without  her  help  it  would  have  been 
impossible  to  have  met  such  a  variety  of  demands  or  to  have  ac¬ 
complished  so  much.  But  to  this  must  be  added  the  responsiveness 
of  our  Church  people  to  the  call  of  all  kinds  of  service.  Fully  300 
have  come  into  personal  touch  with  some  phase  of  Inner  Mission 
activity  and  have  been  made  more  sympathetic  with  real  human 
needs — heart  needs  as  well  as  material — and  are  experiencing  the 
comforting  fact  that  it  is  “more  blessed  to  give  time,  strength, 
thought,  sympathy,  money,  than  to  receive.”  For  this  exhibit  of 
Christian  support  we  are  very  thankful.  And  a  word  of  apprecia¬ 
tion  is  due  our  pastors,  who  have  responded  to  many  calls  for  per- 
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sonal  ministry  to  those  not  of  their  flock  and  have  in  many  other 
practical  ways  given  evidence  of  their  interest. 

In  all  we  have  done  we  have  tried  to  keep  the  spiritual  end  in 
view.  Whilst  our  work  might  be  justified  from  purely  a  humani¬ 
tarian  standpoint,  yet  we  believe,  and  proceed  on  that  belief,  that  the 
cause  of  all  the  social  sores  and  evils  is  sin,  and  that  the  only  suffi¬ 
cient  and  permanent  cure  is  the  gospel  of  the  Son  of  God,  our 
blessed  Saviour  and  Lord.  The  report  of  some  of  our  hospital 
visitors  indicates  that  they  realize  this.  They  often  pray  with  pa¬ 
tients,  talk  to  them  about  spiritual  realities,  give  them  Bibles  or 
parts  of  same  and  other  helpful  reading  matter,  and  sometimes  get 
their  pastors  to  help  them.  And  thus  the  work  goes  steadily  for¬ 
ward  with  its  compensations  as  well  as  its  unescapable  trials  and 
disappointments.  Enough  is  it  for  the  servant  of  Jesus  Christ  to 
know  that  “inasmuch  as  ye  have  done  it  unto  one  of  the  least  of 
these  my  brethren,  ye  have  done  it  unto  me.” 

This  furnishes  the  inspiration  for  the  best  service  we  may  be 
able  to  render  our  fellow-men,  and  is  the  glory  of  the  humblest  act 
of  kindness  to  another.  It  constitutes  the  very  essence  of  Chris¬ 
tianity  and  is  the  judgment  test  of  humanity. 

II-9.  Report  of  the  Chicago  Inner  Mission  Society 

Since  our  Society  is  so  very  new  we  have  nothing  to  report  in 
the  way  of  activities.  And  since  also  our  congregations  are  most 
of  them  young  and  struggling  mission  churches,  they  have  not  en¬ 
gaged  greatly  in  Inner  Mission  work. 

Our  Society  formed  its  permanent  organization  on  Tuesday,  May 
1,  1917,  with  141  members,  106  of  whom  have  paid  their  dues.  The 
temporary  officers  are:  President,  Rev.  N.  J.  Hadley;  Secretary- 
Treasurer,  Rev.  E.  C.  Dolbeer.  No  work  has  as  yet  been  attempted. 
The  objects  to  be  undertaken  have  not  been  decided. 

Rev.  Ambrose  Hering,  of  Pittsburgh,  Pa.,  Superintendent  of  the 
Inner  Mission  Society  of  Pittsburgh,  addressed  us,  giving  a  splendid 
presentation  of  the  idea  and  some  of  the  practical  workings  of  the 
Inner  Mission.  Our  congregations  are  showing  themselves  inter¬ 
ested  in  the  project,  and  we  hope  at  the  end  of  the  next  biennium 
to  make  a  substantial  report  of  work  done.

III-10.  Report  of  the  Wartburg  Orphan  Farm  School,  Mt. 

Vernon,  N.  Y. 

The  Wartburg  Orphan  Farm  School  is  situated  in  the  rich  section 
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of  New  York  within  Westchester  County,  near  Mt.  Vernon,  and 
just  beyond  the  northern  boundary  of  New  York  City. 

The  property  is  a  most  valuable  one  and  ideally  situated.  Twelve 
buildings,  besides  the  farm  buildings,  go  to  make  up  this  institu¬ 
tion.  There  are  included  a  church,  auditorium,  administration, 
school,  half  orphan,  baby,  and  old  folks’  buildings. 

It  is  controlled  by  a  Board  of  self-perpetuating  directors  number¬ 
ing  23.  Four  of  these  are  from  our  General  Synod  Congregations. 
The  directors  are  selected  from  the  various  bodies  of  the  Lutheran 
Church  without  regard  to  synodical  connection. 

It  is  controlled  by  the  Director  and  his  body  of  able  assistants. 
The  Director  is  busy  presenting  the  work  before  many  congrega¬ 
tions  and  Lutheran  gatherings.  Often  the  band  accompanies  him 
and  adds  much  to  the  enjoyment  of  those  who  hear  them. 

The  Wartburg  is  supported  entirely  by  voluntary  contributions  of 
congregations  and  individuals.  This  is  no  mean  task  when  we  know 
that  the  budget  for  last  year  amounted  to  almost  $50,000. 

More  than  300  children,  including  some  half  orphans,  were  cared 
for  by  the  Farm  School  last  year.  About  40  were  cheered  and  com¬ 
forted  in  the  Old  Folks’  Home. 

The  children  are  divided  into  family  groups,  a  most  admirable 
method  for  their  proper  care  and  training.  All  are  instructed  in 
religion  and  school  work  regularly. 

The  boys  are  taught  to  work  on  the  farm,  while  the  girls  learn 
domestic  science  in  the  practical  every-day  experience  of  the  care 
of  the  Home. 

The  expenditures  for  the  care  of  the  children  during  last  year 
were  $47,978.37,  and  for  the  Old  Folks’  Home  $5461.93.  Of  this 
amount  over  $10,000  came  from  legacies.  The  endowment  has  now 
reached  $12,500. 

III-11.  Report  of  Loats  Orphans’  Home,  Frederick,  Md. 

Loats  Orphans’  Home,  of  Frederick,  Md.,  was  founded  in  1882  by 
John  Loats.  It  is  fully  endowed  and  self-supporting.  Its  President 
is  always  the  pastor  of  the  Lutheran  Church  of  Frederick,  Md.  At 
this  time  all  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  are  members  of 
the  same  Church. 

Those  received  into  the  Home  are  full  or  half  orphans,  girls  only. 
They  are  received  when  three  years  of  age  and  over,  and  remain  at 
the  Home  until  they  are  eighteen  years  of  age,  when  they  must 
leave.  Places  are  secured  for  them  by  the  Trustees  when  they 
leave. 

They  are  educated  at  the  Home  by  competent  teachers,  and  are 
taught  all  kinds  of  domestic  housework  in  all  its  various  branches. 
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We  now  have  15  girls  at  the  Home  ranging  in  age  from  three  to 
seventeen  years  of  age.  The  children  are  likewise  given  a  thorough 
religious  training.

III-14.  Report  of  the  Lutheran  Inner  Mission  Society  of 

Pittsburgh 

The  Pittsburgh  Inner  Mission  Society  was  organized  in  1907  to 
stimulate  Christian  service  and  works  of  mercy,  to  minister  to  those 
not  reached  by  the  churches,  and  to  co-operate  with,  and  bring  into 
closer  union,  local  Inner  Mission  agencies  and  institutions.  The 
Board  of  Managers  is  composed  of  nine  laymen  and  six  pastors 
from  General  Synod,  General  Council,  and  Joint  Synod  of  Ohio. 
The  membership  and  receipts  are  about  equally  divided  between 
these  three  bodies. 

The  Society  maintains  an  Inner  Mission  office,  adjoining  the 
Lutheran  Book  Rooms  at  Liberty  Avenue  and  Ninth  Street,  which 
is  open  daily  and  serves  as  a  bureau  of  information  for  strangers, 
and  Lutheran  “Clearing  House.”  The  chief  work  of  the  Society 
centers  around  the  ministry  to  those  not  reached  by  the  churches. 
To  this  end,  during  the  twelve  months  preceding  April  1,  1917,  over 
800  separate  visits  were  made  in  34  institutions  and  homes.  Pas¬ 
toral  and  friendly  visits  were  made  in  112  private  families  as  cir¬ 
cumstances  required.  During  the  year  147  services  were  conducted, 
attended  by  9530  people,  against  79 — 4225 — of  the  year  before. 
These  services  were  held  in  institutions,  homes,  missions,  shops, 
mills,  stores,  and  factories.  Services  have  been  conducted  regularly 
at  the  County  Jail  and  the  Boys’  Reformatory.  Prisoners  are  being 
visited,  and  in  15  instances  court  aid  was  rendered.  There  has  been 
constant  contact  with  the  Juvenile  Court  and  relief  agencies.  Em¬ 
ployment  was  furnished  to  28  individuals. 

Considerable  energy  has  gone  into  the  work  of  safeguarding 
strangers.  Through  the  initiative  of  the  Society,  the  social  agencies 
of  the  city  are  now  co-operating  in  putting  into  force  a  city-wide 
plan  for  protecting  the  stranger,  especially  innocent  girls,  against 
the  perils  of  disreputable  boarding  and  furnished  room  houses.  Re¬ 
cently  the  Board  authorized  a  $10,000  1917  building  fund  for  a 
Woman’s  Hospice.  Over  $2000  is  on  hand  for  this  purpose.  Stu¬ 
dent  religious  work  has  been  taken  up  in  seven  educational  institu¬ 
tions.  This  work  has  been  put  on  a  co-operative  and  permanent 
basis  through  the  organization  of  a  “Lutheran  Student  Association.” 

Last  summer  36  open-air  services,  attended  by  over  3300  persons, 
were  held  in  parks  and  congested  quarters  of  the  city.  The  schedule 
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for  this  summer  calls  for  three  services  per  week,  and  added  stress 
upon  personal  follow-up  work.  Seven  daily  Vacation  Bible  Schools, 
enrolling  1135  girls  and  boys,  were  conducted  in  co-operation  with 
churches,  2462  bunches  of  flowers  were  distributed  and  86  volun¬ 
teers  helped  in  the  work  of  instruction.  Through  the  Society  a 
dozen  individuals  had  a  week’s  vacation  in  the  country.  Twenty- 
eight  families  were  remembered  with  “Christmas  Cheer”  and  seven 
Christmas  midnight  services  were  held  in  institutions  and  con¬ 
gested  districts  of  the  city. 

During  the  year  130  volunteer  workers  from  the  churches  were 
enlisted  for  regular  Inner  Mission  service.  This  work  has  con¬ 
sisted  largely  in  friendly  visiting  in  institutions  and  private  homes, 
and  teaching  in  the  Vacation  Schools.  In  73  churches  103  repre¬ 
sentatives  are  looking  after  the  interests  of  the  Society  and  the 
unchurched.  During  the  year  the  membership  of  the  Society  was 
raised  from  618  to  1200.  The  loyal  work  of  the  women  and  young 
people  made  possible  the  “Drama  of  the  Reformation,”  which  cleared 
nearly  $1300.  Two  successful  Inner  Mission  Institutes  were  con¬ 
ducted,  and  the  tenth  anniversary  of  the  Society  was  observed  in 
the  form  of  an  “Inner  Mission  Week,”  consisting  of  a  mass  meeting 
and  four  sessions.  The  total  receipts  for  the  past  year  were 
$5208.81,  an  increase  of  about  $1500  over  the  previous  year.  “The 
Inner  Mission  Worker”  has  gone  out  monthly  and  has  now  about 
2600  subscribers.  Apart  from  the  establishment  of  the  Woman’s 
Hospice  (and  the  possible  Fresh  Air  Farm  for  poor  children)  the 
work  of  the  coming  year  is  to  be  intensive,  with  special  emphasis 
upon  the  development  of  Inner  Missions  in  the  life  of  the  congre¬ 
gation. 

III-15.  Report  of  the  New  York  Inner  Mission  Society 

The  New  York  Inner  Mission  Society  was  organized  on  Ascen¬ 
sion  Day,  1909.  It  was  the  outgrowth  of  a  propaganda  by  the  New 
York  Lutheran  Ministers’  Association,  which  is  composed  of  pastors 
from  several  of  the  general  bodies.  The  Inner  Mission  Society 
is  therefore  inter-synodical.  The  relations  between  the  various 
synods  have  been  most  amicable. 

From  the  beginning  the  work  has  developed  rapidly.  Each  activ¬ 
ity  seemed  to  open  many  other  possibilities  of  service.  Often  it 
was  impossible  to  enter  the  open  doors.  Yet  a  growing  and  ag¬ 
gressive  work  has  been  carried  on  during  the  years. 

The  first  and  chief  work  of  the  Society  is  that  of  City  Missions. 
This  work  is  under  the  direction  of  a  committee  of  the  members  of 
the  Board  of  Directors  and  the  Society.  Several  of  the  ladies  are 
on  this  committee.  Two  City  Missionaries  are  giving  their  entire 
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time  to  this  work  and  are  rendering  most  efficient  service.  Work 
for  prisoners  and  prisoners’  families  is  conducted.  Visits  are  made 
regularly  to  the  prisons  at  Sing  Sing  and  Blackwell’s  Island.  Serv¬ 
ices  are  held  in  both  places.  Many  prisoners  have  been  kept  from 
straying  back  to  evil  ways  after  they  have  served  their  terms. 
Their  families  have  been  relieved  in  the  distress  which  comes  to 
them.  The  missionary  can  tell  many  pathetic  and  yet  joyful  stories 
of  his  work,  of  wrecked  lives  sometimes  redeemed,  of  temptation 
repented  or  resisted. 

A  systematic  visitation  is  made  in  many  of  the  city  hospitals.  The 
aim  is  to  discover  Lutheran  patients  who  have  no  pastoral  care. 
The  entrance  here  obtained  is  followed  up,  seeking  to  bind  those 
found  to  some  Lutheran  Congregation.  When  need  exists 
after  leaving  the  hospital  the  local  congregation  is  asked  to  relieve 
it.  While  our  missionaries  are  seeking  Lutherans,  yet  they  are 
willing  to  minister  to  any  who  wish  their  services.  In  the  women’s 
hospitals  are  found  many  unmarried  mothers.  Little  ones  are  born 
under  a  cloud.  Always  the  effort  is  made  to  bring  about  a  mar¬ 
riage  between  those  who  have  wronged  each  other.  Often  the 
mother  and  babe  return  to  the  homes  from  which  they  have  fled  in 

disgrace.  Employment  is  found  for  them  in  the  city  where  this 
becomes  impossible.  Always  the  effort  is  to  restore  them  to  the 
favor  of  God  through  true  repentance. 

The  Hospice  for  Young  Men  is  another  branch  of  our  work.  We 
aim  to  safeguard  the  young  man  coming  to  the  city  to  college  or 
work.  Peculiar  temptations  follow  him  in  many  boarding  houses. 
Here  he  is  given  the  atmosphere  of  the  Christian  home  in  so  far 
as  possible.  The  Director  cares  for  the  interests  of  the  men,  being 
to  them  one  to  whom  they  may  go  freely  and  frankly.  The  Hospice 
is  filled  and  at  times  a  waiting  list  prevails.  This  particular  part  of 
our  work  is  under  the  able  management  of  the  Ladies’  Auxiliary  of 
the  Society. 

The  Summer  Home  Work  for  children  who  otherwise  would  not 
be  able  to  leave  the  city  in  the  summer  has  been  conducted  for  three 
years.  It  has  more  than  justified  our  fondest  hopes.  About  135 
children  have  been  given  a  two  weeks’  outing  during  each  summer. 
The  Home  is  under  the  direction  of  a  special  committee  of  the 
Society,  and  is  in  direct  charge  of  a  matron.  Volunteer  helpers 
assist  gladly  in  the  work.  We  are  fortunate  in  securing  Kyle’s 
School  for  Boys  at  Irvington-on-the-Hudson  for  the  Summer 
Home. 

The  Society  is  co-operating  with  the  local  Red  Cross  in  war 
relief  work,  striving  thus  to  “do  its  bit”  for  the  country. 

The  work  is  supported  entirely  by  voluntary  contributions,  com- 
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ing  from  membership  fees  and  special  gifts.  The  annual  budget  at 
present  amounts  to  about  $5000  a  year.  This  is  carried  by  the  500 
members  of  the  Society.  We  hope  soon  to  greatly  broaden  our 
work  by  taking  up  other  lines  of  service. 

III-16.  Report  of  the  Brooklyn  Inner  Mission  Society 

The  work  which  our  young  Society  has  done  may  best  be  pre¬ 
sented  by  giving  figures  as  to  the  activity  of  our  City  Missionary. 

Five  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-seven  individual  calls  on 
our  regular  visits  at  12  large  hospitals,  at  the  almshouse,  at  other 
charitable  institutions,  and  in  the  homes  of  families. 

Eighty-five  families  were  connected  with  the  church. 

Sixty-one  sermons  were  preached. 

Twenty-three  addresses  were  made. 

Eighty  persons  received  the  Holy  Communion. 

We  officiated  at  7  burials  and  5  baptisms. 

At  Christmas  we  have  cheered  500  poor  people  in  the  almshouse

and  homes. 

Thirty-five  hundred  pieces  of  Christian  literature  (including 
Testaments  and  prayer  books)  were  distributed.

To  the  President  and  Members  of  the  General  Synod  : 

Dear  Brethren  :  Under  the  blessing  of  the  great  Head  of  the 
Church,  the  two  years  closing  with  April  30th  have  been  marked  by 
unbroken  harmony  and  steady  progress  in  the  work  of  the  Mother- 
house  and  by  an  encouraging  increase  in  the  interest  manifested 
throughout  the  Church,  as  will  appear  from  the  following  brief 
record :

DEATH  OF  MR.  WILLIAM  L.  ARMIGER 

The  Board  suffered  a  severe  loss  in  the  death  of  Mr.  William  L. 
Armiger  on  July  24,  1915.  Mr.  Armiger  was  appointed  a  member 
of  the  Board  in  1893,  and  from  that  date  served  its  interests  with¬ 
out  interruption  and  with  great  intelligence  and  enthusiasm.  A 
man  of  sincere  piety,  devoted  spirit  and  excellent  judgment,  he  was 
a  valuable  counsellor  and  has  been  greatly  missed.  A  suitable 
memorial  was  spread  upon  the  minutes  of  the  Board  and  an  en¬ 
grossed  copy  of  the  same  presented  to  the  family. 

CHANGES  IN.  ORGANIZATION 

On  January  25,  1916,  Frederick  J.  Singley,  Esq.,  was  elected  to 
fill  the  vacancy  occasioned  by  the  death  of  Mr.  Armiger  and  made 
a  member  of  the  Property  Committee. 
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On  June  27,  1916,  Louis  J.  Burger,  Esq.,  resigned  as  attorney  for 
the  Board  and  Frederick  J.  Singley,  Esq.,  was  elected  as  his  suc¬ 
cessor. 


COURSES  OF  TRAINING 

The  studies  of  the  curriculum  have  been  continued  with  regularity, 
although  there  have  been  some  changes  in  the  personnel  of  the 
teaching  force.  On  December  20,  1915,  Rev.  Ephraim  Felton  was 
suddenly  called  to  his  reward.  He  had  been  one  of  the  instructors 
who  gave  freely  of  their  time  in  the  early  days  of  the  institution 
and,  with  but  slight  interruption,  continued  to  render  valuable 
services  until  within  a  few  days  of  his  death.  As  an  humble,  warm¬ 
hearted  Christian  minister,  remarkably  familiar  with  the  doctrines 
and  language  of  the  Scriptures,  he  traced  in  a  most  impressive  way 
the  lives  of  Christ  and  the  apostles  to  the  delight  of  class  after  class 
of  eager  pupils.  Rev.  S.  J.  McDowell,  D.D.,  is  his  worthy  successor. 
Revs.  McCauley  and  Getty  having  removed  from  the  city,  the 
instruction  in  their  branches  was  provided  for  by  a  slight  readjust¬ 
ment  of  the  curriculum,  Rev.  Manken  assuming  an  additional  hour. 

Rev.  Foster  U.  Gift,  D.D.,  continues  as  Acting  Superintendent  of 
Instruction,  regular  instruction  being  given  also  by  Rev.  John  C. 
Bowers,  D.D.,  Rev.  Henry  Manken,  Rev.  S.  J.  McDowell,  D.D.,  the 
Head  Sister,  Training  Sister  and  Mrs.  C.  E.  Hay.  Special  lectures 
or  brief  courses  of  lectures  have  been  delivered  by  Revs.  L.  M. 
Zimmerman,  D.D.,  F.  P.  Manhart,  D.D.,  E.  H.  Delk,  D.D.,  F.  H. 
Knubel,  D.D.,  L.  B.  Wolf,  D.D.,  E.  K.  Bell,  D.D.,  U.  S.  G.  Rupp, 
D.D.,  C.  F.  Steck,  D.D.,  L.  Kuhlman,  D.D.,  A.  S.  Hartman,  D.D., 

A.  Pohlman,  M.D.,  Wm.  H.  Feldmann,  and  several  of  the  more 
experienced  deaconesses. 

Drs.  Charles  E.  Sadtler,  George  Kemp  and  Henry  C.  Ohle  have 
rendered  invaluable  services  gratuitously  in  weekly  classroom  in¬ 
struction,  and  Dr.  Sadtler  also  in  medical  attendance  at  the  Mother- 
house.  Dr.  A.  D.  McConachie,  a  prominent  specialist  in  diseases  of 
the  eye,  ear  and  throat,  has  rendered  most  effective  service  without 
charge.  Dr.  George  Loeffler,  an  excellent  dentist,  has  made  large 
reductions  in  his  prices  for  members  of  the  Motherhouse.  Dr.  John 

B.  Deaver  has  performed  surgical  operations  for  our  Sisters  without 
charge  and  physicians  in  communities  in  which  our  Sisters  labor 
have  been  very  considerate  and  kind  to  them.  For  all  these  favors 
we  desire  to  make  grateful  acknowledgment. 

In  the  first  year  of  the  biennium  seven  of  our  Sisters  spent 
several  months  in  practical  service  in  care  of  the  sick  in  the  Mary 
J.  Drexel  Home  and  the  German  Hospital  at  Philadelphia,  and  in 
the  second  year  nine.  The  kindness  shown  by  the  authorities  of 
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these  two  institutions  is  greatly  appreciated  and  adds  largely  to 
the  efficiency  of  our  Sisters  whatever  the  sphere  of  activity  to 
which  they  may  be  subsequently  assigned. 

INDUSTRIAL  SCHOOL 

The  Industrial  School,  held  every  Saturday  afternoon  in  the 
Motherhouse,  is  conducted  by  the  Senior  probationers  in  turn  under 
the  supervision  of  the  Training  Sister.  About  seventy  children  of 
the  neighborhood  are  enrolled,  and  there  is  an  average  attendance 
of  fifty.  The  children  are  given  instruction  in  plain  sewing,  paying 
for  the  materials  themselves.  The  classes  are  taught  by  the  stu¬ 
dents,  also  under  supervision.  A  Bible  lesson  is  given  each  week, 
with  a  service  of  singing  and  prayer  at  the  beginning.  Emphasis  is 
placed  upon  the  memorizing  of  verses  of  Scripture.  A  special 
Christmas  offering,  usually  amounting  to  about  Seven  Dollars,  is 
given  to  one  of  our  orphans’  homes.  The  interest  and  work  were 
exceptionally  good  during  the  past  biennium. 

CHRISTIAN  KINDERGARTEN 

The  enrollment  in  the  Christian  kindergarten  has  been  fifty. 
Two  special  students  have  regularly  assisted  in  this  department, 
and  the  candidates  and  students  have  stated  hours  for  visita¬ 
tion  and  observation.  Sister  Carolyn,  who  is  a  graduate  of 
the  Affordby  Kindergarten  School  in  Baltimore,  has,  during  the 
past  winter,  taken  a  special  course  in  Goucher  College  in  order  to 
keep  abreast  of  the  best  modern  methods,  adapting  them  as  may  be 
needful  to  the  requirements  of  our  work,  thus  increasing  her 
efficiency  as  an  instructor  of  those  who  elect  that  course  at  the 
Motherhouse. 

CONSECRATION 

At  a  service  of  consecration  held  in  the  chapel  of  the  Mother- 
house  April  25,  1916,  after  an  appropriate  sermon  by  Rev.  John  C. 
Bowers,  D.D.,  the  following  probationers  were  consecrated  to  the 
deaconess  office,  viz.,  Sisters  Eva  W.  Witmyer,  of  York,  Pa.;  Lydia 
Siepelmyer,  of  Hagerstown,  Md.,  and  Dorathea  Hesse,  of  Charles¬ 
ton,  S.  C. 

NUMBER  OF  SISTERS 

There  are  now  thirty-three  deaconesses  and  eighteen  probationers 
in  regular  connection  with  the  Motherhouse,  a  total  of  fifty-one, 
making  a  net  gain  of  seven  Sisters  within  the  biennium.  The 
devoted  service  of  such  a  band  of  trained  and  consecrated  young 
women  in  our  congregations,  institutions  of  mercy  and  private 
homes  is  accomplishing  an  untold  amount  of  good,  but,  after  all, 
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what  are  they  among  so  many?  There  are  within  our  churches 
hundreds  of  young  women  capable  of  rendering  such  service,  who 
would  find  their  greatest  happiness  in  it,  but  neither  they  nor  their 
friends  are  aware  of  the  attractiveness  of  the  deaconess  calling. 
The  Board  relies  largely  upon  the  advocacy  of  the  cause  by  our 
pastors  and  intelligent  laymen  to  arouse  the  attention  of  capable 
young  women  who  may  here  find  their  life  work. 


SPECIAL  STUDENTS 

Our  one-year  course  for  Christian  workers  continues  to  grow  in 
popularity.  In  the  first  year  of  the  biennium  there  were  eight  of 
these  special  students  and  in  the  second  year  fifteen.  One  of  these 
was  a  missionary’s  wife  on  furlough,  one  was  received  without 
charge  upon  request  of  the  Foreign  Mission  Board  as  a  prospective 
missionary’s  wife,  several  were  financees  of  theological  students  in 
the  Gettysburg  and  Mt.  Airy  Seminaries.  Four  were  supported 
upon  our  regular  scholarships  and  two  by  special  scholarships 
provided  for  the  current  year.  The  total  number  of  one-year  stu¬ 
dents  since  the  recent  establishment  of  the  course  has  been  fifty-six. 
Many  of  these  are  doing  excellent  work  in  their  home  churches  or 
elsewhere.  One  has  returned  and  is  taking  a  second  year  as  a 
regular  candidate  for  the  deaconess  calling. 


WORK  OF  THE  SISTERS 

Parish  work  has  been  done  within  the  biennium  in  nineteen  con¬ 
gregations,  as  follows :  Christ,  St.  John’s  and  Church  of  the 
Atonement  in  New  York  City;  Church  of  the  Redeemer,  Jersey 
City,  N.  J. ;  St.  Matthew’s,  Philadelphia;  Memorial  and  Zion,  Har¬ 
risburg,  Pa.;  St.  Paul’s,  Union  and  Zion,  York,  Pa.;  Shippensburg 
Pa. ;  Middletown,  Pa. ;  Canton  and  Akron,  Ohio ;  Logansport,  Ind. ; 
Grace,  Chicago;  Rockford,  Ill.;  Second  and  Messiah,  Baltimore. 

Sisters  have  been  located  in  benevolent  institutions  of  the  church 
as  follows :  Orphans’  Home,  Loysville,  i ;  National  Lutheran  Home 
for  the  Aged,  Washington,  2;  Oesterlen  Orphans’  Home,  1;  Na- 
chusa  Orphanage,  2;  Tabitha  Home,  3. 

For  the  first  time  in  our  history  we  have  now  a  regular  station  in 
a  hospital,  Sister  Zora  Heckart  having  acted  as  housemother  in  the 
Manhattan  Lutheran  Hospital  in  New  York  City  since  February 

1,  1917. 

In  our  last  report  it  was  stated  that  the  Sisters  of  the  Mother- 
house  were  co-operating  with  the  Inner  Mission  Society  of  Balti¬ 
more  in  so  far  as  possible  without  interference  with  their  regular 
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work.  Since  May  15,  1916,  a  Sister  has  been  under  regular  appoint¬ 
ment  in  the  service  of  that  society,  visiting  many  of  the  hospitals 
of  the  city  regularly  and  doing  a  large  amount  of  charitable  work 
under  the  immediate  supervision  of  its  superintendent. 

Private  nursing  has  been  done  in  112  families,  a  service  which 
has  elicited  many  words  of  warmest  commendation.  It  is  an  occa¬ 
sion  for  sincere  regret  that  so  many  calls  for  this  form  of  loving 
ministry  must  still  be  declined  on  account  of  the  paucity  of  laborers. 


CONFERENCE  OF  LUTHERAN  DEACONESS  MOTHERHOUSES 

The  Twelfth  Conference  of  the  Lutheran  Deaconess  Mother- 
houses  of  America  was  held  in  the  Norwegian  Lutheran  Deaconess 
Motherhouse  and  Hospital  at  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.,  May  23  to  25,  1916. 
There  was  sustained  interest  in  the  proceedings  and  a  number  of 
practical  questions  were  carefully  considered.  The  number  of 
deaconesses  and  probationers  in  the  nine  institutions  of  America 
was  reported  as  362,  engaged  in  eighty-six  institutions  and  fields  of 
labor  and  in  twenty-five  different  forms  of  service.  A  full  report  of 
the  proceedings,  including  the  papers  presented,  was  distributed  at 
the  succeeding  conventions  of  the  District  Synods. 


ADVISORY  RELATION  OF  SISTERS  IN  QUESTIONS  OF  ADMINISTRATION 

With  the  growth  of  the  American  motherhouses  and  the  increasing 
complexity  of  their  work,  it  has  been  felt  that  the  experienced  Sis¬ 
ters  should  have  more  definite  recognition  in  matters  directly  con¬ 
cerning  the  Sisterhood.  In  accordance  with  a  recommendation  of 
the  Brooklyn  Conference,  it  was  decided  to  reorganize  the  Sisters’ 
Council,  defining  more  fully  its  province  and  responsibilities.  In¬ 
stead  of  embracing,  as  hitherto,  all  the  consecrated  Sisters  who 
might  happen  at  any  time  to  be  present  in  the  Motherhouse,  acting 
in  conjunction  with  the  pastor  and  reporting  only  through  him,  it 
now  consists  of  the  Head  Sister,  Training  Sister  and  five  other  con¬ 
secrated  deaconesses,  two  of  whom  are  non-residents  of  the  Mother- 
house.  It  holds  regular  meetings,  at  which  the  pastor  is  always 
entitled  to  be  present,  and  through  the  Head  Sister  presents  recom¬ 
mendations  in  writing  to  the  Board. 

STUDENTS’  ASSOCIATION 

It  has  been  our  unvarying  experience  that  the  special  students 
pursuing  the  one-year  course  have  become  warmly  attached  to  the 
Motherhouse  and  to  one  another.  They  have  lamented  the  sudden 
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severing  of  the  ties  of  pleasant  association  and  have  always  been 
eager  for  news  from  their  temporary  home.  In  recognition  of  this 
feeling,  a  voluntary  association  of  former  students  has  been  formed 
in  order  that  they  may  keep  in  touch  with  one  another  and 
with  the  Motherhouse.  They  will  report  from  time  to  time  matters 
of  interest  in  their  personal  experience  and  receive  copies  of  all 
publications  issuing  from  the  Motherhouse.  The  idea  has  met  with 
the  most  enthusiastic  reception,  and  the  former  students  have  been 
almost  without  exception  already  enrolled  as  members  of  the 
association. 

"motherhouse  tidings" 

Beginning  with  January,  1917,  a  monthly  bulletin  with  the  above 
title  has  been  published  for  the  benefit  of  the  Sisters  now  so  widely 
scattered  throughout  the  land  and  the  former  students.  It  is  not 
designed  for  general  distribution,  but  is  regarded  as  a  family  affair, 
making  note  of  little  happenings  at  the  Motherhouse  and  bringing 
report  of  the  labors  of  the  Sisters  and  their  former  associates.  It 
is  proving  a  welcome  visitor  and  a  valuable  adjunct  in  cementing 
the  bonds  of  mutual  interest  in  our  growing  family. 

NEW  HANDBOOK 

A  new  edition  of  the  Handbook  has  been  issued,  giving  full  details 
of  the  work  with  new  illustrations.  A  copy  has  been  sent  to  each 
pastor,  and  it  will  be  cheerfully  mailed  to  any  who  may  desire  it. 
We  should  be  pleased  to  receive  the  addresses  of  young  women 
who  might  be  personally  interested  in  the  calling  and  able  to  enter 
it,  to  whom  the  Handbook  may  be  sent. 

DEACONESS  SUNDAY 

The  Board  gratefully  acknowledges  the  valuable  assistance  ren¬ 
dered  by  many  pastors  in  their  presentation  of  the  cause  from  the 
pulpit  on  the  annual  Deaconess  Sunday.  Words  then  spoken  have 
frequently  fallen  upon  good  soil  and  brought  a  harvest  of  devoted 
lives  and  splendid  service  in  the  kingdom. 

OPENING  AND  VISITING  DAYS 

The  interest  of  our  Baltimore  churches  in  the  institution  continues 
unabated.  It  is  manifested  especially  in  the  welcome  extended  by 
the  pastors  of  the  city  and  their  wives  to  the  new  candidates  and 
students  on  the  opening  days  of  each  term  and  by  the  great  annual 
Lutheran  rally  upon  the  lawn  on  the  annual  Visiting  Day.  Inspiring 
addresses  on  the  first-named  occasions  were  made  by  Revs.  H.  D. 
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Newcomer  and  E.  E.  Ide,  D.D.,  and  on  the  latter  by  Revs.  P.  H. 
Miller,  D.D.,  L.  M.  Zimmerman,  D.D.,  C.  F.  Steck,  D.D.,  and  N.  G. 
Phillipy. 

As  the  financial  result  of  the  two  Visiting  Days,  the  Ladies' 
Committee  of  Baltimore  churches  handed  to  our  treasurer  the 
handsome  sum  of  $1858.64. 

VISITATION  OF  CONGREGATIONS 

The  pastor  is  always  ready  to  present  the  cause  upon  invitation. 
A  very  effective  way  of  bringing  it  to  the  attention  of  congregations 
is  by  arranging  to  have  a  deaconess  from  the  Motherhouse  or  from 
some  adjacent  deaconess  station  pay  a  visit  of  a  day  or  two — per¬ 
haps  over  a  Sunday.  This  has  frequently  been  done  during  the 
past  biennium,  and  the  services  of  the  Sisters  have  proved  very 
acceptable.  The  Motherhouse  will  cheerfully  arrange  for  such 
visitations. 

RED  CROSS  WORK 

A  Lutheran  Centre  for  Red  Cross  work  has  been  organized  by 
the  ladies  of  our  General  churches  in  the  city  under  the  direction 
of  a  central  committee,  of  which  our  Head  Sister  is  chairman.  The 
Motherhouse  is  headquarters  for  the  movement,  and  the  large 
recitation  room  has  been  set  apart  for  its  use. 

DONATIONS 

A  handsome  gold-plated  cross  was  presented  by  a  friend  for  the 
chapel,  a  music  cabinet  for  the  Sisters’  Parlor  by  the  Sunday-school 
of  St.  Paul's  Lutheran  Church  of  York,  Pa.,  a  large  flag  by  Fred¬ 
erick  G.  Singley,  Esq.,  a  number  of  fine  paintings  by  several  friends 
and  very  acceptable  gifts  of  fruits  and  vegetables  by  congregations — 
all  of  which  were  highly  appreciated. 

LEGACIES 

One  legacy  has  been  received — $285.00 — from  the  estate  of  Mrs. 
Mary  E.  Ehrehart,  of  Emmittsburg,  Md.  Notice  of  two  further 
bequests  has  been  given,  which  will  be  paid  in  the  early  part  of  the 
new  biennium. 

RECEIPTS  UPON  APPORTIONMENT 

Fifteen  Synods  have  increased  the  amount  of  their  contributions. 
Three,  viz.,  the  Northern  Illinois,  Olive  Branch  and  Wittenberg 
Synods,  have  exceeded  their  apportionment,  and  the  Susquehanna 
Synod  has  met  its  apportionment  within  one  dollar.  The  total 
amount  paid  upon  apportionment  shows  an  increase  of  $3763.05, 
and  the  average  percentage  of  the  whole  apportionment  paid  was 
78.89,  as  against  72.68  in  the  former  biennium.

ENLARGEMENT  AND  IMPROVEMENT  OF  PROPERTY 

In  the  summer  of  1915  two  properties  immediately  adjoining  ours 
on  the  east  were  offered  for  sale.  The  lots  are  each  80  by  100  feet 
in  dimensions,  and  upon  each  is  a  good  frame  cottage  facing  our 
lawn.  As  there  was  a  possibility  that  these  properties  might  be  put 
to  uses  which  would  be  very  objectionable  to  us,  they  were  pur¬ 
chased  by  the  Board  as  a  measure  of  protection.  For  the  larger 
house  $6000  was  paid  in  cash  and  for  the  other  $5000  in  notes 
bearing  5  per  cent,  interest.  The  latter  is  now  utilized  as  a  resi¬ 
dence  for  the  pastor  and  the  former  rented  at  $40.00  per  month.  As 
the  rental  received  more  than  pays  the  interest  upon  the  notes,  this 
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investment  carries  itself.  It  constitutes  a  splendid  addition  to  our 
property,  giving  us  an  unbroken  frontage  of  600  feet  upon  North 
Avenue. 

Stone  pillars  have  been  built  at  the  main  entrance  and  at  the 
eastern  approach,  adding  greatly  to  the  dignity  and  attractiveness 
of  the  grounds,  and  a  large  flag-pole  has  been  erected  near  the 
western  wing  of  the  building. 

INDEBTEDNESS 

Since  the  last  report  the  indebtedness  upon  the  building  has  been 
reduced  from  $30,000.00  to  $18,000.00.  The  two  cottages  purchased 
cost  $11,000.00,  of  which  $6,000.00  was  paid  in  cash,  making  our 
entire  cash  payments  upon  account  of  property  $18,000.00,  and 
leaving  a  total  indebtedness  of  $23,000.00. 

RESOLUTIONS 

We  respectfully  suggest  the  following  action : 

1.  That  we  are  pleased  to  note  the  steady  growth  of  the  deaconess 
work  among  us  as  manifest  in  the  increase  of  the  number  of  Sisters 
from  forty-four  to  fifty-one  within  the  biennium  and  in  the  larger 
number  of  congregations  and  institutions  of  the  church  which  have 
enjoyed  their  services. 

2.  That  we  express  our  heartfelt  appreciation  of  the  faithful 
labors  of  our  Sisters  in  their  various  fields  and  the  valuable  services 
which  they  are  rendering  in  the  relief  of  need  and  the  upbuilding 
of  the  kingdom  of  Christ. 

3.  That  we  commend  the  One-Year  Course  at  the  Motherhouse 
as  an  efficient  agency  for  the  training  of  young  women  who  may 
not  be  in  position  to  enter  the  regular  deaconess  calling. 

4.  That  we  recommend  the  establishment  of  additional  annual  or 
perpetual  scholarships  for  the  benefit  of  young  women  of  worthy 
character  but  very  limited  financial  resources. 

5.  We  recommend  the  observance  of  the  first  Sunday  in  May  as 
the  annual  Deaconess  Sunday,  and  that  this  cause  be  made  a 
special  theme  at  the  regular  services  on  that  day  for  the  purpose 
of  promoting  an  intelligent  interest  in  the  work  and  arresting  the 
attention  of  young  women  of  suitable  endowments  who  may  become 
candidates  for  the  deaconess  calling. 

6.  That  we  approve  the  action  of  the  Board  in  purchasing  valuable 
property  adjacent  to  the  Motherhouse  grounds  as  a  measure  of 
protection  and  as  a  preparation  for  the  future  enlargement  of  the 
work. 

7.  That  we  urge  continued  effort  for  the  cancellation  of  the  re¬ 
maining  indebtedness  upon  the  property. 
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8.  That  the  apportionment  for  the  coming  biennium  be  ten  cents 
per  member,  and  that  our  congregations  be  urged  to  contribute  not 
less  than  this  small  amount  for  the  cause.

Sixteenth  Biennial  Report  of  the  Board  of  Education  of  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Synod  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  in  the  United 
States  of  America 

Mr.  President  and  Members  of  the  Forty-eighth  Convention  of 
the  General  Synod: 

Brethren  : 

The  Board  of  Education,  to  which  this  body  at  its  convention, 
at  Akron,  Ohio,  two  years  ago,  entrusted  the  work  of  Christian 
education,  for  direction  and  administration,  would  respectfully  re¬ 
port  that  they  have  executed  the  trust  committed  to  them  to  the 
best  of  their  ability,  and  herewith  submit  a  record  of  their  services, 
together  with  a  brief  summary  of  the  work  of  the  schools  under 
their  supervision  for  the  information  and  approval  of  this  body. 
We  believe  that  the  divine  blessing  and  approval  has  been  upon  this 
fundamental  enterprise  of  the  Church  in  our  efforts  to  promote  its 
largest  success.  The  report,  therefore,  is  presented  with  a  devout 
acknowledgment  of  the  gracious  guidance  and  almighty  aid  of  our 
divine  Lord  and  Head  of  the  Church  in  the  prosecution  of  the 
work  and  with  a  deep  sense  of  gratitude  and  obligation  to  the  pas¬ 
tors  of  our  churches  for  their  confidence  and  co-operation,  sym¬ 
pathy  and  support,  continued  and  increased  during  the  biennium. 
We  submit  this  report  also  with  a  new  conception  of  the  primary 
importance  of  the  Christian  college,  and  with  a  profound  convic¬ 
tion  that  if  it  is  true  to  its  traditions  and  follows  its  functions  as  a 
real  Christian  college,  it  will,  in  the  future  as  in  the  past,  make  tre- 
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mendously  rich  contributions  to  the  Christian  leadership  of  this 
land  and  other  lands  beyond  the  seas  as  well  as  maintain  for  the 
Church  that  faith  which  has  been  its  ancient  glory — for  no  Church 
is  greater  than  its  schools. 

I.  ORGANIZATION

II.  OUR  BENEFICIARY  INSTITUTIONS 

The  report  of  the  seven  institutions  aided  by  the  Board  during 
the  biennium  follow  herewith.  They  were  prepared  by  the  respec¬ 
tive  authorities. 

The  budget  for  all  the  institutions  has  been  paid  for  two  years, 
in  full  to  May  1,  on  the  basis  adopted  at  the  beginning  of  the 
biennium. 


HART  WICK  SEMINARY,  OTSEGO  COUNTY,  N.  Y. 

Founded  1797 

Rev.  John  G.  Traver,  Principal 

All  the  available  rooms  for  non-resident  pupils  have  been  used  the 
past  two  years  and  some  boys  have  roomed  outside.  Twenty-four 
have  declared  their  intention  to  study  for  the  ministry.  Ten  of 
these  have  taken  studies  in  the  theological  department.  The  report 
of  property  for  June,  1916,  was  $127,588,  but  this  does  not  include 
over  $10,000  spent  in  repairs.  At  the  last  commencement  gifts  of 
$2000  for  scholarships  and  $5000  for  the  Girls’  Dormitory  were 
made  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  M.  W.  Harroway,  of  Richmondville,  N.  Y. 
There  are  now  $10,000  in  the  Dormitory  Fund.  Over  $10,000  has

been  spent  in  making  an  addition  for  kitchen,  dining-room,  labora¬ 
tories  and  society  rooms  and  new  furnaces  to  heat  the  whole  build¬ 
ing  by  steam  have  been  set  up.  Dr.  Wolford,  the  alumni  professor, 
has  devoted  part  of  his  time  to  canvassing  for  students  and  endow¬ 
ment  in  connection  with  his  duties  in  the  theological  department. 
The  seminary  receives  $2000  a  year  from  the  Board  of  Education. 
Its  efficiency  would  be  seriously  reduced  without  this  aid.

PENNSYLVANIA  COLLEGE  OF  GETTYSBURG,  PA. 

Founded  1832 

William  Anthony  Granville,  Ph.D.,  LL-D.,  President 

Every  biennial  report  that  I  have  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Edu¬ 
cation  of  the  General  Synod  has  shown  a  marked  increase  in  the 
number  of  students  attending  our  institution.  Now,  again,  I  am 
glad  to  state  that  during  the  past  biennium  the  number  of  students 
has  increased  from  418  to  471.  The  fact  that  the  largest  propor¬ 
tion  of  this  increase  is  found  in  our  classical  course,  the  course 
pursued  by  those  who  are  preparing  for  the  ministry,  will  be  en¬ 
couraging  news  to  those  having  the  interests  of  our  Lutheran 
Church  near  to  their  hearts. 

For  the  first  time  in  my  administration  it  is  my  sad  duty  to  report 
the  death  of  an  active  member  of  our  faculty.  Professor  Henry  B. 
Nixon,  Ph.D.,  for  twenty  years  alumni  professor  of  mathematics 
and  astronomy,  passed  to  his  final  reward  March  30,  1916.  Pro¬ 
fessor  J.  T.  Erwin,  M.A.,  served  as  a  substitute  for  Professor 
Nixon  during  the  latter’s  illness,  and  after  his  death  to  the  end 
of  the  college  year.  Last  June  the  Board  elected  Professor  John  K. 
Lamond,  Ph.D.  (Yale  University),  assistant  professor  of  mathe¬ 
matics  at  Wesleyan  University  of  Connecticut,  as  the  successor  of 
Dr.  Nixon. 

During  the  biennium  quite  a  number  of  changes  were  made  in 
the  teaching  staff  of  the  college,  due  to  vacancies  occasioned  by  the 
resignation  of  professors  to  take  up  work  elsewhere.  All  of  these 
have  been  acceptably  filled  by  the  Board,  with  men  of  rank  and 
distinction  in  the  educational  world. 

A  number  of  changes  in  the  ranks  of  our  instructors  and  assist¬ 
ants  were  also  made.  Many  of  these  changes  in  our  teaching  staff 
were  due  to  the  fact  that  other  institutions  offered  our  teachers 
financial  inducements  we  were  not  in  a  position  to  meet.  It  is  of 
the  utmost  importance  from  the  standpoint  of  the  best  interests  of 
the  educational  work  of  the  Lutheran  Church  that  our  Lutheran 
colleges  should  be  so  strengthened  financially  that  they  will  be

able  to  successfully  cope  with  this  outside  competition.  As  the  cost 
of  living  is  rapidly  mounting  it  is  no  more  than  common  fairness 
to  our  teachers  that  they  should  be  paid  living  wages.  While  the 
salaries  of  a  large  proportion  of  our  pastors  are  being  raised,  and 
properly  so,  the  salaries  of  the  teachers  in  our  Lutheran  schools  re¬ 
main  stationary. 

During  the  past  biennium  the  financial  assets  of  our  institution 
have  been  increased  by  about  $80,000.  Over  $60,000  in  cash  and  sub¬ 
scriptions  was  secured  for  the  Building  Fund.  The  cost  of  our 
new  Gettysburg  Academy  building,  including  all  furnishings,  heat¬ 
ing  plant  and  improvements  to  grounds,  was  about  $53,000.  As  a 
result  our  General  Synod  has,  for  the  first  time  in  its  history,  a 
thoroughly  up-to-date  preparatory  school,  which  is  equipped  to  suc¬ 
cessfully  compete  with  the  many  popular  preparatory  schools  that 
have  been  drawing  our  Lutheran  boys  away  from  our  Lutheran 
colleges.  The  beautiful  house  on  the  corner  of  Carlisle  and 
Stevens  Streets,  costing  $8000,  was  built,  being  a  donation  to  the 
institution  from  Dr.  and  Mrs.  G.  D.  Stahley.  Jacob  G.  Acker,  of 
Martinsburg,  Pa.,  donated  a  farm  near  Markelsville,  Pa.,  to  the 
college.  This  farm  has  been  sold  for  $4000.  James  McMillan,  of 
Johnstown,  Pa.,  a  former  trustee  of  the  college,  died  in  1896.  His 
will  contained  a  bequest  of  $10,000  to  the  endowment  fund  of  the 
college,  to  become  available  at  the  death  of  certain  relatives.  This 
legacy  has  now  matured  and  the  money  will  shortly  be  paid  over 
to  the  college.  Our  Chemistry  Laboratory  was  enlarged  to  ac¬ 
commodate  more  than  160  more  students  and  in  other  respects  im¬ 
proved,  all  at  a  cost  of  about  $4000.  Concrete  walks  costing  over 
$1000  have  been  laid.  The  private  house  on  the  athletic  field  owned 
by  the  college  has  been  equipped  as  a  college  dormitory  of  fifteen 
rooms  and  given  the  name  of  Athletic  Field  House.  Other  import¬ 
ant  additions  and  improvements  to  the  college  plant  have  also  been 
made. 

The  Woman’s  League  of  Pennsylvania  College  has  undertaken  the 
erection  of  a  College  Y.  M.  C.  A.  building  on  the  campus,  to  cost 
$30,000.  It  will  be  named  in  honor  of  Dr.  Robert  Weidensall,  of 
the  class  of  ’6o.  A  goodly  proportion  of  the  sum  needed  has  been 
collected  and  unless  war  conditions  interfere  the  building  will  be 
ready  at  the  opening  of  college  in  September,  1918. 

A  Course  in  Military  Science  and  Tactics,  under  the  supervision 
of  the  United  States  War  Department,  has  been  established  here 
under  the  Act  of  Congress  of  June  3,  1915,  and  the  President  of 
the  United  States  has  detailed  Major  Frank  Lee  Graham,  United 
States  Army,  and  a  non-commissioned  officer,  to  take  charge  of  the 
instruction.  The  course  is  optional  and  free  of  cost.  About  two- 
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thirds  of  our  students  have  elected  to  take  the  work. 

The  Board  of  Education  of  the  General  Synod  appropriated  to 
Pennsylvania  College  $3600  each  year  during  the  past  biennium. 
The  college  budget  for  1915-16  was  $60,163.85.  The  rising  cost  of 
all  supplies,  especially  coal,  present  a  very  serious  problem  for  the 
future.

WITTENBERG  COLLEGE  AND  HAMMA  DIVINITY  SCHOOL, 

SPRINGFIELD,  OHIO 
Founded  1845 

Rev.  Charles  G.  Heckert,  D.D.,  President 

The  enrollment  during  the  past  two  years  has  been  satisfactory. 
During  the  first  year  it  passed  the  eleven  hundred  mark.  During  the 
present  year  it  will  probably  pass  twelve  hundred.  This  is,  of 
course,  for  all  departments  of  the  school,  including  a  flourishing 
summer  session.  The  Divinity  School  has  maintained  itself  at  about 
the  same  membership  as  during  recent  years. 

The  work  of  the  Divinity  School  has  been  greatly  helped  by 
the  erection  of  a  building  especially  provided  by  gifts  of  the  late 
Dr.  and  Mrs.  M.  W.  Hamma.  This  new  Hamma  Hall,  with  its 
commodious  recitation  rooms  and  its  very  beautiful  and  churchly 
chapel,  has  wonderfully  increased  the  efficiency  of  the  school.  Dr. 
M.  W.  Hamma  will  always  be  remembered  as  one  of  the  great 
leaders  and  preachers  in  our  Church  as  well  as  the  greatest  bene¬ 
factor  of  theological  education  in  the  General  Synod. 

Keller  Hall,  named  in  memory  of  Dr.  Ezra  Keller,  Wittenberg’s 
first  president,  was  also  enlarged  and  adorned.  A  new  steam  heat¬ 
ing  plant  for  the  comfort  of  all  the  buildings  on  that  part  of  the 
campus  was  erected  and  paid  for  out  of  the  Dr.  Hamma  funds. 
These  buildings  were  all  completed  and  dedicated  with  solemn 
religious  services  on  November  10,  11,  1915.  This  great  service 
brought  to  Wittenberg  a  distinguished  gathering  of  many  of  the 
leaders  of  the  different  parts  of  our  Lutheran  Church. 

We  believe  that  through  the  energy  of  the  General  Synod  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Ministerial  Education  and  the  strong  appeal  of  the  Board 
of  Education  through  its  new  Secretary,  a  more  general  interest  is 
being  aroused  throughout  our  territory  on  the  question  of  more 
men  for  the  ministry.  The  Lutheran  Church  is  going  to  suffer  seri¬ 
ously  if  our  young  men  do  not  respond  to  these  appeals. 

In  the  college  the  high  scholastic  standards  have  been  kept  up 
and  the  character  of  the  work  done  has  been  commendable.  The 
influence  of  Wittenberg  was  never  stronger  than  it  is  to-day.  The 
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president  has  worked  throughout  the  two  years  on  his  endowment 
campaign.  As  a  rule  the  churches  in  the  Synods  already  visited  have 
responded  well.  Our  people,  however,  need  much  education  along 
the  line  of  Christian  stewardship. 

The  refurnishing  and  modernizing  of  the  boys’  dormitory  has 
been  the  great  outstanding  work  of  this  year.  Through  the  gen¬ 
erous  gift  of  Mr.  F.  E.  Myers  and  his  brother,  Mr.  P.  A.  Myers,  of 
Ashland,  Ohio,  this  result  was  accomplished.  Myers  Hall  is  splen¬ 
didly  fitted  for  its  purpose,  and  the  new-old  building  stands  like  a 
Greek  temple  of  old  crowning  the  highest  summit  on  our  beautiful 
campus.  The  Lutherans  of  this  territory  are  under  great  obligations 
to  these  splendid  men. 

Two  additions  have  been  made  to  the  college  campus  by  purchase. 
The  one  is  a  triangular  corner  of  about  one  acre.  The  other  is  a 
strip  90  feet  wide  by  350  in  depth,  giving  us  a  new  and  beautiful 
entrance  to  the  campus  on  the  east  side.  We  have  been  desirous 
of  these  additions  for  many  years. 

Several  of  our  professors  have  declined  flattering  offers  to  other 
great  schools  in  this  state.  These  men  deserve  the  thanks  of  the 
Church  for  their  devotion  and  sacrifice.  The  chair  of  the  English 
Bible,  completed  through  the  generosity  of  Dr.  and  Mrs.  S.  E. 
Greenawalt  in  tender  memory  of  the  late  Mr.  Ross  Mitchell,  father 
of  Mrs.  Greenawalt,  marks  the  culmination  of  one  of  the  hopes 
of  the  present  administration.  Dr.  Greenawalt  has  taken  up  this 
work  with  real  devotion  and  enthusiasm.  He  will  develop  the  field 
in  the  years  to  come. 

We  have  every  reason  to  thank  God  and  take  courage.  We  are 
hopeful  that  when  the  present  war  is  ended,  in  which  Wittenberg 
will  do  its  part  for  the  land  we  love,  we  shall  have  a  greater  and  a 
better  institution  of  learning.

SUSQUEHANNA  UNIVERSITY,  SEUNSGROVE,  PA. 

Founded  1858 

Rev.  Charles  T.  Aikens,  D.D.,  President 

During  the  biennium  that  has  just  come  to  a  close,  Susquehanna 
University  has  been  very  much  alive  and  her  activity  has  been  re¬ 
warded  by  substantial  support  on  the  part  of  her  alumni  and  friends. 

The  past  two  years  have  brought  much  encouragement  to  the 
institution,  in  the  form  of  a  larger  enrollment  of  students  and 
financial  contributions.  The  enrollment  of  the  past  year  reached 
388,  including  the  Summer  School  of  1916.  The  freshman  and 
sophomore  classes  of  the  year  just  closed  were  the  largest  ever 
enjoyed  and  the  prospects  for  the  coming  year  beyond  what  we  may 
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be  able  to  accommodate  in  our  dormitories. 

Our  excellent  Field  Secretary,  Rev.  C.  R.  Botsford,  has  visited 
a  large  number  of  our  pastorates,  with  the  result  of  largely  in¬ 
creased  interest  in  our  work.  While  the  financial  returns  have  been 
unsatisfactory  to  him  and  somewhat  disappointing  to  us,  we  feel 
that  much  good  seed  has  been  sown  that  will  bring  splendid  results 
in  the  future.  Our  people  want  to  learn  what  our  educational  in¬ 
stitutions  are  doing  and  when  they  receive  the  satisfactory  infor¬ 
mation  we  believe  they  will  come  to  our  assistance. 

The  imperative  need  of  Susquehanna  University  is  money  to  in¬ 
crease  the  endowment  and  erect  additional  dormitory  buildings. 
The  original  building,  known  as  Selinsgrove  Hall,  was  erected  fifty- 
nine  years  ago  and  it  is  now  in  a  dilapidated  condition,  so  that  we 
propose  to  remodel  it  during  the  present  summer.  Mr.  M.  L.  Has- 
singer,  one  of  the  most  active  of  our  Board  of  Directors,  has  given 
his  obligation  for  $5000  toward  the  erection  of  a  new  dormitory 
for  boys,  conditioned  upon  our  raising  a  sufficient  amount  to  com¬ 
plete  the  building.  We  hope  to  materialize  this  dormitory  during 
the  coming  year,  unless  war  conditions  prevent  us,  or  our  friends 
disappoint  us.  We  need  a  new  dormitory  very  badly,  as  there  is  a 
great  demand  for  accommodations  on  the  campus.  Quite  a  large 
number  of  our  boys  are  rooming  in  club  houses  and  private  homes, 
but  many  are  in  town  simply  because  they  cannot  be  accommodated 
on  the  campus. 

The  general  atmosphere  about  the  institution  and  the  good  spirit 
manifested  by  the  student  body  have  been  most  healthy  and  satis¬ 
factory.  The  religious  activity  of  the  students  has  been  quite 
marked  and  many  friends  who  have  visited  us  have  expressed  them¬ 
selves  in  very  complimentary  terms,  so  that  we  are  proud  of  the 
high  type  of  Christian  spirit  that  prevails  among  us.  The  Young 
Men’s  Christian  Association  and  the  Young  Women’s  Christian 
Association  are  in  a  very  excellent  condition  and  the  Christian 
work  of  our  young  people  extends  into  the  surrounding  country,  in 
Sunday  school  and  missionary  activity. 

During  the  past  3'ear  we  have  had  twenty-four  in  our  theological 
classes,  and  there  are  thirty-seven  in  the  under-graduate  classes 
who  will  enter  the  seminary  within  the  next  three  years.  The  fav¬ 
orable  Christian  spirit  of  the  student  body  is  influencing  young  men 
into  the  seminary,  so  that  we  are  glad  to  announce  to  the  Church  the 
fact  that  more  young  men  are  turning  toward  the  ministry  than  for 
many  years  in  the  past. 

We  have  received  about  $25,000  from  our  friends  during  the 
biennium  in  contributions,  and  we  very  much  appreciate  them. 

The  great  cause  of  Christian  education  is  the  paramount  and  most

vital  department  of  the  Church’s  activity,  and  it  is  under  the  pro¬ 
tection  and  support  of  the  Board  of  Education,  so  that  it  should  be 
regarded  by  all  our  congregations  as  very  necessary  to  contribute 
regularly  toward  this  important  work.  The  Board  of  Education 
should  receive  the  most  hearty  support  of  the  entire  Church,  as  it 
is  the  strong  arm  of  our  educational  work,  which  stands  back  of  all 
the  other  departments  of  our  Church  work  and  Christian  activities.

CARTHAGE  COEEEGE,  CARTHAGE,  IEE. 

Founded  1870 

Rev.  Harvey  D.  Hoover,  Ph.D.,  President 

The  past  biennium  has  been  an  eventful  one  at  Carthage.  It  is 
with  great  gratitude  to  God  that  we  make  this  report. 

1.  Students. — Each  year  of  the  period  the  attendance  broke  all 
former  records.  The  first  year  the  number  of  students  in  the  four 
college  classes  passed  the  mark  of  one  hundred  for  the  first  time  in 
the  history  of  the  institution.  The  present  year  the  freshman  class 
alone  was  larger  than  the  whole  college  student  body  three  years  ago. 

The  number  of  ministerial  students  is  more  than  twice  that  of 
former  years.  The  Student  Volunteer  Band  is  also  much  larger 
than  usual.  The  students  have  shown  a  marked  devotion  to  high 
standards  of  scholarship.  The  Illinois  State  Volunteer  Union  Con¬ 
vention  was  held  at  Carthage  College  this  year. 

2.  College  Standing. — Appreciating  the  far-reaching  importance 
and  great  value  of  doing  only  first-class  work  as  defined  by  a 
careful  estimate  of  values  based  upon  the  experience  and  usages 
of  the  best  educational  institutions  in  the  land,  the  college  faculty, 
supported  by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  decided  to  meet  fully  all  cri¬ 
teria  for  a  first-class,  standard  American  college.  The  splendid 
record  made  by  the  college  and  by  its  graduates,  particularly  those 
in  graduate  schools,  became  our  chief  asset  in  this  movement.  In 
addition  the  faculty  was  enlarged,  some  equipment  added,  and  some 
minor  adjustments  of  procedure  inaugurated.  A  careful  inspection 
of  the  institution  was  made  by  competent  and  expert  educators. 
As  a  result,  the  college  was  made  a  member  of  the  North  Central 
Association  of  Colleges  and  Secondary  Schools,  of  which  the 
academy  has  been  a  member  since  1908.  The  college  was  rated  an 
“A”  class  institution  by  the  State  University.  There  are  fewer 
than  a  half  dozen  of  the  colleges  in  Illinois  in  this,  the  highest  class. 

3.  The  Board  of  Trustees  has  rendered  the  college  and  the  Church 
signal  service  during  this  biennium.  The  financial  accounts  and 
condition  of  the  institution  were  carefully  audited  by  a  certified 
accountant  for  a  period  of  ten  years — and  a  new  system  of  keeping 
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accounts  was  installed.  The  investments,  insurance,  equipment  and 
other  material  interests  were  carefully  examined,  properly  valued, 
and  cared  for.  The  Board  itself  was  reorganized  for  more  efficient 
service  along  the  lines  suggested  by  the  experience  of  leading 
colleges. 

4.  New  Building. — The  increased  enrollment  demanded  an  addi¬ 
tional  building.  Mr.  Henry  Denhart  generously  offered  to  give 
$20,000  for  the  erection  of  a  new  girls’  building;  $16,000  addi¬ 
tional  was  raised  in  eight  weeks,  enabling  the  committee  to  pro¬ 
ceed  with  the  building.  In  the  meanwhile  the  remainder  of  the 
necessary  $60,000  is  being  gathered.  It  will  house  about  one  hundred 
girls  and  furnish  many  other  needed  accommodations.  Our  highest 
appreciation  is  extended  to  Mr.  Denhart  for  his  timely  and  helpful 
gift  to  this  cause. 

5.  The  Crowning  Day  came  to  one  of  our  dearest  friends  this 
biennium.  Mrs.  Henry  Denhart  entered  into  glory  November  15, 
1916.  She  lived  a  beautiful  life.  Her  Christian  faith,  generosity, 
heroism  and  resignation  were  sublime.  Her  last  act  for  the  college 
was  a  gift  which  enabled  it  to  become  a  fully  accredited  institution. 
She  led,  as  a  last  effort,  the  institution  she  loved  to  the  front  line. 
Her  life  in  its  beauty,  nobility  and  service  is  its  own  best  memorial. 
She  lives  and  shall  ever  live  at  Carthage  College.  Her  spirit  has 
been  woven  into  the  life  of  the  institution.  Many  tributes  to  her 
wonderful  life  have  been  written  and  would  be  given  here  if  space 
permitted.  May  God  bless  her  memory  to  our  awakening  and 
growth  in  Christian  virtue  and  knowledge. 

Finally,  we  must  acknowledge  our  great  indebtedness  to  God  for 
His  blessings  to  all  who  labored  in  and  for  the  college,  for  their 
faithful  and  efficient  services,  to  the  special  reorganization  com¬ 
mittee  and  the  Board  for  its  splendid  services,  to  the  Church  for 
her  support  in  prayer  and  interest  and  gifts,  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Den¬ 
hart,  whose  help  made  all  these  good  things  possible,  and  with  great 
emphasis  to  the  Board  of  Education,  whose  appropriations  were 
absolutely  essential  in  carrying  on  the  work,  maintaining  a  Field 
Secretary  whose  work  broke  all  records  for  attendance,  and  in  ren¬ 
dering  the  Church  the  kind  and  amount  of  service  a  Church  college 
owes  to  the  Church  and  the  world.  “Glory  to  God.”

BREKLUM  SEMINARY,  SCHLESWIG-HOLSTEIN,  GERMANY 

Founded  1882 

Rev.  Christian  Jensen,  Principal 

Our  report  on  Breklum  Seminary  is  necessarily  a  matter  which 
occasions  us  much  distress  over  the  past  and  grave  apprehensions 
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for  the  future.  The  history  of  this  institution  in  its  relation  to  the 
General  Synod  has  been  one  of  splendid  and  valuable  contribution, 
and  the  future  seemed  quite  reassuring  when  the  world  war  ter¬ 
minated  all  the  activities  of  this  work,  and  the  conduct  of  the 
school  has  been  impossible  for  another  biennium.  It  has  been  with 
the  utmost  difficulty  and  months  of  delay  that  any  communication 
with  this  work  has  been  possible.  Several  efforts  to  forward  our 
budget  money  were  unsuccessful.  Although  the  school  has  been 
closed,  there  have  been  certain  fixed  charges  which  had  to  be  met. 
By  action  of  the  Board,  February  15,  1917,  in  view  of  the  death  of 
Principal  Jensen,  the  budget  for  Breklum  Seminary  was  fixed  at 
$500  per  annum  from  November  1,  1915,  to  the  close  of  the  bien¬ 
nium.  The  Board  has  paid  on  the  budget  for  the  institution  as  fol¬ 
lows :  From  March  1,  1915,  to  May  1,  1915,  $416.66,  and  from  May 
1,  1915,  to  November  1,  1915,  $1000,  and  from  November  1,  1915, 
to  May  1,  1917,  $750.  According  to  action  of  the  Board,  taken  May 
22,  1917,  this  amount  has  been  charged  against  the  Breklum  Relief 
Fund,  as  reported  at  the  last  convention  of  the  General  Synod  to  be 
$2153.82.  It  was  necessary  to  forward  our  last  remittance  by 
Marconigram.  To  add  to  the  disappointments  of  the  work,  that 
devoted  and  splendid  servant  of  the  Church,  Principal  Christian 
Jensen,  died  after  a  lingering  illness,  February  25,  1916,  upon  whose 
death  suitable  resolutions  were  adopted  by  the  Board.  We  are  in 
no  position  to  forecast  what  the  future  may  hold  for  our  interests 
in  this  particular.  Somehow  we  hope  that  it  may  be  brighter  than 
now  seems. 

MIDLAND  COLLEGE,  ATCHISON,  KAN. 

Founded  1887 

Rev.  Rufus  B.  Peery,  Ph.D.,  President 

Since  her  last  report  to  the  General  Synod,  Midland  College  has 
erected  a  fine  building  on  her  campus,  at  a  cost  of  $35,000.  It  is 
the  new  gymnasium,  54x96  feet,  with  central  heating  plant  and 
swimming  pool  in  basement.  This  building  meets  a  long-felt  want, 
enables  us  to  do  better  work,  and  also  greatly  improves  the  appear¬ 
ance  of  the  college  plant. 

Another  evidence  of  progress  during  the  biennium  is  the  addi¬ 
tion  of  a  biological  department  to  the  curriculum,  and  a  new  mem¬ 
ber  to  our  faculty  to  instruct  in  the  same.  A  part  of  the  basement 
of  Carnegie  Library  has  been  fitted  up  as  a  biological  laboratory, 
and  supplied  with  the  necessary  equipment.  Although  this  is  its 
first  year,  the  courses  in  this  new  department  have  been  very 
popular. 

The  slow  but  steady  increase  of  recent  years  in  the  student  body 
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still  continues.  Two  hundred  and  thirty-nine  were  registered  in  all 
departments  this  past  year.  It  is  gratifying  that  one  hundred  and 
two  of  these  are  in  the  regular  college  classes.  This  is  an  increase 
of  fifty  per  cent  over  two  years  ago,  when  the  last  report  was  made 
to  General  Synod.  About  twenty-five  per  cent  of  the  young  men  in 
college  are  looking  forward  to  the  ministry.  The  number  of  stu¬ 
dents  in  Western  Theological  Seminary,  however,  has  declined,  be¬ 
cause  this  lamentable  war  has  cut  off  the  supply  from  Germany. 
Only  fourteen  were  present  this  year,  aside  from  attendance  on 
classes  in  English  and  Bible. 

On  the  financial  side  the  growth  has  been  slow,  about  $6000  hav¬ 
ing  been  added  to  the  Endowment  Fund.  The  campaign  vigorously 
carried  on  among  churches  of  Kansas  and  Nebraska,  many  of 
which  are  weak  mission  stations,  has  resulted  in  some  $17,000  in 
cash  and  subscriptions,  and  $18,000  has  been  secured  in  the  city 
of  Atchison.  Most  of  this  money,  however,  will  have  to  be  used 
to  pay  for  the  gymnasium.  Our  Endowment  Fund  at  present  is  only 
$90,000,  and  our  greatest  immediate  need  is  sufficient  money  to  in¬ 
crease  that  sum  to  $200,000,  so  the  standardizing  agencies  will  put 
us  on  their  preferred  lists.  Will  not  some  faithful  steward  of  the 
Lord  come  to  Midland’s  help,  as  has  already  been  done  at  Carthage, 
Gettysburg  and  Wittenberg?  The  field  is  large  and  ripe,  the  need 
is  great,  and  the  opportunity  for  fruitful  investment  unsurpassed.

MISCELLANEOUS 

We  feel  assured  that  no  matter  will  come  before  this  assembly 
which  could  produce  a  more  compelling  interest  from  the  entire 
Church  than  the  question  of  ministerial  supply.  This  great  problem 
has  been  growing  with  the  years,  and  presents  itself  to-day  as  the 
most  serious  and  urgent  internal  problem,  possibly,  that  the  Church 
confronts.  It  is  in  no  sense  baffling  for  any  people  who  are  willing 
to  be  controlled  by  a  spirit  of  heroic  self-abandonment  to  a  great 
cause;  people  who  believe  hard  enough  in  a  cause  will  furnish 
leaders,  for  the  production  of  leaders  is  a  real  test  of  the  health 
and  vitality  of  an  organization.  Facts  have  been  before  this  body 
through  the  Standing  Committee  on  Ministerial  Education  from 
biennium  to  biennium  for  years,  and  they  have  been  increasingly 
alarming.  Recent  figures  and  estimates  are  appended  to  this  item, 
and  if  we  are  alive  to  the  gravity  of  our  situation  we  must  rise  to 
the  last  man  to  meet  it.  In  a  measure  we  have  already  done  so. 
The  General  Synod  has  very  clearly  revealed  its  heart  and  delivered 
its  conviction  upon  the  subject  and  empowered  its  constituent  units, 
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the  Board  of  Education,  the  Ministerial  Education  Committee  and 
the  Laymen’s  Missionary  Movement,  to  devise  methods  and  pro¬ 
vide  means  for  the  relief  of  this  condition  and  the  development 
of  any  plans  that  may  be  conducive  thereto.  In  compliance  with 
this  the  Board  of  Education  has  inaugurated  a  Church-wide  cam¬ 
paign  for  More  Men  for  the  Ministry,  in  which  it  has  had  the  splen¬ 
did  co-operation  of  the  Ministerial  Education  Committee  and  the 
Laymen’s  Missionary  Movement  during  the  past  year.  The  fine 
spirit  in  which  this  co-operation  was  given  has  been  greatly  appre¬ 
ciated.  As  to  the  future  conduct  of  this  recruiting  propaganda  we 
are  persuaded  that  the  same  co-operation  and  assistance  are  indis¬ 
pensable,  and  we  earnestly  hope  these  may  be  given  or  such  other 
help  provided  as  will  be  adequate  to  the  plans  we  here  propose. 
We  have  been  greatly  pleased,  as  well  as  encouraged,  by  reason  of 
correspondence  which  has  come  to  our  office  from  many  quarters  of 
the  Church  and  many  men  expressing  confidence  in  our  plans  and 
commendation  of  them.  Some  correspondence  shows  that  a  number 
of  men  already  in  the  ministry  feel  that  our  efforts  should  be 
carried  on  with  due  regard  to  the  difficulties  as  well  as  the  attrac¬ 
tions  of  the  ministry.  They  fear  that  an  indiscriminate,  wholesale 
appeal  may  mislead  young  men,  who  will  be  led  to  think  that  open¬ 
ings  are  more  numerous  than  they  really  are,  and  opportunities  for 
service  greater  than  they  can  reasonably  expect.  Other  letters  call 
attention  to  the  comparatively  small  number  of  vacant  pastorates 
to-day  in  churches  where  the  salary  is  $1500  or  more.  They  point 
out  the  fact  that  many  ministers,  perhaps  most  ministers  over  fifty 
years  of  age,  are  seldom  ever  considered  when  so-called  better 
churches  are  seeking  pastors.  They  allude  to  the  restricted  char¬ 
acter  of  many  fields  whose  overchurched  condition  dampens  the 
ardor  of  young  men  fresh  from  the  seminary  who  go  forth  with 
high  aims,  but  who  find  themselves  competing  with  other  denomi¬ 
nations  rather  than  building  up  the  kingdom  of  God.  They  dwell  on 
the  restlessness  of  congregations,  the  criticism  to  which  a  minister 
and  all  the  members  of  his  family  are  subjected,  and  the  large  and 
increasing  number  of  interests  and  activities  in  every  community 
that  divert  the  attention  of  even  church  members  from  church  work. 
All  that  we  have  thus  learned  leads  us  to  conclude  that  possibly  one 
aim  of  our  campaign  should  be  to  remove  causes  which  deter  men 
from  a  choice  of  the  ministry.  Our  Church  should  possibly  do 
more  to  conserve  the  recruits  we  already  have.  We  must  expect 
some  losses.  There  will  always  be  some  disappointed  men  in  the 
ministry.  This  is  true  of  all  the  professions,  and  the  good  Lord  has 
not  guaranteed  this  calling  against  it.  While  our  Master  never  gave 
us  reason  to  expect  an  easy  time,  nor  that  compensations  would  be

primarily  financial,  yet  we  should  endeavor  to  provide  conditions 
which  make  it  possible  for  every  man  who  desires  to  serve  in  the 
ministry  to  do  so.  Possibly  we  should  lend  our  influence  as  a  Synod 
in  the  elimination  of  overchurched  conditions  and  in  increasing 
the  desire  among  our  churches  for  leaders  who  will  prophetically 
summon  the  Church  to  lose  her  life  in  service  rather  than  save  it 
to  upholstered  ease.  We,  therefore,  feel  that  we  cannot  base  the 
appeal  for  an  adequate  supply  of  the  ministry  solely  upon  the  tre¬ 
mendous  lack  of  available  men.  We  believe  that  this  new  campaign 
of  arousement  ought  to  state  the  facts  as  they  are.  The  needs  of 
churches  that  give  a  more  adequate  salary  are  pressing,  but  there  is 
a  painful  lack  of  ministers  in  churches  which  pay  from  $700  to 
$1000  a  year.  When  such  a  church  becomes  vacant  the  range  of 
choice  is  greatly  limited,  and  if  it  gets  an  efficient  man  the  strong 
probabilities  are  that  he  will  stay  not  more  than  two  or  three  years 
and  then  avail  himself  of  the  first  opportunity  for  bettering  his 
situation  financially.  This  does  not  necessarily  mean  a  lack  of  con¬ 
secration  on  his  part,  but  the  needs  of  a  growing  family  often 
compel  a  change.  We  cannot  ignore  this.  It  has  to  do  with  hun¬ 
dreds  of  our  churches.  If  the  General  Synod  of  the  Lutheran 
Church  is  not  measuring  up  to  her  standards  the  country  through, 
it  is,  in  a  large  share,  due  to  the  fact  that  so  great  a  proportion  of 
our  churches  lack  continuous  and  able  ministerial  leadership.  It 
ought  to  be  possible  to  present  our  appeal  in  the  ears  of  young 
men  now  in  college  and  seminary  in  such  a  way  that  they  would 
respond  to  it  and  dedicate  their  lives  to  the  ministry.  The  attraction 
must  not  be  the  prospect  of  a  metropolitan  church  in  the  course  of 
ten  or  fifteen  years,  with  a  five-thousand-dollar  salary.  No  guaran¬ 
tee  of  that  can  be  given  to  a  young  man  of  large  promise  even,  but 
let  him  understand  that  if  he  really  wants  to  put  the  enthusiasm  of 
his  young  manhood  into  a  work  which  has  not  high  rewards  finan¬ 
cially,  but  which  will  invigorate  the  spiritual  life  of  his  community 
and  the  world,  let  the  Church  assure  him  of  adequate  financial  sup¬ 
port.  This  cannot  be  done  in  one  year  or  perhaps  in  five  years,  so 
that  the  appeal  for  the  present  must  be  to  Christian  devotion  and 
the  heroic  strain  in  our  young  men.  But  a  beginning  must  be  made 
somewhere,  which  means  that  we  must,  through  service  pensions 
and  annuities,  guarantee  the  old  age  of  our  leaders  against  destitu¬ 
tion.  The  near  future  should  surely  see  us  with  funds  sufficient 
to  do  this,  and  then  we  possibly  should  create  a  standard  which 
would  make  some  of  our  churches  ashamed  of  the  inadequate 
salaries  that  they  pay.  Salaries  have  always  been  too  low,  and 
have  not  begun  to  keep  pace  with  the  increase  in  the  cost  of  living. 
We  should  press  for  decided  increase. 
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In  addition  to  these  efforts  the  cultivation  of  a  deeper  religious 
life  in  the  atmosphere  of  the  home  where  the  boys  are  growing 
into  young  manhood  is  most  vital.  If  we  are  to  ask  much  of  God 
in  laborers  for  the  harvest,  we  must  magnify  the  holy  office  of  the 
ministry  with  unremitting  ardor  in  the  life  of  the  home.  We  pro¬ 
pose  also  to  make  and  keep  a  complete  file  of  the  names  of  boys 
and  young  men  from  each  pastorate  of  the  General  Synod  to  send 
them  directly,  from  time  to  time,  literature  of  such  a  character  as 
will  press  the  claims  of  the  ministry  upon  these  youths  for  serious 
consideration  in  the  light  of  their  life  work.  We  expect  to  utilize 
this  literature  in  a  very  extensive  way,  and  believe,  basing  our  con¬ 
clusions  upon  the  experience  of  others  who  have  traveled  this  way 
before  us,  that  this  literature  campaign  will  result  in  abundant 
fruition.  All  these  suggestions  are  a  part  of  this  campaign  for 
recruits.  With  such  a  campaign  we  should  press  for  a  large  in¬ 
crease  in  the  number  of  our  strongest  and  finest  young  men  who 
will  dedicate  their  lives  distinctively  to  the  ministry.  In  this  effort 
we  earnestly  ask  the  co-operation  of  pastors  and  parents,  church 
officers,  Sunday  school  and  young  people’s  society  workers,  semin¬ 
ary  and  college  faculties,  student  pastors  and  all  others  who  will 
lend  a  hand.  A  few  may  think  we  have  enough  ministers  now,  but 
no  one  who  knows  the  facts  will  urge  that  Lutherans  are  furnish¬ 
ing  their  share,  either  at  home  or  abroad.  This  condition  will 
quickly  change  when  the  attention  of  our  people  is  focused  upon 
facts.  We  do  not  propose  to  make  a  great  noise,  flourish  banners, 
nor  parade  the  streets,  but  we  do  want  pastors  to  present  the  sub¬ 
ject  to  their  people.  We  would  like  to  have  individual  churches 
consider  the  need  in  brotherhood,  missionary  and  prayer  services. 
It  should  have  a  place  on  conference  and  synodical  programs. 
Plans  are  under  way  to  bring  the  claims  of  the  ministry  more 
definitely  to  the  attention  of  Lutheran  students  in  colleges  and 
universities.  Our  young  people’s  societies  must  be  heartily  enlisted 
in  this  campaign.  Beyond  all  these  efforts  of  organizations  the  most 
effective  work  will  be  the  quiet,  personal  interest  and  effort  of  in¬ 
dividuals  in  bringing  the  ministry  to  the  attention  of  our  finest 
youth  during  the  period  when  they  are  thinking  of  and  deciding 
upon  their  life  work.  All  of  us  have  opportunities  of  this  kind. 
The  Board  of  Education,  which  is  charged  with  directing  this 
campaign,  appeals  for  the  co-operation  of  the  entire  Church.  The 
call  is  upon  us,  the  opportunity  is  before  us,  our  best  young  men 
are  needed.  Millions  of  homes  in  Europe  have  given  sons  to  die 
for  great  ideals.  We  are  as  a  people  following  in  their  train.  The 
nation  is  calling  for  its  young  men  to  present  their  lives  upon  the 
altar  of  humanity  and  country.  Shall  it  be  said  that  Lutherans  had 
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not  the  devotion  which  would  dedicate  their  sons  in  larger  numbers 
to  leadership,  realizing  the  all-inclusive  ideal  of  God’s  kingdom? 
We  will  not  believe  it.  The  leaders  are  going  to  be  found.  This 
matter  must  be  much  upon  our  hearts  and  minds  for  the  present. 
“Give  me  an  insight  into  the  present,”  said  Emerson,  “and  you  may 
have  the  antique  and  future  worlds.”

On  October  25,  1916,  Mr.  William  Pore  resigned  as  Treasurer  of 
this  Board,  which  action  was  accepted  with  reluctance  and  regret. 
To  fill  the  office  thus  made  vacant  Rev.  F.  G.  Gotwald,  D.D.,  was 
elected  Treasurer  of  the  Board.  The  Board  took  action  expressing 
its  appreciation  of  his  devoted  service  to  this  cause. 

On  November  21,  1916,  the  amount  of  $2000,  principal  of  the 
George  H.  Schnur,  Sr.,  Scholarship,  was  paid  by  the  Board  to 
Western  Seminary,  to  be  used  by  them  in  accordance  with  the  terms 
of  the  trust  provided  in  the  gift  of  this  scholarship.  From  this  date 
the  interest  of  this  fund  has  been  administered  by  these  authorities. 

This  Board  was  very  greatly  pleased  to  have  the  judgment  of  the 
General  Synod,  expressed  in  its  action  at  the  Akron  Convention, 
which  was  designated  as  the  enterprise  of  “raising  $1,000,000  as  a 
Luther  Memorial  Fund,  to  be  used  for  the  educational  work  of 
the  Synod,”  in  connection  with  the  celebration  of  the  quadricenten- 
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nial  of  the  Lutheran  Reformation.  The  Board  outlined  an  enlarged 
work  for  its  new  Secretary,  especially  in  quickening  interest  among 
young  men  for  the  ministry,  and  it  was  the  unanimous  opinion  of 
this  Board  that  this  work  was  of  sufficient  importance  and  urgency 
to  require  all  of  his  time,  attention  and  energy,  which  it  has  done. 
Referring  again  to  the  fund  itself,  we  presume  that  the  Quadricen- 
tennial  Committee  will  have  something  to  report  upon  this  subject 
to  this  convention  in  accordance  with  the  action  of  this  body  at  both 
the  Atchison  and  Akron  Conventions. 

Our  Board,  together  with  other  Lutheran  bodies,  has  been  affili¬ 
ated  since  its  organization  with  the  Council  of  Church  Boards  of 
Education.  This  is  a  federation  of  the  educational  Boards  of  the 
various  denominations  throughout  the  country.  Two  very  profit¬ 
able  conventions  were  held  during  the  biennium.  A  great  nation¬ 
wide  campaign  in  behalf  of  Christian  education,  plans  of  which 
have  been  outlined  in  full  to  this  body  at  its  last  convention,  is 
now  in  progress,  and  conventions  and  exhibits,  composed  of  charts, 
surveys,  illustrations  and  informational  devices  have  been  held  in 
various  strategic  centers  of  the  country.  The  Council  is  planning 
to  continue  this  program  of  educating  the  general  public  on  what 
is  distinctively  Christian  education  upon  a  constantly  enlarging 
scale,  and  has  secured  the  services  of  Dr.  R.  L.  Kelly,  who,  as 
General  Secretary,  will  direct  this  enterprise  after  September  i. 
The  Council  is  assured  that  this  method  of  unified  approach  to 
the  public  upon  this  great  subject  will  be  productive  of  an  intensi¬ 
fied  and  widespread  interest  in  education  that  is  given  and  received 
under  positive  Christian  influences. 

On  February  15,  Dr.  Gotwald,  the  General  Secretary  of  the 
Board  for  twelve  years,  resigned  in  order  to  accept  the  position  of 
Editor  and  Manager  of  Lutheran  Church  Work  and  Observer,  the 
official  church  paper  of  this  body.  As  expressive  of  the  Board’s 
appreciation  of  Dr.  Gotwald’s  services,  appropriate  action  was  taken. 

On  February  15,  Rev.  Charles  S.  Bauslin  was  elected  to  succeed 
Dr.  Gotwald  in  the  office  of  General  Secretary,  and  entered  upon 
his  duties  May  1,  1916. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 

Conditions  prevail  to-day  and  will  continue  to  exist  indefinitely 
in  the  entire  educational  world,  that  are  largely  without  precedent, 
and  destined  to  affect  all  of  our  institutions  in  a  most  serious  man¬ 
ner.  The  world  war,  into  which  America  has  been  drawn,  will  prac¬ 
tically  demoralize  college  life  and  activity.  The  government  has 
made  clear  that  the  flower  of  our  young  manhood,  which  is  to  be 
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found  in  our  colleges,  will  be  expected  to  contribute  extensively  to 
the  commissioned  service  and  officiary  of  the  armed  forces  of  the 
nation.  Many  of  our  boys  have  already  left  school  to  enlist  under 
the  colors,  and  many  more  will  have  done  so  by  fall  of  this  year — 
answered  the  call  of  the  country,  gone  to  the  training  camp  and  the 
front.  Their  return  to  college  life  is  a  matter  of  great  uncertainty 
and  indefiniteness,  and  here  is  a  thought  that  must  give  us  pause — 
some  of  them  may  never  return.  These  circumstances  will  effect  a 
most  serious  situation  for  our  schools,  and  may  be  very  naturally 
considered  our  greatest  calamity  and  most  distressing  loss.  But 
there  are  other  factors  that  enter  into  this  problem  as  well.  This 
great  reduction  in  enrollment  will  entail  a  perceptible  loss  in  in¬ 
come,  while  the  maintenance  of  the  schools  will  continue  far  more 
expensive  than  it  has  been. 

Therefore,  we  recommend : 

1.  That  the  rate  of  apportionment  be  increased  from  twenty  cents 
to  twenty-two  cents. 

2.  That  the  Treasurer  of  the  General  Synod  be,  and  hereby  is, 
authorized  to  pay  to  Carthage  College,  through  the  Board  of  Edu¬ 
cation,  May  i  of  each  year,  the  interest  on  the  balance  of  the  en¬ 
dowment  pledge  of  the  General  Synod  due  at  that  date,  and  as 
much  of  the  principal  of  said  pledge  as  the  officers  of  the  General 
Synod  may  agree  can  be  spared  from  their  treasury. 

3.  That  the  last  Sunday  in  February  be  observed  throughout  the 
Church  as  Vocational  Day,  and  the  presentation  of  the  claims  of 
the  ministry  upon  the  homes  and  the  boys  of  the  Church  shall  be 
made  without  any  emphasis  for  a  financial  appeal.  That  this  day 
also  be  observed  in  this  connection  as  a  day  of  prayer  for  our  col¬ 
leges,  and  that  the  Thursday  preceding  be  set  apart  in  the  institu¬ 
tions  themselves  for  this  same  purpose,  with  a  program  of  special 
services. 

4.  That  the  Laymen’s  Missionary  Movement  Committee  be  re¬ 
quested  to  continue  to  co-operate  with  the  Board  of  Education  and 
the  General  Synod  Committee  on  Ministerial  Education  in  the  pro¬ 
motion  of  the  Church-wide  campaign  for  more  men  for  the  minis¬ 
try. 

5.  That  the  General  Synod  continue  its  efforts  to  establish  a  wo¬ 
man’s  college. 

6.  Inasmuch  as  our  venerable  President  has  expressed  a  desire  to 
be  relieved  of  further  responsibility  as  a  member  of  this  Board,  of 
which  he  has  been  continuously  a  member  since  its  institution  in 
1885,  we  recommend  that  his  wishes  in  this  matter  be  respected,  and 
that  the  General  Synod  herewith  give  expression  to  a  deep  sense  of 
the  very  great  obligation  which  it  is  under  to  Dr.  M.  Rhodes  for 
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his  long  service  in  this  very  responsible  position,  a  service  character¬ 
ized  by  particular  fidelity  and  ability. 

7.  That  the  General  Synod  here  assembled  herewith  records  the 
sense  of  loss  sustained  by  the  Church  through  the  death  of  her 
esteemed  and  valued  servant,  Principal  Christian  Jensen,  of  Breklum 
Seminary,  which  occurred  February  25,  1916. 

8.  That  in  view  of  our  national  emergency,  which  besets  us  by 
reason  of  the  war,  and  recognizing  the  necessity  of  conserving  high 
spiritual  ideals  in  such  a  crisis,  and  during  the  difficult  period  of 
reconstruction  which  will  come,  the  General  Synod  strongly  im¬ 
presses  upon  its  pastors  and  people,  in  view  also  of  the  large  number 
of  young  men  who  will  offer  themselves  for  the  national  service, 
and  the  subsequent  dearth  of  candidates  for  the  ministry,  the  im¬ 
mediate  necessity  of  securing  more  men  for  the  ministry  in  order 
that  our  churches  may  aid  our  country  in  these  serious  days  by  the 
insistent  message  of  our  Christian  faith.  Both  during  and  after  the 
war  ends  there  will  be  an  imperative  need  for  an  adequate  spiritual 
leadership. 

9.  That  for  thirty-two  years  of  his  unfailing  guidance  and  bless¬ 
ings  upon  our  efforts  we  express  our  profound  gratitude  to  the 
Great  Head  of  the  Church;  to  His  Church,  with  pastors  and  people 
for  her  constantly  increasing  interest  and  support  given  to  her  edu¬ 
cational  institutions  and  our  Board  during  this  time,  we  express 
our  great  appreciation,  and  in  the  time  of  any  adversity  which  may 
come  that  we  shall  not  suffer  our  trust  in  Him  to  fail.

The  Board  was  organized  at  its  meeting  on  June  15, 
1915,  the  following  officers  being  elected: 
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President. — W.  C.  Stoever,  Litt.D. 

Corresponding  Secretary. — Rev.  F.  P.  Manhart,  D.D. 

Recording  Secretary. — J.  F.  Staley,  Esq. 

Treasurer. — Mr.  E.  G.  Hoover. 

In  place  of  P.  K.  Erdman,  Esq.,  who  died  July  n,  1915, 
Mr.  J.  F.  Auch  was  elected  a  member  of  the  Board  No¬ 
vember  16,  1915.  Mr.  L.  M.  Shepp  resigned  and  Mr.  James 
M.  Reynolds  succeeded  him,  on  March  20,  1917.  The  va¬ 
cancy  by  reason  of  the  death  of  Arthur  King,  which  oc¬ 
curred  January  31,  1917,  has  not  been  filled. 

The  general  business  of  the  Society,  in  all  lines  of  its  work, 
both  in  Philadelphia  and  in  its  branch  offices  in  Chicago, 
Pittsburgh  and  New  York,  has  been  well  maintained,  as 
more  detailed  statements  in  other  parts  of  this  report  indi¬ 
cate. 

As  directed  by  the  Society  in  1915,  “a  detailed  statement, 
grouped  under  appropriate  headings,  of  the  operating  ex¬ 
penses  of  the  Publication  House;  the  statements  not  to 
appear  in  the  printed  minutes,”  has  been  prepared  by  the 
Superintendent  and  will  be  presented  at  the  meeting  of  the 
Society. 

The  outstanding  features  of  the  biennium  have  been: 

1.  The  taking,  by  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  of  the  So¬ 
ciety’s  property,  at  1424  Arch  Street,  owned  and  occupied 
from  1899.  It  was  within  the  limits  of  the  Parkway  being 
constructed  by  the  City. 

2.  The  removal  of  equipment  and  business  to  Ninth  and 
Sansom  Streets,  Philadelphia,  in  October,  1916. 

3.  The  proposed  merger  of  the  Society  with  the  publica¬ 
tion  interests  of  The  General  Council  and  The  United  Synod 
in  the  South,  coincident  with  the  proposed  merging  of  these 
bodies  into  The  United  Lutheran  Church  in  America. 

4.  The  recommendation  to  the  Society  of  an  appropria¬ 
tion  of  $500.00  to  the  Lutheran  Historical  Society  in  the 
United  States. 

5.  The  decision,  as  a  mark  of  loyalty  to  the  National 
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Government,  to  invest  $10,000  in  Government  Bonds. 

6.  The  death  of  Arthur  King  on  January  31,  1917,  who 
had  been  a  member  of  the  Board  for  thirty-three  years. 
Suitable  action,  expressing  the  great  value  of  Mr.  King’s 
long,  active  and  efficient  services,  was  taken  by  the  Board. 

7.  The  publication  for  1917  of  a  year-book,  in  co-operation 
with  the  Publication  Boards  of  the  Joint  Synod  of  Ohio, 
The  United  Synod  and  of  the  General  Council. 

The  full  statements  of  the  general  business,  with  essen- 
tion  details  concerning  publications,  assets,  etc.,  appear  in 
the  following  reports  of  the  Superintendent,  Treasurer  and 
Auditors  made  to  the  Board,  which  were  also  approved  by 
the  Board.

SUPERINTENDENT’S  REPORT 

Philadelphia,  June  5,  1917. 

To  the  Board  of  Directors  of  The  Lutheran  Publica¬ 
tion  Society: 

Gentlemen  :  Some  striking  and  important  events  have 
occurred  during  the  biennium  which  is  covered  by  this 
report.  The  sale  of  the  former  home  of  the  publication 
house  at  1424  Arch  Street,  and  the  removal  to  our  present 
rented  quarters  in  the  Sheridan  Building,  would  in  itself  set 
apart  these  two  years  as  more  than  critical  in  our  history, 
even  if  we  had  not  been  confronted  by  the  problems  of 
national  and  international  events  which  have  influenced 
trade  and  religion  during  these  years. 

Yet  in  spite  of  the  distractions  of  removal  to  our  new 
location  and  the  problems  which  have  been  caused  by  stead¬ 
ily  increasing  cost  of  production,  and  the  only  slightly  in¬ 
creased  income  from  sales,  the  business  has  grown  in  mag¬ 
nitude  beyond  all  previous  records  and  the  broadening  influ¬ 
ence  of  our  publications  on  the  life  of  the  church  and  home 
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has  been  gratifyingly  apparent. 

Through  our  new  sales  organization  we  have  laid  the 
foundation  of  a  service  which  cannot  but  benefit  many  con¬ 
gregations  and  communities  which  have  been  only  slightly 
touched  in  the  past.  The  circulation  of  books  and  peri¬ 
odicals  has  shown  a  notable  increase ;  the  branch  offices  have 
each  grown  in  the  appreciation  of  their  local  constituency; 
a  closer  approach  has  been  made  with  other  Lutheran  pub¬ 
lishing  houses,  notably  in  the  joint  publication  of  the  Luth¬ 
eran  Church  Year  Book  and  the  Common  Service  Book  ; 
while  the  ground  swell  of  Lutheran  unity  in  active  or¬ 
ganization  as  well  as  in  spirit  has  already  appeared  on  the 
horizon. 

Last  July  we  received  notice  from  the  City  of  Phila¬ 
delphia  to  vacate  the  property  on  Arch  Street  within  ninety 
days,  and  by  November  ist  we  had  removed  to  our  present 
quarters,  where,  with  far  better  arrangements  for  work  and 
over  eighteen  thousand  dollars’  worth  of  new  machinery, 
we  have  been  able  to  handle  the  increased  business  to  better 
advantage  than  ever  before.  This  will  be  increasingly  ap¬ 
parent  as  we  get  more  fully  settled  and  secure  a  better  in¬ 
ternal  organization  of  the  several  departments  so  as  to  meet 
the  abnormal  conditions  of  the  labor  market  and  the  greatly 
increased  cost  of  materials  through  the  necessary  advance 
of  our  prices  and  more  prompt  collection  of  our  accounts. 
When  we  remember  that  the  cost  of  paper  alone  has  in¬ 
crease  from  90  per  cent,  to  150  per  cent.,  and  that  labor  is 
not  only  more  expensive,  but  embarrassingly  hard  to  obtain 
at  any  price,  it  will  be  apparent  that  recent  increases  in  the 
subscription  rates  and  periodical  prices  of  our  books  were 
absolutely  necessary. 

The  total  number  of  new  books  and  pamphlets  and  re¬ 
prints  has  been  244,250  copies.  This  list  includes  “The 
Primary  Hymnal,”  by  Harold  Lewars;  “The  Life  and 
Works  of  Chas.  S.  Albert,  D.D.,”  edited  by  Edwin  Heyl 
Delk,  D.D.,  and  the  translation  of  the  “Truth  of  the  Apos¬ 
tle’s  Creed,”  by  Chas.  E.  Hay,  D.D.,  which  were  published 
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during  the  first  year  of  the  biennium.  During  the  same 
period  also,  we  published  in  pamphlet  form  “The  Lutheran 
Doctrine  of  The  Lord’s  Supper,”  by  John  A.  Hall,  D.D. ; 
“Studies  in  Educational  Evangelism,”  by  C.  E.  Sparks,  and 
“The  Reformation  and  Its  Effect,”  by  C.  Hale  Sipes,  the 
last  two  being  issues  of  the  Monograph  Series. 

During  the  past  year  we  have  published  Prof.  Reimer’s' 
translation  of  Freytag’s  “Dr.  Luther,”  “The  Formula  of 
Concord,”  by  Prof.  Geo.  J.  Fritschel,  D.D.,  “The  Challenge 
of  the  Sunday-School,”  by  our  editor,  Rev.  Chas.  P.  Wiles, 
D.D.,  and  two  editions  of  “Martin  of  Mansfeld,”  by  Mar¬ 
garet  R.  Seebach.  The  new  pamphlets  have  been  a  mono¬ 
graph  on  “Church  Management,”  by  Rev.  W.  W.  Frey,  and 
“The  Pageant  of  Protestantism,”  by  Mrs.  Harriet  Earhart 
Monroe.  The  most  interesting  reprint  of  this  last  year 
was  by  Theophilus  Stork,  D.D.,  “Luther’s  Christmas  Tree,” 
first  published  in  1855 ;  of  this  pamphlet  5,000  copies  have 
been  printed. 

The  reprints  include  new  editions  of  “Our  Home  Altar,” 
by  Rev.  P.  A.  Heilman,  D.D. ;  “The  Lutheran  Manual,”  by 
J.B.Remensnyder,D.D. ;  “Other  People’s  Children,”  by  Mar¬ 
garet  R.  Seebach;  “The  Schoolmaster  and  His  Son,”  of  the 
Fatherland  Series  ;  “The  Knight  in  Grey,”  by  Marie  E.  Rich¬ 
ard  ;  “Luther’s  Table  Talk” ;  and  “Luther  the  Reformer,”  by 
C.  E.  Hay,  D.D.  The  most  numerous  reprints  have  been 
various  editions  of  “The  Pupil  and  The  Teacher,”  by  Prof. 
L.  A.  Weigle,  D.D.,  and  a  new  edition  of  “Hymns  and  Songs 
for  the  Sunday-School,”  the  first  edition  of  15,000  copies 
having  been  exhausted. 

At  the  request  of  several  denominational  publishing 
houses  we  have  issued  a  reprint  and  abridgment  of  Weigle’s 
“The  Pupil  and  the  Teacher,”  to  meet  the  conditions  of  the 
new  standard  teacher  training  course  projected  by  the  Sun¬ 
day-School  Council  of  Evangelical  Denominations.  This 
pamphlet  has  been  published  under  our  own  imprint,  and 
sheets  for  the  abridgment  have  been  furnished  to  the  Pres¬ 
byterian  Committee  of  Publication,  Richmond,  Va. ;  the  Pil- 
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grim  Press,  Boston;  the  Christian  Board  of  Publication, 
St.  Louis;  The  American  Baptist  Publication  Society  of 
Philadelphia ;  The  Eden  Publishing  Company,  St.  Louis ; 
while  Presbyterian  Publications  and  the  Methodist  Book  and 
Publishing  House,  both  of  Toronto,  Canada,  are  using  the 
rented  plates  of  the  same  volume  for  imprinted  editions 
among  their  own  constituency. 

Of  even  greater  importance  are  the  volumes  which  are 
now  in  the  press  or  have  just  recently  been  placed  on  sale. 
These  include  the  second  volume  of  “Luther’s  Correspond¬ 
ence  and  Contemporary  Letters,”  which  has  been  in  prepara¬ 
tion  for  over  a  year  by  Prof.  Preserved  Smith  and  Prof. 
Chas.  M.  Jacobs,  Ph.D.,  and  will  be  on  sale  before  autumn. 
A  notable  volume  is  the  “Life  of  Carl  F.  W.  Walther,”  by 
Rev.  D.  H.  Steffens,  which  has  just  come  from  the  press. 
It  is  a  notable  biography  of  a  pioneer  of  Lutheranism  in  the 
United  States.  An  interesting  volume  of  stories  entitled 
“The  Singing  Weaver:  Hero  Tales  of  the  Reformation,” 
has  been  prepared  by  Rev.  Julius  F.  Seebach  and  Mrs.  Mar¬ 
garet  R.  Seebach,  and  will  be  awaited  with  interest  by  their 
many  friends  throughout  the  church.  Rev.  S.  N.  Carpenter 
has  prepared  a  series  of  addresses  entitled  “The  Reforma¬ 
tion  in  Principle  and  Action,”  which  has  just  come  from  the 
press,  and  will  be  read  with  much  profit  by  our  people. 

Our  periodicals  have  enjoyed  a  gradual,  and  in  some  in¬ 
stances,  a  decided  increase  in  circulation,  under  the  faithful 
supervision  of  our  Editor  and  the  cordial  and  efficient  co¬ 
operation  of  his  associates.  The  total  number  of  single 
issues  of  our  periodicals,  including  Lutheran  Womans 
W ork ,  has  reached  a  total  of  434,600  copies  issued  this  year, 
being  an  increase  of  nearly  10,000  copies  per  issue  during 
the  last  biennium.  Lutheran  Woman  s  Work  and  Lutheran 
Boys  and  Girls  have  also  shown  gratifying  progress,  even 
though  the  latter  still  remains  a  charge  upon  our  common 
funds.  Our  contract  for  the  printing  of  Lutheran  Church 
Work  and  Observer  was  by  mutual  agreement  terminated 
on  December  1,  1915,  and  the  accumulated  deficit  at  that 
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time  has  been  reduced  to  $3,505.82  by  the  use  of  large  adver¬ 
tising  space  during  the  past  year. 

Mr.  Harry  B.  Gerhardt  began  his  service  as  sales  manager 
at  the  opening  of  the  fiscal  year.  After  several  months 
spent  in  Philadelphia  and  vicinity  he  co-operated  with  the 
Chicago  office  during  December,  January  and  February,  vis¬ 
iting  congregations  in  Nebraska,  Iowa,  Illinois,  and  Indiana, 
and  has  since  been  working  in  connection  with  the  Pitts¬ 
burgh  office,  visiting  congregations  in  Ohio  and  the  Pitts¬ 
burgh  district  of  Pennsylvania. 

In  addition  to  creating  good-will  and  promoting  sales 
among  our  congregations,  he  has  appointed  137  representa¬ 
tives  in  local  congregations  and  communities,  who  have 
been  agents  for  our  Lutheran  Reading  Circle  and  for  other 
publications  of  our  House.  Mr.  Gerhardt  has  traveled  dur¬ 
ing  the  past  year  over  11,000  miles  and  delivered  over  250 
addresses  to  a  great  variety  of  gatherings,  all  of  which  has 
been  done  at  the  very  modest  expense  of  less  than  $625.00. 
We  believe  that  his  service  to  the  church  is  worthy  of  special 
attention  and  commendation.  He  has  carried  the  spirit  of 
good-will  and  optimism  wherever  he  has  gone,  and  has  been 
the  most  important  single  factor  in  increasing  the  sales  of 
the  House  during  the  past  year. 

The  branch  offices  in  the  meantime  have  shown  commend¬ 
able  progress.  In  each  one  there  has  been  a  substantial 
increase  in  sales,  but  their  chief  service  has  been  to  unify 
and  localize  the  activities  of  our  church  in  their  respective 
communities.  This  has  necessitated  enlarged  quarters  and 
correspondingly  greater  expense,  notably  in  Chicago  and 
Pittsburgh,  where  comfortable  suites  of  rooms  are  now  oc¬ 
cupied.  The  New  York  Office  has  made  a  remarkable  ad¬ 
vance  in  sales  during  the  past  year,  in  spite  of  rather 
cramped  quarters  and  a  limited  field.  We  are  especially 
grateful  for  the  hearty  co-operation  of  the  Home  Mission 
Boards  of  the  Chicago  and  Pittsburgh  districts  and  local 
ministers  in  the  Metropolitan  district  in  the  development  of 
our  work  in  these  several  localities. 
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Statements  of  the  condition  of  business  as  at  April  30, 
1916,  and  April  30,  1917,  are  herewith  presented,  together 
with  the  net  amount  of  sales  during  the  fiscal  year.  These 
statements  show  a  total  of  net  sales  for  the  biennium 
amounting  to  $399,991.31,  an  increase  of  $21,717.50  over 
the  preceding  biennium.  For  the  first  time  our  sales  in  any 
one  fiscal  year  have  passed  the  $200,000  mark.  Our  chief 
needs,  however,  are  still  more  loyal  patronage  by  all  of  our 
congregations  and  Sunday-Schools  and  more  prompt  settle¬ 
ment  of  accounts  by  our  many  patrons.

REPORT  OF  TPIE  AUDITING  COMMITTEE 

Your  Auditing  Committee  have  examined  the  books  of  the  Treas¬ 
urer  of  the  Society,  and  his  accounts  for  the  period  of  twelve 
months  ending  April  30,  1917,  and  also  the  securities  deposited  in 
the  vault  of  the  Fidelity  Trust  Company,  and  have  found  the  same 
correct. 

The  balance  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer,  as  of  the  above  date, 
in  cash  and  securities,  totals  $169,776.69. 

Your  Auditing  Committee  have  also  examined  the  report  of  the 
Superintendent  of  the  condition  of  the  business  of  the  Society  at  the 
close  of  the  fiscal  year  ending  April  30,  1917,  together  with  the  net 
amount  of  the  business  transacted  by  the  Society  during  the  said 
fiscal  year,  and  have  compared  the  same  with  the  report  of  the  ex¬ 
amination  of  the  books  and  records  of  the  Society  made  by  Price, 
Waterhouse  &  Co.,  certified  public  accountants,  Commercial  Trust 
Building,  Philadephia,  Pennsylvania,  and  found  that  the  report  of  the 
Superintendent  is  confirmed  by  the  report  of  the  certified  account¬ 
ants  in  all  respects,  showing  the  net  assets  of  the  House,  as  stated 
by  the  Superintendent,  to  be  $158,395.34,  not  including  assets  in  the 
possession  of  the  Treasurer,  amounting  to  $169,776.69,  and  a  note 
of  $15,000.00  from  the  Publication  Committee  of  the  General  Synod, 
the  two  reports  showing  the  total  assets  of  the  Society  to  be 
$343,172.03.

The  following  plan  for  merging  the  Lutheran  Publica¬ 
tion  interest  was  approved  by  the  Board  at  its  meeting  on 
June  5,  1917,  and  was  also  recommended  to  the  Society  for 
its  adoption : 

Name 

This  Corporation  shall  be  called  The  Board  of  Publication 
of  the  United  Lutheran  Church  of  America  and  shall  be 
incorporated  under  the  laws  of  Pennsylvania. 
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Board  of  Directors 

It  shall  consist  of  twenty-four  members  (nine  of  whom 
shall  constitute  an  Executive  Committee,  the  President, 
Vice-President,  and  Treasurer  shall  be  members  of  the  Ex¬ 
ecutive  Committee),  in  the  proportion  of  ten  from  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Council,  ten  from  the  General  Synod  and  four  from  the 
United  Synod  of  the  South.  If  the  Augustana  Synod  joins 
in  the  incorporation,  it  shall  be  entitled  to  six  additional  rep¬ 
resentatives,  making  the  Board  to  consist  of  thirty  mem¬ 
bers. 

Elections 

The  membership  of  the  first  Board  shall  be  chosen  by  the 
existing  Boards  of  the  three  General  Bodies  merging;  that 
is,  The  General  Council  Publication  Board  shall  elect  ten ; 
the  Lutheran  Publication  Society  shall  elect  ten ;  the  Board 
of  the  United  Synod  South  shall  elect  four.  If  the  Augus- 
tana  enters,  it  shall  be  entitled  to  six. 

The  term  of  office  shall  be  six  years,  but  at  the  first  elec¬ 
tion  the  General  Council  shall  assign  three  for  two  years, 
four  for  four  years  and  three  for  six  years. 

The  General  Synod  shall  arrange  its  membership  into 
three  groups  holding  office  three  for  two  years,  three  for 
four  years,  and  four  for  six  years  respectively. 

The  United  Synod  South  shall  elect  two  for  two  years, 
one  for  four  years  and  one  for  six  years. 

At  the  expiration  of  the  terms  of  office  of  these  members, 
their  successors  shall  be  elected  by  the  United  Lutheran 
Church  of  America  in  Convention  assembled,  but  the  Board 
shall  be  privileged  to  make  nominations. 

Vacancies  occurring  in  the  interim  between  sessions  shall 
be  filled  by  the  Board,  members  so  elected  completing  the 
term  of  office  they  have  been  selected  to  fill. 

Preliminary  to  Permanent  Organization 

After  the  merger  of  the  General  Bodies  has  been  consum¬ 
mated,  and  an  organization  has  been  effected,  the  President 
of  the  United  Lutheran  Church  of  America  shall  notify  the 
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several  Boards  of  Publication  who  shall  at  once  meet  and 
transact  the  following  business. 

A.  They  shall  elect  the  representation  for  the  General 
Board  as  prescribed  in  article  “Election.” 

B.  An  appraisal  shall  be  made  of  all  property;  real  es¬ 
tate,  equipment  and  other  assets;  also  an  invoice  of  stock, 
accounts  payable,  and  liabilities.  For  this  appraisal,  all 
parties  to  the  merger  shall  be  represented,  and  a  method  of 
adjusting  disagreements  as  to  valuation  shall  be  arranged. 

Organization  of  the  General  Board 

Immediately  after  the  election  by  the  several  constituent 
Boards,  the  members  of  the  Publication  Board  of  the  United 
Lutheran  Church  of  America  shall  obtain  a  charter,  and 
formulate  By-Laws,  wherein  its  purposes  and  rules  of  oper¬ 
ation  shall  be  set  forth.  Said  purposes  shall  be  similar  to 
those  stated  by  the  charters  of  the  present  constituent 
Boards,  but  the  By-Laws  may  be  affected  by  the  larger 
scope  of  business  and  representation  resulting  from  the  mer¬ 
ger  of  the  General  Bodies. 

Contracts  Now  Existing 

All  assets,  including  contracts  with  authors  and  publishers 
involving  royalties  and  copyrights  now  owned  by  the  several 
Boards  shall  be  conveyed  to  the  General  Board  as  soon  as 
possible  after  its  incorporation. 

Employees 

Favorable  consideration  is  to  be  given  by  the  General 
Board  to  salaried  and  other  employees  of  the  Constituent 
Boards. 

The  Board  took  some  action,  as  instructed  by  the  Society 
in  1915,  concerning  making  the  Board  of  Publication  a 
Board  of  the  General  Synod  and  the  dissolution  of  the  Pub¬ 
lication  Society.  In  view  of  the  proposed  merger  of  pub¬ 
lication  interests,  the  action  was  not  concluded.

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The  report  was  adopted,  except  that  part  referring  to 
the  merger  with  other  Boards,  which  was  referred  back  to 
the  Board. 

The  Secretary  of  the  General  Synod  presented  to  the 
Society  the  following  action  of  the  General  Synod : 

Resolved,  That  the  General  Synod  hereby  requests  The  Lutheran 
Publication  Society  to  make  an  appropriation  of  $18,835.27  to  the 
Lutheran  Church  Work  and  Observer,  to  cover  the  indebtedness 
of  the  same. 

The  above  resolution  was  adopted  on  June  21,  1917. 

A  supplemental  report  of  the  Publication  Board  was  pre¬ 
sented  : 

Whereas,  It  appears  that  the  General  Synod  “requests  The 
Lutheran  Publication  Society  to  make  an  appropriation  of  $18,- 
835.27  to  Lutheran  Church  Work  and  Observer ,  to  cover  the  in¬ 
debtedness  of  the  same”  to  The  Lutheran  Publication  Society,  of 
which  amount  $15,000  is  for  the  principal  of  a  note  executed  Decem¬ 
ber  13,  1915,  $1012.50  being  interest  on  the  same,  and  the  balance  a 
current  obligation  to  the  Publication  House,  we  would,  therefore, 
report  the  following: 

The  Board  of  Directors  has  considered  with  sympathetic  interest 
the  request  of  the  General  Synod  for  the  cancellation  of  the  prin¬ 
cipal  and  interest  of  the  note  of  $15,000  executed  December  13, 
1915,  for  the  purpose  of  purchasing  the  Lutheran  Observer,  and 
should  be  pleased  to  recommend  to  The  Lutheran  Publication 
Society  a  hearty  approval  of  this  suggestion. 

We  find,  however,  in  Article  VII  of  the  amended  charter  of  The 
Lutheran  Publication  Society  an  insurmountable  legal  obstacle  to 
so  simple  a  solution  of  this  vexing  question,  and  the  opinion  of 
Mr.  John  G.  Johnson,  of  Philadelphia,  which  guided  the  Board  in 
the  investment  of  the  $15,000  referred  to,  confirms  in  us  the  con¬ 
viction  that  this  note  cannot  be  satisfied  unless  property  or  cash 
equivalent  to  this  amount  be  transferred  to  The  Lutheran  Publica¬ 
tion  Society  in  liquidation  of  this  obligation. 

Believing  that  it  is  the  desire  of  The  Lutheran  Publication  Society, 
and  of  the  General  Synod,  that  the  makers  of  this  note  be  freed 
of  their  obligation  as  speedily  as  possible,  we  would  recommend,  as 
a  feasible  way  of  attaining  this  object,  the  following  action: 

1.  We  recommend  that  the  General  Synod  be  respectfully  re- 
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quested  to  direct  the  Church  Paper  Committee  to  transfer  to  The 
Lutheran  Publication  Society  the  assets  of  the  committee,  including 
the  name,  goodwill,  subscription  lists  and  advertising  contracts  of  the 
Lutheran  Church  Work  and  Observer,  together  with  all  assets  of 
the  Lutheran  Observer,  purchased  by  the  Church  Paper  Committee, 
the  same  to  be  accepted  by  The  Lutheran  Publication  Society,  in 
full  payment  of  the  obligations  of  the  committee  to  The  Lutheran 
Publication  Society,  including  the  principal  and  interest  of  the  afore¬ 
said  note  of  $15,000  and  all  current  obligations  to  the  Publication 
House,  it  being  agreed  that  with  the  transfer  of  the  paper  all  exist¬ 
ing  liabilities  of  Lutheran  Church  Work  and  Observer  shall  be  as¬ 
sumed  by  The  Lutheran  Publication  Society. 

2.  Believing,  however,  that  it  is  also  the  desire  of  The  Lutheran 
Publication  Society  and  of  the  General  Synod,  that  the  editorial 
management  of  the  official  paper  shall  remain  under  the  direction 
of  the  Church  Paper  Committee  of  the  General  Synod,  we,  there¬ 
fore,  recommend  that  the  editor  and  his  associates  be  appointed  by 
the  Church  Paper  Committee. 

3.  Resolved  that  the  Church  Paper  Committee  be  authorized  to 
fix  the  editorial  budget. 

Recommendation  1  was  adopted. 

Recommendation  2  was  amended  to  read  “appointed” 
instead  of  “nominated,”  and  by  striking  out  the  words  “as 
fully  as  possible.” 

The  recommendation  was  adopted. 

It  was  also  voted  that  the  Church  Paper  Committee 
should  fix  the  editorial  budget. 

The  report  was  adopted  as  a  whole.

The  President,  Rev.  F.  P.  Manhart,  D.D.,  presided. 

He  appointed  as  a  Nominating  Committee,  Rev.  C.  B. 
King,  D.D.,  Rev.  Holmes  Dysinger,  D.D.,  LL.D.,  and  Dr. 
Croll  Keller. 

Rev.  A.  R.  Wentz,  Ph.D.,  the  Curator,  presented  his  re¬ 
port,  which  was  adopted : 

Report  of  the  Curator 

June  20,  1917. 

The  Curator  of  the  Lutheran  Historical  Society  begs  to  submit 
his  report  for  the  past  biennium  as  follows : 

The  amount  of  materials  received  and  placed  in  the  library  dur- 
the  past  two  years  has  been  about  as  usual.  Church  papers,  synod¬ 
ical  minutes,  and  various  other  unbound  materials  are  bound  each 
year  in  substantial  form  and  placed  on  the  shelves.  At  the  same 
time  all  books  of  any  possible  interest  to  the  student  of  American 
Lutheran  history  are  secured,  either  by  donation  or  by  purchase, 
and  are  placed  on  our  shelves.  All  these  files  are  readily  acces¬ 
sible  and  the  Curator  is  glad  to  be  of  service  in  the  search  for  his¬ 
torical  data. 

The  library  collections  of  the  society  are  growing  more  valuable 
as  time  passes,  and  each  year  they  attract  more  attention.  The  past 
year  has  recorded  an  unusual  number  of  requests  for  information 
and  materials  contained  in  our  collection,  and  during  the  biennium 
we  have  enjoyed  an  unusual  number  of  visits  for  the  purpose  of 
research  and  investigation.  The  historical  sense  is  being  revived 
in  our  Church.  Individual  congregations  have  begun  to  bethink 
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themselves  of  their  origins  and  their  growth.  District  Synods  are 
taking  up  the  work  of  publishing  the  narratives  of  their  synodical 
life.  Anniversaries  and  community  celebrations  of  all  sorts  are 
growing  in  popularity,  and  no  community  history  is  complete  to-day 
without  some  account  of  the  local  churches  and  their  congregations. 
Thus  the  demands  for  historical  sources  are  constantly  increasing. 

The  quadricentennial  of  the  Protestant  Reformation  also  has 
stimulated  the  spirit  of  historical  inquiry  and  our  splendid  John  G. 
Morris  collection  of  materials  on  the  Reformation  has  stood  us  in 
good  stead  in  answering  the  many  requests  that  have  come  to  us 
on  this  account.  Quite  a  number  of  our  rare  prints  and  interesting 
manuscripts  were  borrowed  for  several  months  by  the  Quadri- 
centenary  Committee  of  New  York  City  and  were  exhibited  at  a 
number  of  public  meetings  held  in  that  city  in  connection  with  the 
celebration  of  the  Reformation.  It  is  expected  that  this  renewal 
of  interest  in  the  history  of  our  Church  will  be  further  stimulated 
and  sustained  by  the  approaching  centennial  of  the  founding  of 
the  General  Synod. 

It  is  our  hope  at  the  end  of  the  quadricentennial  celebration  to 
place  in  the  library  of  the  Historical  Society  a  systematic  collection 
of  newspaper  clippings,  magazine  articles  and  editorials,  special 
issues  of  the  religious  and  secular  press,  anniversary  programs, 
and  so  forth,  to  show  the  extent  of  the  quadricentennial  celebration 
throughout  the  world  and  to  help  measure  its  influence  on  the 
Lutheran  Church  in  our  country. 

In  our  last  report  we  stated  that  the  work  of  binding  loose  mate¬ 
rial  was  in  progress.  This  work  has  been  completed.  All  dupli¬ 
cates  have  been  removed.  The  alcoves  have  been  rearranged  and 
the  materials  differently  disposed.  Now  the  task  of  preparing  and 
publishing  a  new  catalogue  has  been  begun.  During  these  summer 
months  one  of  the  students  in  the  Seminary  at  Gettysburg  is  devot¬ 
ing  all  of  his  time  to  this  work. 

The  generous  donation  of  $500  from  The  Lutheran  Publication 
Society  at  the  beginning  of  the  past  biennium  permitted  us  to  carry 
on  our  work  as  planned.  But  a  few  bills  could  not  be  met  and  are 
carried  over  into  the  coming  biennium.  The  Historical  Society 
should  express  its  thanks  to  the  Publication  Society  for  its  gener¬ 
osity. 

It  is  recommended  that  the  President  and  Curator  be  authorized 
to  make  overtures  to  the  representatives  of  other  Lutheran  his¬ 
torical  agencies  and  organizations  in  order  to  enlist  their  participa¬ 
tion  in  the  work  of  this  society.

CONSTITUTION  OF  THE 


GENERAL  SYNOD 


OF  THE 

Evangelical  Lutheran  Church 

IN  THE  UNITED  STATES  OF  AMERICA 

As  amended  and  declared  adopted  at  Washington ,  D.  C.,  1869,  and 

at  Atchison,  Kan.,  1913 

PREAMBLE 

Jesus  Christ,  the  Supreme  Head  of  His  Church,  having  prescribed 
no  entire  specific  directory  for  its  government  and  discipline,  and 
every  section  of  His  Church  being  left  at  liberty  to  make  such  regu¬ 
lations,  additional  to  those  found  in  the  Scriptures,  as  are  in  har¬ 
mony  with  the  word  of  God,  and  best  adapted  to  its  situation  and 
circumstances;  therefore  relying  upon  God  our  Father  in  the  name 
of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  under  the  guidance  and  direction  of  the 
Holy  Spirit  in  the  word  of  God  for  the  promotion  of  the  practice 
of  brotherly  love,  to  the  furtherance  of  Christian  concord,  to  the 
firm  establishment  and  continuance  of  the  unity  of  the  Spirit  in  the 
bond  of  peace,  and  for  the  accomplishment  of  the  grand  design  for 
which  the  Church  of  Christ  was  established  on  earth,  We,  the  Evan¬ 
gelical  Lutheran  Synods  connected  with  the  General  Synod,  for  our¬ 
selves  and  our  successors,  do  adopt  the  following : 

CONSTITUTION 

ARTICLE  I 

NAME 

The  name,  style  and  title  of  this  body  shall  be,  “The  General 
Synod  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  in  the  United 
States  of  America." 
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ARTICLE  II 

DOCTRINAL  BASIS 

With  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  of  the  Fathers,  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Synod  receives  and  holds  the  Canonical  Scriptures  of  the  Old 
and  New  Testaments  as  the  word  of  God  and  the  only  infallible 
rule  of  faith  and  practice ;  and  it  receives  and  holds  the  Unaltered 
Augsburg  Confession  as  a  correct  exhibition  of  the  faith  and  doc¬ 
trine  of  our  Church  as  founded  upon  the  word. 


ARTICLE  III 

THE  SECONDARY  SYMBOLS 

While  the  General  Synod  regards  the  Augsburg  Confession  as 
a  sufficient  and  altogether  adequate  doctrinal  basis  for  the  co-opera¬ 
tion  of  Lutheran  Synods,  it  also  recognizes  the  Apology  of  the 
Augsburg  Confession,  the  Smalkald  Articles,  the  Small  Catechism 
of  Luther,  the  Large  Catechism  of  Luther  and  the  Formula  of 
Concord  as  expositions  of  Lutheran  doctrine  of  great  historical  and 
interpretative  value,  and  especially  commends  the  Small  Catechism 
as  a  book  of  instruction. 


ARTICLE  IV 

DELEGATES  AND  SYNODS 

Section  i.  The  General  Synod  shall  consist  of  the  Clerical  and 
Lay  Delegates  from  the  several  District  Synods  of  the  Evangelical 
Lutheran  Church  in  the  United  States  which  are  now  connected 
with  it,  or  may  hereafter  join  themselves  thereunto,  and  who  shall 
be  duly  acknowledged  as  members  thereof,  in  the  following  ratio, 
namely : 

Each  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod  may  send  one  delegate  for 
every  ten  ministers  it  contains,  and  for  a  remaining  major  fraction 
of  that  number,  of  the  rank  of  an  ordained  minister,  and  an  equal 
number  of  laymen.  Each  Synod  at  present  connected  with  this 
body  shall  be  entitled  to  at  least  one  clerical  and  one  lay  delegate. 

Section  2.  Each  delegate  appearing  in  the  General  Synod  accord¬ 
ing  to  this  ratio  shall  enjoy  equal  rights  and  privileges  in  the  trans¬ 
action  of  its  business.  Each  Synod  may  choose  its  delegates  in  such 
a  manner  as  to  it  may  seem  proper,  and  shall  pay  the  traveling 
expenses  of  the  same  to  and  from  the  General  Synod,  unless  the 
General  Synod  shall  otherwise  provide. 

Section  3.  Any  properly  organized  Lutheran  Synod  may  be  re- 
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ceived  into  the  General  Synod  at  any  meeting,  provided  it  shall  have 
adopted  this  Constitution  with  its  Doctrinal  Basis  as  set  forth  in 
Article  II. 

Section  4.  Should  the  delegates  of  any  District  Synod  withdraw 
from  the  sessions  of  the  General  Synod  without  the  consent  of  a 
majority  of  the  members  of  the  body,  and  such  withdrawal  be 
sanctioned  by  their  Synod;  or  should  any  Synod,  without  being  ex¬ 
cused  by  the  General  Synod,  decline  sending  delegates,  such  Synod 
shall  be  considered  as  having  severed  its  connection  with  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Synod,  and  its  delegates  can  only  be  again  received  as  those  of 
a  newly-applying  Synod. 


ARTICLE  V 

OFFICERS 

Section  i.  The  delegates  to  the  General  Synod  shall,  at  each 
meeting,  choose  by  ballot,  from  among  their  number,  a  President 
and  Secretary;  and  from  among  their  own  number  or  elsewhere,  a 
Treasurer.  These  officers  shall  continue  in  office  until  the  next 
meeting  of  the  Synod,  and  until  others  are  chosen  in  their  stead. 
The  same  person  is  at  all  times  re-eligible  as  Secretary  or  Treas¬ 
urer;  but  no  one  may  be  elected  President  except  an  ordained  min¬ 
ister,  nor  more  than  twice  in  succession. 

Section  2.  The  President  shall  act  as  chairman  of  the  Synod,  and 
may  take  part  in  the  discussions  and  vote  as  any  other  member,  but 
shall  not  originate  motions.  He  shall  subscribe  all  letters,  written 
advices,  resolutions  and  proceedings  of  the  Synod.  In  extraor¬ 
dinary  cases,  and  by  request  of  any  one  or  more  of  the  acknowl¬ 
edged  Synods,  or  by  a  respectable  number  of  the  ministers  or 
churches  connected  with  the  General  Synod,  he  may  convene  the 
delegates  of  the  General  Synod  in  special  session.  In  case  the 
business  of  the  Secretary  becomes  too  burdensome  for  one  person 
to  execute,  he  shall,  with  the  concurrence  of  the  Secretary,  appoint 
an  Assistant  Secretary,  and  make  known  to  him  what  portion  of 
labor  he  is  to  undertake. 

Section  3.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  a  journal  of  the  proceedings, 
write,  attest  and  take  care  of  all  the  documents  and  writings,  pub¬ 
lish  the  time  and  place  of  the  meeting  of  the  Synod  in  the  papers 
of  the  Church,  at  least  two  months  beforehand,  and,  in  case  of  a 
special  meeting,  he  shall  give  written  notice  thereof  to  the  Presi¬ 
dent  of  each  of  the  District  Synods  immediately  upon  the  issue  of 
the  call  for  such  special  meeting. 

Section  4.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  and  disburse  all  moneys 
of  the  Synod,  and  shall  keep  a  faithful  account  of  the  same,  which 
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must  be  submitted  at  each  meeting  of  the  General  Synod.  At  its 
pleasure  he  may  also  be  required  to  give  bond  and  security  for  the 
faithful  performance  of  his  trust.  He  shall  pay  out  moneys  only 
in  pursuance  of  a  resolution  of  Synod,  or  upon  an  order  of  the 
President,  attested  by  the  Secretary. 

Section  5.  Should  any  officer  of  the  Synod,  in  the  intermediate 
time  of  the  assembling  of  the  body,  depart  this  life,  resign  his  office, 
or  become  incapable  of  executing  the  same,  then  the  remaining  offi¬ 
cers  shall  appoint  some  capable  and  faithful  man  in  his  place  until 
the  next  meeting  of  the  General  Synod. 


ARTICLE  VI 

POWERS 

The  General  Synod,  as  the  highest  Ecclesiastical  Council  of  the 
Evangelical  Lutheran  Churches  connected  with  it  through  their 
District  Synods,  shall  have  the  control  of  all  those  interests  of  the 
Church  which  are  of  a  general  character.  The  powers  more  specifi¬ 
cally  entrusted  to  the  General  Synod  are  chiefly  the  following: 

Section  i.  The  General  Synod  shall  examine  the  proceedings  of 
the  District  Synods  belonging  to  it,  in  order  that  it  may  obtain  a 
knowledge  of  the  existing  state  of  the  Church;  and  it  may  publish 
the  statistics  of  the  Church  and  reports  on  the  state  of  religion, 
with  such  plans  and  recommendations  for  the  promotion  of  the 
kingdom  of  Christ  at  home  and  abroad,  as  it  shall  deem  proper. 
The  District  Synods  shall,  therefore,  transmit  to  it,  regularly,  sev¬ 
eral  copies  of  the  proceedings  of  their  annual  conventions. 

Section  2.  The  General  Synod  shall  be  charged  with  the  duty  of 
providing  the  books  or  writings  to  be  used  in  the  public  worship 
of  the  Church,  and  in  the  catechetical  instruction  of  the  young, 
such  as  Liturgies,  Hymn  Books  and  Catechisms;  and  no  District 
Synod  shall,  without  the  sanction  of  the  General  Synod,  publish  or 
recommend  books  of  this  kind,  other  than  those  furnished  by  the 
General  Synod. 

Section  3.  The  General  Synod,  as  the  representative  body  of  all 
of  the  Synods  connected  therewith,  shall  make  provision  for  the 
general  missionary  and  benevolent  operations  of  the  Church,  such 
as  Home  and  Foreign  Missions,  Church  Extension,  providing  a 
church  literature,  founding  and  maintaining  institutions  for  the  sup¬ 
port  of  poor  and  disabled  ministers  and  their  widows  and  orphans, 
and  other  general  benevolent  and  charitable  institutions.  It  shall 
use  all  its  power  and  means  to  unite,  foster  and  make  efficient  these 
operations  of  the  Church. 
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Section  4.  To  accomplish  these  ends,  the  General  Synod  shall, 
whenever  deemed  practical  and  expedient,  create  and  perpetuate 
such  Boards  of  Managers  as  it  may  consider  necessary  efficiently 
to  carry  forward  these  operations  of  the  Church,  and  to  determine 
the  number  of  members  of  each,  and  the  time  of  their  continuance 
in  office,  and  to  assign  to  each  Board  its  appropriate  work  and 
duties.  These  Boards  shall  always  be  subject  to  and  under  the  con¬ 
trol  of  the  General  Synod. 

Section  5.  Each  Board  thus  created,  acting  under  the  control  and 
by  the  authority  of  the  General  Synod,  shall  make  the  regulations 
necessary  for  the  management  of  its  own  affairs,  shall  appoint  its 
own  officers,  shall  keep  full  and  correct  minutes  of  its  proceedings, 
and  shall  make  report  of  the  same  at  each  meeting  of  the  General 
Synod.  For  the  greater  security  of  the  funds  and  property  which 
may  at  any  time  be  entrusted  to  these  Boards  any  one  or  all  of 
them  shall,  at  the  request  of  the  General  Synod,  obtain  acts  of  in¬ 
corporation,  and  the  Treasurers  of  the  same  shall  give  suitable 
bonds  for  the  faithful  performance  of  their  duties. 

Section  6.  The  General  Synod  may  also  institute  and  create  a 
treasury  for  the  efficient  advancement  of  its  purposes. 

Section  7.  The  General  Synod  shall  also  advise  the  adoption  of 
such  rules  and  regulations  among  the  several  Synods  as  may  prevent 
unpleasant  and  unfriendly  collisions  that  might  otherwise  arise  out 
of  any  difference  of  opinion  existing  among  them,  or  from  any 
other  causes;  and  it  shall  apply  all  its  powers,  prayers  and  means 
for  the  prevention  of  schisms  among  us ;  it  shall  be  sedulously 
and  incessantly  regardful  of  the  circumstances  of  the  times,  and 
of  every  casual  rise  and  progress  of  unity  of  sentiment,  among 
Christians  in  general,  in  order  that  the  blessed  opportunities  to 
promote  concord  and  unity,  and  the  interests  of  the  Redeemer’s 
kingdom,  may  not  pass  by  neglected  and  unavailing. 

Section  8.  The  General  Synod  may  give  advice  or  opinion,  when 
complaints  shall  be  brought  before  them  by  whole  Synods,  Min- 
isteriums,  Congregations  or  individual  ministers  or  laymen,  con¬ 
cerning  doctrine  or  discipline.  They  shall,  however,  be  extremely 
careful  that  the  consciences  of  ministers  of  the  gospel  be  not  bur¬ 
dened  with  human  inventions,  laws  or  devices,  and  that  no  one 
be  oppressed  by  reason  of  difference  of  opinion  on  non-fundamental 
doctrines. 

Section  9.  If  differences  of  Synods  be  referred,  the  votes  thereon 
shall  be  taken  by  Synods,  and  the  referring  Synods  shall  have  no 
vote. 
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ARTICLE  VII 

ORDER  OF  BUSINESS.  QUORUM.  MEETINGS 

The  order  of  business  shall  be  regulated  by  the  By-Laws  and 
Standing  Rules,  except  as  follows: 

Section  i.  A  majority  of  the  delegates  from  a  majority  of  the 
Synods  attached  to  the  General  Synod  appearing  with  proper  cre¬ 
dentials  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

Section  2.  The  General  Synod  shall  appoint,  by  ballot,  the  time 
and  place  of  the  next  convention ;  observing  at  all  times,  however, 
that  one  meeting,  at  least,  be  held  every  two  years. 

ARTICLE  VIII 

*  BY-LAWS.  AMENDMENTS 

Section  i.  The  General  Synod  may  make  whatever  By-Laws  it 
may  deem  necessary,  provided  only  that  they  do  not  contradict  the 
spirit  of  the  Constitution. 

Section  2.  No  alteration  of  this  Constitution  shall  be  made,  ex¬ 
cept  by  the  consent  of  two-thirds  of  the  Synods  attached  to  the 
General  Synod.  An  exact  copy  of  the  intended  alterations  must 
be  sent  by  the  Secretary  to  the  Presidents  of  District  Synods  in 
connection  with  this  body,  with  the  request  that  they  submit  them 
to  their  respective  Synods  for  decision.  And  if,  at  the  subsequent 
meeting  of  the  General  Synod,  it  shall  appear  from  their  minutes 
that  two-thirds  of  the  District  Synods  are  in  favor  of  the  altera¬ 
tions,  they  shall  be  declared  adopted. 
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FOR  THE  GOVERNMENT  OF  THE  GENERAL  SYNOD 

Article  i.  The  session  shall  open  promptly  at  9  o’clock  in  the 
forenoon. 

Art.  2.  At  the  first  meeting  of  the  Synod  the  Secretary  shall  call 
the  roll  of  all  those  who  have  sent  him  formal  certificates  of  their 
election  as  delegates,  signed  by  the  President  and  Secretary  of  their 
respective  Synods. 

Art.  3.  Thereupon  the  credentials  of  any  who  claim  to  be  dele¬ 
gates,  but  who  are  not  so  enrolled,  shall  be  presented,  and  shall  be 
decided  upon  by  those  already  enrolled. 

Art.  4.  A  majority  of  the  delegates  from  a  majority  of  the  Synods 
attached  to  the  General  Synod  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  busi¬ 
ness,  but  a  minority  of  the  same  may  adjourn  from  time  to  time, 
or  postpone  the  session  of  the  Convention,  in  two  days  after  the 
time  fixed  for  its  meeting. 

Art.  5.  As  soon  as  a  majority  appear,  and  a  session  is  organized, 
as  provided  above,  a  President,  Secretary  and  Treasurer  shall  be 
elected  by  ballot,  and  a  majority  of  all  the  votes  present  shall  be  re¬ 
quired  for  such  election. 

Art.  6.  The  certificates  of  delegates  from  Synods  for  the  first  time 
connected  with  this  body  shall  then  be  received,  and  the  deputation 
shall  be  admitted  to  a  seat  in  the  Convention,  unless  objections 
shall  be  made,  in  which  case  the  matter  shall  be  referred  to  the 
Synod,  and  be  decided  by  a  majority  vote. 

Art.  7.  Delegates  from  Lutheran  and  other  Synods  not  connected 
with  this  body,  and  clerical  brethren  introduced  by  the  President, 
may  be  admitted  to  seats  in  the  Convention. 

Art.  8.  Before  the  close  of  each  regular  Convention  of  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Synod,  the  President,  upon  approval  of  the  Synod,  shall  appoint 
an  Executive  Committee,  which  shall  consist  of  five  ministers  and 
five  laymen,  including  the  general  officers  of  the  Synod,  who  shall 
be  ex  officio  members.  Not  more  than  two  members  of  this  com¬ 
mittee  shall  belong  to  the  same  District  Synod.  This  committee 
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shall  have  authority  to  change  the  time  and  place  of  the  next  con¬ 
vention,  to  fill  vacancies  on  standing  committees,  and  to  transact 
any  other  business  in  the  name  of  the  General  Synod  which  in  their 
judgment  may  be  necessary  or  expedient  for  the  best  interests  of 
the  Church,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  General  Synod. 

Art.  9.  The  chairman  of  each  delegation  shall  certify  to  the  Treas¬ 
urer  whether  or  not  any  delegate  has  left  Synod  without  permission, 
and  in  such  case  of  unexcused  absence  the  Treasurer  shall  withhold 
the  mileage  of  the  delegate. 

Art.  10.  Any  of  the  foregoing  rules  may  be  dispensed  with  tem¬ 
porarily  by  the  unanimous  consent  of  the  Convention. 

Art.  11.  The  following  special  committees  shall  be  appointed: 

(1)  On  Devotional  Exercises. 

(2)  On  Correspondence  with  other  Ecclesiastical  Bodies. 

(3)  On  Leave  of  Absence. 

(4)  On  Auditing  the  Treasurer’s  Report. 

(5)  On  Mileage. 

(6)  On  Apportionment. 

(7)  On  Business. 

(8)  On  Resolutions. 

(9)  On  District  Synod  Minutes. 

Art.  12.  The  President  shall  appoint,  before  the  close  of  the  Con¬ 
vention,  the  following  standing  committees : 

(1)  The  Executive  Committee. 

(2)  On  the  State  of  the  Church. 

(3)  On  Transportation. 

(4)  On  Sunday  Schools. 

(5)  On  Foreign  Correspondence. 

(6)  On  Statistical  Secretary. 

(7)  On  Minutes  of  Last  Convention. 

(8)  On  Temperance.

RULES  OF  ORDER 


Art.  I.  Motions 

1.  Introduction  of  Business.  To  bring  any  subject  before  the  Con¬ 
vention  for  consideration  and  decision  it  is  necessary  that  a  motion 
be  made,  seconded,  and  stated  from  the  chair,  and,  if  desired  by  the 
President,  committed  to  writing. 

In  ordinary  routine  work,  however,  a  matter  may  be  acted  on 
without  any  formal  presentation,  the  chairman  putting  the  question 
to  vote  without  waiting  for  a  motion.  This  may  be  done  only  when 
no  one  objects. 

2.  Order  of  Precedence.  A  motion  shall  be  in  order  at  all  times 
when  there  is  no  other  business  before  the  Convention ;  but,  when 
once  a  motion  has  been  received,  its  consideration  cannot  be  inter¬ 
rupted  except  by  Privileged,  Incidental  or  Subsidiary  questions. 

a.  The  Privileged  questions  are  the  following: 

(1)  To  fix  a  time  to  which  to  adjourn. 

(2)  To  adjourn. 

(3)  To  decide  cases  of  Privilege. 

(4)  To  call  for  the  Orders  of  the  day. 

These,  from  their  very  nature,  take  precedence  of  all  other  ques¬ 
tions  whatever,  and  may  at  any  time  interrupt  any  other  business  of 
the  Convention  until  the  necessary  action  has  been  taken  respecting 
them. 

Amongst  themselves  they  take  rank  in  the  order  in  which  they  are 
placed. 

A  motion  to  adjourn  is  always  in  order,  except  when  a  vote  is 
being  taken  or  a  member  is  addressing  the  Convention. 

A  question  of  Privilege  can  be  raised  at  any  point  of  the  proceed¬ 
ings  and  at  any  stage  of  a  discussion. 

b.  The  Incidental  motions  consist  of  the  following: 

(1)  Questions  of  order  and  appeal. 

(2)  Objections  to  the  consideration  of  a  subject. 

(3)  The  reading  of  papers. 

(4)  The  withdrawal  of  motions. 

(5)  Suspension  of  the  rules. 

These  cases  arise  incidentally  out  of  some  question  under  con¬ 
sideration,  and  necessarily  delay  action  on  the  original  proposition 
until  they  are  decided,  after  which  the  main  question  is  resumed  at 
the  point  at  which  it  was  interrupted. 
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c.  Subsidiary  motions,  viz: 

(1)  To  lay  on  the  table. 

(2)  To  order  the  previous  question. 

(3)  To  limit  debate. 

(4)  To  postpone. 

(5)  To  refer  to  a  committee. 

(6)  To  amend. 

The  foregoing  motions  are  employed  to  make  suitable  disposition 
of  some  principal  motion.  They  rank  in  the  order  of  their  arrange¬ 
ment,  and  any  one  in  the  list  may  be  moved,  even  though  one  or 
more  lower  down  may  be  pending  at  the  same  time.  But,  though 
as  a  rule  they  are  used  only  in  connection  with  the  main  question, 
they  may  also  to  some  extent  be  applied  to  each  other.  For  ex¬ 
ample,  the  motion  to  lay  on  the  table  and  to  order  the  previous  ques¬ 
tion  can  be  employed  on  any  debatable  motion  whatever.  To  limit 
debate,  to  postpone,  to  refer  to  a  committee,  and  to  amend  may 
themselves  be  amended. 

An  amendment  to  a  motion  may  be  made  at  any  stage  of  the 
question,  but  must  be  germane  to  it,  and  not  destroy  its  general 
sense  or  purpose. 

An  amendment  beyond  the  second  degree  is  out  of  order. 

3.  Reconsideration.  A  principal  motion  having  once  been  dis¬ 
posed  of,  whether  by  adoption,  rejection  or  indefinite  postponement, 
cannot  be  renewed  at  the  same  meeting  of  the  Convention,  except 
by  adopting  a  motion  to  reconsider  the  former  action,  which  motion 
must  be  made  and  seconded  by  members  that  were  in  the  majority 
on  the  original  question. 


Art.  II.  Discussion 

1.  Proper  consideration.  Any  question  submitted  to  the  Conven¬ 
tion  for  decision  shall  receive  adequate  consideration  before  being 
put  to  vote. 

2.  Objection  to  consideration.  When  a  motion  has  been  made  and 
seconded,  if  any  member  makes  objection  to  its  being  considered, 
the  President  shall  immediately  put  the  question,  “Shall  this  subject 
be  discussed  ?”  and  if  decided  in  the  negative,  the  motion  shall  be 
dismissed.  Such  objection,  however,  must  be  made  when  the  matter 
is  first  introduced. 

3.  Limited  debate.  The  motions  to  postpone,  to  commit  and  to 
amend,  whilst  themselves  debatable,  do  not  fully  open  the  main 
question  for  discussion,  but  only  so  far  as  may  be  necessary  to 
enable  the  Convention  to  determine  whether  these  motions  should 
be  adopted  or  rejected. 
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4.  Undcbatable  Questions.  The  following  motions  shall  be  put  to 
vote  without  discussion : 

a.  To  fix  a  time  to  which  to  adjourn  (when  a  privileged  question). 

b.  To  adjourn. 

c.  To  lay  on  the  table. 

d.  To  order  the  Previous  Question. 

e.  To  limit  or  extend  debate. 

/.  To  reconsider  a  question  that  was  itself  undebatable. 

g.  To  object  to  the  consideration  of  a  subject. 

h.  To  call  for  the  Orders  of  the  Day. 

i.  To  settle  questions  relating  to  priority  of  business. 

/.  To  decide  an  appeal  relating  to  cases  of  indecorum,  to  trans¬ 
gression  of  the  rules  of  speaking,  or  to  the  priority  of  business. 

k.  To  suspend  the  Rules. 

/.  To  allow  the  reading  of  papers. 

in.  To  permit  the  withdrawal  of  a  motion. 

5.  Privileges  in  Discussion. 

a.  Every  member  shall  have  full  liberty  to  discuss  any  debatable 
question  that  comes  before  the  Convention. 

From  this  privilege  the  President  is  not  excluded,  as  the  Constitu¬ 
tion  (Art.  Ill,  Sec.  2)  expressly  provides  that  “he  may  take  part  in 
the  discussions  and  vote  as  any  other  member.” 

b.  No  member  shall  be  interrupted  while  speaking,  except: 

(1)  For  explanation  (not  without  his  own  consent). 

(2)  By  a  call  to  order. 

(3)  By  an  objection  to  the  consideration  of  a  subject. 

(4)  By  a  call  for  the  Order  of  the  Day;  and, 

(5)  By  a  question  of  Privilege  requiring  immediate  action. 

6.  Restrictions  in  debate. 

a.  No  member  shall  speak  on  any  question  without  first  rising 
from  his  seat  and  respectfully  addressing  the  chair,  nor  even  then 
until  he  is  recognized  by  the  chair. 

b.  Every  speaker  shall  hold  himself  strictly  to  the  subject  under 
debate,  avoid  all  personalities  and  make  no  reflections  on  the 
motives  of  his  fellow-members. 

c.  Anyone  wishing  to  speak  oftener  than  twice  on  the  same  motion 
must  obtain  special  permission  from  the  Convention. 

d.  On  proper  occasions  a  special  order  may  be  made  limiting  the 
speakers  as  to  the  number  and  length  of  their  speeches,  and  fixing 
an  hour  when  the  debate  shall  stop  and  the  vote  be  taken. 

e.  A  question  shall  no  longer  be  considered  open  for  debate  after 
the  voting  has  begun.  Permission  may,  however,  be  granted  to  any¬ 
one  requesting  it  to  resume  the  discussion,  as  long  as  the  vote  in  the 
negative  has  not  yet  been  put. 
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Art.  III.  Taking  the  Vote 

1.  Right  and  duty  of  voting. 

a.  It  shall  be  the  right  and  duty  of  every  member  to  vote  on  every 
subject  that  is  brought  before  the  Convention  for  its  decision. 

To  this  rule  the  case  of  the  President  forms  no  exception,  as  Art. 
Ill,  Sec.  2,  of  the  Constitution  specifically  gives  him  this  right. 

2.  Order  of  voting.  When  a  series  of  motions  is  pending  at  the 
time  when  a  vote  is  to  be  taken,  they  shall  be  put  to  the  question  in 
an  order  exactly  the  reverse  of  that  in  which  they  were  made,  be¬ 
ginning  at  the  last. 

3.  Dividing  a  question.  When  any  motion  under  consideration 
contains  a  number  of  parts  that  may  be  divided  without  leaving 
either  of  them  incomplete  or  unintelligible,  such  a  division  shall  be 
made  when  any  member  requests  it,  and  a  vote  shall  be  taken  on 
each  of  the  parts  separately. 

In  case  of  objection,  however,  whether  to  the  division  itself  or 
to  the  form  of  it,  the  matter  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Convention 
for  decision. 

4.  Filling  a  blank.  The  largest  sum,  the  highest  number,  or  the 
longest  time  proposed  shall  be  voted  on  first.  If  that  does  not  pre¬ 
vail,  the  next  highest  shall  be  taken,  and  so  on  until  someone  re¬ 
ceives  a  majority  of  votes. 

5.  Forms  of  putting  the  question  in  special  cases.  The  following 
motions  shall  be  put  to  vote  according  to  the  forms  provided  for  the 
purpose  in  Roberts’  Manual,  p.  10,  viz : 

a.  To  call  for  the  Orders  of  the  Day. 

b.  To  move  the  Previous  Question. 

c.  To  decide  questions  concerning  appeals,  and 

d.  To  amend  by  striking  out  certain  words  or  clauses. 

The  forms  to  be  employed  follow  below,  in  the  same  order  as  the 
motions  above,  and  are  marked  with  corresponding  letters : 

o.  Will  the  Convention  now  proceed  to  the  Order  of  the  Day? 

b.  Shall  the  main  question  be  now  put? 

c.  Shall  the  decision  of  the  chair  stand  as  the  judgment  of  the 
Convention  ? 

d.  Shall  the  words  (those  proposed  to  be  stricken  out)  stand  as 
part  of  the  motion  or  resolution? 

6.  Number  of  votes  to  adopt. 

a.  A  majority.  To  adopt  any  ordinary  motion  or  resolution,  a 
majority  of  the  votes  cast  shall  be  sufficient.  A  tie  vote  is  not  to 
be  considered  a  majority,  except  in  a  vote  to  sustain  the  decision 
of  the  chair  in  cases  of  appeal. 
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b.  A  two-thirds  vote.  The  following  motions  shall  require  a  two- 
thirds  vote  for  their  adoption: 

(1)  To  object  to  a  question  being  discussed. 

(2)  To  cut  off  debate  by  the  Previous  Question. 

(3)  To  limit  debate. 

(4)  To  make  a  special  order. 

(5)  To  suspend  the  Rules  or  amend  the  same. 

c.  The  Yeas  and  Nays  shall  be  taken  and  recorded,  whenever  a 
call  for  the  same  is  sustained  by  one-fifth  of  the  members  present. 

d.  Decision  zvithout  a  vote . 

(1)  In  matters  of  mere  routine,  the  absence  of  objection  to  any 
action  proposed  may  be  taken  as  implying  general  consent,  and  may 
be  so  announced  by  the  President,  without  a  formal  vote  being 
taken. 

(2)  Questions  relating  to  the  reading  of  papers,  and  to  the  with¬ 
drawal  of  a  motion  by  the  mover,  may  be  determined  by  the  Presi¬ 
dent.  In  case  of  objection,  however,  the  matter  must  be  submitted 
to  the  Convention  for  decision. 

(3)  All  questions  of  order  and  of  privilege  shall  at  once  be  de¬ 
cided  by  the  chair,  and  his  decision  shall  stand  as  the  judgment  of 
the  Convention.  Anyone,  however,  who  does  not  agree  with  that 
decision  may  immediately  appeal  to  the  Convention  itself  and  have 
the  question  settled  by  a  regular  vote. 

7.  Division.  In  case  of  a  vote  taken  by  voices,  if  the  decision  of 
the  chair  as  to  the  result  be  called  into  question,  the  effect  of  such 
decision  shall  at  once  be  set  aside  and  the  sense  of  the  Convention 
ascertained  by  a  division. 

8.  Changing  one’s  vote.  Any  member  may  change  his  vote  as 
long  as  the  result  has  not  been  finally  announced,  but  not  thereafter. 

Art.  IV.  Miscellaneous 

1.  The  President  shall  appoint  all  committees  unless  otherwise 
directed  by  the  Convention. 

2.  The  Rules  of  Order  in  Roberts’  Manual  shall  govern  this  Con¬ 
vention  in  all  cases  not  determined  by  its  own  rules. 

3.  These  Rules  shall  be  distinctly  read  from  the  chair,  or  by  any¬ 
one  whom  he  may  name  immediately  after  the  organization  of  the 
Convention,  and  may  be  altered  or  amended  at  any  session  by  a 
vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present.

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THE  CONSTITUTION  OF  THE 


United  Lutheran  Church  in  America 


PREAMBLE 

In  the  Name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy 
Spirit.  Amen. 

Having  been  called  by  the  gospel  and  made  partakers  of  the 
grace  of  God,  and,  by  faith,  members  of  onr  Lord  and  Saviour 
Jesus  Christ,  and,  through  Him,  of  one  another, 

We,  members  of  Evangelical  Lutheran  congregations  in  Amer¬ 
ica,  associated  in  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synods,  recognizing  our 
duty  as  people  of  God  to  make  the  inner  unity  which  we  have 
with  one  another  manifest  in  the  common  confession,  defence  and 
maintenance  of  our  faith,  and  in  united  efforts  for  the  extension 
of  the  Kingdom  of  God  at  home  and  abroad ;  realizing  the  vast¬ 
ness  of  the  field  that  God  has  assigned  us  for  our  labors  in  this 
Western  world,  and  the  greatness  of  the  resources  within  our  be¬ 
loved  Church  which  are  only  feebly  employed  for  this  purpose ; 
conscious  of  our  need  of  mutual  assistance  and  encouragement ; 
and  relying  upon  the  promise  of  the  divine  Word  that  He  who 
hath  begun  this  work  will  perfect  it  until  the  day  of  Christ  Jesus, 

Hereby  unite,  and  now  invite,  and,  until  such  end  be  attained, 
continue  to  invite  all  Evangelical  Lutheran  congregations  and 
Synods  in  America,  one  with  us  in  the  faith,  to  unite  with  us  upon 
the  terms  of  this  Constitution,  in  one  general  organization,  to  be 
known  as  The  United  Lutheran  Church  in  America. 

CONSTITUTION 

ARTICLE  I 

NAME 

The  name  and  title  of  the  body  organized  under  this  Constitution 
shall  be  The  United  Lutheran  Church  in  America. 

(552) 
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ARTICLE  II 

DOCTRINAL  BASIS 

Section  i.  The  United  Lutheran  Church  in  America  receives  and 
holds  the  canonical  Scriptures  of  the  Old  and  New  Testaments  as 
the  inspired  Word  of  God,  and  as  the  only  infallible  rule  and 
standard  of  faith  and  practice,  according  to  which  all  doctrines 
and  teachers  are  to  be  judged. 

Section  2.  The  United  Lutheran  Church  in  America  accepts  the 
three  ecumenical  creeds :  namely,  the  Apostles’,  the  Nicene,  and  the 
Athanasian,  as  important  testimonies  drawn  from  the  Holy  Scrip¬ 
tures,  and  rejects  all  errors  which  they  condemn. 

Section  3.  The  United  Lutheran  Church  in  America  receives  and 
holds  the  Unaltered  Augsburg  Confession  as  a  correct  exhibition 
of  the  faith  and  doctrine  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church, 
founded  upon  the  Word  of  God;  and  acknowledged  all  churches  that 
sincerely  hold  and  faithfully  confess  the  doctrines  of  the  Unaltered 
Augsburg  Confession  to  be  entitled  to  the  name  of  Evangelical 
Lutheran. 

Section  4.  The  United  Lutheran  Church  in  America  recognizes 
the  Apology  of  the  Augsburg  Confession,  the  Smalkald  Articles, 
the  Large  and  Small  Catechisms  of  Luther,  and  the  Formula  of 
Concord,  as  in  the  harmony  of  one  and  the  same  pure  Scriptural 
faith. 

ARTICLE  III 

PRINCIPLES  OF  ORGANIZATION 

In  accordance  with  the  foregoing  Doctrinal  Basis,  The  United 
Lutheran  Church  in  America  sets,  forth  and  declares  the  following 
principles  as  fundamental  to  its  organization  : 

Section  i.  All  power  in  the  Church  belongs  primarily  and  ex- 
exclusively  to  our  Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ,  the  Head  of  the 
Church.  This  power  is  not  delegated  to  any  man  or  body  of 
men. 

Section  2.  All  just  power  exercised  by  the  Church  has  been  com¬ 
mitted  to  her  for  the  furtherance  of  the  gospel  through  the  Word 
and  sacraments,  and  is  conditioned  by  this  end  and  pertains  to  her 
as  the  servant  of  Jesus  Christ.  The  Church,  therefore,  has  no 
power  to  bind  the  conscience  except  as  she  teaches  what  her  Lord 
teaches  and  faithfully  commands  what  He  has  charged  her  to  com¬ 
mand. 

Section  3.  Congregations  are  the  primary  bodies  through  which 
power  committed  by  Christ  to  the  Church  is  normally  exercised. 

Section  4.  In  addition  to  the  pastors  of  churches,  who  are  ex 
officio  representatives  of  their  congregations,  the  people  have  the 
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right  to  choose  representatives  from  their  own  number  to  act  for 
them  under  such  constitutional  limitations  as  the  congregations  may 
approve. 

Section  5.  The  representatives  of  congregations  convened  in 
Synod  and  acting  in  accordance  with  their  Constitution  are,  for 
the  ends  defined  in  it,  representatively  the  congregations  themselves, 
and  have  the  right  to  call  and  set  apart  ministers  for  the  common 
work  of  all  the  congregations ;  whose  representatives  they  thereby 
become,  and  as  such  also  members  of  the  Synod. 

Section  6.  Congregations  representatively  constituting  the  various 
Synods  may  elect  delegates  through  those  Synods  to  represent  them 
in  a  general  body,  all  decisions  of  which,  when  made  in  accordance 
with  the  Constitution,  bind,  so  far  as  the  terms  of  mutual  agreement 
make  them  binding,  those  congregations  and  Synods  which  con¬ 
sent  to  be  represented  in  the  general  body. 

Section  7.  In  the  formation  and  administration  of  a  general 
body,  the  Synods  may  know  and  deal  with  each  other  only  as 
Synods.  In  all  such  cases  the  official  record  is  to  be  accepted  as 
evidence  of  the  doctrinal  position  of  each  Synod  and  of  the  prin¬ 
ciples  for  which  alone  the  other  Synods  are  responsible  by  con¬ 
nection  with  it. 


ARTICLE  IV 

MEMBERSHIP 

Section  i.  The  United  Lutheran  Church  in  America  at  its  organ 
ization  shall  consist  of  the  congregations  that  compose  the  Evangel¬ 
ical  Lutheran  Synods  which  have  been  in  connection  with  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Synod  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  in  the  United  States 
of  America,  the  General  Council  of  the  Lutheran  Church  in  North 
America,  or  the  United  Synod  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church 
in  the  South,  and  which  accepts  this  Constitution  with  its  Doctrinal 
Basis  as  set  forth  in  Article  II. 

Section  2.  Any  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod  applying  for  admis¬ 
sion,  which  has  accepted  this  Constitution  with  its  Doctrinal  Basis, 
as  set  forth  in  Article  II,  and  whose  Constitution  has  been  ap¬ 
proved  by  the  Executive  Board,  may  be  received  into  membership 
by  a  majority  vote  at  any  regular  convention. 

ARTICLE  V 

DELEGATES 

Section  i.  Each  Synod  connected  with  The  United  Lutheran 
Church  in  America  shall  be  entitled  to  representation  at  its  con¬ 
ventions  by  one  ordained  minister  and  one  layman  for  every  ten 
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pastoral  charges,  or  major  fraction  thereof,  on  its  roll;  provided, 
however,  that  each  Synod  shall  be  entitled  to  at  least  one  ministerial 
and  one  lay  delegate ;  and  provided  further,  that  the  delegates 
elected  by  the  Synods  to  the  last  conventions  of  the  general  bodies 
to  which  they  respectively  belong  held  prior  to  the  first  conven¬ 
tion  hereunder,  shall  be  and  they  are  in  the  adoption  hereof  chosen 
by  their  respective  Synods  as  their  duly  elected  delegates  to  said 
first  convention  hereunder,  irrespective  of  the  basis  of  representa¬ 
tion  upon  which  they  were  chosen.  The  ratio  of  representation 
may  be  changed  at  any  regular  convention  of  The  United  Lutheran 
Church  in  America  by  a  two-thirds  vote,  provided  that  notice  of 
the  proposed  change  has  been  given  at  the  preceding  regular  con¬ 
vention. 

Section  2.  Each  Synod  shall  choose  its  delegates  in  such  manner 
as  it  may  deem  proper.  The  delegates  from  each  Synod  shall 
elect  one  of  their  own  number  as  chairman,  unless  the  Synod  itself 
has  designated  the  chairman. 

ARTICLE  VI 

OBJECTS 

The  objects  of  The  United  Lutheran  Church  in  America  are: 

Section  i.  To  preserve  and  extend  the  pure  teaching  of  the 
gospel  and  the  right  administration  of  the  sacraments.  (Eph.  4: 
5,  6;  The  Augsburg  Confession,  Article  VII). 

Section  2.  To  conserve  the  unity  of  the  true  faith  (Eph.  4:3-16; 
1  Cor.  1:10),  to  guard  against  any  departure  therefrom  (Rom. 
16:  17),  and  to  strengthen  the  Church  in  faith  and  confession. 

Section  3.  To  express  outwardly  the  spiritual  unity  of  Lutheran 
congregations  and  Synods,  to  cultivate  co-operation  among  all 
Lutherans  in  the  promotion  of  the  general  interests  of  the  Church, 
to  seek  the  unification  of  all  Lutherans  in  one  orthodox  faith,  and 
thus  to  develop  and  unfold  the  specific  Lutheran  principles  and 
practice  and  make  their  strength  effective. 

Section  4.  To  awaken,  co-ordinate  and  effectively  direct  the  en¬ 
ergies  of  the  Church  in  such  operations  as  the  following : 

(a)  The  training  of  ministers  and  teachers  to  be  witnesses  of  the 
Word. 

( b )  The  extension  of  the  kingdom  of  God  by  Home,  boreign 
and  Inner  Missions. 

(c)  The  proper  regulation  of  the  human  externals  of  worship, 
that  the  same,  in  character  and  administration,  may  be  in  keeping 
with  the  New  Testament  and  the  liberty  of  the  Church,  and  may 
edify  the  Body  of  Christ. 
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( d )  The  appointment  of  editorial  committees  or  editors  of 
Church  papers  and  Sunday  School  literature. 

(c)  The  preparation  and  publication  of  such  literature  as  shall 
promote  the  dissemination  of  knowledge  as  to  the  doctrines,  prac¬ 
tice,  progress  and  needs  of  the  Lutheran  Church. 

(/)  The  creation,  organization  and  development,  through  Boards 
and  Committees,  of  agencies  to  carry  on  all  departments  of  work. 

Section  5.  To  lay  apportionments,  and  to  solicit  and  disburse  the 
funds  necessary  for  these  and  other  purposes  defined  in  this  Consti¬ 
tution. 

Section  6.  To  foster  and  develop  the  work  of  Synods,  to  ex¬ 
ercise  a  general  supervision  of  the  Church,  and  on  appeal  of  Synods 
to  give  counsel  and  to  adjudicate  questions  of  doctrine,  worship 
and  discipline. 

Section  7.  To  enter  into  relations  with  other  bodies  in  the  unity 
of  the  faith  and  to  exchange  official  delegates  with  them. 


ARTICLE  VII 

CONVENTIONS 

Section  i.  A  convention  of  the  duly  elected  delegates  of  The 
United  Lutheran  Church  in  America  shall  be  held  at  least  once  in 
every  two  years,  at  such  time  and  place  as  may  be  determined  by 
the  preceding  convention  of  the  body,  or  by  the  Executive  Board. 

Section  2.  Special  conventions  shall  be  called  by  the  officers  at 
the  request  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  of  the  Executive  Board, 
or  at  the  request  of  the  Presidents  of  a  majority  of  the  Synods. 
The  delegates  shall  be  those  who  represented  the  Synods  at  the 
previous  regular  convention,  provided  they  have  not  been  disquali¬ 
fied  by  removal  or  by  the  election  of  new  delegates.  Vacancies  in 
delegations  shall  be  filled  according  to  the  rules  of  the  respective 
Synods. 

Section  3.  A  majority  of  the  delegates  representing  a  majority 
of  the  Synods,  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 


ARTICLE  VIII 

POWERS 

Section  i.  As  to  External  Relations.  The  United  Lutheran 
Church  in  America  shall  have  power  to  form  and  dissolve  relations 
with  other  general  bodies,  (organizations  and  movements.  To 
secure  uniform  and  consistent  practice  no  Synod,  Conference  or 
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Board,  or  any  official  representative  thereof,  shall  have  power  of 
independent  affiliation  with  general  organizations  and  movements. 

Section  2.  As  to  Internal  Relations.  The  United  Lutheran  Church 
in  America  shall  have  power  to  deal  with  internal  matters  that 
affect  all  its  constituent  Synods  or  the  activities  of  The  United 
Lutheran  Church  as  a  whole,  except  that  when  the  operation  of 
such  power  takes  place  within  the  domain  of  any  of  the  Synods 
their  consent  and  co-operation  must  first  be  secured. 

Section  3.  As  to  Inter  synodical  Dealings.  The  United  Lutheran 
Church  in  America  shall  have  power  to  address  and  counsel  its 
constituent  Synods  for  the  promotion  of  intersynodical  harmony. 
Any  question  of  interpretation  of  law,  rights,  or  principle,  that 
comes  within  its  jurisdiction,  or  any  proper  cases  referred  to  it  on 
appeal  of  a  Synod,  shall  be  determined  by  a  Commission  of  Ad¬ 
judication  hereinafter  provided  for. 

Section  4.  As  to  Individual  Synods  and  Specific  Cases.  If  Syn¬ 
ods  have  had  due  and  legal  opportunity  to  be  represented  in  the 
conventions  of  The  United  Lutheran  Church  in  America,  they  are 
bound  by  all  resolutions  that  have  been  passed  in  accordance  with 
this  Constitution.  But  each  Synod  retains  every  power,  right  and 
jurisdiction  in  its  own  internal  affairs  not  expressly  delegated 
to  The  United  Lutheran  Church  in  America. 

Section  5.  As  to  Doctrine  and  Conscience.  All  matters  of  doc¬ 
trine  and  conscience  shall  be  decided  according  to  the  Word  of  God 
alone.  If,  on  grounds  of  doctrine  or  conscience,  the  question  be 
raised  as  to  the  binding  character  of  any  action,  the  said  question 
shall  be  referred  to  the  Commission  of  Adjudication.  Under  no 
circumstances  shall  the  right  of  a  minority  be  disregarded  or  the 
right  to  record  an  individual  protest  on  the  ground  of  conscience  be 
refused. 

Section  6.  As  to  the  Maintenance  of  Principle  and  Practice.  The 
United  Lutheran  Church  in  America  shall  protect  and  enforce  its 
Doctrinal  Basis,  secure  pure  preaching  of  the  Word  of  God  and 
the  right  administration  of  the  sacraments  in  all  its  Synods  and 
congregations.  It  shall  also  have  the  right,  where  it  deems  that 
loyalty  to  the  Word  of  God  requires  it,  to  advise  and  admonish 
concerning  association  and  affiliation  with  non-ecclesiastical  and 
other  organizations  whose  principles  or  practices  appear  to  be  in¬ 
consistent  with  full  loyalty  to  the  Christian  Church,  but  the  Synods 
alone  shall  have  the  power  of  discipline. 

Section  7.  As  to  Books  of  Devotion  and  Instruction,  etc.  The 
United  Lutheran  Church  in  America  shall  provide  books  of  devo¬ 
tion  and  instruction,  such  as  Liturgies,  Hymn  Books  and  Cate¬ 
chisms,  and  no  Synod  without  its  sanction  shall  publish  or  recom- 
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mend  books  of  this  kind  other  than  those  provided  by  the  general 
body. 

Section  8.  As  to  Work  and  Administration.  The  United  Luth¬ 
eran  Church  in  America  shall  have  the  power  to  engage  in  the 
work  described  under  “Objects”  (see  Article  VI),  to  create  and 
regulate  Boards  and  committees,  to  determine  budgets,  and  to  lay 
apportionments. 

Section  9.  The  executive  power  of  the  United  Lutheran  Church 
in  America  shall  be  vested  in  the  officers  of  the  general  body,  in  an 
Executive  Board,  and  in  various  other  Boards  for  special  purposes, 
subject  to  this  Constitution  and  the  conventions  of  the  general 
body. 


ARTICLE  IX 

OFFICERS 

Section  i.  The  officers  of  The  United  Lutheran  Church  in  Amer¬ 
ica  shall  be  a  President,  a  Secretary  and  a  Treasurer,  who  shall  be 
elected  by  ballot  at  each  regular  convention,  and  shall  serve  until 
their  successors  are  elected.  The  President,  who  shall  be  an  or¬ 
dained  minister,  and  the  Secretary  shall  be  chosen  from  the  dele¬ 
gates  present. 

Section  2.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  sessions  of  the 
convention,  shall  have  the  appointment  of  committees,  unless  The 
United  Lutheran  Church  otherwise  direct;  shall  see  that  the  Con¬ 
stitution  be  observed  and  resolutions  carried  out ;  shall  sign  all  offi¬ 
cial  papers,  and  shall  discharge  such  other  duties  as  are  delegated 
to  him  by  the  convention. 

Section  3.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  proceedings, 
attest  all  documents  of  the  body,  and  publish  the  time  and  place  of 
the  next  meeting  at  least  two  months  in  advance.  In  case  of  a 
special  meeting  he  shall  give  a  written  notice  thereof  to  the  Presi¬ 
dent  of  each  of  the  Synods  immediately  upon  the  issue  of  the  call, 
and  shall  publish  the  same  at  least  thirty  days  in  advance  of  the 
meeting. 

Section  4.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  and  disburse  all  moneys, 
and  keep  an  account  of  all  his  transactions  and  submit  a  report  of 
the  same  at  each  regular  convention.  He  shall  make  disbursements 
only  upon  the  order  of  the  President,  attested  by  the  Secretary. 
He  shall  be  required  to  give  corporate  surety  in  such  amount  as 
shall  be  determined  by  the  Executive  Board. 

Section  5.  In  the  event  of  the  death,  resignation  or  incapacity  of 
any  officer,  in  the  interim  between  conventions,  the  Executive 
Board  shall  fill  the  vacancy. 
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ARTICLE  X 

INCORPORATION 

The  United  Lutheran  Church  in  America  shall  be  incorporated. 

ARTICLE  XI 

THE  EXECUTIVE  BOARD 

Section  i.  The  Executive  Board  of  The  United  Lutheran  Church 
in  America,  which  shall  also  be  its  Board  of  Trustees,  shall  con¬ 
sist  of  the  President,  the  Secretary,  and  the  Treasurer  of  the  gen¬ 
eral  body,  who  shall  also  be  the  officers  of  the  Executive  Board, 
together  with  six  ministerial  and  six  lay  members,  who  shall  be 
elected  by  the  general  body  for  a  term  of  four  years. 

Section  2.  At  the  first  election  three  ministerial  and  three  lay 
members  shall  be  elected  to  serve  four  years,  and  three  ministerial 
and  three  lay  members  to  serve  two  years.  Thereafter  three  min¬ 
isterial  and  three  lay  members  shall  be  elected  at  each  regular  con¬ 
vention  to  serve  four  years. 

Section  3.  The  Executive  Board  shall  meet  at  stated  times.  It 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Executive  Board  to  represent  The  United 
Lutheran  Church  in  America  and  to  carry  out  its  resolutions  and  at¬ 
tend  to  its  business  during  the  interim ;  it  shall  co-ordinate  the 
work  of  the  executive  departments,  receive  reports  as  to  the  work 
and  needs  of  the  several  Boards,  present  a  budget  to  the  conven¬ 
tions  with  apportionments,  fill  vacancies  not  otherwise  provided  for, 
and  perform  such  other  work  as  may  be  delegated  to  it  by  the 
general  body,  to  which  it  shall  make  full  report  of  its  acts. 

ARTICLE  XII 
commission  of  adjudication 

Section  i.  A  Commission  of  Adjudication  shall  be  established  to 
which  shall  be  referred,  for  interpretation  and  decision,  all  disputed 
questions  of  doctrine  and  practice,  and  this  Commission  shall  con¬ 
stitute  a  court  for  the  decision  of  all  questions  of  principle  or 
action  arising  within  The  United  Lutheran  Church  in  America,  and 
which  had  been  properly  referred  to  it  by  resolution  or  by  appeal 
of  any  of  the  Synods. 

Section  2.  This  Commission  of  Adjudication  shall  consist  of  nine 
members,  six  ministers  and  three  laymen,  learned  in  the  doctrine, 
the  law  and  the  practice  of  the  Church.  All  of  the  members  ot 
this  Commission  shall  be  elected  at  the  first  convention  of  The 
United  Lutheran  Church  in  America,  two  ministers  and  one  layman 
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for  a  period  of  six  years,  two  ministers  and  one  layman  for  a 
period  of  four  years,  and  two  ministers  and  one  layman  for  a 
period  of  two  years.  As  their  terms  expire  their  successors  shall 
be  elected  at  each  convention  for  a  term  of  six  years. 

Section  3.  The  Commission  shall  elect  its  own  officers,  and  shall 
meet  at  least  semi-annually  for  the  transaction  of  business.  When 
it  holds  meetings,  or  renders  decisions,  due  notice  of  the  time  and 
place  of  meeting  shall  be  given  by  its  Secretary  to  all  persons  in¬ 
terested,  and  a  standing  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  its  regular 
meetings  shall  be  published  in  the  church  papers. 

Section  4.  The  consent  of  at  least  six  members  shall  always  be 
necessary  for  a  decision. 

Section  5.  The  Commission  shall  render  a  written  report  of  all 
its  actions  and  decisions  to  the  next  regular  convention,  but  the 
right  of  appeal  from  its  decisions  shall  always  be  recognized. 

ARTICLE  XIII 

BOARDS 

Section  i.  The  United  Lutheran  Church  in  America  shall  deter¬ 
mine  the  number  of  members  in  the  several  Boards  which  it  shall 
create,  and  these  Boards  shall  always  be  amenable  to  it. 

Section  2.  All  members  of  Boards  shall  be  elected  by  The  United 
Lutheran  Church  in  America.  Vacancies  occurring  in  any  Board 
ad  interim  shall  be  filled  by  the  Executive  Board  of  the  Church  on 
nomination  of  the  Board  in  which  the  vacancy  exists.  No  person 
shall  be  a  member  of  more  than  two  Boards  at  one  and  the  same 
time.  No  member  of  any  Board,  including  the  Executive  Board, 
shall  be  a  member  of  the  Commssion  of  Adjudication;  but  the 
President  of  The  United  Lutheran  Church  shall  at  all  times  have 
a  seat  and  a  voice  in  all  the  Boards  and  in  the  Commission  of  Ad¬ 
judication. 

Section  3.  These  Boards,  upon  the  determination  of  the  general 
body,  shall  secure  articles  of  incorporation  which  must  be  in  har¬ 
mony  with  the  purposes  of  The  United  Lutheran  Church  in  Amer¬ 
ica  ;  but  no  Board  shall  apply  for  incorporation  until  its  proposed 
charter  shall  have  received  the  approval  of  the  general  body  in 
convention,  or,  in  the  interim,  of  the  Executive  Board. 

Section  4.  The  Boards,  unless  otherwise  provided,  shall  have 
power  to  elect  their  own  officers  and  employees,  and  to  carry  on 
their  work  in  accordance  with  the  design  of  their  appointment.  No 
member  of  a  Board  shall  be  a  salaried  employee  thereof. 

Section  5.  The  Boards  shall  require  corporate  surety  from  their 
respective  Treasurers.  At  each  regular  convention  of  The  United

Lutheran  Church  in  America,  they  shall  render  full  and  accurate 
reports  of  their  work  during  the  preceding  biennium. 

Section  6.  The  Woman’s  Missionary  Society,  as  auxiliary  to 
Boards  of  The  United  Lutheran  Church  in  America,  shall  have 
the  right  to  appoint  two  women  as  advisory  members  of  each  of  the 
missionary  and  benevolent  Boards  to  the  support  of  whose  work 
they  regularly  or  officially  contribute. 

ARTICLE  XIV 

SYNODS 

Section  i.  No  Synod  in  connection  with  The  United  Lutheran 
Church  in  America  shall  alter  its  geographical  boundaries  without 
the  permission  of  the  general  body. 

Section  2.  Synods  shall  give  advice  to  their  ministers  and  con¬ 
gregations  concerning  doctrine,  life  and  administration,  and  shall 
exercise  such  disciplinary  measures  as  may  be  necessary. 

Section  3.  The  Presidents  of  Synods  shall  exercise  an  oversight 
of  the  pastors  and  congregations  composing  their  respective  Synods, 
and  shall  be  charged  with  the  duty  of  carrying  out  the  rules  and 
regulations  adopted  by  the  Synods.  When  requested  by  the  Execu¬ 
tive  Board  they  shall  appear  before  it  to  represent  their  Synods. 
They  may  also  make  suggestions  to  the  Executive  Board,  or  seek 
its  advice,  with  respect  to  the  conditions  and  work  in  their  Synods. 

Section  4.  Should  any  Synod  in  connection  with  The  United 
Lutheran  Church  in  America  desire  to  continue  its  established  lines 
of  work  for  reasons  satisfactory  to  the  general  body,  such  privilege 
may  be  granted. 

ARTICLE  V 

committees,  by-laws  and  amendments 

Section  i.  The  United  Lutheran  Church  in  America  may  appoint 
special  and  standing  committees.  It  may  adopt  By-Laws  for  the 
transaction  of  its  business,  provided  that  they  do  not  conflict  with 
this  Constitution.  These  By-Laws  may  be  suspended  or  amended  at 
any  convention  by  a  two-thirds  vote. 

Section  2.  Amendments  to  this  Constitution  must  be  presented  in 
writing  at  a  regular  Convention  of  The  United  Lutheran  Church 
in  America,  which  shall  decide  by  a  two-thirds  vote  whether  and 
in  what  form  they  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Synods.  An  exact  copy 
of  proposed  amendments  shall  be  transmitted  by  the  Secretary  to  the 
Presidents  of  the  Synods  for  submission  to  their  respective  bodies. 
If  at  a  subsequent  convention  two-thirds  of  the  Synods  shall  report 
their  approval  of  the  amendments  proposed  they  shall  be  declared 
adopted. 
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
